CHAP. I. 

The caafe of Timur*s war in Indi*. 

"^IMUR had given to his graadfon 
B prince Pir Mehemed, fon oF Ge- 
B Hangnlr, the provinces of Condoz, 

JBL Bacalan,. Cabul, Gaznin, and Can* 
dahar, with their dependency’s, as far as the 
frontiers of India, as"we faid before; and this 
Mirza being eftablilh’d in thefe principatitys, 
endeavor’d to render ’em flouriihing by his juf- 
tice and goodnefs. 

He receiv’d orders from court to afiemble the 
troops of all the provinces, and to depart at 
their head for other conquefts, and to make 
himfelf matter of many towns and countjys m 
India. He accordingly fet out with a great ar- 
tny commanded by good generals, the moft va¬ 
liant Emirs of his country. 

They began with the plunder of the Ouganis, 
inhabitants of the mountain of Solyman Couh *, ’ 
which country they entirely ravag’d. They 
pirfS'd the Indus, "invefted Oatchah a , and alfo 
|ai4 fiege to Moultan 5 , which had then for its 
governor prjtgpa Sarertk, eldeft brother of Mel- 
FobCan, who govern’d the empire of India for 
the young Saltan Mahmoud. 

. Timur refolv’d to make war in tire empire of

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emperor of it, Mellon Can and Sarenk twe Chap, 
brothers, who nad been his generals, had ufurp’d 1 
the foverefgn power; and having plac’d on the 
throne Sultan Mahmoud, grandfon of Firoiiz 
Chah, they reign’d over all India, Mellon Can 
redding at Deli % near Sultan Mahmoud,* and 
his brother Sarenk at Moultan. 

Moultan being befieg’d by our army, was 
briskly attack’d and batter’d without interrup¬ 
tion : there were two aflaults given every day, 
and the regiment of Timur Coja fon of Acbouga, 
fought with more heat than all the others, be- 
caufe this Emir was not only an advifer, but the 
firft a<5tor in this enterprize. 

Timur receiv’d the news with joy; and as he 
had already refolv’d to carry his arms to Catai or 
China, to root out the infidels, he got together 
all the troops of the empire. He had been be¬ 
fore that inform’d, that the mahometan reli¬ 
gion was then obferv’d in many places of In¬ 
dia, as at Deli and other citys, where t^he tefti- 
mony of that faith was written upon their 
coins j neverthelefs the great-eft part of the pro¬ 
vinces diftatft from this to\yn were inhabited by 
idolaters* Timur, who defign’d to partake of 
the merit and glory of the Gazie s , and had 
rais’d this numerous army with intention to 
make war on the enemys of his religion, foon 
refolv’d on the conqueft of India. H-e a 11 ena¬ 
bled his council, according to the cuftom Ma-

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Book IV. hornet had introduc’d, and proposed his under- 
t/YNJ taking to the great Emirs of the ft ate in thefe 
terms. 

“ Fortune, my dear friends, furniihes us 
“ with fuch happy conjuudures, that fhe feems 
“ to'offer herfelf to us, and invite us to lay hold 
“ of the favorable opportunitys which prefent 
: “ themfelves ,\ for as we have already feen the 
“ empires of Iran and Touran, and almoft all 
“ Afia under our command, fhe fhews us In- 
w dia, thro the diforders of the princes who 
<c govern it, opening its gates to receive us. 
“ My name has fpread terror throughout the 
(C univerfe; and the leaft motion I make is ca- 
“ pable of fhaking the whole earth. It is 
“ therefore time to attack the kingdom of In- 
“ dia, where having overcome what oppofes 
" our defigns, we /hall oblige this kingdom to 
“ acknowledg no other fovereign than me. 
“ What think ye, my dear friends, who are the 
€f companions of my victorys, of this great en- 
(c terprize? Speak all in general, and every 
“ one in particular, your opinion of this pro- 
pofal, which appears reafonable, fince for- 
“ tune has not yet withdrawn its protection 
from us. ” r 

Timur having thus made known his refolu- 
tion to the captains and generals of his army, 
they fell upon the ground, and with fincere fub- 
miffion and perfect obedience, faid. The order 
of the emperor was a law to all men, and more 
indifpenfibly fo to them w'ho were his flaves j 
that wherever he fhou’d fet his feet, therp they 
fhou’d be ready to lay their Feads: that it 
was their glory punctually to obey his orders, 
,even when he requir’d ’em to undertake the 
greateft difficulty?. Timur, pleas’d with this 
apfvser, heap’d favors on ’em, and thought of 

nothing 
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nothing more than the means of bringing this 
enterprise to perfc&ion. 


CHAP. II. 

Timur brings his army into the field , to make 
war againft the Guebres in India. 

T H E Alcoran fays, the higheft dignity man 
can attain to, is that of making war in 
perfon againft the enemys of his religion. Ma¬ 
homet advifeth the fame thing, according to 
the tradition of the muffulman dodors : where¬ 
fore the great Timur always ftrove to exter¬ 
minate the infidels, as much to acquire that 
glory, as to fignalize himfeif by the greatnefs 
of his conquefts. 

For which reafon in the year of the Leopard, 
that is, in the month of Regeb of the year»8oo 
of the Hegira, having left Mirza Omar fon of 
Mirza Miran Chah to govern the city of Samar- 
cand, he took the road to India, having many 
kings of Afia for his attendence, who were 
come to his court as to an afylum, to render 
their fervices to this conqueror. 

He had in his army foldiers and even officers 
of all nations; but all the chiefs, and greateft 
part of the companys who were in polls of con- 
fequence, were Tartars : and he had alfo a great 
many lords of Keph. 

Timur being arriv’d at Termed, there order’d 
to be made a bridge of boats over the Oxus, 
which he crofs’d with his army : He rais’d ma¬ 
ny choice foldiers and of good appearance in 
the fine city of Culm, from whence he took the 
road to Aznic and Semencan ; and after having

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Book IV. pafs’d the mountains of B^calan, he went to en 
camp at Enderabe.

W HILST Timur was encamp’d atEnderabe, 
the inhabitants ame to caft themfelves 
at his feet, to complain of the infults and trou-- 
bles they receiv’d from the idolaters of Ketuer *, 
and from the Siapouches 7 : they represented to 
him that there were a great number of Muf- 
fulmanSj from whom the infidels exadted every' 
year exceflive fums of money, under the name 
of tribute and Carage which if they fail’d to 
pay punSually, they kill’d their men, and made 
their women and children flaves. 

The emperor, touch’d with their complaints, 
and excited by zeal for the religion of which 
he was protector and defender, march’d imme¬ 
diately againft thele tyrants: he chofe, three 
foldiers out of every ten, and left the Mirza 
Oharoc to command the reft of the army and 
the baggage at Gonnandidtour *, where they 
ordinarily pafs d. the fummer. Timur decamp’d 
twice a day, and 1 march’d with fo much, dili¬ 
gence, that he made two days journy in one.

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He faon arriv'd; at Perjan 9 , whence he Cent Chap. 5* 
Mirza Rouftem, accompanied by Buchan A- 
gfen, and other Emirs, with ten thoufand men 
towards the left, to feek the Siapouches; and 
following his road, he arriv’d at Caouc where 
he found a demolijCh’d citadel, which he caus’d 
to be rebuilt. Many Emirs and foldiers left 
forae of their horfos at Caouc, and afeended on 
foot the mountain of Ketuer, where tho the 
fun was in Gemini, the foow lay in fo great 
abundance, that the feet of moft part of the 
boefes, which the lords woat’d have carry’d 
up, fail’d ’em; yet feme of ’em were fpur’d 
on fo much during the night and the froft, 
that they were conftrain’d to get up : but day 
being come, and the fnow turn’d into ice, they 
kept thefe horfes Under felts till evening, when 
they pontiau’d to afeend the mountain, fo that 
at length they arriv’d at the top, ^nd then feat 
for the reft of the horfes. And as the infidels 
dwelt in narrow parages and precipices, and 
there was no road to get to them, befides what 
was cover’d with fnow ; fome of the Emirs and 
foldiers defeended by cords, while others lying 
on the fnow. Aid down to the bottom. They 
made a fort of raft for Timur, to which they 
fatten'd rings, that they might tie cords to it 
of one hundred and fifty cubits in length: ho 
fat upon it, while many perfons let turn down 
from the top to the bottom of the mountain, 
as far as the cords wou’d reach. Others dug 
with pickaxes in the fnow a place where he 
might ftand firm. They who were on the top

again in the machine. The place alfo was mark’d 
out where he fhou’d ftay next; -and fo on till the 
fifth time, when he arriv’d at the foot of the 
mountain. Then this monarch took a ftaff in his 
hand to reft on, and Walk’d on foot a . great 
way. Thefe fatigues did not deter him, be- 
caufe of his confidence in the merit of .the Ga- 
zie, which always increas’d his ardent zeal for 
the moft difficult enterprizes. Thofe who work 
for God may reft aflur’d of fuccefs. They alfo 
let down fome of the emperor’s horfes, girding 
’em about the belly and neck, with great pre¬ 
caution ; bat moft of ’em thro the fault of the 
guides fell headlong down, fo that there re¬ 
main’d but two fit for fervice. Then Timur 
took horfe, and all the army follow’d on foot. 

The infidels' of this country are ftrong men, 
and as large as t;he giants of the people of Aad ’; 
they go all naked ,• their kings are nam’d Oda 
and Odachouh: they hare a particular lan¬ 
guage *, which is neither Perfian, nor Turkilh, 
nor Indian j and know no other than this: 
and if it was not for the inhabitants of the 
neighbouring places, who are found there by 
chance, and having learnt their language, ferve 
for interpreters, no one would be able to under- 
ftand ’em. 

Thefe infidels Were in a citadel, at the foot 
of whofe walls paffes a great river ; and on the 
other fide of this river there was a high moun¬ 
tain. As they had learnt the approach of Ti¬ 
mur twenty four hours before, his arrival, they 
abandon’d this poft, crofs’4 the river, and car-

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ry’d their effe&s to the top of this mountain, 
imagining it inacceflible, efpecialfy with the in¬ 
trench meats they had made there. 

When the army after long fatigues arriv’d 
at the citadel, they found nothing there bat 
feme fheep the enemy had left, which they made 
themfelves matters of: then having fetfire to the 
houfes, they immediately crofs’d the river. ; The 
emperor order’d ’em to afeend the mountain by 
many narrow paflages; which our foldiers did, 
and at the fame time return’d thanks to God. 

Cheik Arflan, at the head of the vanguard of 
of the left wing 5 , attack’d the foremoft of the 
enemys, and made himfelf matter of a. riling 
ground. They were alfo attack’d by Ali Sultan 
Tavachi, who came down into the place where 
they were encamp’d. A colonel nam’d Chame- 
lic fignaliz’d himfelf by many great adtions ; 
and fourteen of our braveft foldiers fell from 
the top of the mountain to the bottom, and 
were kill’d. Mobacher alfo behav’d himfelf gal¬ 
lantly. Mengheli Co ja advanc’d at the head of 
his company, and gain’d the top of the moun¬ 
tain. Sevindgic Behader did all that cou’d be 
expeded from the greateft valor. Cheik Ali 
Saliberi advanc’d as far as the ridge of the 
mountain with all his foldiers,- he attack’d the 
enemy, and got poflefllon of their poft. Mouf- 
fa Recmal and the Emir Hufl'ein Courtchi be¬ 
hav’d themfelves with the utmoft refolution ; 
and at length all the Emirs of the Hezares and 
Couchons attack’d the infidels on at 1 fides in the 
mod dangerous places. The enettfy defended 
themfelves vigoroufly, notwithftanding the great 
daughter of their men. The fight lafted three

thefe unfortunate men finding .^themfelves no 
gght of longer able to make refinance, * beg’d quarter 
tbe men of with tears in their eyes. Timur fent to ’em Ac 
Ifiemer. Sultan Kechi, with ordyr to tell them that if 
they wou’d come to him with fubmiffion and 
obedience, abandon their errors, and take up a 
refolution to acknowledg but one God, and em¬ 
brace the mahometan religion with fineerity, 
he wou’d not only give ’em thei r lives and ef¬ 
fects, but alfo leave ’em to enjoy their princi¬ 
pality as before. They had no fooner learnt 
this from an interpreter, than the fourth day 
they came to caft themfelves at the feet of the 


emperor, conducted by Ac Sultan Kechi: they 
abjur’d their idolatry, and embrac’d the maho¬ 
metan religion, promifing to fubmit entirely to 
the emperor, and obey all his commands. Ti¬ 
mur, according to his wonted generality, gave 
them clothes, and fent them away, after having 
encourag’d ’em by the moft affe&ionate fpeeches. 
Treafon of Night being come, thele wretches, whofe-i' 
the men of hearts' were more black than their garments, fell 
Kernel-. U p 0n t h e regiment of Chamelic, and put all the 
foldiers of it to the fword, except a few, who, 
tho wounded and lame, efcap’d their hands. 

^nith ^ 00 ° as t ^ s trea ^ on was difeover’d, our 

’ men flew near one hundred and fifty of’em. 
All the army got up upon the mountain, and 
following the precept of Mahomet, who orders 
the women to be /par’d, they put to the fword 
all the old and young men of thefe infidels, and 
carry’d avtfay their women and children. At 
length they built towers on the tap of the 
mountain and thp end of the bridge, -with the 
heads of thefe traitors, who had never bow’d 
their head to adore the true God. Timur or-

CHAP. IV.

Timur fences Mehemed Azad to gain intelli¬ 
gence of MirzA Roufiem And Burlun Aglen. 
His return to Kjtuer. 

A S there came no news of Mina Rouf- 
tem and T! Bathan Aglen, who were 
gone againft the Siapotiches, the emperor or¬ 
der’d the inhabitants of Keener to furnifli 
him with guides ; and he feat Mehemed Azad 
and Doletchah, who had been rais’d to pre¬ 
ferments in his court. Four Or five Emirs ac- 
company’d ’em, with four hundred Turks 4 and 
three hundred Tadgics 5 , commanded by Mehe¬ 
med Azad, who had orders to get information of 
Mirza Rouftem and Burhan Aglen. Mehemed 
after his departure, according to Timur’s order, 
went up, by ftrait and difficult paflages with ex¬ 
treme fatigue, high mountains cover’d with 
fnow, which he afterwards Aid down, having

C/'VVJ He then march’d to the fortrefs of the SiapoiH 
ches, where he cou’d not meet a fingle per-' 
fort, or hear one word ; but he found the tracks 
of the feet of feveral men, who were gone to 
the other fide of the mountain. Thefe Wpre 
the footfteps of the Siapouches, who having 
advice of the march of Mirza Rouftem arid 
Burhan Aglen, were gone out of their fortreffeAf* 
and retir’d to the mountains, where they lay in 
ambufcade in a very narrow ptffTage. *■ Sofflfe 
pafs’d by ’em, and others without precaution got. < 
off their horfes, which they let go Ioofe ': then the 
Siapouches, laying hold of the opportunity^ 
came out of their ambufcade, and fell fudderriy 
upon them. Burhan Aglen, thro his great cow- 
ardice, or rather by an unheard-of treafon, flung 
off his coat of mail, and fled without fighting, 
which caus’d the defeat of his troops. When a 
general turns his back, we may fay he is-the 
murderer of his foldiers. The infidels feeing 
the Muffulmans fly, became more daring; and 
purfuing our men dole, flew many of ’em with 
their axes and war-clubs, and among the reft. 
Cheik Huffein Courtchi, Doletchah Gebegi, 
and Adina captain of the horfe, who, after a 
vigorous defence, were deftroy’d among the 
reft. 

Affairs were in this miferable ftate, when 
Mehemed Azad obferving the prints of the feet, 
of the Siapouches, arriv’d in the paffage where 
this tragedy happen’d : he met ’em at their re¬ 
turn, attack’d ’em with the greateft bravery, 
after a fharp fight utterly defeated ’em, and re- 
topk from ’em the bucklers, arms and horfes of 
our Muffulmans. He then went to rejoin Bur¬ 
han Aglen with the horfe which had fled ; and 

every 
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every one knowing his own buckler^, arms and Chap, 
horfes, they were reftor’d. 

Mehemed Azad then told Burhan Aglefl that 
he muft.ftay in that place all night; but this 
coward would not do it: he got up to the top 
of the mountain, whither he was follow’d by his 
troops, to the great regret of Mehemed Azad; 
for when a commander proves-a traitor ora 
coward, hiS army never foils of being conquer’d. 

This action of Burhan was very infamous; and 
fince the reign of Genghiz Can there has ndt 
been one prince of the race of Cayat V who 
has committed the like. Burhah had formerly 
done the fame in the war of the Uzbecs, and 
receiv’d pardon by the Angular goodriefs of Ti¬ 
mur, who continu’d to honor- him as before, 
and had even fent him on this expedition, in 
Hopes he would repair hii fault, and recover his 
credit, which in this laft affair he entirely de- 
firoy’d. “• J!i ; - 

After the conqufcft of Ketuer, and defeat of 
the idolaters, Timur lent Gelaleliffam and Ali 
Siftani with troops Co feek an eafy paffage from 
the mountains, and to clear the w'ays: and he 
order’d them to ruin whatfoever they met be¬ 
longing to the infidels. 

Thefe two Emirs having found a paffage to 
their mines, open’d a way in the fnow; and 
then Timur crofs’d the mountains, and went 
down to Caouc % where he left a ftrong ga- 
rifon- At this place he join’d the Emirs and 
(oldiers, who for eighteen hours had conftantly

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Book.IV. fought on foot: then they took horfe, and ac¬ 
company the emperor. 

When flurhan Aglen _ and Mehemed Azad had 
join’d the imperial ilandard with their troops 
Timur wou’d not admit, the firfi: into his pre- 
fence, becaufe without making any defence he 
had fled from the infidels : he treated him with 
fcorn as he met him by chance; and, tQ fhew 
his infamy, cited a paflage of the Alcpram' 
which aflures us. That twenty zealous Mymil* 
mans are able to conquer two hundred infidel% 
provided they trail in God: and yet.Burba* 
(faid tfie emperor) at the head of ten tJiQufan/i 
men fled from a handful of infidels, and putthe 
Mufiulmans in danger of being torn in pi eqes. 
Then Timur declar’d him criminal, and as a 
mark of difgrace banifh’d him the court, , 
Mehemed Azad having : fought on foot at the 
head of four hundred men only, and flood his 
ground againft the fame men, tho puff’d up with 
their victory ,- and having alfo put a great nuny*- 
ber of ’em to the fword, recovering from ’em 
all the horfes they had got from ,us; Timing 
heap’d on him honors and riches, diilinguiihing 
him by great praifes, and giving him the com¬ 
mand of a regiment to reward his valor.. The \ 
emperor diftribured alfo largefles among thofe 
who had given marks of their courage in fo datt*^ 
gerous an expedition.

CHAP. V. 

Timur fends Mirza Cham to Herat. 


A T this place * Timur, permitted his dear * Caou<« 
Ton Mirza Charoc, heir apparent to the 
crown, to return to Herat, capital of Corafl'ana, 
of which he was governor. When he toot leave 
of this prince, he gave him his advice* and us’d 
many expreffions which fhew’d a fatherly tender- 
nefs and afte&ion; and after having embrac’d 
him, and recommended him to the divine pro¬ 
tection, he difmifs’d him. Timur decamp’d at 
the fame time, and march’d towards Cabul: he 
took the road to Tulle afcended the mountain 
of Hendou-Kech, pafs’d by Pendgehir 9 , com¬ 
monly call’d Pendgir, and went to encamp in £ 
fheadow of the country of Baran, about five 
leagues from Cabul. And as the defign of this 
Conqueror was chiefly to difpenfe juftice to the 
People, and to render the countrys and towns 
ilourifhing, he gave orders for a canal to be dug, 
which might join the river which pafles thro 
thofe quarters. He divided the land between 
the captains and foldiers, and in a ihort time 
there was a great canal made five leagues long, 

Which is yet call’d the canal of Mahigbir : at 
length there were many large villages built up¬ 
on it ,• and the valley, which before had not

T IMUR being encamp’d in the plain of' 
Dourin there arriv’d an* ambalfador 
from Timur Cotluc Aglen a prince of Capchac , 1 
and another from Emir Aidecou, a prince of 
Capchac, as alfo a third of Gete from Refer 
Coja Aglen; who were prefented before the 
throne by the Emirs and Nevians. After they 
had kifs’d the ground and perform’d other ufual^ 
ceremonys, they began their harangue, wiftiing 
all profperity to Timur, and highly extolling' 
him ': then they declar’d the fubjed of their 
embaffy, which, was, to allure the emperor that 
their mailers were faithful fervants of his maje- 
fly; that tho for fomq time paft there had been 
no good intelligence or agreement between ’em, 
which had made ’em depart from the obedience 
they ow’d him, and wander as vagabonds in 
the defarts; yet confideration and prudence 
having now brought ’em to fee the deformity 
of their actions, they fincerely repented of ’em; 
and that if the emperor would be merciful and 
pardon their fault, they would , for the futhre

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be moft obedient, and never difobey the orders Chap, c 
of his officers. 

Taizi Aglen, who for fome difference which 
happen’d between him and the Can at Olng 
Yurt % fled from the kingdom of Calmac’, came 
to this place to lay himfelf at the feet of the 
throne, and was receiv’d as handfomly as a 
prince of his rank cou’d expeft. Timur em¬ 
brac’d him, and prefented him with a veil: 
wove with gold, a belt fet with preciousftones, 
horfes of great price, feveral mules and camels, 
tents and pavilions, and whatever cou’d be ex- 
pefted from a great emperor. At the fame place 
alfo arriv’d Emir Cheik Noureddrn, fon ofSar 
Bouga, who had been left by Timur in Perfia, 
after the five years campaign there, in order 
to receive the revenues of that kingdom and 
the neighboring countrys. He brought with 
him an immenfe trgafure, with abundance of 
jewels of ineftimable price ,• likewife animals 
proper for the chafe,’ and birds of prey; leo¬ 
pards, gold mony, belts enrich’d with precious 
ftones, vefts wove with gold, fluffs of all co¬ 
lors, arms and all forts of utenfils for war, ara- 
bian horfes with faddles of gold, great camels* 
feveral carriage and riding mules, fine flirrups» 
the firaps embroider’d with gold and filver; 
umbrellas, canopys, pavilions, tents and cur¬ 
tains of fcarlet and all colors ; in /hort, there 
was fo great a quantity of curious pieces of 
work, that the fecretarys and comptrollers of 
the Divan employ’d three days and three nights

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to regift er 'em, and write copys of "’em, which,, 
were prefented to the lords of the court fof^ 
their perufal. 

The day for prefenting petitions being aj>-. 
pointed, the Emirs or generals, and the Nevx-, 
ans or foreign princes, prefented Emir Cheik 
Noureddin before the imperial throne. This 
prince knelt down, and the whole day was 
{pent in calling Over before the emperor all his 
prefents, than which none ever were feen fo 
magnificent, not even in the reign of the great 
Fjeridpn 4 , or of Corzu Peruize '. 

Prince Taizi Aglen, the ambafladors of Cap-_ 
chac, and feveral princes of the race of Gen- 
ghiz Can, who jvere prefent, were furpriz’d at 
it; not only at the fight of the riches, but but 
alfo confidering that the power of Timur muft 
be very great, fince one of his fubjefts was rich 
enough to make fo magnificent a prefent, 

Timur diftributed a great? many of thefe rari- 
tys, and gave a very friendly reception to Emir 
Cheik Noureddin, who told the emperor that 
all thefe prefents were too fmall for thofe who 
had refold’d to facrifice their lives tp his fervice. 

Timur being willing to treat the ambafladors' 
oF the Uzbecs s and Getes haiidfomly, gave ’em 
caps of gold, belts, veils and horfes ,• he grant¬ 
ed ’em whatfoever they ask’d, and loaded ’em' 
with prefents, as well for themfelves as their 
trailers, with letters in anfwer to thofe they 
hfid brought. At length Emir Cheik Noured- 
df4 knelt down, and ask’d pardon for Burhan 
A glen, a nd the reft who accompany’d' him at

He then fent to India Saltan Mahmoud Can' 
with the troops of the left wing, and all the 
princes and. Emirs jwhd had before receiv'd 
orders. '• 

At . this; time Malek Mehemed, brother to 
Lechker Chah an Ougapi, call himfelf atithe 
feet of the emperor, and in an humble manner 
told him, that Moufla, prince of the nation’of 
the Kerkes, had kill’d his brother, who was an 
officer of his majefty ; that he bad ruin’d the 
town of Irjab s , and pillag’d his Hezares ; that 
he had made himfelf maiter of their effeds by 
force, and that this.villain conftantly robb’d in 
the great roads, that no one cou’d pafs thofe 
quarters: ‘‘.For my part, fays Malek, I, who 
“ am a poor jfervant of your majefty, have fled 
“ to fave my life from the hands of this barbi- 
“ rous man ; I have pafs’d by Gazna, and ftaid 
“ here on the good news I receiv’d of the 
“ march of your imperial ftandard. ” 

This advice, rais’d Timur’s paffion, and he 
refolv’d to put a flop to thefe diforders, by fome 
means or either. He order’d Malek to lie con- 
ceal’d, and to keep this advice fecret,. telling 
him he woo’d call Moufla to court j and if he 
came, he wou’d oblige him to do. juftice, and 
make entire facisfadion ; but if he did not come, 
he wou’d give him an army, with which he 
might revenge himfelf on this murderer, for the 
death of his brother. Timur immediately fent

“ fore he wills and commands you to come 
“ forthwith to court, where he defigtts to in-

• not doubting but you will rebuild the plate, 

• “ and fettle it in its former fpiendqr. ” 

The meflenger haying handfomly acquitted 
himfelf of this commiflian, Moufla’came imme¬ 
diately with a refolution to caft himfelf at the 
feet of the throne ; but Timur, who had re- 
folv’d to put him to death, With all his accom¬ 
plices, receiv’d him in a civil manner at firft 
fight, and gave him a veft woven with gold, a 
belt, a fword with a gold handle, a horfe well 
eqnip’d, with other cnfious things, and at laft 
faid to him, “ We'will aflign you- troops, with; 
“ which it is expedient you fhou’d go and re- 
“ build that place : wherefore depart with thy 
“ domefticks and friends, aud life all your ef- 
V forts, that the place may be rebuilt before 
we arrive ; and if there is need of any thing 
iC towards the perfecting of it, we will order 
“ it you; and then leaving you in the govern- 
“ ment of it, we will depart for India. ” Ti¬ 
mur then fent him away, and order’d Moufla 
Recmal, with three thoufand brave men, to ac¬ 
company him. .; 

When Moufla was arriv’d at Irjab, he made 
difpatch in executing the. orders he had receiv’d, 
and employ’d all'hismen and domeftics, about 
three hundred perfons, in the rebuilding of this 
place,

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CHAP VII. 

The ref dting the fortrefs of Irjab , and the 
dejlrojing of the Oaganis robbers. 

T IMUR feat from the country of Dou- 
rin to Samarcand the auguft princefs Se¬ 
ra:! Mule Canum, and the Mirza OIuc feei, who 
were at court ; and then he decamp’d. ~ In four 
days he arriv’d at the town of Irjab, which he 
found nearly repair’d: there he fix’d his impe¬ 
rial tent, and the army encamp’d in order of bat¬ 
tel, every one in his proper poll. Timor or¬ 
der’d that the rebuilding of the town fhou’d be 
continu’d ,■ and the Emir Chahmelik and Gela- 
leliflam had a commiffion for rebuilding of 
mofques and other public buildings, infomuch 
that all was finiflh’d in fourteen days. Timur 
had before commanded the Tavachis not to 
fuller any ■ of the fubjefts of Moulfa, employ’d 
in repairing the town, to re-enter it after ope? 
going out: and this order was not given, with¬ 
out caufe ; for on the feventeenth of Zilhadge Sep». 16. 
in the morning, Timur having taken horfe to * 39 ^ 
view the place, with its ditches and wall, ac- 
company’d with many princes and generals, 
who march’d on foot on each fide him, he was 
perceiv’d by feven of Mouflfa’s labourers, who 
were in an upper ftory of an *houfe fituate be¬ 
hind a gate of the town ; and being within bow- 
fhot of him, they let fly from a window with 
defign to kill him. But they did not take good 
aim,and the ruftling the arrow made only ftartled 
his horfe. However Timur went into the town 
by another gate, and caus’d Moulfa and his ac-»

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Book IV. complices to be feiz’d : the feven aflaffins whOi 
were .in the houfe.from whence the arrow was, 
fhot, took up their arms to defend themfelves, 
and wounded fame of our men ; lj>ut at Iaft Ke- 
leki Siftani broke open the houfe with fame fol- 
diesrs of his company, and put ’em to death. 

At nine a-clock the fame morning, Timur de¬ 
liver’d to Malek Mehaned his enemy Moufla, 
with two hundred of his men, whom he had 
feiz’d. Malek, afilfted by three of his fervants, 
p;ut off fill their heads, to revenge bimfelf for 
the death of his brother whom, they had, Gain, 
and made a tower of them. Then they pillag’d 
all his country and fubjedts, and put to death 
feveral leaders of thofe .villains who were mix’d 
among our officers. The women and children, 
as alfo the goods and moveables of thefe ty¬ 
rants, were given to- the poor opprefs’d peo¬ 
ple pf Irjab, who,, for being of Malek Mehe- 
pied’s fide, bad fafier’d for feveral years great 
violence and injuftice. And on this occafion 
We fee that paflage of the Alcoran fulfill’d, 
which threatens tyrants with coiifufion and ruin- 

Timur gave tfip principality of Irjab to Ma- 
Jek Mehemed, and.by this means deliver’d tra¬ 
vellers from being infefied by thefe infolent 
robbers. Thus as he render’d kingdoms flourilhr 
ing by his goodnefs and equity, fa he fuppref^d 
idiforders by his power, anil juftice..

CHAP. VIII. 

Timur marches to Chenouz.au and Nagaz ; 
and deftrojs the robbers of the nation of the 
Servians. 

T l M U R, after having fettled {be affairs of 
the country of Irjab, which requir'd as great 
authority as his to put it in order, the eighteenth gejjt. 17. 
of Zilhadge, in the year 800, march’d towards 1398. 
Xhenouzan. After having paft many forefts and 
fome mountains, he encamp’d near that place; 
where he ftaid the next day, and fent his fon 
prince Calil Sultan to Banaiby the road of 
Captchagai 9 , at the head of the baggage, ac- 
company-d by feveral Emirs. 

Timur having march’d all night with great 
diligence, went with fome thoufands of horfe 
towards the fortrefs ofNagaz, where he arriv’d 
early on the twenty-firft of Zilhadge. Se f*. a°« 

It is to be remark’d, that the court having 
been before at.Cabul, EmirSolyman Chah, and 
other commanders of the troops 'of Coraflana, 
were come to Nagazaccording to Timur’s 
order, to rebuild that place ; and that they had 
work’d very hard there, fo that it was com- 
pieatly fortify’d. Timur at his arrival there, 
was inform’d that the nation of the Pervians, 
a fort of Ouganis, to whom he had fent orders 
to appear before his throne with their troops, 
to ferve in the army, had revolted, and refus’d

Mehcmcd, who had been to view Tome neigh - 
bouring places in India, was return’d with his 
troops and plunder, bringing with him to Cabul 
fevOral captives; thefe inconfi derate men were- 
fo bold "as to flop up their paflage, to plunder 
’em of part cf the spoils, pafs the river of Hir, 
and entrench themfelves in the high mountains 
and forefts, from whence they conftantly went 
to fob on the high-ways. Timur had no fooner* 
advice of this, than giving loofe to his palfion, 
lie the fame day march’d in fearch of thefe in- 
folent people, whofe end muft of courfe be un¬ 
fortunate. He came up to ’em in three days, 
and order’d all his foldiers to difmount, that 
they might march into the woods and mountains! 
with more eafe ; and fo feize and exterminate 
thefe rebels. They attack’d ’em With the great- 
eft vigor, and after a weak defence cut ’em in 
pieces, made their children prifoners, and pil¬ 
lag’d their goods, having fet 'fire to their ha¬ 
bitations ; and as there were fome who fled, 
Timur would ftay fome time in this mountain, 
to deliver paflengers from the fear of thefe 
robber?. - At this place the deputys and Ke-

ftrate^ themfelves at his feet, to beg pardon, and im¬ 
plore his protedlion. This monarch 1 , who

’em, and granted ’em many- privileges, becatife 
of'their fincerity. f

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The Emir Solyman Chah having reftor’d the Chap. 8. 
town of Nagaz to its former fplendor, learnt 
that the Kelatians % a ftrong and numerous 
people,, had refus’d to obey the orders of the 
emperor, and to come to the camp with their 
troops- This news oblig’d him to fall on ’em, 

'Which he did with fuch bravery, that in two 
days and nights he defeated thefe giants, who 
before that time were efteem’d the moft valiant 
men in the world : he pillag’d their country, cut 
to pieces a great number of ’em, put the reft 
in chains, made their children flaves, and burnt 
their houfes.' After this he left the country of 
the Kelatians, and return’d in triumph to the 
imperial throne, where he was receiv’d with 
all the refpect his actions deferv’d.

The firft of Muharrem in the year 801, Ti- ® e P f * 3 «- 
mur leaving the country of the Pervians, went *

Timur departed from Banou, and the eighth Oftob - 7’ 
of Muharrem arriv’d at the river Indus, at the See , 
very place where Sultan Gelaleddin king ofj,^'° of 
Carizme, when he fled from the wrath of Gen- Genghiz 
gbiz Can, fwam. crofs the river. Genghiz Can Can, Book 
enqamp’d here, but did not pafs the Indus. cl >- 5 * 

Timur had a bridge of boats and feeds made 
over this river, in which all the army were

. conftantly employ’d',- and it was finifh’d in two 
days. . ' , 

At this place he difnufs’d the Ambafladors 
who came to pay their refpefts to him, Among 
whom were‘.the faid Mehemed Medini, ambaf- 
fador from Mecca and Medina *,and from all the 
princes and Cherifs of Arabia, who pray’d this 
conqueror, to honor ’em one day with a vifit, 
and take ’em under his protection. Timur alfo 
difmifs’d the ambafl'ador of Eskender Chah, 
prince of Cachmir + , whom he had feat to, be- 
feecb his majefty to receive, him upon his obedi¬ 
ence : he order’d him to tell his mailer that he 
receiv’d his offer with pleafurej and that hede* 
lir’d he wou’d not fail to come to him at the 
town of Dipalpour 5 , and there join the imperial 
camp. 


CHAP, IX. 

Timur fuffes the river Indus « 

T HE-tWelfth of Muharrem in the year 801, 
which anfwers to that of the Leopard, 
Timur crofs’d the Indus at the head of his army, 
and encamp’d at the entrance of the great de¬ 
fart of Gerou, which is call’d Tchol Gelali, 
becaufe the Sultan Gelaleddin- Carezem t^hah, 
flying from the wrath of Genghiz Can, cVofe’d 
the Indus at this place, and enter’d this, defart 
to avoid -being put to death by- the fwOrd of

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that conqueror. At Timur’s arrival at this Chap.io. 
place, the Rayas, arid the principal inhabitants 
of the mountain of Couhdgioud came . to 
make their fubmiffions to him: they offer’d him 
prefents, promis’d to remit to him confiderable 
fums, and ferve him on all occafions. 

Some months before, Rouftem Tagi Bougai 
Berlas had been fent with an army towards 
Moultan ; and having ftopt fome days at Couhd¬ 
gioud, thefe fame Rayas did him feveral im¬ 
portant fervices, furni/h’d him with provifions, 
and even mony to pay his foldiers. Timur 
was highly pleas'd with ’em upon thefe ac¬ 
counts, and refolv’d they fhou’d enjoy the fruits 
of his clemency : he prohibited every one from 
infulting ’em, and order’d' they fhou’d- be treat- 1 
ed with humanity and affeCtion. After which 
they return’d home joyful and contented, with¬ 
out either being molefted or depriv’d of their 
ufual place of refideuce. Thefe are the effects 
and fruits of civility. The poet fays, We ought 
always to be under the protection of our own 
actions. 


CHAP. X. 

Cbehabeddin Mobarec Chah Temini commits 
hojiilitys againfi the emperor after bis fab - 
. tmffion . 

C HEHABEDDIN Mobarec, who was 
prince of an ifle of the river of Jamad T , had 
a great number of officers under him, and was ver y

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Book IV. rich in mony and moveables. When the Mitza 
Pir Mehemed Gehangir march’d to the frontiers 
of Moultan, Chehabeddfn came to him to kifs 
liis feet, and met with a handfotn reception 
from him. He fubmitted to'the emperor, and 
after, he had {laid feme time to make his court 
to the Mirza, he took his leave, and return’d 
home; where he fuffer’d himfelf to be over¬ 
taken with pride, and trufting in the ftrength 
of his ifie, which he believ’d inacceffible, he 
fortify’d it with a good ditch and high walls'. 
Timur at his arrival at the river of Jamad, had 
advice of his revolt ; and the fourteenth of Mu- 

O 3 ob. 13. harrem order’d the Emir Cheik Noureddin to 
attack this ifle at the head of his Toman, and 
as foon as he made himfelf mailer of it, to put 
to the fword every one he ihou’d find therein; 
When the Emir came there, he and his foldi- 
ers call themfelves into the water to crofs ovei*. 
The befieg’J prepar’d to obflruQ: their paffage ; 
and there was as furious a battel fought as was 
ever heard of, which jailed till night. Cheha- 
beddin at the head of ten thoufand men came 
by the windings of the river to attack our ar¬ 
my in the rear during night, and fought with 
jgjreat courage and bravery.- The Emir Cheik 
TJoureddin, a man of good conduct, receiv’d 
the enemy with the greateft intrepidity; and 
after feveral attacks entirely defeated ’em, con- 
ftraining fome to leap into the water, where 
they were drown’d, and killing the reft. Man- 
four and Dourege Tehoura, officers of the em- 
percr, perform’d many noble a&ions, and re¬ 
ceiv’d feveral wounds. 

Timur came with diligence to this place, and 
encamp’d near the ifie. Chehabeddin, who till 
that time had never us’d precaution in an af¬ 
fair, w as fo prudefit as to get ready tw o hun- : 

dred 
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dred flat-bottom’d boats, that he might efcape ChaD.ro. 
if he fhou’d be conquer’d. Whereupon at his 
return from the night-attack, in which he was 
vanquifh’d, he fled with his domeftics in thefe 
boats. With a great deal of difficulty they 
efcap’d, rowing along the river Jamad ; and at 
length they came to Outcha a town of India, 

The Emir Cheik Noureddin had orders to 
purfue him along the. banks of the river : he flew 
a great number cf thefe Indians with arrows. 

When he return’d, the emperor rewarded thofe 
who had hehav’d themfelves gallantly on this 
occafion, and were wounded, giving ’em vefts, 
and other things. Chehabeddin’s boats arriving* 
near the frontiers of Moultan, the troops of 
Mirza Pir Mehemed and Mirza Charoc, com¬ 
manded by Solyman Ghah, who -had been fent 
out aS fcouts, hinder’d their pafl'age, and feiz- 
ing the boats on the river, cut ’em to pieces. 
Chehabeddin call his wife and children into the 
river, and half-dead gain’d the bank. As many 
of this prince’s fubjefts were retir’d into the 
woods, Timur order’d Chamelik to enter ’em, 
and if pofible to exterminate all who were fled 
there for refuge. Chamelik accordingly enter’d 
the forefts and bogs, and having flain a great 
number of thefe miferable people, and pillag’d 
their effe&s, return’d to the camp, laden with’ 
booty, and a great number of captives. 

After the fuccefs againfl Chehabeddin, the 
army march’d five or fix days on the banks of 
the Jamad; and on the twenty-fourth of Mu- oaoHffj?. 
harrem it encamp’d on the borders of the Ge- 
nave % at a fortrefs over-againft which the Ja- 
rfiad and the Genave join in one ftream, where

the 
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BfiokIVi the waves dalhing againft one another, nwkd 
it appear like the troubled ocean. I' imu ’ 
order’d a bridge to be built over it, which was 
finifh’d on the twenty-feventh of Muharrem, al 
the troops having been employ’d in it. We 
don’t find in hiftory that ever any one built a 
bridge over it before: and even Turmechirm 
Can who formerly crofs’d it, was oblig’d to 
fwitn over. 


CHAP. XI. 

Timur’s arrival at Toulonba. 

T IMUR pafs’d this great river * with all 
his army, and encamp’d on the other fide i 
the next day having entirely left the bridge to 
give free paffage to the baggage and the reft of 
the* army, he went to encamp over-againft th#t 
town of Toulonba, on the bank of the river, 
♦Gourouh. thirty-five miles * from Moultan. The princes 
and Rayas, accompany’d by the Cheriffs and 
doftors, immediately came out of’ the place to 
caft themfelves at Timur’s feet; they kifs’d the 
ground on which he flood, and were handfomly 
treated by him. 

Oftob.ali The fame day Timur pafs’d the river of Tou -1 
lonba, and the twenty-ninth of Muharrem 
ftaid on the other bank, till all the army was 
oaob.29. erod’d over. The firft of Sefer he encamp'd in 
the neighboring plains of Toulonba.

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The minifters tax’d this town at two millions Chap.ti, 
of crowns for the fafety of their effefts and 
lives. The Cheriffs, becaufe of the nobtenefs 
of their race, and the do&ors for their learning 
and virtue, were exempted from this tax. They 
had.evcp .prefents made ’em of veils and other 
things, becaufe Timur' Was haturally refpe&fill 
to men .of their charader. , , 

' Some paVf of this tax wasfoon paid ;-but tie' 
inhabitants malting a difficulty of payirig the 
reft, the 1 ’ troops, who were in great want of 
provifions, had orders to carry away all 1 the 
grain they cou’d find. During the night the 
foldiers, under pretence of making & feareh,; 
march’d towards the town, : "which they fack’d 
and pillag’d, burning all the houfes, and even 
makirig the inhabitants Haves ; the Cheriffs arid 
doftors being the only perfbns exempt from this 
misfortune. 

Timur had advice ; that a ; number of Rayas 
and little, princes in the neighbourhood of Tou- 
lonba; who had before fubmitted to the Mtrza 
Hr Mehemdd, had now revolted; whereupon 
he fent the Emir Chamelik, and the Cheik Me- 
hemed Aicoutmur, with their regiments, to ra¬ 
vage the country of thefe Rayas, with, orders to 
puniih ’em feverely, for an example to others. 

The Emirs immediately departed, and enter’d 
the forefts whither the enemy was retir’d. 

They kill’d two thoufand Indians, who became 
a prey to the wild beafts and birds; and carry*- 
jdg away their children prifoners, they return’d 
to the court, laden with the fpoils of the rebels. 

The eighth of f Sefer, Timur departed from ‘Not. $* 
Toulonba,and next day encamp’d oh the borders 
of a deep lake, fituate on the bank ofthe'Biah *, 
within fight of the town of Chanavaz.

T IMU R,having advice that Nufret,brother' 
cf the Cbeik Coukeri, had furrounded this 
deep and large lake with a wall, behind which he 
had retir’d with tWQ thoufand men, immediately, 
took horfe, and leaving the baggage, went to: 
encamp with his army on the borders of this, 
lake. He rang’d bis foldiers in order of battel, 
and gave the command of the right wing.to 
the Emirs Gheik Noureddin and Allahdad, the 
two greateft men of their time. The left wing 
was given to the Emirs Chamelik and Cheik 
Mehemed Aicoutmur. The main body was" 
commanded by Ali Sultan Tavachi,, with thft 
infantry of Cora flan a. And being all-in order,* 
they prepar’d to give a vigorous aflaulf, Nuf¬ 
ret at the head of a thoufand Indians polled 
himfelf on the borders of the lake in view of 
our men. Ali Sultan immediately attackS&fcim 
with bis infantry; and. tho the marfltes and- 
Houghs were very,difadvantageous to our men, 
yet they gave marks of their invincible cou¬ 
rage. Ali Sultan was wounded in the fight, 
as well as feveral others of our captains: but 
tfie Emirs Cheik Noureddin and Allahdad, en¬ 
tering into the bogs ;< cut all the enemys to 
pieces, and fixing their : heads on their lances, 
laid ’em at Timur’s feet. It’s uncertain what 
became of Nufret, whether he fled into the de¬ 
fart, or was {lain. The foldiers fet fire to the 
hetrfes of thefe rebels, pillag’d their goods, and 
brought, away a,great number of cattel. 
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The tenth of Sefer dye. army pafs’d this.great -Chap,^. 
lake, and the low-lands, ; which were full of 
bogs and marfhes, notwithftgnding'th© extreme 
difficulty of the, ways j afld^ent to encamp at 
Chanavg^, a great and .populous town. Here 
they found feveral granarys full of corn, of 
which the fpldiers took as much as they- had 

occafion forsit 

Shortly after the. Enj*r,s had orders to dopl#* 

They icjfoftfd ?the rivet of Bialp, in purfijjt of 
fome ibldiers.of Nufret who had fled. They 
overtook vems^and .haying cut ’em in. pieces, 
brdught away’ agroat jfeopt-y. Timur Raid, two 
.days at Cbapavaz, and, fet ffifp to -the granarys 
which were left, in order to reduce the infidels 
to exttenoiity<s and on the 13th of Sefer he d^- Nov. io, 
-oasmpy. /and went down to the banks of t|je 
,r«fcr 'Bwll: over againft : th« town of Dgendgifp, 
to which place the baggage and main body pf 
che.arirty waSiCPtne. Tier edtf.made all his^jpops 
pafs the. river. The fame day Herimulc,: f }a 
faithful douleilic of pri$ca ) 'Charoc,' came.fi;4fla 
-Herat: he acquainted the emperor with this 
-prince’s good Rate of. health, which very m«qh 
pleas’d, him, and excited hbwto read the j ^- 
coran, .and distribute alms in tftjfep of joy. .

W E faid in the chapter* which gives the * C ^P- d 
reafon of Timur’s march into India, 
that the Mirza Pir Mehemed befieg’d the town si of 
of Moultan, where, after a fiege of fix months, Moultaa

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Book IV. the inhabitants were in fuch great want of 
vh^luals, that they were conftrain’d to eat un¬ 
cleanly things,* and -even dead bodys : and Sa- 
renk the governor being at length oblig’d to 
fly/Uhe town was taken by our prince, who 
immediately fent advice of it to the emperor., 
In the mean while there happen’d an 4 inunda¬ 
tion,, which caus’d a mortality among our horfes, 
and oblig’d us to carry the fick horfes into the 
town, and there fruit ’em up. 

"Upon this accident the Rayas of thefe couri- 
trys revolted, tho’ they had before fubmitted. 
They declar’d war againft us by ads of hofti- 
lity, iriaflacring the governors Who had been 
fetpver ’em. And as bur men'had no horfes, 
thefe infolent people advanc’d - 'during '.night to 
the gates of the towOjwhich extremely difturb’d 
our'Mirza: but at length the 'ehemy,-on ad¬ 
vice of Timur’s approach, flung a Way their 
Wehperis, and fled. 

' The Mirza being deliver’d from this trou- 
Nov. n.‘' blej came out of Mbultan the-fourteenth of 
Sefer, and- march’d to the imperial camp, on 
the banks Of thuBiah; where he had the honor 
tO kifs the emperor’s feet, who tenderly em¬ 
brac’d him, aOd gavc him a haUdfom rcceptioo. 

Juneid Bouroiilclai, r his brother fBayazid, and 
Mehemed Dervich Taicani, who in the wars 
of'Carezem had fled from the Emir Gehancha, 
and with great difficulty were_got into India, 


Pecbehal ij the naftie the Indians.give, m the. great 
rains and inundations which happen in Jtidia at acertain iiftie 
of the year; for then they fay to travellers. Don’t go now, it 
is the feafon of Pechehal, This inundation is caus’d by the 
great rains and fnows, . whisht falling of£ the mountains, cover 
the flat country's, fill the rivers, and overflow like thq Nik in 
5 and this conflandy happens in the months of July, 
September and Ottober. 

having 
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hiving heard that the Mirza Fir 'Mehetned had Chap.13 
nfade himfeff maffer of 'Moultan, came from 
the very fortheft parts of India to implore his 
proteftion. The Mirza carry’d ’em to the em¬ 
peror, aiid procur’d ’em the honor to falute him', 
begging pardon'for ’em. : Timur granted their 
li>esj : wit not their liberty's,' before they had 
been baftinado’d according to the laws ofGen- 
glfflf Can; The fifteenth of Sefer, Timur crofs’d Nov. 12. 
the' Biah, and went to encamp at Dgendgian, 
forty miles diftant frdm Moultan. In three 
difs the foldiers pafs’d this river, fome in barks, 
ana Others by fwimming, notwithftanding its - 
rapidity, without any damage. 

•TTififir' flaid four days at Dgendgian ; and 
th’e eighteenth of Sefer, the prince Pir Mehe- Nov. 15* 
med made a fitmptiious" banquet, and offer’d, his 
rich prefents,' iVhidV confifted of crowns of gold, 
belts of gold, Arabian horfes \vith goldfaddles, 
jewels of great price, fluffs, CuHdfts veftels, 
bafbns and pots of gold and filver ■ of which 
there was fo great a number, that the fecretarys 
and comptrollers of the Divan employ’d two 
days in regiftring ’em. Timur diftributed thefe 
prefents among the Emirs, Vifiers antT officers' 
of his court, according to their defer’ts: and 
as the Mjrza’s foldiers had loft their hprfes in 
this campain, and fome were oblig’d to ride, 
on oxen, and others to go on foot, he gave 
thirty thonfand horfes among ’em. Then Ti¬ 
mur departed for Schoual 5 : on the twenty firft Nov. rt» 
of Sefer he encamp’d at Ajfouan % where he 
ftaid oue day, and at length went to Gehaoul

fab mi t ted to the Mirza Pir Mehemed, who 
plac’d over ’em a governor nam’d Meflafer Ca- 
baii, with a thousand men : but there being a 
mqrtality among the horfes of the Mirza, which 
confeguently diminilh’d his troops, thefe men 
join’d with the Goulam ■ guards or Sultan Firouz 
CHah, and fleW Meflafer with the thoufand’ men 
he commanded. On the report of Timur’s ap¬ 
proach, thefe rebels, thinking to efcape the em¬ 
peror’s fury, retir’d with, their effefts into the 
fortrefs of Batnir, Timur, “at his arrival at Ge- 
houaljjeft the Emir Chahrftelikand Dolet TimUr 
Tavachi, with the baggage^ and main-body of 
the army, "'Which he' order’d ’em to conduift by 
the way of Dipalpour, and to join him at Sa- 
m^ne:, a town near Deli. Then he departed 
with .ten thoufand horfe, and got to Adjoudan

The, Cherifs and doftors, being inform’d of 
the' refpeft Timniv always fhew’d to men of their 
cbara&er, were ft) far from being dsfturb’d at

thefe 
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tfaefe adions, that as food as they had a4vice Chap,* 4 , 
of his arrival in their quarters, they came im- '-'"'W 
mediately to the foot of the throne, and met 
with a kind reception there. Timur gave the 
government of their town to Moulana Nafe- 
reddin Amor, and to-Chahab Mehemed fon of 
Co$a Mahmoud, with orders to hinder the 
troops in their paflage from molofting the inha¬ 
bitants of that place.. Thus Timur treated 
shefe civilly who rely’d on his protection, and 
extirpated thofe who refus’d to fubmir, pillag¬ 
ing their goods, and carrying away prifoners 
their women and children.

CHAP. XIV. 

The taking the town of Bendy and the for - 
trefs of Batnir \ the inhabitants cf which 
places are put to the fword. 

T H E citadel of Batnir was the ftrongeil 
and" moft noted place in India; fituatein 
a defart, and out of the common road. The 
inhabitants have no water, except from a great 
lake near the gate of the town, which is never 
fill’d but in inundations : and as no foreign ar¬ 
my ever came into thefe parts before,, the inha¬ 
bitants of Dipalpour, Adjoudan and other 
towns, fled for refuge into Batnir, to efcape 
the fiiry of our foWiers. So many had retir’d 
hither, that the place not being large chough 
to contain all their cattel and ette&s, they had 
left without a great number of cattel, and fe- 
veraichariots fill'd.with moveable goods- 
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BookIV. The twenty fifth of Sefer, in the morning* 
Timur enter'd Adjoudan ; he vifited the fe* 
Nov# g2. 0 f the Cheik,. Ferid Cheker Condge, 

whofe protection he: implor'd near Godls throne. 
Then he departed for; the conqueit of Batnir, 
crofs'd the river Dena, and encamp'd on the hip 
of Calefcuteli, ten miles diftantfrom Adjaud4(|, 
and fifty from Batnirthree miles, whichi chey 
call Gourouh, making one Farfanga, or. a Per¬ 
sian league. Timur read the noon-prayers at Ca¬ 
lefcuteli ; and then be march’d all night by mooor 
ligbt, and crofs’d the great defart in one day^f 
Nov, 23. The .twenty fixth of. Sefer, at. ten in the 
morning, he came before Batnir, and im¬ 
mediately caus'd. the.drums to he.beat,.and the 
great cry Souroun to be made : and the foldiets 
.pillag’d whatever they cou’d find without the 
place. Raoiidouldgin the governor prepar’d to 
make refiftance# Be had, a great many foldiea 
arid domeftics; and reign’d asj& fovereign in 
that country: He forc’d the merchants and ca¬ 
ravans to pay cuftom to him, no one being fafe 
from his infults. The ftrength of the place, 
the many officers, and the abundance of ef&dfis 
he had, made him fo infolent . and prq^id, 
that he refus’d to obey Timur; for- whichmeft- 
fon the army march’d direCtly againft the place- 
The right wing was commanded by the Emir 
Solyman Chah, the Cheik Noureddin, and,Al- 
Jahdad; and the deft had for its leaders, the 
Mirza .Calil Sultan, and the Cheik Mehemed 
Aicoutmur. 

At the firft attack our generals made them- 
felves mailers of the out-parts and fuburbs, 
where they flew a great number of Indians, 
and got a vaft quantity of booty; they alfo 
took the counterfcarp : and at the fame time the 
Emirs, colonels and captains invefiedthe town ; 

and 
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and' arming themfelves withi their bucklers, Chap.14. 
gave a facond aflault. Raoudouldgha pofted 
hirnfelf at the gate of the town with the braveft 
of his Indians but the Emirs Solyman Chab, 

S.eid Coja and Gehan Mule, who belong’d to 
prince Charoc’s court, march’d to attack that 
gate. Seid Coja and Gehan Mule fell briskly 
.upon the enemy near the perfon of the Indian 
prince, and perform’d feveral heroic ad ions. 

Then all the ibldiers began to advance at the 
found of kettledrums, drums and trumpets, and 
the terrible Kerrenai. They gave many aflaults ; 
and as , they were on the point of gaining the 
place, Raoudouldgin, defpairing of being able 
to make any longer refinance, demanded quar¬ 
ter, and had .recourfe to the emperor’s cle¬ 
mency. He fent a Cheriff to Timur, to defire a 
fbipenfion of arms for one day, on condition 
that he came the next to caft himfelf at his 
feet. Timur granted his petition for the raef- 
fenger’s fake, who was of the race of Maho¬ 
met ; he order’d his foldiers to retire from the 
gate, of the town, and even from the fuburbs, 
and to incamp in the open plain. Next day 
Raoudouldgin not keeping his word, orders 
were given that every Emir fhou’d fap that 
part of the walls iwhich was over-againft his 
refpe&ive poft, that they might the more eafily 
take the town by affault. Every one obey’d, 
and all the fire. Hones and arrows the befieg’d 
caft upon our men, cou’d not divert’em. Ra¬ 
oudouidgin and all his court being aftonifh’d at 
their intrepidity, got upon the tops ■ of their 
towers, and made fignals that they implor’d 
the conqueror’s clemency, acknowledg’d their 
fault, and wou’d for the future obey the empe¬ 
ror, only begging he wou’d fave their lives. 

Timur, following the precepts of the Alcoran, 

which 
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BooklV. which tails us that pardon is the tithe of vi&ory, 
hearken’d to their.,player: whereupon in the 
evening Raoudoiddgiadent his fon Naib, with 
prefents of animals and arabian horfes, to the 
foot of the throne. Timur, after a handfora re¬ 
ception, gave him a veil of gold-brocade, a 
belt andfword ; and then fent him back to hip 
father. This prince took courage, and? fflov d 
at Timur’s civilitys, came out of the place the 

Nov. 25. twenty-eighth of Sefer at nine in the morning, 
accompany’d by the Cheik Sadeddin Adjoudani: 
he kifs’d the threfhold of the door, and - at 
length approach’d the imperial carpet; he made 
federal prefents,of animals and three fees of a- 
rabian horfes., nine in a fet, with faddlet of 
gold to each. Timur recompens’d him with 
ceils of gold, belts of gold, and a er-owtf. And 
becaufe the people who were in this place, were 
very numerous, efpecially thofe of Dipalpour 
and Adjoudan ; the Emirs Solyman Chah and 
Allahdad had orders to guard the. gate of the 

Nt>v. 2& f or trefs. And on the twenty-ninth of Sefer, Ti¬ 
mur order’d, the people afiembled there to- come 
before him. They were put into the cuftody of 
fome faithful- perfons; and Sear three hundred 
Arabian horfes were taken from ’em, which 
Timur gave to the Emirs and braveft warriors 
of the army; Five hundred of the inhabitants 
of Dipalpour were put to the fword, and their 
wives and children made flaves, foi* having 
treacherously (lain Melfafer Cabuli, and a thon- 
fand horfemen belonging to the Mirza Pit Me- 
hemed. And as for the people- of Adjoudan, 
who had abandon’d Timur, pgtt of ’em-were 
(lain, and the reft made prisoners, after having 
their effects pillag’d, 
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Kemaleddirt, brother of Raoudouldgin, having Chap-tA* 
feen the pBftifhment of thofe who had- deferv’d 
it, was teiz’d with ; a panic fear ; and next day, 
tho 'Raoudoukigm was in the imperial camp, 
he caused the gate of the town to be fbut. This 
fo irritated Timur, that he caus’d Raoudgould- 
giu to be put in chains, and order’d the liege 
to begin again, and the place to be fill’d'wkh 
the blood of the inhabitants. The foldiers 
having fet themfelves to £ap the walls, the b&- 
fieg’d foon found they fhou’d not be able to de¬ 
fend themfelves againft fo warlike a people, and 
an ever-vi&orious prince; they were perfuaded 
that if the place fhou’d be taken by afl’auk, 
theymuft not exped their lives, for repentance 
wou’d then fignify nothing: whereupon they 
refolv’d to beg pardon of the emperor. Accor¬ 
dingly Rat/fedouldgin’s 1 brother and fon went 
out, to befeech’ Timur to grant a general par¬ 
don, and deliver’d the keys of the town Ind 
caftle into the hands of our officers. 

The firft of Rabiulevel, the Emirs Cheik Nov. 28- 
Noureddin and Allahdad enter’d the place to 
receive the tribute for faving the people’s lives; 
but the Rayas and other chiefs wou’d not ac¬ 
cept the tax: and as there were among the 
reft Guebres and idolaters, difputesarofe,, which 
coh’d not be terminated without commotions and 
broils. Timur was incens’d at this proceeding; 
arid order’d.that this rabble ftiou’d be put to 
the fword, and the houfes of the infidels raz’d 
to the ground. The foldiers foal’d the walls, 
and enter’d the place fword in hand. The 
GWtbres fet fife to their own houfes, calling 
their Wives, children and goods into the fires; 
and thofe who call’d themfelves Muflulmaris cut 
their wives and childrens throats. And thus 
the men of thefe two forts uniting together. 
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Book,IV put 'themfelves in a pofture of defence, beings 
* refolv’d to die fword in hand* They fought 
in a cruel obftinate manner: and as thefe men 
were exceeding ftrong and courageous, tho ig¬ 
norant, they may be compar’d to an army of 
fa$yrs, who fight only in defpair. 

' Our men having enter’d the place, and cry’d 
out Allahou Ecber', fell upon thefe enrag’d' 
people, who flew feveral Muflulmans, and 
wounded others. The Emir Cheik Noureddfflf| 
who to partake of the honor of this expedition, 
had refolv’d to dare the greateft dangers, ad¬ 
vanc’d into the midft of the enemy, and ftruck 
with his fword one of the braveft of ’em,whom 
he difabled from fighting. But the Emir was 
immediately furrounded by a troop of Guebres, 
and was near being feiz’d by ’em,had not Ouzoun 
lilezid of Bagdadj and Firoufc of Siftan made 
their way thro thefe infidels, and deliver’d him 
from danger. Victory at length declaring for 
our men, they flew ten thoufand Indians, fet fire 
to the houfes which remain’d, and even ruin’d 
the walls of the town, fo that it look’d like an 
uninhabitable place. The emperor diftributed 
among the foldiers all the gold, filver, hotfes 
and habits that were in the place. He rewarded 
the wounded .j and gave great gifts to Ouzoutt 
Mezid and Firouz, who had afted with fo 
much refolution in delivering the Emir Cheik 
Noureddin, and rais’d ’em to diguitys accord¬ 
ing' to their merit. 


’ God is great. The Mahometams begin all their prayers 
with, thefe. words, which they often repeat, with their face to- 
wards the ground.

A FT E R the ruin of Eatnir, the multitude 
of dead carcafles which inferred the air, 
oblig’d Timur to depart therice the third of Nov> ^ 
Rabiulevel. When he had march’d about four¬ 
teen or fifteen. miles. He came to Kenarei. Ha- 
;^P*y/wtfere he . encamp’d. Next dap He'went * Tb* 
f to ' the caftle of Fifouze ; and mdrqh’d as far as bank of 
the : town .of Serefti, the inhabitants of which the bafon ‘ 
being; infidels, eat fwines-fieChi ‘ They fled on 
"advice of Timor’s arrival, who feiit out a. de- 
TiChitlent of’ Hbrfe ih purfuiF of ’em. ThfeFe 
rivalry overtook a great number, 'whom 

the fword, arid brought their horfes 
and goods back to the camp ; Adel Ferach be¬ 
ing the only perfori bri _ our fide who was flaifl. 

Timur ftaid xme .day ,at j$er efiL and the next 
march’d eighteen miles, as far as Fatabad, 
where he encamp’d. . The inhabitants of this 
TOWn were alfd fled. Some of ^odr men purfu ? d 
*etri, deftroy’d fevers!, and return’d loaden with 
booty, a? filver, furniture and cattel. 
pniHie’ fcvenfh ioFRabiulevel, Timur pafs’d by Dec. 4. 
the town -of-Redgebuour, and went to encjfimp 
near that of Ahrouni, which was inhabited by 
a 'brutifli people* unfit for making compliments 
to: the emperor, or demanding his protection: 
wherefore part? of I’em were deftroy’d like beafts, 

-and the reft made flaves by the foldiers, who 
carry’d away 'their cprn, and fet fire to their 
houfes.

from Ahrouni, to encamp in the plains of the 
' Dec * 5 * village of Tonhene, a. /fcoi^try, inhabited by

infulted and pillag’d the caravans, and not 
haying the leaft marks of religion, murder’d 
all who oppos’d their violence. On the repeat 
of the arrival qf our troops, thefe wretches hid 
themfelves in the hadft of a wood, where al- 
jnoft all the trees were full qf prickles. ■f 
The emperor ferit againfi ’em a regimeqt 
commanded by Toukel Hindooi Carcara, and 
Moulana Hafereddin Amor. . Thefe two lords 
made fo ft riel: a fearch after thefe robbers, thajt 
they-put to r .tfce fword near two .thoufand, 
dqr’d themfelves matter^ of their cattel, anjl 
return’d to the. imperial camp*. dragging aftgr 
’em feveral of thefe'wretches loaded with cha,ftl?-

Timur marches againjl* a nation of reheQmfi 
Getes. 

T lhflU R’s intentioir in thefe wars being 
chiefly to. exterminate robbers, tyrariW 
and infidels, to put a ftop to their diforders, 
and give peace and tranquillity to the people.; 
Dec. 6 . he departed from Touhene the ninth of Rabin- 
level ; and having fent the baggage under the 
condu& of Solyman Chah towards Samane, he 
march’d beyotid the caftle of Mounec, where 
he encamp’d. Then he enter’d the defarts 
and woods, whither the Getes were retir’d: 

he 
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he exterminated two thoufand of ’em, mak- CJiap.itf. 
ipg their" wives and. children flaves, and. yyV 
pillaging their goods and cattej. Thus he de- ! 
liver’d the country from the fear of their infults, 

Several Cheriffs, who made their ordinary refi- 
dence in a town in thefe quarters, came to calf 
them ft Ives at Timur’s feet, and kifs’d his hands. 

Timur deceiv’d ” T em with demoriftrations of 
efteem and affefijojj, g^ye ’em veils and confi- 
derable prefents > * and fix’d a governor over 
’em, to defend ’em from the inftlts of our fol^ 
diers. 

The tenth of Rabiulevel, the Emir Solyman Dec. 7. 
Chah departed with all the train of artillery 
which was before Mounec; and march’d for¬ 
wards the town of Samane, where he ftaid one 
nights The eleventh of Rabiulevel he arriv’d D ec . g. 
at the river of Kebker, at which place Titmw-r 
jdhy’d him, after he had been againft die Getes.1 
Hdre 1 he Raid four days, to wait the remainder^ 
of-the baggage. He departed henc-e the fif*Dec. 12. 
teejith of Rabiulevel, and went to- encamp pear 
the bridge of Foulcouble, where he was join’d 
by the Emirs and foldiers of the •‘left wing, 
commanded by the Sultan Mahmoud Can, and.: 
feveral Others,' whom Timur had fent from ‘ the 
meadow of Cabul by a particular road into 
India, where they had taken towns, ravag’d 
the .country, and brought into fubje&ion feveral 
people. • 

The fixteenth of Rabiulevel, the emperor,' at Dec. 1;. 
the head of his army, crofs’d the bridge of Foul¬ 
couble, and encamp’d on the other fide. The 
baggage and remainder of the army from Di- 
palppur, under the conduft of the great general 
Cfiamelik, alfo arriv’d the fame day at the im¬ 
perial camp. 

The twentieth of RabiuleveJ, the army ^de-, 
parted from Foulcouble. They went bat five 
' x ^‘ miles that day, and encamp’d near the bridge 
Foulbeiran. The twenty firft they arriv’d at 
the town of Kuteil, feventeen miles front! Sa-‘ 
mane. 


C H A P. XVII. 

A review of the whole"army marching in or - 
der pf batteh 

W HEN the feveral bodys,of the armyl. 

which had taken different roads, hac^ 
join’d the imperial camp, orders were given. 
that every Emir :ihou ’4 repair to his refpedtive 
poft. The right wing xjyaS commanded by the-. 
Mirzas Pir Mehemed and Rouftem ; the left by; 
the great Sultan Mahoud, £pn of Zagatai, with 
the princes of the blood, and feveral Emirs :. 
and the main body was compos’d of divers T9;*, 
ipans and regiments, which march’d fix leagues; 
asid tw’o miles by the road of Deli. T? 

TOec. 19. ■ The twenty-fpcoud of Rabiulevel,they arriv’d, 

at the town of Aifendi, feventeen miles from Kti-. 
teil. The inhabitants of Samane, Kuteil, and 
Affendi, who were moftly idolaters, burnt 
their-own houfes, and fled to Deli; fo that our 
.• r men cou’d meet with no one in their country. ‘ 
Dec. ao. The twenty-third, after a march of fix miles, 
they encamp’d at Toglocpour, the inhabitants 
of which town were of a particular religion. 
They believ’d that the whole univerfe was go¬ 
vern’d by two beings, the firft of which they, 
call Yezdan, that is, God ,* and the other Ah- 
rimen, that is, the devil. The former they 

explain 
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explain .fey light, and the other by darkrtpfs; Chap.jff* 
pretending that all good- proceeds from God, 
and all evil from the devil. 

' Thcfe idolaters, call’d Souloun, having all 
fled, our foldiers fet fire to the town. 1 The 
twenty-fourth- of^tabiulevel the army arriv’d at Dec> 2U 
Panipat, a town twelve miles from Toglocprtur. 

All the inhabitants had fled like the eeJL These 
was found in this place a granary of wheat, in 
which were more than ten tfeoufafcd Mans ' of 
full weighty worth about a hundred and fixty 
^houfand Marts, of common weight, which was 
diftributed among the foldiers. The twenty- Dec. 22.’ 
fifth they march’d about fix miles, and;,en¬ 
camp’d on the bank of the river of Panipat. 

The twenty-fixt-h all the Emirs girded on thefr Dec. 23.’ 
ciiirafles, that they might be ready upon occa¬ 
sion, and then continu’d their march. 

The twenty-feventh of Rabiulevel, the Enaxs Dec. 24.' 
of the fight wing had orders, to march as. far as 
Gehannumai, a palace built by the Sultan Firouz 
Cfiab on the top of a mountain, two leigu£s 
from Deli ; at the foot of whiejr runs the great 
river Jaoun. According to this order, they 
march’d ftx>jn. Canighuzin as far as Gehannit- 
mai, putting to the fword all the officers they 
met, and making flakes of thfe, inhabitants d£ 
that country, whom they pillag’d. On mon- 
day the twenty-ninth, Timur departed from the Dec. 2 s. 
town of Peile, crofs’d the Jaoun, and march’d 
to the rigfit lot the town of Louni, where was 
abundance, of pafture: here he encamp’d the 
fame day. This' place is fituate between tire 
two rivers of Jaoun and Hilen. The latter is 
a great branch which the Sultan Firouz Chah

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Book IV. had cut off from the river of Calini, which, 
joins the Jaoun near the town of Firouzabad. 
The Emirs Gehan Chah, Chamelik, and Allah- 
dad, were already come to the foot of this caf- 
tle, the governors of which, nam’d Maimoun 
and Maichoum, far from coining to meet em 
with fubmiffion, refolv’d to defend themfclvetj 
At Timur’s arrival there, an experienc’d old 
man came out to call himfelf with refpe& ; at 
tlie emperor’s feet, and demand his protection.- 
but the inhabitants, who were Guebres and 
the fervants of Mellou, perfifted «n their rafh 
refoluticn of refinance. 

Then Timur order’d his men to befiege the 
town, and fap the walls. Accordingly they 
began to do it at noon, and by evening made 
themfelves matters of the place, where the Gu¬ 
ebres had burnt their houfes, with their women 
. and children. Timur repos’d himfelf this night 

Dec.,27. w ithout the place, and the thirtieth of Rabiu- 
level order’d that the inhabitants ‘who were 
Mahometaps, fhou’d be feparated from the Gu¬ 
ebres and fervants of Mellou Can,- which be* 
ing done, the latter were put to the fword. All 
the houfes were pillag’d excepting thofe of the 
Cherifis, for w'hom Timur always preferv’d a 
filial afleCticn, becaufe of their extraction : and 
then the reft of the town was fet on fire. 

^ « The firft of RabiuSakher, Timur departed 

ec * 2 * from the town of Louni, and went to the bank 
of the Raoun, before the palace of Gebanumai; 
fo that obferving himfelf the paftages in thefe 
places, he might the better know how to give 
out his orders. He return’d to the camp in the 
evening, and aflembled his imperial council, 
conlifting of the princes his children, the great 
Emirs, and generals of his army. He propos’d 
to ’em the method of forming the fiege of Deli, 

capital 
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capital of India, which was not far off: andChap.17'. 
if' refolv’d, that a great quantity of corn 
and ammunition fhou’d be got together forth¬ 
with," and kept in Gehanumai; and that this 
great city fhou’d be block’d up. 

Accordingly the Emirs Solyman Chair ,( Ge- 
han Chah; and others, were order'd to pillage 
the granarys in the neighbourhood of Deli: 
whereupon they fet out m the beginning of thd 
month of Rabiulakher. Next day Timur was 
for taking the diverfion of walking in the pa¬ 
lace of Gehannumai : he took horfe with feveri 
hundred cavaliers with their cuiraflfes on, pafs’d 
the river Jaoun, and enter’d into this rhagnifi- 
cent palace, to which the Sultan Firouz Chah’ 
had given the name of Gehannumai, that is, 
the mirror of the univerfe, becaufe of its fipe 
profpeft ; tho one wou’d think this name was 
rather given it, tp prognoflticate that it fhou’d 
fall into the hands of the monarch of the uni¬ 
verfe. 

After Timur had coufider’d the Jbeautys of 
this place, he took care to obferve from this 
rifing-ground the properefi: place for the field of 
battel, that he might draw the enemys thither 
in cafe thfey appear’d. In the mean time All' 

Sultan Tavachi and Jnneid llourouldai, who 
had been Tent out as IcoUtS, return’d; Ali Suf*’ 
tan bringing with him Mehemed Selef whom 
he had feiz’d,'and Juneid bringing anothen 
Mehemed Selef was cpeftion’d concerning what 
had been tranfadfed in the city, and then put 
to death. When Timur had pafs’d the river* 
to obferve the field of battel, four thoufand 
horfe, five thbflfartd foot, and tweptydevert 
elephants, belonging to Mellou Can,' were 
feen near Gehannumai. Our fcouts, command¬ 
ed bv Seid Coja and Mobacher, to tho fluraber 

D 2 of 
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of jthfee hundred, attack’d their vanguard, and 
pretending to fly, led 'em as far as the bank of 
the river, where a furious battel enfu’d. 

On advice of this, Timur fent Sevindgic Be- 
hader and Allahdad to fuccour Seid Coja : then 
crpfs’d the river with their regiments, and 
having join’d him,, let fly a fliower of arrows.orx 
the enemy ; but as they were about to fall on 
’em with their drawn fwords, the Indians, unr. 
accuftom’d to fuch brave adion% gave greu^ 
at the firft onfet, a^dp fled towards, the.cifcjji 
which with difficulty’ they enter’d. Seid Coja 
gurfu’d ’em, and flew a great number. In this 
flight an elephant fell and was wounded ; which, 
was a prognoftic of our further victory-. 


CHAP. XVIII: 

Timur marches to the eaji fide of the town 
of Loutii. MaJJacre of a hundred thou¬ 
sand Indian fiaves who were in his camp 

T HE third of Rabiulakbjer, Timur dpp 
parted, from Gehannumai, and went to 
encamp on the eaft fide of Louni, where the 
emperor’s fons *, the great Emirs, the colonels 
of the regiments, who were gone out to make 
inroads, came to the imperial camp.. Being all 
aflembled, Timur, who wou’d.not give place 
to the greateft generals of the army, nor th$ 
moft undaunted warriors, as well in policy aqd 
wifdom of government,- as in’war, believ’d it 
not improper to harangue the leaders, imitating 
in that the example; of the antient emperprs 
and the moft illuftrious conquerors. This* he 

did 
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did with all the eloquence that cou’d be expected Chap, x 8, 
on the like occafion. He Spoke to ’em of the 
manner of breaking thro ranks, of overturn- h l, ! ™“' ues 
iog iquadrons, and how they fhou’d repnlfe thealmv! 
the enemy: he inftru&ed ’em how to make re¬ 
treats when overpower’d, and how rally the 
foldiers and return to the attack; how to fuf- 
tain an obftinate fight, and how to free one’s 
felf from any eminent danger. In fhort, he ex¬ 
plain’d to ’em, with fo much energy and per¬ 
spicuity, all the maxims of war, that his cap¬ 
tains admir’d the extraordinary wifdom and ex¬ 
perience which appear’d in his Speech, faying 
that the difcourfes of great princes are the moft 
beautiful; infomuch that being excited by the 
lively reafons and learned maxims which he 
had inculcated, they were fill’d with zeal and 
ardor, and prepar’d to confront the greatefl 
dangers in his Service. They anfwer.’d every 
thing,he propos’d by generous vows for his pros¬ 
perity, and the* continuation of his vi&orys ; 
they kifs’d the ground on which he flood, to 
teftify their refpeft and joy at beihg the offi¬ 
cers of So great a conqueror. 

The fame day the Emir Gehan Chah and 
the other generals remonftrated to Timur, that 
fince his eroding the Indus, they had made above 
a hundred thoufand Indians flaves, who were 
moftly Guebres and idolaters ; that they were 
now in the camp, and wou’d probably iu any 
obftinate battel, take part with the men of 
Deli, and falling upon our foldiers, make us 
lofe the battel. This remonftrance was back’d 
by thofe who had obferv’d, that when the of¬ 
ficers of Mcllou Can came out of Deli with 
their elephants to attack us, the flaves feera’d 
highly pleas’d- Timur having made a feyious 
rifled ion on &U the cirrumftanccs cf this affair, 

D 3 pafs’d 
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BoekIV. paf/d an order, that thofe who had any Indian 
(laves (hou’d put ’em to death; and he who 
defer’d or refus’d doing fo, fhou’d be put to 
death himfeif, and his wives, children and ef¬ 
fects be given to him who fbou’d inform againft 
him: • 

As foon as this order was made public, they 
began to put it in execution ; and in lefs than 
an hour were put to death a hundred thoufand 
Indians, according to the fmalieft computation. 
Among others, Moulana Kafereddin Amor, one 
of the mod venerable doCiprs of the court; 
who cou’d never confent fo much as to kill a 
(ingle (heep, was conftrain’d to order fifteen 
flavcs whom he had in his boufe to be flail*. 
Timur afterwards order’d that one foldier out 
of every ten, fhou’d keep watch over the Indiad 
women and children, as alfo over the cameif 
they had taken in the pillage. 

After thefe precautions, Timur refolv’d to 
• march to the (lege of Deli: he ffit out on the 
Pec. 30. third of Rabiulaither at noon, to encamp'on 
the bank of the Jaoun. The aftrologers and 
fcotbfayers fecretly difputed concerning the 
difpefition of the heavens, and of the fortunate 
or unfortunate afpefts of the planets at his de-< 
parture: but Timur told ’em that neither k>y 
nor affliction, adVerfity ncr profperity, depended 
on thefiars, but on the will of the Creator of 
tLetn, of men, and of the univerfe. “ I confide, 
“ fays the emperor, in the affiftance of the Al- 
“ mighty, who has never abandon’d me. 

What avail the triplicitys or conjunctions of 
“ the planets? I ? ll never delay one moment thp 
f: execution of my projects, when I have taken 
,f fufficient meafures and. precautions to bring 
’em to perfection. ” Next morning .cur he- 
fp made the public prayer, and order’d an Ah 

poraq 
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corart to be brought him, from whence he might Chap. 19. 
jddg of the event of his expedition. Here 
he found a very favorable anfwer, which point¬ 
ed out the deftru&ion of a people by a wonder¬ 
ful efteft of the almighty providence. He ex¬ 
plain'd the paflage in his own favor, and having 
Ihewn it to all the army, became aifur’d of the 
victory. Our warriors being thus animated by 
the Alcoran, which promis’d ’em the divine 
proteftion, Timur delpis’d the ftars ; and on 
the fifth of Rabiulakher 801, crofs’d the river Jan. 1. 
of jaoun, and encamp’d on its banks on the 
other fide. The foldiers thro precaution made 
a ditch to furround ’em, near a hill nam’d Pouch- 
teiBehali ,• here they fix’d palifados of branches 
of trees ; and for a rampart bound feveral great 
buffalos neck and heels, bebjfld which they 
prepar’d their bucklers and enfigns.

CHAP. XIX. 

Timur gives battel to Sultan Mahmoud , em¬ 
peror of India. 

T UESDA T-morning the feventh of Ra- Jan. 3, 
biulakher, Timur drew up his army in 
order of battel. He gave the command of the 
right wing to prince Pir Mehemed Gehanghir, 
accompany’d by feveral Emirs, The left wing 
was led by the Mirzas, Sultan Huflejn, and Qa- 
lil Sultan, alfo affifted by many great generals. 

The rear was given to die Mirza Rouftem, 
in conjunftion with feveral illuflrious Emirs : 
and the main body was commanded by Timur 
himfelf •, it being fit that this prince, who was

BookIV. the-.very life of-the foldiers, fhou’d be fix’d in 
the heart of the army. Every thing jbeing thus 
fettled, they march’d in good order. 

The enemy alfo advanc’d in order of battel. 
Their right wing was brought up by Tag* 
Can, Mir Ali Coja, and other Indian princes. 
The left had for its leaders Malek Moineddin, 
and other?.: and the main body was command¬ 
ed by the Sultan Mahmoud Can, grandfon of 
FirQuz Chah, emperor of India, he having for 
his lieutenant-general Mellou Gan. This army 
confided of ten thoufand horfe well equipp’d, 
and forty thoufand foot arm’d to advantage; 
befides feveral elephants of war, arm’d with 
cuiraffes, having between their long teeth great 
poifon’d daggers,,and on their b^elts v. ooden 
towers in foriryof baftioos, on which were, 
mounted a gre^Rip^ny crofs-bow-men and an-, 
chers, who cou’d fight under covert as in for- 
trefles : and on the fide of the elephants march’d 
the fiingcrs of fire and melted pitch, as alfo roa- 
kets arm’d at the ends with iron^ which give 
feveral blows one after another wherever they 
fall. _ _ . . 

Our foldiers were not much didurb’d about 
this Indian army : but as they had never feen 
any ( elephants before, they ignorantly imagin’d, 
that the arrow and fabre had no effeft on tfre 
b. dys of thefe animals ; that they were fo vefry 
firoug, that they overthrew trees ‘only by (halt¬ 
ing the earth as they pafs’d along; that they cou’d 
fhove down the dronged buildings; and that 
in battel they wou’d tofs both horle and horfe- 
man to a vad height in the air. This defpirited 
feveral of our fide ; fq^that when the pods were 
fix’d for the officers and lords of the court!, 
Timur, who always fhevy’d refpeft to men of 
learning, civilly demoded of ’em what pods 

they 
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they wou’d chufe. Several of thefe, doctors, Chap. 19. 
who. were always near Timur’s perfon, being 
frighten’d at what they had read and heard of 
the elephants, anfwer’d immediately, “ If it 
** pleafe your majefty, we chufe to be near the 
" ladys. ” 

I imur being fenfible of his fbldiers fear, took Tiinui’* 
all neceffary precautions to arm ’em with cou- art,fice to 
rage/ He order’d that a rampart of j bucklers ! a 

lhou d be made before the ranks, and a ditch elephants, 
dug before the rampart: then he caus’d buffalos 
to be tied by the neck and feet with long pieces 
of leather, clofe to each other; after which on 
each fide of ’em and on their heads were fix’d 
brambles. Befides this were made iron-hooks, 
three-fork’d, and fix’d to flakes; fo that when 
the elephants fliou’d come to the attack, thefe 
hooks fhou’d be planted in their way, and the 
brambles on the buffalos fat on fire to put the 
elephants into diforder. But victory declar’d 
for us before we had occafion to make ufe of 
thefe machines. 

As foon as the two armys were in view, 

Timur got upon an eminence in the middle of 
the field of battel, near the foot of the hill of 
Eouchtei Behali, whence he obferv’d the motion 
of both arrays. When they were on the point, 
of coming to blows, he .fell on the earth, and 
after feveral times bowing, befought God- to 
give him thfe viftory, which he muft expeft 
from the divine goodnefs, and not from his ow n 
valor, and the number of his foldiers. 

While Timur was at prayers, a ftrange acci- 
pent happen’d; which was, that the Emirs of 
the rear, Cheik Noureddin, Charnel ik and Al- 
Jahdad, imagin’d that if the emperor fhou’d fend 
recruits from the main body to the right wing, 
and even to the rear, this wou’d be a certain 

token, 
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BoekIV- token of viclory. Accordingly after prayer Ti¬ 
mur order’d Ali Sultan Tavachi, and Tagi 
Bouga, who commanded the regiment of Sanfiz 
of the Toman of Rouflem, which belong’d to 
the main-body/ as alfo Altou Bacchi Peferi, and, 
Moufla Recmal, to go with their regimencs to 
fuccotir the right wing: and at the fame time he 
fent another fquadron of Emirs to re-inforce 
the rear. This fo excited the courage of our 
warriors, that they rufh’d impetuoufly upon the 
enemy, whom they attack’d with fo much vi¬ 
gor, that the Indians were conftrain’d to give 
ground, and the great and ftrong elephants fuf- 
fer’d themfelves to be drove like oxen. 

^ This advantage augmented the valor of the 
other battalions, who alfo fell upon the enemy, 
praifing God. So hot a battel was ne’er feen 
before , the fury of foldiers was ne’er carry’d to 
fo great exeefs ; and fo frightful a noife was 
never heard : for the cymbals, the common ket¬ 
tledrums, the drums and trumpets with the 
great brafs kettledrums which were beat on thd 
elephants backs, the bells which the Indians, 
founded, and tjje cries of the foldiers, were 
enough to make even the earth to ("hake ; and 
there was not a man, how dauntlefs foever, who 
was norfomewhat difmay’d at the beginning-of 
the fight. Eut our vanguard, compos'd of the 
regifiients of many iliuftrious Emirs, perceiving^ 
the enemy’s vanguard advancing, retir’d behincb 
the right wing to lie in ambufcade, till the/ 
had pafs’d by ’em; then the'y came out of their 
ambufcade, and fell on the enemy fword in 
hand like roaring lions, and in a moment flew 
between five and fix hundred men. The prince 
Pir Mehemed, who was at the head of the i-an-; 
guard of the right wing, alfifted by the Emir 
Solyman Chah, attack’d the left of the enemy,- 

•which 
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which confided in the valor of Tagi Can: this Chap.i$. 
he did with fo much conduft, that he drove ’em 
beyond the bafon of Havizcas. Then Pir Me- 
hemed fell upon the elephants ; and thefe furious 
animals, finding themfelves clofely -prefs’d, en¬ 
ter’d among the ranks of the enemyYleft wing, 
and caus’d a further diforder. Our left wing, 
condufted by the Mirza Sultan Huffein, per¬ 
form’d feveral great actions, thro the valor of 
that prince, of Gehan Chah Behader, Cayafcd- 
din Tercan, and others; for they made the 
enemy’s right wing, commanded by Moined- 
din and Malek Hani, give ground, and thofe 
who efcap’d the edge of the fword, were re¬ 
puls’d as far as the gate of the city. While 
the enemy’s wings were thus gam’d, their main 
body, fuftain’d by the elephants in good order, 
came to the attack: they had a warm recep¬ 
tion from the Mirza Rouftem who commanded 
the rear, and was pofted over agaiuft ’em. A 
bloody battel enfu’d, in which the Emir Cheik 
Noureddin gave marks of extraordinary valor. 

„Thp Emir -Chamelik alfo perform’d the moft he¬ 
roic adtions, rufhing furioufly into the midft of 
the elephants, with Dolet Timur Tavachi, and 
Mengheli Coja- With their lances they over¬ 
threw thofe who were, mounted on the ele¬ 
phants, and with their fabres and arrows cut 
off the trunks of thefe terrible animals, whom 
they wounded in all parts of their bodys ; fo 
that in a ihort time the field of .battel was 
cover’d with the elephants trunks, and the heads 
and hodys of the (lain. 

The moft valiant Indians always endeavor’d 
to defend themfelves; but this defence feem’d 
rather like the ftruggling of lheep going to the 
{laughter, than a vigorous refifiancc. Thus 
thefe poor Indians were confiraiu’d to turn 

their 
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?ooiIV. tfjei r backs with their elephants ; to which this 
paflage of the A Icofan may be well apply’d > 
“ Do you not fee how the jLord thy God ha$ 
“ dealt with the men of the .elephant 8 ? ” 

The Sultan Mahmoud, and his head-general 
Mellow Can,fled into the city, the gate of which 
they fhut. 

The Mirza Calil Sultan, who commanded 
our left wing, brought to Timur one of the 
elephants bound with cords: after having very 
much njaul’d it with the fword, he overthrew 
its guards, and made it walk before him, as 
the husbandman does the ox in the plow- Ti¬ 
mur and all the court were furpriz’d that a child, 
of but fifteen years old, fhou’d dare to attack, 
and be able to conquer apd bind a w'ar-ele- 
phant, which had ftruck terror into the w’hole 
army. 

When the flight of the epemy had allur’d us 
of victory, Timur fpur’d his horfe towards the 
gate of Deli, and carefully examin’d die wall?, 
and fortifications: and as it was the time of 
noon-prayer, he went down to the bank of the 
Havizcas, which is a round bafon, above v an 
arrow’s ihot in diameter, built by the Sultan 
Firouz Chah; and as in any inundations it is 
fill’d with, tain-water, it fjuruifhes the inha^ir- 
tants of Deli with water for an intire year. Qn 
its ba,nk is the tomb of Spltan Firouz Chah. * 
Timur being emcamp’d here, the princes 
and generals came before him to kids the earth j, 
they congratulated him op his victory, and gave 
appiaufesto the princes of the blood, the Emirs, 
and other brave men, w ho had fignaliz’d them- 
felves in the battel.

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Timur upon hearing thefe ft range adventures, Chap.20. 
burft out into tears of joy: he blefs>’d God for 
haying given him fuch brave children, and fuch 
faithful and valiant fubje£ts. Was it not fur- 
prizing, that this great prince, who on fome 
occafions cou’d exercife extraordinary ftjveritys, 
had at this time fp tender a heart, that he cqu’d 
not refrain his tears, while he return’d thanks 
to God for his favors? Timur had in the per- 
fon of, Calil Sultan afon Worthy pf hirpfelf, who 
in magnificence, valor and generofity, furpafs’d 
Menoutcher ', Feridofi and Kei Cofru *; he * Co ^ cok * 
was as virtuous as .Alexander, and as rich as 
Darius. He was at firft nam’d the friend of 
God, Calil Allah ; and the glory he afterwards 
acquir’d, was the reafon of his being call’d 
Sultan. 


CHAP. XX. 

Flight of Sultan Mahmoud , and his general 
Mellou- Can, prince of Moulton* Reduc¬ 
tion of Pelt capital of Indio. 

T HE Sultan Mahmoud and Mellou Can, 
being vanquifh’d, re-enter'd the" city, re¬ 
penting they had ever undertaken to go out: 
out repentance now being ufelefs, they cou’d 
have recourfe only to flight. They departed 
at midnight while it was very dark: the Sul¬ 
tan went out by the gate of Havaderani, and 
Meljou by that of Barake; both which are fi-

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Book IV. tuated fouth of Gehattpenah : and they retir’d 
into the defarts. 

Timur being inform’d of this flight, lent fe- 
veral Emirs in purfuit of ’em ; they feiz’d oil 
fome of their officers who fled with ’em, arid 
return’d with a great quantity of booty, taking 
prifoners the prince Seif Call, firnam’d Malek 
Cherefeddin, and the prince Codadad, fon of 
Mellcu Can. 

The feme night the Emir Allahdad, and 0- 
ther colonels of our regiments, had’ orders to 
make themfelves mafters of the gates by which 
the princes went out ; as alfd to guard the other 
gates of the' city, that no one might efca^O. 1 ' 

Jan. 4. The eighth of Rabiillakher, Timur ere&ed 
his ftandard on the walls of Deli, and went in 
peffon to the gate of the capital, where he fat 
on the Aidgiah, or throne w r hereon the Indian 
emperors fit in their royaT robes’on the great 
feaft-day. This gate is in the quarter of Ge- ! 
hanpenah, over againft the bafon of Havizcas.' 
In this place a tent and tribunal were prepar’d 
for him, where he gave audience. ThdhAhe 
Cherifs, Cadis, and principal perfo’ris' of the 
city of Deli, came to call themfelves at the 
foot of the throne, and had the honor to kift 1 
the imperial darpet. Fadlallah Bacchic lieute^ 
nant of Mellou Can, at the head of the whole 
Divan of Deli, was the firft who came to make 
his fubmiffion; and the Cherifs; the men of 
learning, and the old men, addrefs’d themfelves 
to the princes the emperor’s fons, and to the 
great Emirs, to obtain quarter: fo the Mirza 
Pir Mehemed, and the Emirs Solyman Chah 
and Gehan Chah, at a proper time prefeuted * 
their petition. 

According to cuftom they carry’d the horfeV’ 
tail aud kettledrums, which were fix’d upon 

the 
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the gate : and the conforts of mufic were per- Chap.20, 
form’d on this occafion on the tune Rihavi, us’d 
only on vi&orys. And to preferve the memory 
of fo confiderable a conqueft, an ingenious poet 
made thefe verfes, the letters of which form 
the epocha of this memorable day *. 

On Viednefdaythe eighth of the month of Rabiulah- Jan. 4. 
hery the ever-vi&orious emperor Timur mads *3 99 * 
himfelf tnafier of Deli , the fun being in Ca¬ 
pricorn. 

All the ^elephants and rhinoceros’s were 
brought to Timur. Thefe animals, being be¬ 
fore inftru&ed, fell down before the emperor 
in an humble pofture, and at the fame time 
made a great cry as if they demanded quarter. 

There were an hundred and twenty of thefe 
elephants of war, which at the return from 
India were fent to Samarcand, and to the pro¬ 
vinces of the empire, where Timur’s fons re¬ 
sided. Two were carry’d chain’d to Tauris r 
one to Chiraz, five to Herat, one to Chirvan 
to the Cheik Ibrahim, and one to Arzendgian 
to the lord Taharten. The tenth of Rabiulak- J sn ’ 
her, the dodtor Nafereddin Amor was order’d 
to enter the city, with the other lords, and Che- 
riffs of the court, to preach in the grand mofque, 
and make the public prayers and Coutbe in the 
auguft name and titles of the invincible empe-

Chah, as was done before. :.i§ 

The Debits, Menehis and other fecretarys* 
fent a. relation of this expedition, ill their let¬ 
ters of conquqft,, into all the parts of the e®r 
pire, and even to the princes (n alliance with 
Timur, tho it were a year’s journy to go ropgd 
to ’em all ; fo that public rejoicings might be 
made for thefe great advantages with whi(j& 
God diftinguifb’d the reign of Timur. 

The Biti&echis, or con trolly' of the Divan,, 
alfo enter’d the city, where having taken, an 
eftimate of the tnony due for favi§g.the peo¬ 
ples lives, the receiverSTgeneraJ pook care to 

r&seiye it. ... ,., 

In the mead v^iile the principal Jjordg q^sthej 
cosrts and tht.egjperor’s favorites remonjft cared, 
to his majeftyj that after hayi«g,fu|fos 1< d<*b^fa¬ 
tigues and difficujtys of this war, victory infpir’4, 
’em with thoughts of renewing their- diverfioni 
and pleafufess .tliat Feridpn, and the Reis kid, 
akways.done ,the fame,- and |W,t it was iil<ji£ 
tice due to ’em after they had..thus, fatigoji^ 
themfelves.. The emperor willi ngly , cOJ?f@Uted* 
and.gave. orders for a feaft, wbithk-was tq ; con-i 
tinue for feveral days. Timar began the ,re.i 
joiciogs by prqfents to the princes of the blood* 
tbejpndrs and generals of the army, in confide-., 
ration of their fqrvicas a«d greaf a&ions: and, 
afterwards, the muficiatis peybyp’d confer tsqfc. 
mufic in amotohs and drinking tunes, which fo, 
charm’d the hearts of all, that they forgot the 
rigors of war, and the fatigues of- a catnpain..^ 
Jan. 12. The fixteench of Rabiulakher, a great nufijf* 
ber of eur foldiers being affembled at the gatek 
of Deli, infixed the inhabitants of the fuburbsJ 
Hie great Emirs were order’d to put a flop to* 
thjde diforders ; but God, who had predefiin’d 

the 
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«hc ruin of this place for the chaftifement of Chap.20, 
the inhabitants, permitted its deftrfl&ion by fe- 
cond caufes. Our foldiers coming into the 
place was one caufe; and the defoair of the 
Guebres, who remain’d in great numbers in the 
towns of Seiri, Gehanpenah and'old Deli, was 
another. The curiofity of the Sultanelfes to 
fee the raritys of Deli, and particularly of the 
famous palace, adorn’d with a thoufand columns, 
and built by the antient king of India, Melik 
Jouna, indtic’d ’em to go into the city with all 
the court, which was very numerous; and the 
gate was left open to every one, fo th^t above 
fifteen thoufand of our foldiers got in unper- 
eeiv’d. Befides the Emirs and comptrollers of 
the Divan, who were fet at the gate to receivd 
the tribute for faving the inhabitants lives; 
other officers in commiffion had the fame liber¬ 
ty to enter the city : but there remain’d a far 
greater number of troops in a large place be¬ 
tween Deli, Seiri, and Gehanpenah* The dif- 
orders our men committed in the two laft 
places caus’d a great buftle among the Guebres^ 
who in defpair fell upon our men,- and feveral 
of ’em fet fire to their houfes, wherein their 
wives and children were burnt. Our men 
perceiving this defolation among the Gue¬ 
bres, pillag’d ’em, bec^ufe of their evil de- 
figns. As other troops were let into the city 
to feize on the inhabitants of the neighbouring' 
towns and villages who had fled for refuge thi¬ 
ther, the con fun on very much increas’d, and 
the troops within the place employ’d themfelves 
intirely in plundering and burning the houfes of 
the Guebres. The Emirs, to quell this difor- 
der, caus’d the gates to be ftlut, that the troops 
without might not enter : but the foldiers with¬ 
in open’d the gates to their comrades; by 
V o l. II. £ morn- 
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tigpliJV. morning all the army enter’d, and the foldieft 
rofe in arms againft their leaders, who oppos d 
Jan, 13. their enterprise. Soon the feventeenth of Ra* 
1399. biulalfher 801, this great and proud city Wl< 
deftroy’d. 

' The next day pafs’d in the fame manner; 
and there were feme foldiers \vho took a hun¬ 
dred and fifty flaves, men, women and chil¬ 
dren, whom they carry’d out of the city; and 
fome foldiers-boys had twenty flaves to their 
own /hare. The other fpoils of precious fi-OMes^ 
pearls, rubys, diamonds, fluffs, belts, gold add 
filver veflels, mony, plate, and other cunofitys', 
Were innumerable; for the Indian women'and 
girls were adorn’d with precious ftones, and 
had on their feet and hands, and even oh theit 
toes, bracelets and rings; of which 1 ' Otir men 
had fuch great numbers, that they refus'd to 
carry away a vaft quantity of precious oint¬ 
ments of ineftimable value. . ; 

Jao. 15. The nineteenth of Rabiulakher they did the 
fame in old Deli, whither the reft of the Gafc- 
bres w ere retir’d. Thefe Indians aftembled to¬ 
gether in the great mofque, and prepar’d to de* 
fend themfeives; but the Emir Chamelik and' 
Ali Sultan Tavachi came thither with five hun¬ 
dred;'men, and having forcibly enter’d the 
mofque, fent to the ebyfs of hell the fouls of 
thefe infidels, of whofe heads they eredted 
towers, and gave their bodys for food- to the 
birds and beafts of prey! Never was fuch ft 
terrible daughter and deflation heard of. As 
Old Deli was pillag’d the fame day, they madfc 
fome of the inhabitants flaves, whom they load¬ 
ed with chains, tho they had promis’d ’em 
their lives. Several days were employ’d in 
making ’em quit the city; and as they went 
out, every Emir of a Toman or regiment 

took 
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•took a niynber of for his fervice: and as CfhapAo 
there were feytraf ti lj onf a a d s o f -tradeftnen. and l * / rV 
artizans, fome were diftributed among the 
princes and Emirs who fetjv’ckondjr Timur; and 
others were fent to the officers^of the empe¬ 
ror’s fons, and to the other Emirs in, their rc- 
fpe&ive governments. The emperor like Wifi 
Order a that all the mafons /hon’d be kept for 
his particular fervice, as he deffgn’d to bitifda 
fpacious mofque in Samarcand of done. 

But it may not be amifs to give a defer ip» 
tion of the three towns which compofe the dfcy 
of Deli ’• : That of Seiri is furrpunded 1 with a 
wall in form of a circle ; did Deli is the fame, 
but much larger: and from the walls of Seiri 
on thfe north-eaft, to the walls of old' Deli# 
which is on the fouth-weft, there are two other 
Wails, one da each fide; and the ground which 
lies betwixt ’em is call’d Gehanpenah, and is 
larger than old Deli* Three gates of Seiri look 
towards Gehanpenah, and the four others have 
the profpeft outwards. Gehanpenah has thir¬ 
teen gatespfix to the north-weft, and fevento 
the fouth-eaft; fo that when one (peaks of 
Deli, we comprehend the three towns together, 
which have in all thirty gates.

Timur departs from Deli; and purfues his 
conqueflt in the remoter farts of Indian- 
near the Ganges.

T IMUR continu'd fifteen days at. Deli, 
the deftru&ion of which place was caus’d 
by the ill conduct of the inhabitants: then ha¬ 
ving refolv’d to exterminate the idolaters of 
India, as well as the rohbers and rebels, he; 
inarch’d towards the other mod famous places 
of this empire. At his departure he order’d 
the Cherifs, Cadis, doftors and Cheiks of the 
city, to affemble in the great mofque of Ge- 
hanpenah ; where he fix’d a governor over ’em! 
to protedf ’em from the infults of the foldierfc 
whom victory had render’d inlolent. • ■ 

The twenty-fecorid of Rabiulakher, at ten in 
the morning, the army encamp’d from Gehan? 
penah, and march’d down to Firouz Abad, 
three miles from Deli. Here Timur ftaid an 
hour.-te view this delightful place: and after 
having made two Rekaets * in the mofque be¬ 
longing to it, which is built of ftone on the banks 
of the Jaoun, to return thanks to God for, his • 
conqueft, he departed out of this town. 

About this time the lord Chamfeddin, one 
of the Cherifs of Termed, with Aladdin Naib, 
lieutenant of the Cheik Coukeri, who had been 
lent embaffadors to the town of Coutele, re¬ 
turn'd from their embafly: they brought ad¬ 
vice that Behader Nehar prince of thefe quar¬ 
ters, had willingly fubmitted to the emperor i 

and 
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and hop’d next friday to have the honor to Chap.22^ 
kifs the ground before his majefty, and offer 
him his fervices. Timur being encamp’d on 
the other fide of Gehanuma near Vezir Abad, 
the embafladors prefented him two white par¬ 
rots, from Behader Nehar. Thefe birds had 
UvM ever fince the time of Toghft Chah, and, 
had been kept many, years in the, antechambers 
of the emperors of India. Timur took this 
curious prefent for a good augury; and conti¬ 
nu’d his road fix miles farther to a place call’d 
Moudala, having before crofs’d thejaoun."' 

The twenty-fourth of Rabiulakher,he march’d Ju. 20. 
fix miles and encamp’d at Kete, where Beha¬ 
der Nehar with his fon Coqltach had the ho¬ 
nor to kifs the imperial carpet, to 6ffer a great 
many rich prefents, and affure the emperor of 
their obedience. The twenty-fifth the army 2 u 
march’d to Baghbout, which for its beauty is 
compar’d to the delicious garden of Durbehar, 
and to the magnificent temple of the idols of 
Fercar; which places are diftant from each 0- 
ther fix miles/ The twenty-fixth they march’d j an . 22. 
alfo fix miles, and encamp’d at Afar, fituate 
between two rivers, where Timur ftaid to re- 
pofe himfelf. 


CHAP. XXII, 

Conquefi of Myrthe. The Guebres are fet'd 
alive w 

T H E town of Myrthe being one of the 
moft noted places of the empire of In¬ 
dia, Timur refolv’d to make himfelf matter of 
i E 3 «* 
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BookJV. it: whereupop the twenty-fixth of Rabyulakher 
fie fppt thither from Afar the lords Rouftem, 
Jan. 22. 'j’agi Bouga, Chamelik, and Allahdad. The 
Tan 24, twenty-eighth thefe lords fent advice to the era- 
' peror, that Elias Ougani, and the fon of Mou J 

lana Ahrned Tohaneferi, withfaGuebre nam’d 
Sefr, had fortify’d the town, and were back’d^ 
by a company of Guebres ; that they had re¬ 
fus’d to fubmit; and had not only declar’d that 
they refolv’d tb defend themfelves, but evert 
dat’d to ufe fome infolent expreffions, fhyii^ 
that the emperor Turjnechirin Can once came 
to beftege the place, but was oblig’d to raife 
the liege; and that they hop’d the fame wou’cf 
be onr fate. This news difquiefed Timing 
and their fpe.aking contemptuoufly of Torme'-h 
chiriii Can, -whom- they- tax’d with cowardice;' 
highly incens'd him.. On Tuefday’ at the hoar 
of morning-prayer he' took hofffe at the head of 
ten thoufand men ,; and in two days and ond 
rtf eh t, march’d twenty miles. ‘ r > : 
fan, 25. T ; .The twenty-ninth Y of Rabiulakher ' at no‘o(/ 

' l life arriv’d at thfe’ tbwn of Myrthe, where he' 

order’d the captains of the cofflpanys to unde*r-j 
rnihd'the- walls. At* night they vinted the works/ 
and found they had already advanc’d ten* or fif-> 
tee n cubits breadth to e ac h baftion and cour- 
tine ; r *whidh 1 0 lurpriz'd tlieTOu eBres, that’I hey 
defifted from Aefending^themfe^ves. 

Next day the imir • Allah<faid,“with his re¬ 
gime nam’d ahe faithful, cpnfi^ing of the an^ 
rient people of the Coutchid's, attacked the gate 
pf the town. A yoting‘fad, one of his domef- 
tics, nam’d Serai, fon ofCalandar, boldly caft a 
neirupen the battlemehr,' and mounted the walls? 
He Was follow’d by> Rouftem Berlas, and a, 
great many brave^men, who rufh’d into the 
town fwprd in hand: they pound Elias Ougani, 
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and the Ton of Tehaneferi, governors of the Chap,*?, 
place, -whom they catfy’d to the foot of the 
imperial throne.. The Gqebj-e Sefi, one of the 
princes of this-place, was kill’d* in the alfanlt, 
and his body caft into the fire which he ador’d. 

Thefirft of Jumaziolevd they flea’d alive all j a *. as. 
the Gnebres of rhis plftfee, and made flaves of 
their wives and children: they fet fire to every 1 
timg, and raz'd the wails ; fo that this town 
•Was fbdtr redded to afhes, tho Turmechfrin 
-Gan; at great emperor, in Afia, cou’d not make 
hlmfelf raafier of it. 

It is remarkable^ that .before the army's 
marching to this place, Timur had refold'd to 
write a tetcfcr to the inhabitant, to reduce ’em 
by good-nature and promifes: but the- fecre- 
tary being about to write thefe words,- “ Why 
“ do yoacompare us-withTurmechirin Can?” 

Timur reprimanded thofe who had order’d; dfe 
fecretary' tio write in fndh a manner, faying, 

“ What am I to Turtnecfiirm Can ? He was a 
“ greater lord than me, of ftri&er virtue,- and 
“ better condaft: but my delign is to revenge 
“ the affront thefe villains' have put upon fo 
“ powerful and auguft a monarch. ” So with¬ 
out 1 iuffenng - the letter to be concluded, he 
march’d tio- exterminate ’emt This was Timur’s 
modefty, which 1 ought to ferveas an example 
to others.

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CHAP. XXIII. 

Several battels upon the great river * Gadget, 
againfi the rnilit'ta of the Guebrts* 

T H E fame day that Myrtbe was taken, 
Timur order’d the Emir Gehaa Chah' to 
depart with the left wing by a different road, 
to ravage the country of' the Guebres ; fox 
which purpofe he-embark’d with bis troops on 
.the Jaounf.' The emperor ga^d the command 
of the baggage to the Emir Cheik Noureddio, 
with orders to conduct it along the river erf 
Carafou ; and then departed in perfon towards 
the great river of Ganges, fourteen miles from 
Myrthe. The Emir Solyman Chah join’d him 
en the road; and having march’d fix miles, 
they encamp’d at Martfoura, where Timur 
ftaid one night. The fecond of Jumaziulevel, 
he fet out at three in the morning, and at fun- 
rifing arriv’d at Pirouznour on the Ganges, 
Where they march’d three miles to find an feafy 
paflage. Some time after-they came to the; or¬ 
dinary pafllige, which w$rf very difficult and 
dangerous : feveral horfemen fwam over there 
on horfeback, but not without great riftjue. 
Timur going to do the fame, the Emirs on 
their knees befought him to the contrary, , tel¬ 
ling him that the Mirza Pir Mehemed and the 
Emir Solyman Chah, having crofs’d the river 
near Pirouznour, were on the point of peril¬ 
ing. In the mean while feveral brave men fwam 
over, as the Tomans of the Mirza Charoc, Seid 
Coja fon of Cheik Ali Behader, and Gehan 
Mule fon of Mdket. Then Timur march’d 

tWft 
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two miles further along the Ganges, and en- Chap.13. 
camp’d. The third of Jumaziulevel, he went 
towards Toclocpour, a town on the bank of the Jaru 2 ' 
Ganges, twenty miles from the place whence 
they fet out. When they had march’d fifteen, 
advice was brought the emperor, that a great 
number of Guebres were got together on the 
bank of that river. Timur immediately feat 
thither the Emir Mobacher, Ali Sultan Tava- 
chi, and other Emirs of Tomans, and captains, 
to the number of fifty thoufand horfe; and 
continu’d his road towards Toclocpour. At 
this time the. emperor was fei^’d with a very 
. troublefom fwelling in his arm, > which much 
impair’d his health; but this diftemper did 
not continue long, thro the care and affiduity 
cf his officers. 


. In the mean while advice was brought that 
a vaft .number* of Guebres in forty-eight boats, 
advanc’d againft us upon the Ganges. This 
news Hir’d up the emperor’s fury ; and the. plea¬ 
sure of having an opportunity of acquiring 
glory and merit in this war againft the ipfidels, 
made him forget his diftemper. He took 
hqrfe with a thoufaqd of his particular officers* 
and match’d along the banks of the river. He 
had no fooner perceiv’d the enemy, than feve- 
ral of. our brave men fpur’d their horfes j'nto 
the wliter fword in hand, with their qufver$ fat¬ 
ten'd to their fides. The unskilful enemys on¬ 
ly let fly their arrows upon ’em, with their 
bucklprs laid over their heads ; while Our men 
continually advanc’d, and laying hold on their 
flat-bqttom'd veflels, eflter’d ’em, notwithftand- 
ing the refiftance of tile enemy, whom they cut 
in jures, and eaft their bodys into the Ganges, 
making their women and children flaves. When 
they were Ipeqqme mailers of thefe great boats, 

they 
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BooJ.IV. they went in fearch of ten others mann’d With 
Guebres, who prepar’d themfelves for fighting 1 , 
and fatten'd their boats to one another, thatthey 
jnigbt th,e better defend themfelves, and makfi 
a kinddf naval fight. Our foldiers,, after hav* 
ing difeharg’d' a raft number of arrows, boards 
ed their veflels, giving praife to God; and 
with their fwords flew the remainder of tftefe 
unfortunate Indians. 


CHAP. XXIV. 


Timur's three . Gsztes, or epptdiiiom 
the Guebres. 



A FTER the taking of the flat boats on 
the Ganges, TitaUr decamp’d for Toc- 
J»n. 29. locpour : and when he was arriv’d there, on the 
‘ fourth’ of Jumaziulevel, a little after midnight^; 
two men came from the Emirs Allahdad,,Bi& 
Jazet-Coutchin, and Altoun Bacchi, the leader^ - 
of our fcdttts, who brought advice that having >r 
found an eafy paflage where they crofs’d the 
Ganges, they had met on the banks 1 of 1 that 
riyOr a great number of infidels' well-arm^, - 
who had for tlieif leader a king nam’d- Moba~ 
,rek Can,' Wh6 : was refblv’d to defend himfeff. 

Timur on advice ofthfife motions, took horfe 
before morning at the found of drums and ket¬ 
tledrums, being lighted by a vaft number of 
flambeaux and torches : he crofs’d 1 the Ganged,' 
and read the morning-prayer, after Fiavihg 
march’d a mile oh the other fide that river. 
Then our foldiers,', with th^ir cuiraflfes on, ad¬ 
vanc’d againft Mobarek Can, wH& had 1 rang^l ’

ten thoufand horfe, and fome infantry, in order Chap.** 
of battel, and expefted us with his enfigns dis¬ 
play'd, tho he risk’d his crown ott this occa¬ 
sion . 

Timur hereupon imagin’d that thefe Indians 
bfeitfg- far more numerous than we, and our two 
wings at a great diftance, we cou’d ufe no pre¬ 
cautions, but muft entirely refign our fehles to 
the will of God. And as he was thus difquiet- 
ed about the fuccefs of the battel, five hundred 
horfe of the Tomans of Mirza Charoc arriv’d, 

Which had crofs’d the water with Seid Coja 
and Gehan Mule, to make inroads in feveral 
places,- and they join’d us at fo proper a time, 
that one wou’d have, thought they had been 
appointed to' meet ns here, or that heaven had 
lent ’em exprefs • to fuccQur Timur whep he 
had fuch need of ’em. Whereupon he return’d 
G6d thanks for his kindnefs to him, and ot- 
ddfdtfhe Emirs Cfjamelik and Allahdad to at- 
tadt the enemy with" 1 ®* thoufarid horfe, and not 
to ^efeaVd. their number, or refiftance. 

Qur brave men, in obedience to this order, 
and in refignation tp the wilt of God, ruih’d 
With fury upon the enemy, who thinking that 
dqf" men were not alone, but only the vanguard 
of i great army, fuddenly grew afraid, and 
fleff like hinds before a roaring lion, and like 
Cha'calS 4 hid themfelves in the woods. Our 
warriors purfu’d ’em, and put a great number 
to' the fword, carrying away captive their wo¬ 
men and children, with a considerable booty of 
oxen and Other animals, Timur encamp’d in 


f Chacal if an animal which pauly refembles a dog, and 
partly a fb;e. It digs up dead bodis to deyoar ’em, and hath

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BooklV. this place ; and at the fame time receiv’d ad¬ 
vice that a great number of Guebres were ren-, 
dezvous’d in the defile; of Coupele, eaft of the 
Ganges. Whereupon he departed with five 
hundred horfe for that place, leaving the reft 
to guard the fpoils. The emperor at his arri¬ 
val at thefe mountains, met a great number of 
Guebres. The Emirs Chamelik and Ali Sulta$ 
Tavachi, notwithftanding the enemy were (u- 
perior to ’em in number, fell upon ’em fword in 
hand, giving praifes to God. Thefe infidels, at; 
firft defended themfelves : but our men put ’em to, 
the rout, notwithftanding their great number,, 
while the^ foldiers were employ’d in colle&ing* 
the booty. 1 Timur being left with only a hun-i 
dred horfemen -of his guards, a Guebre, nam’d 
Malek Cheika, fell briskly upon him with a> 
hundred men, partly horfe and partly foot^ 
Timur oppos’d thefe rafti fellows; but while* 
the two partys were about to let fly a ihowef, 
of arrows, one of our foldiers, thro miftak^ 
told Timur that this man was the Cheik Cow 
keri, one of his faithful . fervapts- This falfe 
alarm caus’d the emperor to return to the bot¬ 
tom of the mountain; which the Guebre pe^ 
ceiving, he attack’d feme of our men. Timur 
then return’d againft this infidel, iltot him- in 
the belly with an arrow, and unhors’d Him 
with a cut of his fab re, on fiis head: he was 
then bound with cords, and drag’d after opr 
men, Timur being willing to queftion him con¬ 
cerning the condition of the enemy ; but he prey 
fently gave up the ghoft. ,'Some time after ad* 
vice was brought that in the defile of Coupele, 
two miles from this place, a great many Gue*i 
bres were affembled; that in the paflages o/ 
thefe mountains were only thick woods, and 
trees twifted one within anothef, with reeds 

and 
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and canes fo large and ftrong that a man cou’d Chap.24* 
fcarcely grafp ’em. , < . 

Timur, who had already taken horfe twice 
this day to light, and was in great want of 
deep, had no fooner heard this news, than pre¬ 
ferring the treafures of eternal rewards to his 
quiet here, he march’d towards this defile at 
the head of fome, officers and Emirs of the 
vanguard. As he was oblig’d to go thro woods 
afmoft unpaffable, and the Indian^ were far 
more numerous, Timur faid to his men, “If 
“ my fon Pir Mehemed and Solyman Chah 
“ Ihou’d arrive here prefently, they wou’d be 
" of great fervice to us : but that cannot be 
* c feeihgit is but three days fince.I fent ’em 
c * to make inroads beyond the Ganges, which 
“ they have crofs’d at Pirouznour. ” While Ti¬ 
mur was thus fpeaking, on a fudden they per¬ 
ceiv’d thefe brave men, who were over-joy'd 
to meet the emperor in this place. The plea- 
fnre, as one may eafily imagine, was not leis on 
Timur’s v fide. They march’d together againft 
the GueBres, on whom they difcharg’d Ihowers 
of arrows,- and then rufhing on ’em fword in 
hand, they made a cruel flaughtet: they took a 
vaft quantity of booty from thefe infidels, as 
well camels, oxen, and other cattel, as gold 
4hd filver belts, which the enetays wore. 

Thus Timur was in three battels the fame 
day, which never happen’d to any prince be¬ 
fore him, that we find mention’d in Hiftory.' 

The field of battel being fo ftrait, and full of 
woods and thorns, that it was impolfible to 
encamp here, in the evening they were oblig'd 
to return to the place where the fecond Gazie 
was fought.

CHAP. XXV. 

Timur exterminate} the Guebres ajjembled in 
the f arums defile of Coupele. Defcriptiop 
of a marble flattte of a eon? ador’d- by the 
Indians. ' 

T HE defile of Coupele is fituate at the 
foot of a mountain near the Ganges ,• and 
fifteen miles higher than this defile is a Hone 
carv’d in form of a cow, from whence fprings 
this great river. For this reafon the Indian^ 
adore this Hone ; and in all the neighbouring 
countrys, within a' year’s jburny, when they 
are at prayers they turn towards it. One of 
their cuftoms* is to burn theftifelves alive, arfd 
to have their afhes flung into the Ganges, bei 
lieving they Ihall merit falmion by it. They 
alfo call into this river their gold and tilver: 
and a chief part of their devotion is to waffi 
themfelves in it, and there (have their heat'd 
and head, upon which they pour water ; which 
they efteem as ufeful as the Mahometans ima¬ 
gine the Abdefte * neceflary, when they go in 
pilgrimage to Mecca, 

Abounair Otbi, in his book call’d Yemini *, 
gives a relation of the fuperflitions of thefe 
Indian idolaters, and of the ridrculoas'notions 
they entertain concerning this river. We afe 
told in this book, that Nafareddin Subudfekm,

and 
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and his fon the Sultan Mahmoud, for federal Chappy, 
years made war on thefe idolaters of India, 
and by degrees conquer’d the towns and caftles 
of this kingdom ; that'God blefs’d their under¬ 
takings, and permitted the Sultan Mahmoud at 
the end of thefe W»s, to march moo the king¬ 
dom of Cannoudge 4 with the mahometan army. 

The interpreter of the Yemini atmarks, that 
this war in the country of Cannoudge is the 
nnoft celebrated of any that Yemin Eddole Mah¬ 
moud was ever engag’d in. 

But to return to our fubje# : we niuft know 
that when Timur took up a refolution to carry 
his arms into India, he fent feveral Emirs with 
confiderable troops by one road, and with the 
reft of his army march’d himfelf another ; that 
thefe two arrays took all the citys, caftles, 
fortrefles, towns and villages, in their way; 
that they- exterminated the idolaters j and met 
together before Deli, as we have already men¬ 
tion’d ; and that after the redu&ion of Deli, 
they crofs’d the Ganges. Thus Timur accom- 
plifh’d his undertaking in India, for the extir¬ 
pation of idolatry in that country. But as there 
yet remain’d a prodigious multitude of Guebres 
in the mountains of Coupele, who pofTefc’d a

_ goods, he refolv’d to attack ’em. Whereupon 

t ^ ie Jumaziulevel the army began its 

*' march towards this defile, where the infidels, 
who were deftin’d to perifti, dar’d to wait their 
arrival, and rafhly prepar’d to fuflain the at¬ 
tacks of our warriors, and make a vigorous de¬ 
fence. At fun-rifing the mahometan army was 
rang’d in order of battel, and arriv’d at the. 
defile in very good order. The right wing w as 
commanded by the Mirza Pir Mehemed, ami 
the Emir Solyman Chah ; and the left by other 
Emirs of great reputation. The Emir Chame- 
lik and other captains famous for their valor, led 
the vanguard of the main body. 

When the noife of the drums, the gteat and 
little kettledrums, and trumpets, accompany’d 
with the ufual great cry, had echo’d in thefe 
mountains and narrow paffages, the infidels 
were confounded, and loft all courage : fear got ' 
pofi'effion of their hearts, and wou’d not fuf&r. 
’em to wait the attack of our warriors, but 
oblig’d ’em to conceal themfelves in the moun¬ 
tains, whither they were purfu’d by our men, 
and great part of ’em (lain; fome fav’d them¬ 
felves, yet their effeds, which confided of fur¬ 
niture and other riches, fell to the conquerors* 
This kingdom being thus deliver’d from thefe 
idolaters, the army return’d the fame day, and 
crofs’d the Ganges, on the banks of which Ti¬ 
mur read the noon-prayer, returning thanks to 
God for the advantages and vidorys he had 
gain’d thro his goodnefs. Then he took horfe, 
and after five miles march encamp’d towards 
the lower part of the .river, pleas’d with the 
condud of all the captains ana foldiers of his 
army, to whom he gave rewards for their brave 
adions in this war.

CHAP. XXVI. 

Timttft refolution to return to the feat of 
his empire. 

T IMUR beiqg fatisfy’d with having 
match’d as far as ,fhe eaftern frontiers 
of tbe ftmpjre of India in. one campaip, and 
having Requir’d the merit of the Gazie, deparp- 
<d from .the bank of .the Ganges the fixth of 
JntnaawJevel, to join the baggage. Every 099 
march’d in his refpe&ive poft ; and the qnarter- 
mafters and harbingers had orders to meet the 
haggage> and condud it to the army. The fe- 
venth, they n^arehki fix miles, apd encamp’d 
four miles diftance frolri the baggage. 

.. Ii> the wan jyhile advice was brought t^at 
in the mountain of Soualec, one of the moil 
confiderable mountains.of India, which fttetphgs 
over two thirds of thjs v^ft .empire^ there wei^ 
.ajXemblcd a great number of’Xadian^ ^itn M- 
fign t;o infulc us. Timur order’d the troops 
which a.ccompany’d the baggage to decamp, 
and inarch towards Soualec, while himfelf 
.wept in perfon to a place but five miles from 
thencp, where the Mirza Calil Sultan and the 
Etftir Cheik Noureddin j’oin’d him with the 
baggage- The Emir Solyman Chah and the 
othot gRPeraJs on their knees befought the em- 
peror to flay in the camp, and not continually 
expofe his facred perfon; while they wou’d go . 
and-.exterminate the Indians. Timur told ’em* 
the Gazie produc’d t}%o conlideyable advantages; 
one was, that it procur’d for the warrior eter- 
Voi.. II. F nal 
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Book fV*. nal merit ; the other, that he acquir’d by it 
worldly fpoils and- goods : that as they had 
thefe two advantages in view, they fhou’d be 
willing that he might partake»,of ’em alfo, fine© 
his intention in all his fatigues and labors, was 
only to render himfelf well-pleafing to Gos| 
and fo treafure up good works for' his eternal 
happinefs, and rlchps to bellow upon his foi* 
diers,. and do good to the poor. 

Then he fent orders *to the Emir Gehan 
Ghah, who had been gone out a week to mike 
inroadson the Jaoun, to-come to the ettmpy that 
he might partake-of the merit of ; this expedi¬ 
tion as well as the other Emirs. This Emir ac¬ 
cordingly obey’d the order, and return’d to 
join-his ma jetty* 


CHAP. XXVII. 

Timur's irruption on the mountain Soualef. 

Feb. 4. /'■'N N faturday the tenth of Jumaziale?W$ 

Timur departed for the mountain of Sou- 
alec, where a Raya nam’d Behrouz had affem- 
bled a number of Guebres in a narrow paf- 
fage; and confiding in theftrength of the moun¬ 
tain, and a ftrong place he had in pOfieffion, 
which he imagin’d inacceffible, had refolv’d to 
give us battel. Our army advancing in good 
order, Ximur went down to the entrance of 
this defile, where he ftopt. ^Ottr foldiers fell 
fuddenly upon the infidels, who made but a 
weak defence ; fo that with their- fwords and 
half-pikes they flew a great number of ’em. 
Having reduc’d ’em thus low, they became 
matters of their cartel and effe&s, and took 
thofe prisoners who efcap’d the fword : but as 
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the, booty iwas-unequally dwHded, the ri^ji a1yi.Chap.28.’ 
powerful having got four ,j»r hundred oxen, 

-Timur order’d the fpoils i&qu’d Jbe equally dif- 
cributedy: that the poor and weak might have 
their fliare. The following night Timur lay in 
the tent of the Mirza Pic Mehemed ; and’ pex,t 
day he went to Behre, nekr Eekeri, commonly 
call’d Meliapour. . 

The twelfth of Juraaziulevel he march’d four Feb. fi 
miles, and. encamp’d at Chaefarfava. The’ fol- 
diers were fo laden .with booty, that they cou’d 
idarce march four miles a day. .Neast day.; they 
went four miles, and encamp’d at Render.. 


C H A P. XXVIII. 

Several. combats in the woods-, near Soualec. 

T H E . fourteenth mf 'Jumaaiulevel Timur Feb ' 
crofs’d the Jaoun,’ and encamp’d -in ano¬ 
ther part of the mountain of Soualec, where 
advice was brought that a Raya ■ nam’d Ratan 
had caus’d the trumpets to be founded to aifemn 
ble the people, and fall upon onr army; that 
by this means an infinite number of Indians were 
got together under his command,, add had re* 
treated into thick and inacceffible woods : * 
Timur wou’d not ftay till -night was over 
before he began his march againft ’em j but 
caus’d torches and flambeaus to be lighted* and 
order’d the captains to keep a conGtant march 
in order of battel. The foldiers employ’d, all 
their ftrength in cutting down the trees to make 
roads, and the fame night they .advanc’d twelve 
miles. 



H 
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Tire fifteenth before morning they arriv’d 
between the two mountains of Soualec and- 
Couke, where the Raya was prepar’d to give 
Mattel, having form’d two wings and a main 
body: but he had no more courage than the 
reft; for as foon as the noife of the drums* 
trumpets and kettledrums, with 'the foldiew 
cries.,, were heard in this mountain, they 
fled* and-the Raya himfelf turn’d his back, and, 
retir’d to the bottom of a wood. -Our foldiew 
purfu’d the enemy, and cut in pieces a great 
number, enriching themfelves with the fpoils, 
and carrying away an -innumerable company of 
captives. 

* "The Tame day our right wing went into ano¬ 
ther defile pf .thefe mountains, where, after 
having exterminated the J Guebres,^they gain’d 
a confiderable booty: .the left wing^lfomade 
inroads in another -jflaee, and maflacred fever al 
Indians; but got no fpoils. The following 
night the two wings return’d to Tiihur. The 
Sixteenth, Timur quitted this narrow paff^ge, 
and ferenter’d the mountain of Soualec, twhere 
be encamp’d in a .-place fifteen leaguKS&OfQ Be- 
kircout, all -wbiclioountry .is full of forefts and 
craggy mountains* Then he refolv’d to go ip 
perfon into the moft. dangerous places; andfent 
back the left wing, compos’d of the troops of 
Coraff'ana, to make inroads, becaufe they were 
return’d without anybooty. 

In the mean while;Saince Maure, ; at the head 
■of the fcouts, arriv’d at nine in,the morning; 
■bringing advice that !there were fo naanyiGue* 
bres in thefe quarters, that it.was impoffible to 
number ’em. This news oblig’d Timur to ftay 
in this place, while the.left wing fhou’d go out 
to make inroads* 


Then 
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Then advice was brought from the body of Chap.*#* 
troops commanded" by the* Emirs Che it Non- 
reddin' and All' Stiltan" TaVadii, that federal 
Guebres, with" aftvndatlte' of cattel, were got 
together i"rf a defile on the left" fide." Timur 
immediately march’d towards this place, order¬ 
ing" the Emirs" Cheik Noureddin and»A"ti Sultan 
to* fell upon" the Guebres. They foon became 
Conquerors, putting the enemys to therfword, 
in the emperor’s prefence, who had fet up his 
imperial ftandard on the very brink of the moun¬ 
tain, to encourage his men. Some of the wound¬ 
ed fav’d themfelves by flight; but all their ef¬ 
fects and cattel fell into the hands of the vi&qrs. 

Timtfr ftaid upon the mountain till evening, and 
caus’d part of the booty to be diftributed among- 
thbfe who cou’d get none ,• fo that every one 
had as mUch as he cou’d welt" take care of. At 
night they encamp’d in this defile, where there 
Were abundarice of monkys, who carae to fteal 
away th'e foldiers goods. 

Thus we may truly fay, there were twenty 
battels fought in thirty days, during which time 
oiif men conquer’d feven of the moil important 
fortrelfes of India, which wou’d not give place 
fo Caiber s . Thefe feven fortrelfes were at one 
or two leagues diftatfce from each other, and the 
inhabitants were at continual' variance among 
themfelves. They had formerly paid tribute tb 
the emperors of India ; but were fome time 
fince brought to fubjeftion to the Muflulmans, 
from whom they revolted, refufing to pay tri¬ 
bute to ’em; and thus they merited the punifh- 
ment they receiv’d. One of thefe places, which

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tpofeiV. belong’d to Cfleikou, a relation pf the Chejfc 
^’VNJ Couker *, had willingly fubmitted to Timur, thro 
I-ahor' 6 f^e interpofition of the Muflulmans who liv’d 
‘ with’em: but thiswas mere fhewj for they foon 
gave us marks of fhejr treaibn and malice, and 
when the cuiLomary tax for thefaving of their 
lives was impos’d on ’em, they made ule pf tricks 
and equivocation's,,, In the mean while, one $ qf 
Timur’s officers invented a ftratagem to oblige 
fem to pay the mony with lefs reluctance; whl$ 
Was, that we fhou’d buy up all their old .bow^, 
which thby accordingly fold our .jpen, upon they" 
offering a good price ; fo that they had fcarcely 
anymore arms left. Then it was order’d th^t 
forty Guebres fhou’d be lifted in the fervice of 
Hendou Chah Cazen, one pf t{ie emperor’s ol~ 
fleers; which they won’d not confentto, bjjt 
flew feveral Muflulmans. 

This oblig’d us to treat’em asenemys, aiyj 
befiege their place in form; which having takpij. 
We put two thoufand .Guebrps tp the fword, as 
apunifhment fo.r their paft crimes, 

The place belonging to Malek Diuradge, an<i 
five others, weretakep. with fhe fame eafe in a 
very fhort time; jp that this country was clear'd 
pf this generation of idolaters, their temples 
Were ruin’d, and the mahometan religion after- 
Wardsflouriih’d therp. ' 
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Chap.29. 


CHAP. XXIX. 

Timur's* Gazies and expeditions in the pro - 
‘ vince of Tchamou. 

T H E Gazies on the mountains of Soualec 
being finifh’d to Timur’s fatisfa&ioBj he 
departed from Manfar the Sixteenth of-Jumaziu- March 12. 
lakher ; and after a march ef fix miles, encamp’d i 399 * 
at Baila, a town of the province of Tchamou, 
where he was join’d by the Emirs Cheik Mahe- 
med Aicoutmur, Mobacher, and Iftnael Berks, 
of the T'oman of Mirza Calil Sultan. $ 

The Inhabitants of this town were valiant 
men, and their forefls very difficult of accefs: 
they had fix’d their bucklers round their woods, 
where they prepar’d for a vigorous refiftance. 

Out fold ie'rs were eager to fall upon ’em ; but 
there' came an order from- the emperor to defer 
the attack till next day, becaufe he defigh’dto 
be there in perfon- 

The feventeenth Timur took horfe, and ha- March j 3. 
ving rang’d his army in order of battel, caus’d 
thegfeat cry to-be made, and the inftrumentsof 
war to be founded ; but the enemy abandon’d 
the town, and fled into the woods, to 1 hide 
themfelves. Part of our foldiers were polled on 
the fide of the wood, while the others enter’d 
the town-without oppofidon, and made them- 
felves mafters- of a great quantity of mony and 
ammunitions j To that the army was furnifh’d 
With all neceflarys. 

The fame day the army departed thence, to 
encamp four miles further. Oteia Timur, Tonca- 
tor. and Coulad, as alfo the Mirza Rouftem, and 
F 4 % the 
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B-UV. the faithful Zeineddiq, who had been fent am* 
baffadors from Deli into Gachmir, arriv’d at the 
camp with letters from prince Chah Eskender, 
from whom there likewMe carte imbaffadors ; 
who a (lur'd Timur that their prince, full of re- 
fpeft to him, had refelv’d to demand his pro* 
teftion, with all the fubmiffion that cou’d be ex¬ 
pedited from a fubjedt, who was entirely refign’d 
to his orders ; and that as a mark of his fmee- 
rity, he was upon his way to meet the emperor, 
being already arriv’d at a place nam’d GebHan, 
Where he was rejoin’d by the dodtor Noradin, 
one of his ambafladors, who told him that the 
Emirs of Timur’s Djvan had tax’d him at thirty 
thoufand horfes, and a hundred thoufand Derens 
of gold, each Dereft weighing two Medicales 
and, a,half. Chah Eskender immediately re¬ 
turn’d to collecfthe mony he was tax’d at, that 
he might the fooner have the honor to kifs theira- 
perial carpet. Timur, on advice of this, dif- 
approv’d of this order, becaufe they had impos’d 
a tax upon Eskender, which he was not able to 
pay, fince.it was more, than his little kingdom 
was worth: and as the ambaifadors at the fame 
time reprefenfed to the emperor how willingly 
Chah Eskender had Submitted to him, Timur 
order’d that he fhou’d; be treated with civility, 
and lent to tell him that the payment of this tax 
, lhcud not detain him from confine before him. 

Match 14. The eighteenth of J.umaziulakher, the ambafia- 
dors of Chah Eskender and of Motamedzeined- 
din were fent back toCaehmir, with orders for 
Chah Eskender to come to the bank of the Indus 
in ten days. Then the army on their road pil¬ 
lag'd three towns: but Aratmoor, officer of 

• • I Timur’s houfhold. Was wounded with an arrow. 

The nineteenth of Jumaziulakher, they en¬ 
camp’d over-againft the capital of Tchamou, 

after 
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after having march’d four miles; In their road Cbap.29. 
they found four leagues of cultivated land, ready 
for harveft j which ferv’d for forage, and oiir 
horfos were let loofe among the grafs in this 
pafture-grcnihd. 

, The twentieth of Jumazinlakher, Timur en¬ 
ter’d the defile from whence the river ofTcha- 
mou fprin^s, which,the army had crofs’d feveral 
times. It 1$ fituate at the foot of a mountain, on 
the left fide of the city of Tchamou, having on 
its rigfrt the town of Menou. "It was inhabited 
by ftrong and tall Indians, who were refolv’d 
to defend their lives, and having fent their wives 
and-children into the mountains, had intrench'd 
tbemfelveS in almoft inaeceffible woods, upon a 
ctagged mountain, having their* king at the 
head ; and like dogtf barking at the rifing moon, 
theyhoul’d, if ©rie may fo fay, when theydif- 
T5harg y d their arrows. 

..Timur imagin’d it better to furprize ’em by 
artifice* than to attack ’em openly in fo dange¬ 
rous a place: Whereiipon he order’d oUr foldiers 
to leave’em, and to go to pillage the town of 
Menou ; which was accordingly executed. The 
troops allb enter’d the town of Tchamou, whence 
they brought away ammunition and fpoils enough 
for their pay and fuftenance. Then Timur poll¬ 
ed fomeregiments.of aftive and refolute men in 
the woods .where the enemy had fortify’d them- 
folves ; and* in the mean while he departed with 
the-cavalry. • 

The twenty firft he crofs’d the river of Tcha¬ 
mou, march’d four miles, and encamp’d bn the 
bank p£ the Genave, in a plain of four leagues 
in length, full of pafturage. 

As loon as the imperial army had quitted the de¬ 
file of Tchamou and Menou* the Indians, like foxes 
owning out of their holes, when they imagin’d the 

forefts

•R gofr jy/foreAs void of lions, came out of their moun¬ 
tain to re-enter their houfes: but they were 
foon attack’d by our regiments whp lay in am- 
bufcade ; and who falling upon ’em, cut ’em in 
pieces, not giving quarter to any one. 

Dolet Timur Tavachi, an officer of the To¬ 
man of Cheik Noureddin, affifted by Huflein 
King of Melik Coutchin, took the king of Tchamou pri- 
Tcliamou f one r } with fifty officers of confideration, whom 
taken pri- brought to Timur. The emperor return’d 
oek. (banks to God, and thus addrefsM thefe Emirs: 
“ Blefied be the almighty King of heaven and 
“ earth, who hath humbled thefe proud Guebres, 
“ the enemys of his name, who but yefterday 
“ infoiently brav’d the faithful from their crag gy 
“ mountains, having no regard to any one : but 
“ to day God has deliver’d ’em up to us, bound 
“ like malefactors. To him be bleffing and glo- 
“ ry for ever.” Then he order’d that the cap¬ 
tives fiiou’d be loaded with chains, and left 
groveling upon the earth, except the king' of 
Tchamou, who had been wounded in the figfttfV 
he was heal’d of his wound, and treated "with 
civility, as well becaufe of his character, as for 
that they imagin’d they might the more eafily get 
the mony due to the mahometan army for the' 
tpwn of Tchamou, and the faving the lives pf 
the king and his men.

Tj N the mean while advice was brought that 
X the princes and Emirs, who had been fent 
towards Lahor, had made themfelves mailers of 
that city, and actually receiv’d the tax for re¬ 
deeming the inhabitants lives, having made Chi¬ 
cai Coulter prifoner of war. 

Deceit, fays the poet, may.at firfthave a good 
appearance ; but in the end it images the perfon 
bluXh who pradifes it : wherefore Timur, who 
was an enemy tp tricking, made ufe of the fol¬ 
lowing words for the motto of his feal. Safety 
confifls in fair-dealing. 

But that every one may be fufficiently appriz’d 

of. the affair-of. Chicai Couker, they mud know 

that this prince of Lahor, at the beginning of 

this war, accompany’d Timur every where, from 

whom he obtain’d fo much favor and refped, 

that if any of the Indians made ufe of his name, 

they were neither pillag’d nor made priforiers. 

When the army was between the two rivers of 

Oailges and Jaoun, he beg’d leave to go into his 

own country, which was granted hirn : and he 

eyen.agreed ajpout the prefents he fhou’d make to 

the emperor upon his meeting him again at the 

folnljof the Biah, which is alio call’d the river 
'*• • - 
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Bookj$. of Lahor. Thus Chicai Couker return’d into 
his own country, where-he pafs’H fotfie tinte iff 
plays and diVembrtS, fdrgeftiAg' what he h id 
promis’d before the augurf tribunal of Timur : 
and he hot only neglected the performance of .His 
promife, but evert gave marks of his difrdgkftF 
to us; for feveral of our officers having paft 
thro his city coming from Tranfoxiana, as the 
do&or Abdallah Sedre, Hendouchah Cazen, and 
others, thro whofe proteftion he might have ad¬ 
vanc’d- himfelf in' honor and power, he did not 
giver’em a handfom reception, nor IheW the leaf?' 
marks 1 of civility, pretending lgirorahce of their 
being in the city. This procedure drew on him 
Timur’s indignation, who or’ddf<¥%hat ftis coun¬ 
try fhou’d be pillag’d, and his perfon feizM 
Thus our monarch pprtifli’d ingratitude.

The- twenty fifth, feveral licit fol'diers Were 1 
drown’d in the river; which oblig’d Timur, 
who was the iridft merciful prirtce in the univerfe, 
to give rhofe who were in want of’em, proper 
hones and'Anules out of-his own ftable,'upon* 
Which they crofs’d the river. The Fafee day 
the emperor fent Hendbuehah Cazen to Samar- 
cand, with advice thathe was about to return 
home, to comfort the people \Vho impatiently 1 
expe&ed him. That day there likewife came' 
an officer from Peril a from the Mirza Pir Mehe- 

med.

med, fon of Omar Qheik, who -brought news of Chap. 30. 
this prince’s health, and the ifrue of his ting- 
dom: he likewife prefented (Egyptian fwords, 
damask’d blades, and other curiofitys. 

The twenty fixth of Juraaziu&kher the army 
decamp’d from the bank of tbeGenave, and af¬ 
ter £x. miles march encamp’d in the de&rt; and 
the fame day the emperor fent again to Samar- 
cand one of the ambafladors who came .from 
Tauris, to order the princes his Tons to come 
and meet him. Then Timur designing to crofe 
the river Dindana before the reft of the. army, 
fet. out before ’em. 

If he twenty feventh he march’d fix miles, and 
encamp’d at the entrance of a wood : they faw 
a lion in a meadow, which every one attack’d, 
and the Emir Cheik Noureddin kill’d. 

Then the Mirzas Pir Mehemed and Rouftem, 1 
with the Emirs Solyman Chah and Gehan Chah, 
aeriv’d at the camp from Lahor, after having 
flam feveral Indians, and taken a confiderabte 
.booty. Thoy kifs’d the imperial carpet, and 
made their prefents to Timur, which confifted 
of .nine pieces of each fort. Timur gave great 
ilargefies to thefe brave men ; and particularly 
diftf-suilh’d Mehemed Azad, to wliom he pre¬ 
sented a veft, a quiver, and a gold-belt. The 
greateft lords onlyifopght to be favorably redd¬ 
ed by our monarch* 

The fame day Timur order’d that all the E- 
mirs of both wings, the colonels of regiments,, 
and the captains of companys, {hon’d return home 
by the.difterent roads mark’d out for ’em. Then 
he.made prefents to every one according to their 
rank and.merit, beginning with the princes of 
the blood,' the Emirs, dukes, foreign princes 
call’d Neyians; and then the Emirs of-Tomans, 
the colonels of Hezares, and the centurions.

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Book! V/The Mirza -PirMehemed, fon of Gehanghir, 
had a prefent-made him of a belt and crown fet 
with preciousfiones. • - . 

He alfo honor’d with his liberalitys the lords 
of India, the Emirs and Cherifs, who had the 
good fortune to accompany him; and giving ’em 
letters-patent for their principality^, he permit¬ 
ted ’em to return into their refpe&ive couff- 
trys. 

Timur affign’d the government of the city-arid 
province of Moultan to Keder- Can, who having 
been arrefted-by order of Sarenk brother of Meb- 
lou Can, and laid in irons in a citadel, had efcap’d 
thence, and fled to Eiana, a place dependent on 
Deli, to the king Ahoudan a Muflulman ; and 
who having heard of Timur^s arrival in that 
country, had with an humble confidence fled for 
refuge to the foot of the throne, and had the 
honor to accompany his majefty from that time. 

As in this country there was a plain, which 
for its vaftnefs, and the greats quantity of game 
in it, feem’d to invite paflengers to the cbacd, 
(for there- were lion*, leopards, rhinoceros!*, 
unicorns, blue flags, wild* peacocks, parrots, 
and other uncommon animals) Timur fpent feme 
time in that diverlion. He fent feveral thoufands 
of foldiers to form the great circle ; and having 
•firft purfu’d the idolaters, he chas’d the, wild 
beafts, and afterwards went a fowling; The 
falcons and hawks deftroy’d all) the peacocks, 
pheafants, parrots and ducks in this country. 
The foldiers took a great deal of game,' and 
flew feveral rhinoceros’s with their fabties and lan¬ 
ces, tho this animal is fo ftrong,. that it willbeat, 
down a horfe and horfeman with a Angle blow 
of its horn; and has fo thick a skin, that it can¬ 
not be peirc’d but by an extraordinary force*- -

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C H A P. XXXI. 

Defcription cf the little kingdom of Cachmir , 
or Kithmir. 

A S Cachmir is one of the moft noted coun- 
trys in the world, has fo particular a 
fituation, and fo few people ever fee it, becaufe 
it? is not the ordinary pafl'age into any other 
countrys,• we will give a fhort defcription of it, 
which we have receiv’d from the natives, and the 
truth of which we are fully fatisfy’d of 
: Cachmir is a principality near Hac, in the 
middle of the fourth climate, which according 
to Ptolomy, begins at- 34 deg. 3 7 min. of lat. its 
middle is at : 3<5 deg. 22 min. and its end at 38. 
54. The latitude of Cachmir is 35 degrees.; 
and its longitude from the fortunate ifles 105. 

The country is of an oval form, fur rounded 
With high mountains on all fides: it looks 
fouthwards upon Deli and the country of India, 
northwards on Bedakchan and Coraftana, weft- 
wards upon the hordsof the Ouganis, and eaftr 
wards upon Tobbot or Thebet. ‘ 
f &In the extent of its province are ten thou- 
fand flourishing villages,, full of fountains and 
glfcefc kplaius : butnthe common opinion is that 
the whole principality of Cachmir confifts 
of h : IftHwU-ed thoufarid villages, as well in 
the plains as mountains. The air and water are 
very wholefom; and the beauty of the Cachmi- 
I rian 
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BoofelV. nan women hath pafs’d into a proverb among 
the Perfian poets and orators. They have vaft 
ouantitys of goodfruit; but the winter is.hur£r 
ful, becaufe of the great abundance of fno®!> 
which fall there. The fummer-fruits, as dates, 
oranges and citrons, never come to maturity ; 
but are brought thither from -the warm neigh¬ 
boring count^ys. 'The - flat country in the mid¬ 
dle is twenty leagues in breadth from one moun¬ 
tain to the other.

The prince and courtrejfida at the city of Na- 
gaz, thro the middle of which, as at Bagdad, 
runs a river asiarge as the Tigris * and what is 
very furprizing, .this river is .exceeding ra^i^, 
tho it is form’d from a Angle fountain ip thg 
fame country, call’d the fountain of Vir. Thp 
inhabitants have built upon this river more than 
thirty bridges of boats, with chains crofs the 
chief paflages: feven of tbefe bridges are in the 
city of Nagaz, which is the center and capital 
of the country. When this river hath paCs’d the 
limits of Cachmir, it takes different names, from 
the feveral coimtrys it wafhes, as Dindana and 
Jamad: above Moultan it joins the Genave, 
and both together having pafs’d by Moultan, fall 
into the Rave, which runs .by the other Moul- 
tan: at length tne river Biah joins’em, and near 
the town of Outcha, they all faU into the Indus 
or Abfend, which difembogues into the fea of 
Oroman *, at the end of the country of Tatta* 
The mountains which furround this country 
ferve as fortifications againft the infults of an 
enemy; the inhabitants being under no appre¬ 
hendons of their being ruin’d, either by time, 
rains or {forms. 


There are three roadsintjo this country : that 
of Coraflaoa is fo very difficult, that the inha¬ 
bitants, who are accuffojn’d to that fort of labor. 


are 
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afe obllg’d to carry bales of fferchahdize and Chap. 
other burdens upon fntSr backs, which the beafts 
of carriage are 'not iable to do. The road of 
India is equally difficult; That of Tobbotor 
tfhdbfet is'feafieft'; but for feveral days /ourny 
paflengi^s meet with venomous herbs, whidh 
poifon theft hdries. 

Thus God hfts givdh this country natural de¬ 
fences ; Co that the inhabitants have fio bccaflon 
for arms or armys. 

The twenty-nififh 6f Jhmarililakher, Timur March 25 i 
departed ftoffi Gebhan, march’d four miles. Slid 
enCfi'fhp’d oh the bank df the river Dindana,

CHAP. XXXlt 

Timur returns to the feist of his empiret. 

O N the thirtieth of Jumaziulakhef in the 
morning, Timur departed for ^Safoarc&nd 
before the army, that he might get there in 
good time: he march’d twenty miles on the 
Dindana, and encamp’d at Sanbafte, a town in 
the mountain of Joudis. The firft of Regeb he March ip 
encamp’d at the caltle of Bepoudge: he took 
horfe after noon-prater, and ehier’d the defart of

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BookJV. ing, and encamp’d in a cavern, where these yet 
remain’d fomsnwater of the Pechecals, or great 
rains of the laft winter. This cavern is but three 
miles from Beroudge. 

The 2d of Regeb at ten in the morning, be 
came to the Indus, over which the Emirs Pir 
Ali Selduz, and others, who had the care of the 
- frontiers of Nagaz and Banou, and of the roads 
of thofe quarters, had caus’d a bridg of boats 
to be built. 

Timur having crofs’d the Indus, ftaid till noon 
on its banks; and then leaving the Emir Allafe- 
dad at the foot of the bridg, that he might 
caufe the baggage, and part of the army which 
was behind, to pafs over, he departed ip the 
afternoon, and march’d ten miles before he en¬ 
camp’d. 

March '29. The third of Regeb he flow’d at Banou, 
where the Emirs Pir Alitaz, Huifein Coutchin, 
and others, who bad been left thereto keep the 
Ouganis in obedience, had the honor to pay 
their refpe&s to him: having not feen him for 
a month, they prefented him with nine horfes 
and a thoufand oxen. Timur gave ’em back 
their horfes, and order’d that the oxen fhou’d 
be reftor’d to the right owners; and then he 
commanded Pir Alitaz to flay in that place, 
till all the army had pafs’d it. 

April 2. The 7th of Regeb, which is the firft of Fer- 
verdin of the Gelalian epocha, as alfo the firft 
day of the fpring, he took the road to Nagaz, 
where he arriv’d next day. 

The fame day the officer of Mirza Miran 
Chah was fent back into Azerbijana, with ad¬ 
vice of the emperor’s conquefts, and the good 
condition of his troops. Mahmoud, fon of Be¬ 
rn Coja, and Hendoucha, were likewife fent to 
Cabul, to bring troops' from thence, to deftly 

die 
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the OtiCganis, agafnft whom the Emir Soliman Chap.$& 
Chah had caused the cattle of Nagaz to be built 
before the emperor’s departure for India:, to K>p- 
pofe their infults: which' eftablifh’d quiet and 
fecurity among the Muffulmans of that coun¬ 
try. 

On one fide of the cattle without the walls was 
a delicious fountain, which Timur was defirous 
fhou’d'be within the enolofure of the cattle: 
for which reafon, notwithftahdifig his great de¬ 
fire to fee the princes his deiar children, he pre- 
fdr’d the 1 good of the public before his private 
fatisfadion; and ttaid m that place till the walls 
of the Cattle and the building over the fountain 
Were, finifh’d. This latted no longer than from 
tuefday till monday evening, becaufe every one 
affifted in it, and the Emirs themfelves,' to £et an 
example to others, carry’d the tiles to the ma- 
fons. Then the emperor gave the government 
of this cattle of Nagaz to Nufret Comari, an 
officer of the Mirza Pir Mehamed, with three 
hundred men of the regiment of Satna Aglen, 
whofe captain was Yarek Aghil; to whom he 
Join’d four hundred deferters of the Uzbecs. He 
gave the government of Irjab and Schenouzan to 
the Cheik Hafian, nephew of the Cheik Noured- 
din. Timur at length departed to encanip at the 
dome of the Cheik Mobarefchah. 

The ninth of Regeb he went td Kermadge, April 4. 
Where the Cheik Ahmed Ougani, pririce of that 
place, had the honor to kifs his hand, being in¬ 
troduc’d by the great Emirs: but Timur was 
not pleas’d with the entertainment he gave him ; 
for thefe mountaineers are neither acquainted 
with civility, good-breeding, or even the laws 
of hofpitality. 

In the evening they went £to encamp at Ac- 
fica, where the Cheik Abdal gave the emperor 
G a as 
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BootUf. as haadfom an entertainment as he was able# 
with which he was very much pleas’d. 

April 5. The 10th of* Regeb, Timur encamp’d in the 
defile of Rame, and the fame day fent the doc¬ 
tor Nimet to prince Charoc to acquaint him 
with his arrival. The nth they ilopt at a 
town, from whence they departed the fame day 
at nine in the morning for Cabul, where Timur 
left the emprefs Tchelpan • Mule Aga, with 
fome troops, whofe horfes and mules were ex¬ 
ceedingly fatigu’d: he alfo left Mobacher there* 
to condtuft ’em leifurely. At night Timur ar¬ 
riv’d at the mouth of Joui Neu, a canal very 
foil of fifh, which he had caus’d to be dug, 
The iath he went to encarrip at Garban j \yhere 
he built a great hefpital of brick, becaufe feveral 
roads meet at this place, which was foon fi- 
niflt’d. 

April 8. The 13 th the court pafc’d the mountain and 
defile of Cheberto, and went to encamp in a 
plain at two leagues diftance* The fame day 
the emperor being ft ruck by fome evil eye e , or 
malign influence, fell lick, and had on his feet 
and mends painful ulcers, which hinder’d his ta¬ 
king any re pofe, and retarded’em a whole day’a 
march ; and becaufe of this accident this place 
was call'd the dry and unfortunate camp. The 
night following an officer arriv’d from Herat 
from prince Charoc, with very agreeable news. 

Timur departed from this place on the third 
day in a commodious litter earry’d by mules, 
he not being able to ride on hofeb^eft : and 
as his ficknefs yet encreas’d, the officers

of his chamber faften’d leathern ftraps to the Chap.jj, 
BQl.es. fi x’d to the litter, and focarry.’d..hiia.by 
the bottom of the river in a very narrow paflage 
of the moif^jo- Sjapoi^chj ^hiefi they were 
oblig'd to pals. From the beginning of this 
dsfife ta the^ mountain they, crqfe’d thp r^ver 
twehtyrfix.;iws ,• and twenty- v two tidies from 
the mountain to the end of the defile. 

The 15th of Regeb, the domeftics of thp April 10, 
emprefles Serai Mule Canum and Touinan Aga, 
and of the other ladys and children of the em¬ 
peror, arriv’d at Samarcand, where they made 
prefents to his majefty, aflfurine him of the era- 
preflfes and princes health. Timur fent Cat¬ 
hie Timur* an officer pf Toiiman Aga, to the 
baggage j to bring from thence the elephants. 

Ip thd mean while his majpfty's indifpofition 
difquieted the whple court, till the 17th of Re- April »a, 
"geb, when they crofs’d the river of the defile, 
atwhich time.it pleas’d God to reftore him his 
health. 

The i&th hewent in a litter from Surab to¬ 
wards Bacalan, and encamp’d at the town of 
Aker, where he ftaid a, little to refrefh himlelf, 

#nd afterwards encamp’d at Cara Boulac. Thp 
ladys of the Mirza Fir Meheroet, and of the 
Emir Gehan Chah, with the Emirs and chiefs 
of Bacalan, came to meet the emperor, and 
make, their prefents. 

The. 19th at ten in, the morning he arriv'd at 
Semencan, Whence he departed the fame day, 
to encamp at Gaznic. The 20th he march’d to 
Culm; and fetting out from, thence at noon, he 
arriv'd a? the Gihon before Termed at midnight, 
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EpoklV. 
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CHAP. XXXIII. 

Timur croffes the Oxus } and, is met by the 
princes andprincejfes of the blood. 

April 15. r | 1 H E 20th of Regeb, at nine in the morn- 
JL i°gj Timur having crofs’d'the Oxus in a 
boat, met on the other fide the Mirea, Oulouc- 
beb, the Mirza Ibrahim Sultan, the princefs 
Beghifi Sultan his daughter, with the emprefles 
Serai Mule Canum, Tekil Canum, and Touman 
Aga, accompany’d by all the princes, Mirzas, 
Emirs, lords and Chen'fs of Samarkand, vvith 
others who came'to meet his majefty, who gave 
’em a handfom' reception, This charming com¬ 
pany, and efpecially the ladys, congratulated 
him on his conqiiefls, and fpfirikled over him fo 
great^ a quantity of gold aqd precious ftones, 
that it feem’d as if the fand had been tranf- 
form’d into’em. £ 

The court ftaid at Termed two days, where 
they were entertain’d witha fumptuous banquet 
by the great Cherif Alael Mule,. who made fe- 
vetal handfom preferitsf ” ' ’ 

April 18. The 23d of Regeb the court W'entVto the 
Kichlac of Gehan ATulc ; and, the 24th to the 
bath of Turkithe '25th they pafs’d, the iron- 
gate of Coluga, arid encamp'd at, the river of 
Baric. The 16 th they encamp’d at Tchekeda- 
Jic j the 27th St/ Gouzimondac ; and the' a8tfi 
they arriv d at Dourbifdgin, where the Mirza 
Charoc, who was come from Herat, had 
the honor to kifs the emperor’s hands: he con- 
gratulatejd him upon his vi&orys, made him pre- 
fents, and fprinbled upon him, according tq 

cuftom. 
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cuftom, gold and precious ft ones. The great Chap.3 3.- 
conqueror moft affeftionately embrac’d his dear 
Ton, whom he tenderly lov’d, and loaded him 
with favors and honors. 

At this place likewife the Mifza Omar, fon 
of Mi ran Chah, whom Timur at his departure 
for the Indian war had left at gamarcand, had 
the honor to kifs his majefty’s feet, who gave 
him a very kind reception, becaufe of the love 
and care he had always fhewn to his people, 
and the juftice he had lb exaftly render’d. 

Onmonday the 29th of Regeb, Timur went April 24. 
tO' encamp on the bank of a little river * 3 and * Town, 
the 30th, in the delicious fields of Kech. He 
immediately went to pay his devotions at the 
tOjmbs of the great Santons, Chamfeddin Kelar, 
others,- and at length at that of hisilluftri-' 
qps father, the EmirTragai, of blefled memory:

The 21ft of Schah^n, Titafir'ttfade his entry 
into his capital city of Samarcand, where,' after 
he had been at the baths, to make his ablutions, 
he went to vifit the tomb of the venerable San- 
ton Farcadcatam, Ion of Abbas ; and there he 
gave prefents to the officers belonging to this 
ritaufbieum : then he wentto thehofpital founflej^ 
by the emprefs Touman Aga. After fioon-pra|&i; 
he honor’d with his,prefence the garden ofplane's, 
and. the palace of Nakchidgefian, where he 
was diverted with feafls and plays. Fi*om 
thence he wept tp the delicious garden of BagM 
Behicht, which is indeed a true paradife, as~iw 
tfame imports. Then he came to the palace of 
Baghi Bolend, at which place the elepnahts and 
baggage arriv’d. The inhabitants of. Tranfoxi’. 
ana, who had never before feed any elephants^ 
were furpriz’d at thefe huge animals of fuch an 
extraordinary figure, and gave praife tp the Al¬ 
mighty, whole works are incomprehenfible.' 

The emperor diftributed the, curiofitys and 
riches he had brought, from India, among the 
princes of the blood, the Cherifs, and chitf 
perfons of the kingdom, acqording to their difc- 
ftrent rank-and quality: among which were, pre¬ 
cious (tones, gold, beautiful male and female 
Negroes. 

Timur fent Sarenb, eldeft brother of Mello^ 
Can prince of Moultan, with two chains of ele¬ 
phants, and other curiofitys, to the Mirza Me- 
jiemed Sultan, He m 4 de t other prefents ..to the 

jpmir$ 
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Ejnjrs who had been left in Tfanfoxiana, that Chawv 
every one might partake of tfre benefits of his G'"''* 1 ** 
conquefts. Then he jperrnitted his foil prince 
Charoc, to return to the feat of his kingdom of 
Coralfana, after hiving loaded him with fa¬ 


vors. 


CHAP, xxxiv. 

Building of ph* great mofyue of Samareandl 

T H E Alcoran exprefly, affures us, that the 
greateft proof of a prince’s faith is his 
ereding temples tb the honor of God: where¬ 
upon our conqueror, being perfuaded that this 
•worjt of piety wou’d be the crown of the merits 
he had acquir’d in his wars and Gazies againft 
thq infidels, where he had deftroy’d the temples of 
the falfe gods, and exterminated the idolaters,, 
refolv’d to bu^ld a great mofque in Samarcand', 
large enough to contain all the faithful of that 
capital city, when they fljou’d aflemble at friday- 
prayers; and to this effed he, iflu*d out his orders 
for the foundations to be laid. 

The architeds ciiofe a happy moment to begirt May 28. 
it, viz. on the 4th of Ramadan 801, Which mi- J 399 * 
fwers to the year of the Hare, the moon being 
then in Leo, going out of the Textile afped of 
the fun, and entring the Textile afped of Venus., 

The mafon$, brought from foreign countrys, as 
mention’d before, gave the greateft proofs of 
their art and skill, as well in the folidity and 
bekutyof the angles, as in the ftrength of the 
foundations of this noble edifice. In the in fide 
of the mofque were employ’d two hundred ma- 
fon froms Azerbijana, Perfia and India: five 
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Book IV. hundred men likewife work’d in the moun¬ 
tains in cutting, and hewing of ftones, which 
were fent into.the city. Several other artifans* 
of different trades, perform’d their parts with 
the utmoft application. Ninety-five chains, of 
elephants were made ufe of in drawing large 
ftones with wheels and machines, according to 
the laws of mechanics. The princes of the 
blood and Emirs were appointed, to overfee the 
workmen, that not one moment might be loft in* 
finishing this ftupendous building. 

In the mean while the Mirza Mehemet Sultan, 
who ordinarily refided at Andecan, on the frep** 
tier of Gete, arriv’d with a great attendance^ 
officers. He had the honor to pay his refpe#s t 
to the emperor in the hofpipil of Xouman Aga,. 
where he made his prefents, and fprinkled gold 
and precious ftones upon his majefty, according 
to the cuftomof the Tartars, Moguls, and in¬ 
deed of almoft all the nations, oft, the Turks-. 
Timur embrac’d this young prince with all ,the 
tendernefs that cou’d be expe&ed from fo good, 
a father. He then went to vjfit, the works, to. 
animate the workmen by his prefence; and he' 
did not ftir either frpm the.college, of Canum, 
which is near th|s moique, or from the hofpital 
of Toumap Agaat which places fie diftributed 
jpftice, fat in council, and decided the affairs of 
religion and of thfe ftate. 

At length, under his condu&, this great edi¬ 
fice was finifh’d. It contain’d four hundred 
eighty pillars of hewn ftone, each feven cubits 
high. The ar.ch’d roof was cover’d with marble, 
neatly carv’d and polifh’d : and from the archi¬ 
trave of the entablature to the top of the roof 
were nine cubits. At each of the four corners of 
* A kind the mofque without was a Minaret The 
of fteeple. doors were of brafs; and the walls, as well 

with- 
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without as within, as alfo the arches of the Chap.34; 
roof, were adorn’d with writing in relievo, k/'VNJ 
among which is the chapter of the cavern, aad 
other parts of the Alcoran. The pulpit, and 
reading-desk, where the prayers for the emperor 
were read, were of the utmoft magnificence : 
and the nich.of the altar, cover’d ^^h plates of 
iron gilt, was likewife of perfed beauty. 

After the month of Ramadan was pail, and 
the feaft of Bairam come, Timur went to the 
palaqe of Dilcu Chah, where he order’d prepa¬ 
rations to be made for the moft fumptuous ban¬ 
quets'} and all forts of plays and diverfions. 

The ettaprefs Rokia Ganica on this occafion gave 
a noble entertainment, accompany’d with con- 
forts of mufic and fine dancing.

Two wars of Timur in Georgia. The 
conqueji of Syria and Mejofbtjam^ 
The famous war withlBajarft the Qt? 
toman emperor, who after th&iofs^of 
a battel is taken prif0tf 9 and ml in 
the Tartars camp. 


CHAP. I. 

The caufes which oblig’d Timur to make war in 
the country of Iran , that is, in the wejtern 
farts of Jfia, from the river Gihon to the 
Mediterranean fea. 

An. Dom. TT N the -autumn of ■ tfce\.yq3K of the Hegira 
J399. B 801, which anfwers to that of the Moufe, 
JL the Mirza Miran Chah *, conduced by his 
evil deftiny, went to take the diverfion of hunt¬ 
ing in the neighborhood of Tauris, where the 
tomb of Pir Omar Naq Chirban is to befeen.

The great Moguls of India are de¬ 
fended from him. 

W<? 
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lie met a roe-buck, Which he was defirous to Chap. r. 
take with his hands: but as he was {looping l/'V'W 
down to that puifjofb, "he fell off his horfe, tho 
he was one of the beft -horfemen of Afia ,• and 
the violence of his fall call him into a fwoon, in 
which he lay a long time. All the lords of his 
court were extremely concern’d at it, and got 
round him to comfort him* He continu’d in fits 
for three days and nights: and his phyfician, 
being an ignorant fellow, or rather a. knave* 
which has fince been moft fulpe&ed, fail’d in the 
application- of reriiedys; by which means this 
prince was feiz’d with a giddinefs in his brain, 
which impair’d his fenfes, Thus fhis great man, 
who till that time had poffefs’d the throne of 
Hulacou, and of the kingdom of Azerbijana, with 
fo much applaufe and glory-, by the adminillra- 
tion of juftice and by his liberality, was depriv’d 
of his underftatiding. Upon a bare fufpicion he 
flew a man ; and prodigally fquander’d. aw ay 
the tteafures of the flare, deftroy’d the moft 
doted buildings, and did many things' contrary 
to the good fenfe and dignity of a.prince- 
One of his a&ions, which plainly uifcover’d 
the alteration of his judgment, was, that at the 
beginning of fummer, he departed at the head of 
all his troops to befiege the city of Bagdad : he 
march’d day and night, going two days j'ourny 
in twenty-four hours, imagining that the bare 
rumor of his approach wou’d ftrike a terror in¬ 
to the heart of the Sultan, and make him aban¬ 
don the city. But affairs took a quire different 
tom ; for when Miran Chah was at the dome of 
Ibrahim Lie, he receiv’d advice from Tauris, that 
a great number of the principal men of the 
kingdom were confederated againfl him ; which 
fieverchelefs did not hinder his progrefs toBeg- 
dad. Bdt the Sultan Ahiiled, -knowing it was 

not 
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Book V. not a proper feafon to befiege the place, beeaufe 
of the great drynefs and heat of the weather, 
refolv’d to defend himfelf. In the mean while 
couriers came inceflantly from Tamis with 
reiterated advice of the confpiracy, and even of 
the revolt of the principal inhabitants' fo that 
the Mirza, two days after the arrival of the great 
ftaridard before Bagdad, was conftrain’d to return 
to Tauris with expedition : he was no fooner en¬ 
ter’d into that capital of Media, than he put all 
thofe to the fword who were accus’d of being, in 

* The the confpiracy, of which number was the Cadi *. 

judg. During this autumn he fufpe&ed that the Cherif 
Ali, prince of Cheki,- of the tribe of Erlati, 
wou’d revolt from his obedience: for which 
caufe, without examining into the truth of it, 
he march’d into the field at the head of his army* 
and went to pillage his country. 

When the Georgians, who by their afts of 
"hoftility had already drawn on themfelves Ti¬ 
mur’s anger, were inform’d of the Mirza Miran 
Chahs finall application to public affairs, they 
became fo infolent, that during Timur’s expe¬ 
dition in India they revolted. At the fame 
time the Sultan Taher, foil of the Sultan of Bag¬ 
dad, was with his troops in the fbrtrefs of Alen- 
gic, which had been befieg’d a long time, ac¬ 
cording to Timur’s orders, by the Sultan Send* 
ger, fon of Hadgi Seifeddm *. The befiegers, 
the better to carry on the fiege, had built a great 
wall round the place, fo that no one cou’d get 
an or out. This conjuncture caus’d the Geor¬ 
gians to get together a great number of troops": 
and even the Cherif Ali, tho a good Muflulmatf,

join’d 
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jfjj^ ^thefe infideJs. to revenge,,him£elf for the Chap. i< 
Mix&l Miran Ch^h’s having pillag’d his country. d^'V’NJ 
The Georgians came before Alengic with a 
great army,, being refold’d to deliver the Sultan 
Taher, who had. been fo prefs’d r that his heart, 
as one may fay, was in his mouth ; and entring 
Aaerbijana, they lack’d the country, pillag’d 
the Mulfulmans effe&Sy and committed all ima¬ 
ginable diforders. 1 

j Sultan Sendger, on advice of this, rais’d the 
nege, and march’d to Tauris to give an account 
of this ftrange accident to Miran Chah, who 
immediately order’d his fon the Mirza Abou- 
becre to march with four or five Emirs before 
Alengic, to repulfe the Georgians, and put a 
Hop to their diforders; which they cou’d not do 
with fo much expedition,.,but that the Georgi¬ 
ans got firft to the place, from whence having 
mad*.,the Sultan Taher go out, they plac’d A- 
lepgic in the Hands, of Hadgi Saleh, and three 
famous Oznaours * of Georgia, and then re¬ 
turn’d home, their delign being only to deliver 
the Sultan Taher.. Yet by chance they met the 
army of Tauris, which being farlefs numproug, 
endpavor’d to ayoid ’em; but that, being impof- 
fible, the Oznaours refolutely advanc’d as if 
affur’d of the victory : at the firft onfet they 
broke thro the wings of the army of Tauris j 
mid the Cherif Ali, perceiving Aboubecre, 
rpfb’d upon him out of the main body fword in 
hand, to revenge the ruin his father had brought 
upon his country.: but this young prince, who 
v^as but eighteen years old, kept his ground, 
and let fly an arrow of walnut-wood againft the

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SbpfeV. Cherif, with fo much sWUj tbathe ft ruck hiltl 
near the collar of his helmet of gold, which he 
piietc’d, and the arrow ftuck in bft neck-j fo that 
the rafh GHerif fell down dead on afuddem 
This vigorous a&ion of the young prince did 1 not 
feeder the Georgians gaining the victory ; for 
they totally defeated' the army of Tanris, and 
then return’d into* their own country, white the 
Mirza Aboubecre fav’d himfelf by flight. 

* Thefe melancholy events were the confequen- 
ces of the Mirza Miran Ghah’s being lunatic j 
which- yet appear’d in * more fhameful manner 
id hiS excefles and debauches; for he employe 
dJmoft afllhis'titWe in drinking and gaming. And 
its one vibe is always attended by another, he 
fell into greater extravagances. As he was end 
day in tbnVerfation with his wife the princeft 
Ganzade, he reproach’d her 'tyith a fad which 
Wounded her honor, with which this chafte 
prihcfcfc’wai fo fetifibly toudh*d, that fbfe Us'd; all 
her endeavors to difcovelr the fource of this ca¬ 
lumny ; in which fearch the lives of feveral then 
and women were facrific’d; and even the Mir- 
za’s Vifier, Dolet Coja Einac, was oblig’d t« 
fly with hiS wife to Beyan Coutchin at Rei, 
leaving all he had got during the time of his mini-* 
ftry to be plunder’d. The averfion of the Mir-* 
iia and Canzade fo far inere*^, that the prin- 
eefsj being highly incens’d, was oblig’d to go 
to Samarcand, where fhe arriv’d juft as Timur* 
return’d from the Indian war, and had begun to 
take fome recreation after the fatigues'b? that 
expedition, and inform himfelf of the prefent 
Affairs of the empire. This was a favorable 
time for the princefs to be reveng’d; for Timut 
had been already inform’d of the many diforderS 
committed in the kingdom of Iran, afld efpeci- 
allv in AzerbijSft^ thro the ill eonduft of the 

Mute/ 
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fclirza. Canzade at her arrival had the honor Chap. * 
tokifs the imperial carpet in the caftle-of plane- 
trees, where Ihe acquainted hismajefty with her 
huslpa.nd’p diftemper, afl'uring him that if he did 
not march towards that kindom, the Mirza wou’d 
not fail of revolting, lince he now made flight 
€>f the imperial mandates and prohibitions, and 
had fquandcr’d away the treafures of Azerbijana 
in debauches and prodigality. , . 

Thefe reafans oblig’d Timur, before he had 
repos’d himfelf after the fatigues of the lift 
campain,. from which he had not return’d above 
fpur months, to take up a refolution to carry 
his arms into she countrys of Iran, to put a flop 
to tbq. diforders which had crept in there, to 
fuccour the weak* curb the ipfolent, and deli¬ 
ver thofe who were fallen under the weight of 
injuftice and tyranny. 


CHAP. II. 

Timur's departure for a campain of feven 
years . 


T IMUR, to whomtheiuniverfal empire of 
Afia was deftin’d, was no (ooner on his 
return from India, where he had fuffcr’d the fa* 
tigues of a tirefom war with the infidels for a 
whole year, than he refolv’d to march towards 
the weftern parts of Afia, for the reafons 
given in the preceding chapter. The ex¬ 
empts immediately fent mefleogers into all the 
proyipces> with orders for the officers of the 
army to aifemble their troops, as well cavalry 
as infantry, for a campain of feven years, 
and repair immediately to court to receive his 
You II. H maje- 
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Book V. majefty’s orders. Timur fent to Herat three E- 
mirs of the court of the Mirza Charoc, to fignify 
to that prince , that he mull march into Azerbi- 
jana at the head of the troops of Coraflana, and 
* charoc’s that the Emir Solyman Chah * fhou’d go before^ 
Vifier. ££ t | ie head of the vanguard to Tauris. 

The Mirza Charoc having learnt the emperor’s 
will from the Emirs, employ’d himfelf in getting 
ready the army of Coraflana ; and the Emir So- 

S tn Chah departed at the fame time with the 
Coj’a, whom Timur had fent. AS fooa as 
the troops were afl'embled, the Mirza at their 
head took the road to Beftant and Damgan. 
When he was arriv’d at Jadgeron, he met Tou- 
kel CarcAra, who was come from the imperial 
camp, which ha$ already crofs’d the Gihon, 
and who brought orders for the army of Coraflana, 
to take the road to Chafuman, Efterabad, and 
Sari, becauffe the imperial army muft pafs by 
fieftaitt and Damgan. Whereupon the Mirza 
turn’d towards Chafuman ; hut many of his hor- 
fes perifh’d in their march, as well by reafon of 
the difficulty of the ways, as for that the roads 
were full of poifonous herbs : and after a tedi¬ 
ous-foamy he arriv’d at Firouzcouh. Timur, 
before his departure gave the government of all 
the country of Touran to the Mirza Meheraed 
Sultan, whom he left at Samarcand, the feat of 
this great empire, He fix’d feveral Emirs in 
employments near the Mirea’s perfon, whole 
bufinefs was to defend the frontiers; .and he gave 
the government cf Andecan to the Mirza Esken-* 
der, to whom he entrufted the care of the limits 
of Turkeflan. At length, recommending him* 
felf to God, he order’d the great imperial fian-f 
dard to be brought into the field ; and at the 
Oft. ii. beginning of autumn, the eighth of Mttfrarrem

this 
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thfe great conquered' departed for a campaifl of Chap, t, 
feven years; the date of.which day is'found in 
the letters of Fateh Carib, which fignifys, eafy 
donqueft. Timur went dire&ly to encamp it 
Caratoupa, which mountain he afterwards 
pafs’d, and Went dbWn to Kech, where he vi- 
Hted the tombs of the prince his father, ahd of 
the Cheili Chamfeddin Kelar : here he diftri- 
buted alms, and theh Went to Termed W'hetO 
he did the lame in the tombs of the Cherifs, as 
well as iil that of Co/a Mehemed All, the great 
phflofophfer of Termed, and in that Or the 
ijluftnous Aboubecre Verrac, and otherTauipus 
Santons, imploring their interceflion with ^-Jod 
for the good fuccefs of his arms. 

He crofs’d the Gihon, and went dpWri tp 
Bale, where he encamp’d in a meadoiv fituite 
at the foot of the fortrefs of Hendouan he 
libewife vifited at Bale the tombs ofthefe holy 
men, CojaOkia Chah, Coja Rommafie, Sultati 
Ahmed Kezrouye, Fdaildyaz, Sefiart Thaouri, 
and others, whofe affiftance he befought: and 
he did the Emir Yadghiar Berlas, governor of 
Bale, the honor to lodge in his houfe. This 
Emir was not wanting in performing his devoirs, 
as well in fpririkling gold and precious ftones 
at the emperor’s feet, as in preparing for him a 
maghificent; banquet and poefents, and giving 
film all the marks of ^ profound refpedt and petf- 
feft Obedience. Timur departed from Bale, and 
after ievefal days march, came to Sarek Camidi 
Dgiam, where he was join’d by the Sdirza Chi¬ 
rac's houflibld, and by the princeffes Melket 
Aga *, and Ghioher Chad Aga *, with their * Charort 
children, who came from Herat. wvm. 

The. emperor took pleafure in feeing ’em, and 
feceiv*d‘ their prefents, and the precious ftones 
they fprinkled on him, with fo much the more 
H 2 fatisfa&ion. 
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'Book V. fatisfa&ion, in that they prefented to him the 
young Mirza Siorgatmich, who was born of 
Melket Aga but four months before, under the 
June afcendent of Virgo, the eighth of Ramadan 
* 3 99 - 801. The emperor was tenderly affefted at the 

fight of the Mirza his grandfon, whom he load¬ 
ed with bleflings. 

The Emir Acbougacame to the fame place t© 
pay his refpeds to his tnajefty, making prefects, 
and- fprinkling precious ftones at his feet. The 
emperor gave him a handfom reception, with a 
veil, and permitted him to return to Herat. 
Then he went to vifit the tomb of the celebra¬ 
ted Mufti Ahmed Dgiam, where he diftributed 
alms as ufual, to implore the protection of this 
famous Santon : and from thence he (ent the 
Mirza Rouftem to his eldeft brother the Mirza 
PirMehemedat Chiraz, with. Orders that thefe 
two brothers fhou’d march together towards 
Bagdad ,• and he commanded the Emir Sevindgic 
to accompany him with a thoufand horfe. Ti¬ 
mur then took the diverfion of the chace in the 
plains of Khergherd and Feragherd, where in 
two days they flew an exce/five number of 
beaft.s; and afterwards he continu’d his road 
by Nichabour and Beftam, and diftributed vic¬ 
tuals and ammunition among the troops: he 
pafs’d by the province of Rei apd Khouvar ; 
* and being encamp’d at the town of Aivanic, he 
was join’d by the-Mirza Charoc, who according 
to.his inftrufiions had march’d by the road of 
Mazcadrati, 


CHAP. 
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CHAP. III. 

The tranfa&iotis $f the Emir Solyntan Cbah. 

T : HE EmirSoIymdn Chah, whohad taken 
the road to Tauris with the ’ vaffgudrd, 
being arriv’d at Rei, heard from Beyafr Coiit- 
chin, gdvertior of that town, of the Mirza Mi- 
ran Chah-’s being lunatic i whereupon, not think¬ 
ing himfelf fecure if he fhou’d go to wait up¬ 
on thH prince, he refOlv’d to march to Hama- 
dan. But the Mirza? Abonbecre having held a 
council with his father's Emirs, they consented 
to write a'better to Sofyman Chah, in which 
they : invited him to come to Tauris, affuring 
him’ that he /hou’d receive all'manner of fatif- 
fafiiott. On this promifetHeTmir went there, 
and with fo much coridtfft Wrought upon Miran 
Chah, that he perfuaded him to fet ourtwo days 
after tO meet the dmperor, with a numerous re¬ 
tinue ; while the Mirza Aboubecre gave this 
brave’Emir a magnificent ehtertaihment in the 
meadow of’Comtoupa, without the city of Tau¬ 
ris; honoring him with a veil, and rhaking 
him a prefent of feveral fine horfes, to gain his 
good-will; as he did alfo Seid Coja, vvhodc- 
cofnpany’d the Emir Solyman Chah : and then 
tHe^ went together to Chehriar. When Timur 
had pafs’d by Chehriar, the Mirza Miran Chah 
arriv’d at the Imperial camp; but he cou’d npr 
obtain’audience till the next day. The fame 
day a meffenger, nam’d Aman, arriv’d from 
Chtraz, and offer’d prefents to Timor from the 
Mirza OmarCheik: he had a handfom reception, 
and the honor to kifs the imperial carpet. Next 
H 3 day 
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Book Vv day the Mirza Miran Chah had alfo the honor 
to kffsxhe emperor’s ieet : Jhfijofier’dhis prefents 
on bis knees ; but he was not receiv’d by the 
emperor with any tokens of kindnefs y becaufe# 
of the faults he had committed. Then Timur 
fent to Tauris before the <reft,, TimyrCoja fatMJf 
Acbouga, and Gelaleliflam, to carry informa¬ 
tion. of: the deportment of, Miran Chah. 'Thefo 
two commiffarys, at their arrival there, cautfd 
the principal officers and lieutenants ef this 
Mirza to^oe feiz’d and bound, and the regifters. 
of the Divan to be brought to ’em. ^.nd where¬ 
as the Mirza had fquander’d away twi? parts of 
the^revenues for four years belonging to the, 
Divan^ thefe commiffarys wou’d not pafs his ac¬ 
counts for the fame. • But as information was 
given the court,, tjbajt the principal ; caufo-of .the 
diforder of the provincejtjame from theMirza’s 
e*ceffes, and he was byoy’d up ip this evil paf« 
lion by t|ie inffigation of .certain profligate mu- 
ficiaus, and others, who • made it their bu/ineft 
to excite him to pleafores and drunkennefs ; that 
thefe parafites never iftir’d from the prince’s per- 
fon, but took care to furniflj him with new fob- 
je&s for debauches ; the emperor iflu’d out an 
order that they fhou’d be all hang’d, not ex¬ 
cepting one man, to ferve for an example to> 
others. Thus all tire Mirza’s favorites were 
feiz d ; and even the moft ingenious men, who 
were of that number, were not fpar’d, but 
ferv d as a warning to others ,• as the incompara- 
ble MouJaaa Mehemed Couheftqn^ ftp famous 
for ail lciences, and fo celebrated a poet; 
whfrte .converlation a^d agreeable wit bad ren- 
9 e rdhim the wond^ of his age. , 

^ h ,s arrival at Stiltapia, gave au¬ 
dience to Muzaffer of Neteuze \ who* came

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from Ifpahan ; and, preferring to Timur Jewels Chap. 
and precious velfels, he kifs'd the imperial carpet.- 
Timur continu’d his march towards Carabagh, 
by the y&y of Caraderra and Ardebil: he 
hunted in the plains of Moucam 5 and Adam •% 
and encamp’d on the banks of the Arana w hich 
he crofs’d the next day upon a bridge of boat?, 
and went to Carabagh Arran. He diftributed 
the winter-quarters among his troops, which 
were to be in the neighbourhood of Coutour- 
kint, where the hord and lord hi ip of Omartaban 
lay. At Carabagh the Mirza Aboubecre, £qd 
the Emir Solyman Chah, had Ithe honor to pay 
their refpedis to the emperor ; and all the Emirs 
and chief lords of Miran Chah’s court, and th e 
generals of his army, made their prefents to hjis 
majefty, according to their ability. 

We hare already related how the Cher if Ali 
king of Chela, of the hord of £rlat, had join’d 
the Georgian army ; that he came with ’em to 
the gates of Alengic, and loft his life by the 
hands of the young Mirza Aboubecre, fon of 
the Mirza.Miran Chah. Since that time, hjs 
fon, the Cherif Sidi Ahmed, who had taken up¬ 
on him the reins of government, fell into an ex¬ 
treme inquietude, fearing left his father’s fault 
fhou’d juftly draw upon him Timur’s vengeance: 
this refledfcion oblig’d him to feek the protec¬ 
tion of the Emir Cheik Ibrahim, king of Chir- 
van, and to fly to him for refuge, becaufe this 
Emir was honor <1 with 'f'itaur’sparticular favor, 
who lov’d him becaufe of. his fincerity, and di- 
ftingurfh’d him among -his greateft officers. 
Wherefore this king of Chirvan, relying entire-

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Book V.-ly on the emperor’s goodnefs, .carry’d the Cherif 

VT^ to the foot of the throne, defigning to beg par¬ 
don for hftn, and procure him the honor to kifs 
the imperial carpet. In effedt, Sidi Ahmed lufe’d 
the ground with a profound fubmiflion, and the 
Cheik Ibrahim ask’d pardon for'his faults. The 
emperor full of clemency was willing to give 
him that mark of his affe&ion; and not only par¬ 
don’d the Cherif on his account, but even gave 
him a handfom reception, and moreover con¬ 
firm’d him in the principality of Cheki, which 
the Cherif Ali his -father formerly poflefs’d. 
The Cheik Ibrahim, in quality of king of Chir- 
van, paid alfo his particular devoirs ; and to tes¬ 
tify his joy at the emperor’s coming into bis 
country, he prepar’d great banquets, and caus'd 
fo great a number of horfes and fheep to be (lain, 
that all the cooks in the court were not fufficient 
to drefs ’em. Befides this banquet, he enter- 
tain’dthe court with all other pleafures, which 
ufually accompany any famous feails ,• and after¬ 
wards he offer’d his prefents, which confided 
of curious animals, beautiful boys and girls, di¬ 
vers fluffs, belts of gold fet with precious ft ones, 
feveral forts of.cuiraffes and other arms; and 
laftly, fix thoufand horfes of great price and 
beauty. 


C HAP. IV. 

The arrival of gppd news from feveral pqrts. 

D URING thefetranfaftions, advices were 
brought from all parts, which were very 
advantageous to us: among the -reft we were 
inform’d of the death of Timur Cotluc Aglen, 

who 
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who having fled for refuge to Timur, after theChap. 4 . 
defeat and ruin, of Tocatmich Can, bad thro t/VXJ 
the protection of Timur been eftablifh’d on the 
throne of the Cans of Capchac, and the empire can of” 
of Touchi; and yet forgetful of all the favors Capchac, 
he had receiv’d from Timur, thro an unparailel’d 
ingratitude, had revolted, and declar’d war a- 
‘gainfthim: they had advice, I fay, of the death 
of this ungrateful prince, as alfo of the miferable 
ftate of the kingdom of Capchac from fedi- 
tious and inteftine wars. 

At the fame time we alfo heard that Malek Death of 
Ezzaher Barcoc, king of Egypt and Syria, had th « Sultan 
pafs’d from this world into the other that dif- 0 sypt * 
cord having crept among the Emirs and Mama- 
lues, the affair had ended in a civil war,- in 
which feveral of the principal Emirs had been 
maffacred : that Farfudge,. fon of Barcoc, who 
was'dedar’d. heir and fucceffor to the kingdom, 
h$d neither credit nor authority: and, that the 
kingdoms of’Egypt and Syria w ere entirely fal¬ 
len into diforder. 

There came alfo advice, that TangouzCan, Death of 
emperor of China, where he had reign’d a long the empe- 
time, profeffing idolatry, wasdead: and that the ror ofchl * 
Chinefe who had revolted, had caus’d great con- na ‘ 
fufions in that empire. 

They alfo learnt that Kezre Coja Aglen, king Death of 
of Gete, had paid the tribute to the angel If- ,he k>ng of 
rael ,* and that after his death diffenfions arofe Gete ’ 
among his four fons, Chamadgehan, Mehemed 
Aglen, Chirali, and Chadgehan, thro the mo¬ 
tions of fome feditious people. 

The fame day they alfo heard that the Mirza 
Eskcnder, fon of Omar Cheik, was departed 
from Andecan at the head of his Emirs and ar¬ 
my, and had enter’d Mogoliftan, where, thro 
Tijmir’s good fortune, he hid gain’d the advan¬ 
tage 
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flojfo-y. tage over the Moguls, whqm he utterly de- 
feated. 

Thefe advices, which were of fo great impor- 
t^ntje to the defigns of our conqueror, arriving 
the fame ^ay, fill’d. the hearts of ail the eip- 
peror’s fai$b£ulfervants witfi joy. 

As the affair of, the Mrrsa. Eskender is of fuch 
great confequence, we have thought proper to 
give the reader a detail of it. Difle,nfion having 
crept in among the people of Gete 7 after the 
death of Kezre Coja Aglep,,the Mirza Eskeo- 
der laid hold on this favorable opportunity, and 
got together the troops of Andecan ; and tfio 
he was but fifteen years old* he put himfelf.at 
iheir head, accompany’d by the Emirs of his 
(Court, and by thofe who in compliance with 
Timur’s orders, guarded the frontiers of Gete ; 
and boldly enter’d into the lands of the Mogols. 
„ .. When he was come near tp Qwhgar *, and the 
Emirs had join’d him, they advanc’d aU toge¬ 
ther to pillage apd ravage the town of Yarkent ? : 
then they march’d on farther, and did the fame 
to ?Sarek Camich, Kelapine,. Aligheul, Yar 
Courgan, Tchartac, and Keiouc Bagh 1 : they 
at length arriv’d at the province of Aoudge in 
Mogoliftan, and almoft all, the people, whole 
hords were in thofe quartets, came to meet ’em 
with fiibmiffion and obedience- They took 
thofe prifoners who refus’d to obey, andcarry’d 
’em with ’em towards the citadel of Acfou, which 
they befieg’d, and with great difficulty made 
-themfelves matters of it. This citadel coafifts of

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tbrte cattles, which have a communication with Chap. 4 - 
one another, and is deem’d To ttroag, that the 
inhabitants of all the neighboring provinces 
confider it as a fore afylnm in time of war. The 
Mirza foon encamp’d with his Emirs without the 
place.; and being prepar’d to attack it vigo-* 
roufly with inftrumenlk for Tapping the walls, 
fcaling^ladders, battering-rams, and other ma« 
chines, he cansYi feyeral aflauits to be given 
immediately after one another, for near forty 
days, when the befieg’d were oblig’d to furren- 
der: ito which pnrpofe they fent prefents to the 
Mirza, and made ffcveraiTery rich Chinefe mer- 
chahts go out of the place, who had been fhuc 
up there with their effe&s. Then the Mirza 
feat men to make inroads at Bai and Coufan; 
the former of which is a cbol place fit for the 
fommer, and the fatter a warm place proper foe 
winter. The fcouts r pillag’d thefe two towns’* 
and brought away captive the prince ft Hadgi 
Melik A£a, wife of the Emir Kezre Chah’ and 
her daughter Ifan Melik, with other ladys. Ac 
length they went to pillage the town of Tarem, 
whence they "brought the inhabitants a Way pri- 
foners. u 

After thefe conquefts the Mirza Eskender de¬ 
parted from Acfou for Cotan *, one hundred and 
fifty feven days journy from Cambalec *, capi- * p e q U ; n< 
tal of the northern China, call’d Catai, ^which 
is a flourrfhing and populous country, with abun¬ 
dance of water : fb* we count from Cotan to 
Card Coja thirty-five days journy ; from thence 
to Tetcaoul, frontier of China, thirty-one days 
joumy, where there is a wall fituate between two The chi- 
mountains, in which wall is a great gate, and nefe wall,

and feveral foldiers are always at this place to 
guard the frontiers and entrance of the wait. 
From hence to Ghendgian Fou, a city of China* 
is fifty-one days journy; and forty from that 
place to Cambalec. It isalfo forty from Ghend¬ 
gian Fou to Nemnai. We are allur'd there is 
another road, by which to go from Cotan to the 
frontiers of China in forty days: but there is not 
one dwetting-place in it, the fands make it very 
tirefom; and tho the water, which is drawn out 
of the wells in its defarts, is eafiiy come at, yet 
in feveral places it is venomous, and kills the ani¬ 
mals which drink of it: and what is very fur- 
prizing, out of two wells at a fmall diftance from 
each other, the water of one is poifonous, and the 
other perfeftly good. From Cotan to Gachgar 
is fifteen days journy, and from Gachgar to 
Samarcand twenty-five. In • Cotan are two ri¬ 
vers,! Oraecach, and Caracach, the ftonc* a of 
which being jafper, are carry’d to other coun- 
trys. Thefe two rivees have their fource, in- the 
mountain of Garangoutac. ?. . : 

To return to our fubjedt; at the Mirza Eskeb- 
der’s arrival at Cotan, the inhabitants came out 
tofalutehim, and bring him prefents; and he 
behav’d himfelf with fo much prudence;- that all 
the places and cattles of this frontier-province 
were reduc’d to the emperor’s obedience.- He 
at length departed from Gotan, and came te Ga¬ 
rangoutac, a very fteep and rugged mountain j 
into which the inhabitants of Cotan and the 
neighboring places- fly for refuge in time' of 
war. When the Mirjsa was fully inform’d of the 
ftrength and inaccefftblenefs of -Garangoi^aej 
he did not judge it convenient to hazard' hi§ 
troops there;'but chofe rattrcrto return; ~aml 
fpeud the tyintcr at Cachgar. He chofe two 

f com?- 
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companys of Mogul , young women, the moft Chap, 4. 
beautiful of Cotan, nine in each company* whom 
he Cent as a prefent tp, the emperor by the Cheik 
Jefaoul: he iikewife Cent by the fame perfon nipe 
young women and nine horfes to the Mirza Me- 
hemet Sultan, who being extrerbely incens’d 
againft him, refus’d his prefents. 

The reafbn of this difcord wak as follows: 
the Mirza Mehemed Sultan was come into Tur- 
keftan with an army to join the Mirza Eskender, 
and go with him to the war againft the Getes ; 
but Eskender, inftead of waiting for him as he 
ought, went before, and march’d direfily into 
Mogoliftan, that he might not ferve under Me- 
hemediSultan. This excited Mehetned’s hatred, 
fo that he wou’d not accept of his prefents and 
he return’d toSamarcand with his army, without 
putting any deftgns in execution.. 

When fpringwas come, the Mirza Eskender 
return’d to Andecan, from whence, he took the 
toad toSamarcand, to vifit Mehemed Sultan; 
but he learnt .at the mountain Ackioteb, that 
the Mirza being highly incens’d againft him, 
had a defign to feize him. This advice made 
Eskender jealous; fo he returned to Andecan, 
and enter’d the caftle : but the Emirs, Pir Mehe¬ 
med, fon of Tagi Bouga, and Pir Hadgi fon of 
Melik, tax’d him with a defign to revolt. They 
afi'embled the militia of Andecan, and befieg’d 
the caftle, upon which the Mirza Eskender came 
out, gnd went to lodge in a garden built by the 
Mirza Omar Cheik,,,after having confer’d with, 

’em with a deal of good-nature. Then the Emirs 
feiz’d his domeftics, and bound ’em ; of which 
they fent advice to the Mirza Mehemed Sultan 
at Samarcand, as alfo of Eskender’s entring 
the caftle, and defign to revolts Mehemed Sul¬ 
tan difpatch’d an exprefs to bring Eskender to 

Samar- 
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Book Vi Samarcand, with the officers of his houfhold. 
They deliver’d this prince to him at the bank of 
the river of Couhec; and having bound him, 
they put to death his Atabec *, Beyatl Timur, 
fon of Bikidgeb, with twenty-fix of his do-’- 
medics. 


CHAP. V. 

Timur marches into Georgia, and to the deflei 
of Comcha. 

T IMUR defigning to carry his arms into 
Georgia, in obedience to the precept of 
the Alcoran, which teaches us towage war up-*' 
on all who disbelieve the mulfulman religion, he- 
began to make preparations from the winter of 
An. Dom. go a, being then encamp’d at Carabagh Arran. 1 
1 399- He gave a veft to the Cheik Ibrahim of Chir- 
van, and another to Sidi Ahnied of Chebi; and 
after having loaded’em with his favors, he per¬ 
mitted ’em to return home. He chofe three men 
out of every ten to ferve 1 as fcouts, whom he 
order’d to take victuals for ten days: and he 
commanded the baggage and reft of the army 
to ftay in this place. He went to join thefe 
fcouts with the Mirzas his fons; and being ar- 
* Abcor. nv’d at the river of Cyrus *, he crofs’d it with' 
his troops on a bridge of boats. Soon after he 
was join’d by the Cheik Ibrahim of Chirvan, and.. 
Sidi Ahmed, prince of Cheki, who came tQ fol^ 
low the court.

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The imperial army pafs’d by-Cheki + , and took Chap. 5 , 
the road to the defile of Corneliawhere the 1 
infidels dwelt: and as this defile was £Ufi of 
thick woods, the trees of Which were very clofe- 
ly interwoven withone another, the foldiers had 
orders to cut ’em down to facilitate their paffage* 
Accordingly they made a road with their axes 
and laws ten days jourfiy in length, and broad 
enough for five or fix companys to march in 
front. At that time it fnow’d exceedingly for 
twenty days together ; but that cou’d not hin¬ 
der Timur from arriving with his army in 
Georgia. Our men made the great cry, Allah Ec- 
itr, and fell upon the enemy with fo much fury, 
that the furface of the mountain which the fhoWs 
had before render’d white 4 with the blood of thefe 
infidels became as red as fieldsTown with tulips ; 
and no quarter was given to any they met. Corn¬ 
elia the chief of thefe infidels, who disbelieve 
any future judgment, was oblig’d to abandon 
his effects and family, and fly. Our foldiers pur- 
fu’d him as far as the defile of Acfou, and re¬ 
turn’d with a great matw qxen, {beep, and other 
cattel. Afc?r Comcha’s -flight, and retreating 
into the woods, they fet fire to his houfes, and 
pillag’d and ruin’d all his villages. And as 
wipe was abfqluteiy neceflary fqr this people ; 
their men, women, and little children being fo 
accuftom’d to it, that when they -Were on their 
death-bed, they entreated that fome might be 
buried in .their fepulchres with ’em, and'order’d 
by their wills that after their deaths their bodjte 
Hop’d be wafhfd with wine, ^nd their coffins 
made with vine-tree : for this confideration.

that 
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Book V. that they might do ’em the more damage, and 
entirely ruin ’em, the vine-trees were diftributed 
among the troops, who rooted up alf of ’em, 
which they had with fo great difficulty cultiva¬ 
ted ; they alfo cut down the other trees, arid 
peel’d feveral. They afterwards raz’d the great 
edifices of this country, and efpecially the tem¬ 
ples, where they paid their adorations, which 
■were fo difagreeable to God. And what is re¬ 
markable is, that in the Winter of the preceding 
year, which was that of the Leopard, Timur 
defiroy’d the Guebres of India, and ruin’d 
their temples at Deli, and upon the Ganges; 
and that this winter, which was the year oj 
the Hare, lie was carrying on the fame war of 
religion in Georgia, and razing the temples of 
the Georgians. The poet fays, that he had one 
foot on the eaftern frontiers of India, and the 
other upon the weftern limits of the country of 
Arran. 


CHAP. VI. 

Timur's return from the defile of Comcha . 

T IMUR ftaid near a month in tiiis defile; 

and his foldiers had made themfelves mat¬ 
ters of all the mountains, after having flain an 
infinite number of brave Qznaours, whofe prince 
Comcha was retir’d to fo great a diftance, that 
no advice cou’d be got of the place he was in; 
and the enemy’s country was entirely ruin’d: 
belides all this, the cold was very violent, and 
-the ways were clog’d up with fnow, fo that the 
horfes had nothing to eat but the barks of trees, 
and even feveral of ’em died with hunger. 

Where- 
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Whereupon Timur refolv’d to return: herepafs’d Chap. 
the river of Cyrus, and came back with j»lory to 
Carabagh, where he enter’d his imperial tent 
with the acclamations of all the lords and prin¬ 
ces of his court. The" joy at his prefence was 
^augmented by the birch of a fqn to the'Mirza 
Calii Sultan : this young prince was nam’d J3er- 
kul ; and feveraj days were fpent in fprinkling 
gold and precious Hones upon him: they had 
banquets and plays, accQlipany’d with.mufic, 
to celebrate this happy birth. Soon after a fe- 
vere order was irfu’d -Outy. for pibfecuting thofe 
in a. council of war, whq had not behav’d them- 
felves as they ought in the battel fought by tbe 
•Mirza Miraa Chah againft the Georgians, in the 
neighborhood of Alengic. The Mirza, Charoc 
was commifliOn’d to fee to the putting £h is or¬ 
der in execution; who having examin’d all the 
fa&s, in cpupcil with the Emirs of the Divan, 
they presented a memorial to the. emperor, with 
the fe-ve'ral interrogatorys, informations and 
proofs : upon which Timur order’d the punifh- 
ment due by the laws of Genghiz Can to be ex¬ 
ecuted. The baftinado was given to Hadgi 
Abdafla Abbas, and Mehemed Cafgan: Ywmne 
Haruaai Aperdi, who had fled firft, was order’d 
to be put to .death; but the Chah Zades, or 
emperor’s children, obtain’d the favor of his 
being repriev’d after the baftinado before "and 
behind > and each of thefe three lords was fin’d 
thirty horfps. They alfo fin’d the principal of¬ 
ficers of the Mirza Miran Chah, lome at fifty, 
foipe at two hundred, and fome at three hundred 
horfes; which horfes were diftributed among 
the foot-foldiers. 

Timur beftow’d many favors and honors on 
the Mirza Aboubecre, becaufe of the valor be 
had ihewn in the fight, when he unhors’d .Sidi 
V o t. II. I ' Ali 
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Book v. Ali lung of Cheki. At the fame time the prince 
Burhan Aglen was like wife put to death, for hal¬ 
ving committed fome confiderable. faults, very 
unworthy of his birth, in feveral skirmilhe& 
H is fon was treated in the fame manner; and 
his regiment, officers, and domeftics were givert 
to Rouftem Foulad. 


CHAP. VIL 

Continuation of the hiflory of the Mirza Rou- 
Jlem , who was gone from Dgtam to’Chiraz. 
A great crime committed by hiseldefkbre^ 
t her? the Mirza Pir Me heme d. 

W E have faid before that the empOrot hid 
'fent the Mirza Rouftem from Dgiam * 
to .Chiraz, and that he was accompatty’d in his 
joiirny by the Emir Sevindgic at the head of two 
thoufand horfe. ''They happily arriv’d at Chiraz 
by the road of Yezd and Abrecoufj. The Mif- 
za Pir Mehemed gave him a' handfom. reception, 
and a fumptuous ban^u'et, in the garden of Cara- 
, Sagh 7 , and prefented him with a veil and a hun¬ 
dred thoufand Dinars Copeghis. Some time af¬ 
ter the Mirza Rouftem, accompany’d by the 
Emirs Sevindgic, his nephew Haflan' Jandar, 
and Haflan Jagadaoul, who were at Chiraz, took 
the road to Bagdad, according to the emperor’s 
order, and pafs’d by Behbehan and Tdftar ; leav-

Said Berlas, and Alibek Aifa, a relation of the 
Emir Abbas, as Timur had commanded hip; 

But the Mirza Mehemed,: Who had the fartie or¬ 
ders to depart at the 'head Of this army, delay'd, 
his departure, till a long time;after; then pre-t 
tending licknefs, he return’d to Chiraz by No- 
befldgian in Chouleftan. 

This did:not deter the Mirza Rottftem With 
his Emirs from ravaging Lorafterec, in the counr 
try of Ramhermez *, froni whence he broughr.a 
great quantity of booty • Hs'iifetde the fame hafte 
in palling by the village of the -bridge,' call’d 
Dezfoul : he pillag’d'in .the plain of Dombar 
all’ the fijfeje&S' of the princes Saki and Febli. 

From thence he went tb pIUnder-Bad ? and Bac- 
fa ’, whence he brought away feveral Haves; and 
in the month of Jumaziulevel 802, he arriv’dat MarcJl 
Mendeli 'J The Emir Ali Calander, the gover- I4O0d 
nor of it for the Sultan qf Bagdad, put hilrtifgJ-f 
in a pofture of defence; bufche being repuls’d 
at the firft onfet, they feiz’d on eleven of his 
men, whofe heads they cut off, and then per¬ 
mitted the foldiers to pillage theplace. 

* In the > mean while the Mirza Pir Mehemed, 
who under pretence of ficknefs had turn’d back, 
arriv’d at Chiraz, where by. the inftigation of

The Emir Said Berlas, governor of Chiraz, be¬ 
ing inform’d of it by fome of this young prince’s 
fervants, immediately made a ftrift fearch into

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Book V. the matter, and learnt from his very officeKf 
the whole of it, even before the Mirza’s face. 
Upon thefe inconteftable proofs the Emir 
Said imprifon’d Pir Mehemed in the inner for- 
trefs, and lodged himfelf in the caftle to guard 
him, leaving Alibec Aift. in the city to govern 
it in his ftead; and he fent advice to court of 
what had pafs’dat Chiraz. The meffengerof 
the Emir Said gave an accouut of this to Timur 
in the winter-quarters at Carabagh, who im¬ 
mediately fent the Emir Allahdad to Chiraz, to 
prpfecute thofe wicked Tadgics, who had taught 
the Mirza to make the poifons, that they might 
be put to death: he was likewife order’d to fee- 1 
tie the Mirza Rouftem upon the throne of Perfia, 
in the room of his eldeft brother, whom he was 
to bring bound to court. Accordingly the 
Emir Allahdad, at his arrival at Chiraz, put to 
death Moulana Mehemed Calife, Seid Dgerrahj 
and Rouftem Corafanl,. who were convidedo# 
having taught the Mirza how to compofe the 
poifons ; he caus’d Maftaoui Couchtchi’s legs and. 
arms to be cut off,- and put in irons Mobarec 
Coja, Muhib Cherberdar, and Cheik Zadei Fe- 
rid, ivho were accus’d of having been concern’d 
in the fame crime. Allahdad then fent the em¬ 
peror’s letters-patent to the Mirza Rouftem, in 
Irac-Arabi, bv which he was inftall’d in the 
government of the kingdom of Perfia. This 
prince receiv’d ’em at Mendelf, after he had 
gain’d the vidory over Mir Ali Calander. As 
Toon as he had read the emperor’s orders, he 
departed for Chiraz : the Emirs Haifan Jandar 
and Haifan Jagadaoui, who accompany’d him, 
return’d back ; and the Emir Sevindgic took the 
road to Chepchemal, for Carabagh Arran, where 
the army lay then encamp’d. 


Mir 
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Mir Ali Calender* who had fled from Men-Chap, 
deli, being arriv’d at Bagdad, gave an account 
to the Sultan Ahmed of what pa&’d: this prince 
fell into a great inquietude, and order’d the gates 
to belhut, and the bridge of the city to be de- 
ftrov’d. 

About this time there happen’d a very remark¬ 
able affair, of great fervice to Timur. This 
monarch having given the government pf Cop- 
reilan to one nam’d Cherouan, this governor im¬ 
mediately gave himfelf up tp the getting qF mo- 
ny at any rate : he exaded great fums from 
Chamfeddin Dehdar, and other principal men 
of the country ; he even put to death the go¬ 
vernors of Haviza ’ j and what was worfe than 
all this, he revolted, and with a thoufand horfe 
Well-equip’d went to Bagdad, where he offer’d 
hisfervices to Sultan Ahmed, who gave him 
a handfom reception, Joading him with honors 
and careflps. Cherman did not reft there j but 
endeavor’d to win over to him the Sultan’s prin¬ 
cipal officers, and to that purpofe fecretly gave 
’em confiderable fpms, from ten thoufand to three 
hundred thoufand Dinars of Bagdad- But it 
.happen’d very unluckily to this traitor, that the 
memorandum of the fums paid to each of thefe 
lords was loft thro the negligence of bis fecretary, 
and fell into the hands of Caure Behader, one 
of the Multan’s officers, who prefented the note 
to his matter, at a time when the affrighted Sul¬ 
tan had caus’d the gates of the town to be. fliur. 

This affair greatly increas’d his jealoufy ; and 
particularly a fura of ten thpufand Dinars, fet 
down to the name of Rafe, whom the Sultan 
immediately caus’d to be arrefted, and cut off

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Epok V. his head with his own hand. In the mean while, 
as he had already lent Cherotian, withCoutoub 
Haideri, Manfour, and other Emirs, to ravagfe 
Oirat ,• he immediately difpatch’d Yadghiar 
Eftatchi, with orders to the Emirs to flay Che- 
rouan; which was accordingly executed, and his 
head brought to Bagdad, where the Sultan in 
lefs than eight days put to death near two thoih- 
fand of his officers. He fent to Vafet the lady 
Vefa Catoun, who had nurs’d and educated 
Cherouan from his infancy ,• Where lhe was fmo- 
ther’d by a pillow laid over her face. He 
{lew With His own hand raoft part of the othdr 
ladys and officers of 'his houftiold, whom he or¬ 
der’d to be caft into the Tigris : and afterwards 
he {hut himfelf up in the Seraglio, not fullering 
any one to come to him ; and even when the 
Bavertchis, or fte wards, brought him his din¬ 
ner, they knock’d at the door, deliver’d in the 
diflies, and then return’d without entring. He 
fpent feveral days after this manner, and then 
order’d fix of his moil faithful fervants to con¬ 
vey fecffetly fix horfes out of his liable to the 
other fide the Tigris; Which river he crofs’d one 
night in a boat, and with thofe fix petfons rode 
into the country fubject to Cara Youfef prince 
of the Turcomans. In the mean While the ftew- 
ards, as ttfual, Oatty’d the king’s dinner to the 
gate of the Seraglio, and deliver’d it to an offi¬ 
cer who was in the fecret, the people having 
no knowledg of the Sultan’s abfence. This prince 
join’d Cara Youfef, and perfuaded him to come 
with his troops to pillage the town of Bagdad* 
When they were come there, he affign’d quarters 
on the other fide of the water for the troops 
of Cara Youfef;_the Sultan crofs’d the river in 
a. boat, and came to his palace ; and he gave fo 
mpctl ready meny, fluffs, arms, Arabian horfes. 
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gold belts, and other riches, to Cara Youfefaud Chap. 7. 
his men, that thole Turcomans were content 
with what they had got. The Sultan wou’d by 
no means permit ’em .to infiilt the city; but as 
he very much fear’d being attack’d by the army 
of Zagatai, he feat out fpys oq all fides, who 
gave him a true information of the condition of 
Timur’s affairs. 

In the month of Zilhadge .802, Timur being July 1400. 
on his march to Sebaite, the Sultan of Bagdad 
imagin’d th^t if the formidable armys of this 
conqueror ihou’d again enter Natolia and Syria, 
all'the paftages wou’d be block’d up, whilfthe 
muft be oblig’d to fave himfelf by flight. He 
therefore, refplv’d to leave Farrudge governor of 
the city of Bagdad, whence he defign’d . to gp 
out with Cara Youfef, his wives and children, 
and his jewels, with whatever he cou’d carry 
away worth taking. So. they crofs’d the Eu¬ 
phrates, for Natolia,- and being , arriv’d at A- 
leppo, Temourtach, who commanded there, 
came out with his Emirs to opppfe his paflage. 

A battel enfu’d: but thofe of Aleppo being 
defeated, the Sultan and the reft purfu’d their 
road, and came to Natolia. As they were on 
their march towards the city of Sebafte, capital 
of Roum, they were met by a party of.Timor’s 
army: but what pafs’d between ’em we’ll ref¬ 
late hereafter, 
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CHAP. VIR. 

A diet in relation to the affair of Georgia. 

AFTER winter was over, that is, in the 
X\ beginning of the year of the Crocodile, 
Timur left his winter-quarters at Carabagh. 
He affembled a diet, whereto the princes his 
Cons, the Emirs, the lords and general officers 
did not fail of coming : he held a council ith 
'em, in which it was unanimoufly refolv’d that 
the war with the infidels of Georgia was pre¬ 
ferable to all others, as well for the good of re¬ 
ligion, which ought to be the principal object of 
w ar, as for the increaffc of the power of monar¬ 
chy, and the conjuncture of the prefettt affairs. 
The ufual feaft was made after the diet; and the 
banquet, which was very fumptuous, was ac- 
•company’d with all forts of plays attd pleafiires. 
Timur, excited by a defire of liberality, diftri- 
buted the treafureS among the Ghah Zades, his 
"Tons, the Emirs and all the foldiers of the ar¬ 
my, and gave horfes to thofe who were on foot. 
•He afterwards inform’d himfelf of the roads and 
-quarters of- Georgia, “where they fhou’d encamp, 
and had ’em very exactly fet down in writing: 
and then imploring the divine afliftance, he 
departed from Carabagh, taking the road to 
Georgia, the country of Malek Ghourghin. In 
ten days hearriv’d at the plain of Berdaa, where 
he encamp’d, andgave audience to Taharten, 
prjpce of Ar?endgian upon the Euphrates, who 
had already gain’d* his majefly’s favor by his 
good fervices. This prince kifs’d the earth be¬ 
fore Tipaurj made a difeourfe in his praife, 

« full 
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foil of vows for bis profperity; and offer’d his Chap. 
prefents. Timur being willing to diftinguifh V^fV 
him by very particular favors, not only gave him 
a veft, a cap and a belt, but he further honor’d 
him with a horfe-tail, a ftandard, and two ket¬ 
tle-drums, which are the figns of fovereignty: 
and then he permitted him to return to Ar- 
zendgian, after having given him inftru&ions 
concerning the application and care he ought to 
ufe in the government of the city in the prefent 
conjun&ure; and exprefly recommended to him 
to ufe circumfpe&ion to preferve his frontiers 
from the infults of the Ottomans ; to which pur- 
pofe he ought to be watchful, cautious, and li¬ 
beral to his foldiers, and negleft nothing to pro¬ 
tect himfelf from his enemys artifices, who are 
very politic and dangerous. 

Timur departed from Berdaa, and after fe- 
veral days journy arriv’d at the frontiers of Geor¬ 
gia. He immediately difpatch’d an exprefs to 
Malek Ghourghin, to fend to the camp the 
prince Taher, fou of Sultan Ahmed Gelair. 

The meflenger acquitted himfelf of his com- 
mifllon ; but the king of Georgia, Ghourghin, 
return’d him a very uncivil anfwer. The exprefs 
came back without obtaining any thing, and 
gave an account to Timur of all that had pafs’d 
in the audience. The rafhnefs of this refufal 
kindled his wrath againft thefe infidels; where¬ 
fore leaving the baggage, he went before, and 
order’d his troops to enter the lands of thefe 
Georgians, and to put everything to fire and 
fword. The foldiers flew every one they met, 
ruin’d the houfes of the Georgians, and', even 
rooted up the trees: they deftroy’d djnjnes, 
foil’d the fruits, and brought a terribl^ifola- 
tion upon this country. The affrighuedriGeor- 
gians fled for refuge into their high mountains, 

where 
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Book Vw where no one had ever yet conquer’d ’em; for 
here were fortify’d caverns, and houfes upon 
craggy rocks, which it wou’d in vain to think 
any one cou’d enter by force of arms. They 
had entrench’d themfelves in thofe places* and 
carry’d with ’em whatever they cou’d find worth 
taking. Timur’s foldiers, without examining 
the dangers to which they were expos’d, and 
full of confidence in their prince’s good fortune, 
afcended thefe mountains, and then laid tfiem^ 
felves in boxes, to which itrong cords were, 
faften’d, and fowere letdown by their comrades 
from the tops of the mountains to the caverns of 
the Georgians ; where difcharging their arrows, 
they approach’d the enemys, and flew the moil 
advanc’d : then taking lances in one hand, and 
fwords in the other, they enter’d the caverns, 
notwithftanding the vigorous refiftance of the 
•enemys, of whom they made a horrible (laugh¬ 
ter.' Among thefe craggy places there were 
fome fo well defended, that our men were 
oblig’d to caft a great quantity of combuftible 
matter, as well to diflipate the enemys, as to 
burn their wooden houfes, and the entrench¬ 
ments they had made. Thus by the affiftance of 
heaven, tho thefe infidels fought with all ima¬ 
ginable refolution, the mulfulman foldiers had 
the advantage over ’em, according to the pro- 
mife of the Alcoran; taking fifteen noted places, 
on which they very much rely’d. Thofe who 
wou’d turn Muflulmans obtain’d quarter,: but 
thofe who, thro the temptation of the devil, 
ftubbomly continu’d in , the disbelief , of the Al- 
corajwwere -beheaded., 

Tjfljr left fevtral of the bell troops of Co- 
raflS» in the garifon of the city of Tefiis, ca¬ 
pital of Georgia,-and then'went to encamp in 
the plain ' of Mocran, The king Ghourghiu 

being 
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being terrify’d at the fuccefs of the Mahorrie- Ghap. 9 
tans, fled into the defarts, and as a vagabond 
wander’d about the uninhabited mountains: 
but the greateil part of the Oznaours of Geor¬ 
gia, feeing themfelves reduc’d to the utmoft ex¬ 
tremity, fubmitted; they came in a humble 
manner to the gate of thp imperial pavilion, 
where they begg’d quarter and pardon of the 
vi&orious Timur, making divers excnfes to avert 
his vengeance. When our troops had reduc’d 
this country, they raz’d the temples and mona- 
fterys, where the Georgians had for a long time 
exercis’d their religion,- and erected chappels 
and mofques, in which they proclaim’d the Ezan % 
and read the prayers of the mufliilman religion 
with the ufual ceremony, to the glory of Ti¬ 
mur. 


CHAP, IX. 

Timur marches againfi prince Jani Bee, a 
G eorgian. 

A FTER the conquefl: and definition of 
the country of Malek Ghourghin, Ti¬ 
mur refolv’d to attack the other provinces of 
Georgia. He departed with expedition from 
the plain of Mocran, and leaving the baggage, 
march’d towards the defile of Jani Bee. When 
they were arriv’d there, the troops furrounded 
all the country, pillag’d it, and brought away 
a confiderable booty. Jani Bee foon abandon’d

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BookV. his mountain and fortrefs; and with an entire 
fubmiffion came before the emperor. In the 
mean while our foldiers ravag’d the villages, 
burnt the houfes, and flew every one they met • 
they carry’d away the Georgians effects; and 
while they enrich’d themfelves in this world, 
they were laying up treafures of merit in the 
other. Afterwards they return’d to join the 
baggage ; and Timur fent, by the way of Serna ve, 
the Seid Coja, fon of the Cheik Ali Behader, 
to make inroads in other jwts of Georgia : he 
order’d the Emir Gehan Chat tq pafs the defifo 
with the troops of the left wing; and the maiq 
body, commanded by Timur, pafs’d by Semave, 
where it was join’d by all the troops which-were 
gone out to make inroads in the provinces, from 
whence they* return’d leaden with fpoils, bring¬ 
ing away a great number of horflRs and fheep ; 
and, to mortify the Georgians the more, our fol¬ 
diers deftroy’d.all the handing corn, and ruin’d 
their temples and other edifices. At the mouth of 
the defile was a fortrefs nam’d Bil, which was 
very high and difficult of accefs: neverthelefs our 
army was no fooner arriv’d there than they had 
orders to befiegeitand the fiege and conqueft of 
the place were almoft perform’d at the fame time. 
Having taken it, they raz’d it, left it fhou’d be .of 
ufe to the enemy on another occafion. From 
thence the army went to encamp in the true au- 
tient Georgia; and Timur fent the Emirs into 
all parts in fearch of king Ghourghin, who, 
like wolves and chacals, wander’d , as a vaga¬ 
bond in uninhabited woods and mountains : 
but not being able to find him, they return’d t» 
join the imperial camp with a great quantity of 
fpoils, and fome of Ghourghin’s officers whom 
they had, taken. Timur at length decamp’d, 
crofs’d the river of Cyrus, and happily, en¬ 
camp’d 
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coffin’d on the ether bank, loaded -frith good Chjip.io. 
fortune, and pleas’d with his vi&orys. 


CHAP. X. 

The taking of the fort of Zjri't , and the town 
of Suanit. 

D URING the'fe traniiuftiorts, the fpys 
brought advice that a great number of 
O2daours were retir’d into the caftle of Zeric, 
ficuate on the ridg of a narrow mountain, which 
had never been taken by any conqueror. On 
this,- Timur, to Whom nothing appear’d impof- 
fible, march’d with expedition towards this 
place, and order’d it to be befieg’d. The ma¬ 
chines and battering rams werp gcft ready; and 
after feveral attacks necefTary at afiege, a ge¬ 
neral aflault was given feven days after Timur’s 
arrival.^ The fort .was taken fWord in hand, 
and ras’d the fame day, after putting all the 
Georgians to the fword. Then they went out 
to make inroads, and brought away a great 
number of prifoners bound, whom the emperor 
order’d to be put to death, bccaitfe they wou’d 
bot turn Mahometans. They afterwards re¬ 
ceiv’d advice that king Gourghin was in 
the town of Suanit. Timur order’d the roads 
to this town to be taken down in writing ; and 
that the troops which were gone out to make 
inroads, ihotZd return to the camp. He left one 
half of the army with the baggage $ and with 
enfigns difplay’d march’d with the reft. But 
Ghourghin, who had his fpys about him, had 
advice of Timur’s approach ; he went out of 

Suanit, 
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Book V.'Saanit, and fled towards Abkhaze * The 
troops, at their arrival at Suanit, carry’d it 
upon the firft afl'ault, and then went in purfuit of 
fkrourghirv feveral-of whofe officers they flew; 
but this prince, reduc’d to the greateft xnifery, 
crofs’d the rivers of Aigar and Corlan s } and had, 
the good fortune to fave himfelf from the dangers 
wherewith he was furrounded. Then feeing 
himfelf, in a manner, ready for the daughter, 
he found it was not for fo' wdak a prince as him¬ 
felf to proted the fon of the Sultan of Bag¬ 
dad, agairift the powerful emperor Timur : 
whereupon he oblig’d Taher to fesk an afyiyi^. 
in the country of the Ottomans, whither he had 
heard the Sultan Ahmed his father was likewife 
Bed. At- length Gourghin fenrto the court of 
Timur an ambaflador nam’d Ifmael, who made 
known to him the groat mifery and extremity 
to which his mailer was reduc’d ; deplor’d the 
ruin of his Hate, and deflruftion of his coun? 
try; and with his face turn’d towards: the 
ground, he fpake thus to the emperor with alt 
the fubmiflion that cou’d be expe&ed from a mii 
ferable and vanquifh’d prince: “ I have ieeu 
“ the evil, fuccefs of the methods I have fo un- 
“ fortunately taken ; I have tailed the fruits of 
“-my imprudence, and the bitternefs of the pu- 
“ nifliment I have merited : but if the great 
“ emperor, whofe generofiry after v-i&ory, 1 
“ may venture to fay, furpafles the fury of his 
“ arms in battel, will take pity upon me, who 
“ am his fervant, and confefs my fault, and is 
“ willing to pardon me for what is pail, and 
“ grant me my life, I will not only be iutirely 
“ obedient to him, but my life (hall always be

T IMUR, upon hearing this difcourfe of 
Ghourghin’s ambaffador, - was touch’d 
witn the condition of 'this pririce, and did not 
doubt the truth of what he-faid; cbnffdering 
thb”gjreat mifery and necefiity to which he was 
reduc'd, his fincere cdnfeffion of his fault, and 
his repentance for having dar’d to give protec¬ 
tion to the Sultan Taker. Thefe confiderarions, 

Jbin’d With the promifes he had made, and con¬ 
firm’d with an oath, tb be always ready in the 
bmperoV’s fervice, andpundhially to ; pay the an- 
fiWl tribute, caus’d Timur to grant him the: 
pardon he demanded; ’who- then went out of 
hi^ country, and match’d towards the lands fub- 
jdfftb prince Aivani, oiie of the moft power¬ 
ful fovereigns of Georgia. The foldiers having 
enter’d his country, ravag’d and pillag’d all they 
met; and as there Was no army to oppofe ’em, 
they difpers’d themfclves iip and down, ruining 
the towns and caftles, and deftroying every 
thing with fire and fword. After they had en¬ 
tirely laid this country wafte, they pafs’d into * . 
that of Cara Calcanlic *, the inhabitants of 0 fQeo r ! 

which, gian*. 
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Book; V. which, arm’d with biaqS. bucklers, were skilful 
mountaineers, and good horferaen. They were 
not treated with more mildnefs than the others ; 
for their country was ravag’d, and the places 
raz’d whither they were retir’d, their houfes 
burnt, and themfelves put t to’.the fword, after 
our foldiers had got what fpoils they cou’d from 
’em, which were very confiderable. 


C H A P. i XU. 


Timur returns from Gftopt* 

T IMUR being fatisfy’d with the con* 
quefts he had gain’d, and having revenged 
himfelf on the Georgians,' gave orders far his 
return. After feveral days march he encamp’d 
at Yeilac Mencoul; but having advice that the 
enemy were again affembled in a place nam’d 
Faraigherd in Georgia, he fent the Emir Cheik 
Noureddin thither with his troops ; and being 
willing, to be in perfon at the execution of au 
important aflairs, he decamp’d fome days after* 
ana leaving the baggage, march’d to Farafgherd. 
In five days he made himfelf mailer of feven 
fortreifes of the Georgians, which he caus’d to 
be raz’d, after having (lain an infinite number 
of thefe infidels; and from thence he return’d 
with all his army to Mencouh, where he itaid 
feveral days. 

About this time there came ambaffadors from 
an European jjrince, who brought with ’em the 
fon of tne Emir Amurat, the Ottoman emperor, 
whom they had taken prifoney: and by tneVin- 
terceifion of the principal Emirs of the court, 
they were admitted into Timur’s audience ; to 
whom they made known the high efteem their

matter had conceiv’d of his actions, and his de- Chap.i 
fire to enter into an alliance with him, .which 
he fhou’d account a great honor. Timur re¬ 
ceiv’d the ambafladors with all manner of civi¬ 
lity, granted ’em what they defir’d, and after 
having given’em rich veils, difmifs’d ’em; and 
they return’d home by the way of Trebizond e , 
pleas’d with the honors they had reciv’d at 
court. The army lay encamp’d ttyo months in 
the meadow of Mencoul, that the horfes might 
have fome reft after their fatigue, and to wait 
the arrival of the Emirs and troops which wefe 
difpers’d up and down the country- 


CHAP. XIII. 

Reafons which oblig'd Timur to march againjt 
the city of Sebafie, capital of Anatolia. 

P hilosophers ten us that the re¬ 
lation betw een a king and his kingdom is the 
fame as between the foul and body; for- when the 
foul and body harmonize in the rules of mode¬ 
ration, the body is in perfeft health; but if the 
contrary happens, it is attack’d with diftem- 
pers^ and at length falls into corruption: and 
fo when a king negle&s to do jttttico, his king¬ 
dom falls into decay. This moral may with 
juftice be apply’d to the cafe of the Ottoman 
emperor, and the, Sultan of Egypt; for thefe 
two princes priding in their power, committed 
feveril violent a£fioo$, which drew upon ’em

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Book V. Timur’s anger, and caus’d the deftmfiion of 
their country and the defolation of their fub- 
jefts. Timur being irritated at their proceed¬ 
ings, tho but newly return’d from a toilfom 
campain, and notwichftandiug the great dif- 
tance of thefe Sultans dominions, did not fail of 
undertaking the conqueft of their empires, 
which by the grace of God he brought into 
fubjeftion ; fo that all the citys, towns and vil¬ 
lages of thefe great country's were pillag’d by 
his foldiers: which calamity was brought upon 
tfie poor innocent people thro the bad conduct 
of their princes. 

But to come to a particular detail of this 
hiftory; we muft know that Ildurum 7 -Bajazet, 
firnam’d the Tftunder, who was then emperor 
of the Ottomans,' furpafs’d moflr of his prede- 
ceflors in pow er, and the vaftnefs of his domi¬ 
nions : he had brought into fubjeftion a greak 

r Anatolia, part of the country of Roum *, to wit, the pro¬ 
vinces of Aidine, Mentecha, Kermian, and 
Caramania, which hisanceftors had never been 
able to do : and he had likewife extended his 
dominions the fpace of four months journy in 
Europe. . After he had taken prifoner Cara Of- 
man, fon of the Cadi Burhaueddin, prince of 
Sebafte, and had put to death the Cadi, he 
brought an army into ! the field, and having 
made himfelf mafter of Sebafte, he pufh’d 
his conquefts towards Malatia *, atown on 
the Euphrates, and bordering upon the 
province of Aleppo. He even beffeg’d and 
took the city of Malatia, which hadtbeeora 
long time dependent on Syria. He made the

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Emir Muftafa governor of Sebafte, to whofe Chap.ra* 
fon lie gave the government of Malatia. . At 
length, as if he cou’d find no one to difpute his 
conquefts, he return’d vidorious. and loaded 
with fpofts to the feat of his empire, lie had 
a great member of troops and officers belong¬ 
ing to ius-houihold, and among the reft, near 
twelve thoufand dog-keepers. His magnifi¬ 
cence, riches, and power, render*d him fo proud, 
that f$, forgot the fentence which teaches us, 
that God, the creator of the univerfe, hath made 
tbofe who are fuperior to them who pride thetnr 
felves in their ftrength. He had the boldnefs 
to fend an ambafl'ador toTaharten, to fummon 
him to his court, and fend the tributes of Ar- 
zendgjan, Erzerom, and their dependences, to 
his treafury ; which order was in fuch haughty 
terms, that it did not become him to ufe. 

Taharten fent advice of this to court ; and 
Timur .was very much furpriz’d at the defigris of 
the Ottoman, who was not ignorant that Ta¬ 
harten was under his protediori : whereupon he 
refolv’d to write a letter to him, to endeavor 
to bring him to a fenfe of his fault by fweetnefs 
and friendfhip. 


CHAP. XIV. 

Timur's letter to the Catjer Rottm, that is, the 
Ottoman emperor « 

T IMUR commanded a fecretary to be 
call’d to him, whom he order’d to write 
a letter to Ildurum Bajazet, mix’d with coun- 
felsand reproaches, hoping by that means to 
make him refled upon w'hat he had done. The 
feqetary began the letter in an eloquent manner^ 
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Bodfe V. with praifesto God, and bleffings on Mahomet 
he made ufe of this pafliage of the Alcoran for the 
fubjed of his letter, God blejfes thofe princes who 
know what ufe they fhoud make of their power » 
and go not beyond the bounds prefcrib’d em : and he 
continu’d it with expreffions which were as dag¬ 
ger's to the heart of Bajazet, and ought to have 
fliewn him his duty. The letter was as follows. 

To the emperor of Roum, Bajazet the ‘Thunder . 

" A Fter the ufual compliments, we let you 
11 jlJL know, that by the infinite grace 6 fGod, 
the greatefr part of Afia is in fubjedion to 
“ our officers, which we conquer’d by our 
“ ftrength, and the terror of our arms. Know 
tc likewifethat the moil powerful Sultans of the 
earth are obedient to our commands; that 
xt we govern our dominions by our felf, and 
lt have even conftraia’d fortune to take care of 
“ our empire ; that our armys are extended 
“ from one fea to the other, and our guard con- 
tc fiflsof fovereign kings, who form a hedge be 
“ fore our gate. Where is the monarch who 
“ dares refill us ? Where is the potentate who 
“ does not glory in being of the number of our 
<c courtiers ? But for thee, wbofe true origin ter- 
“ minates in a Turcoman fftilor, as everyone 
“ knows, it wou’d be well, fince the fhip 9 of thy 
“ unfathomable ambition has fuffer’d iliipw.refk 
“ in the abyfs of felf-love, if thou wou’dit lower 
“ the fails of thy raihnefs, and caft the anchor of 
“ repentance in the port of fincerity, which is

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“ the port of .fafpty; jeft by thp tempeft of our Cbap.i 4 . 
“ vengeance yoijfhou ci perifh in the feaof the 
“ puiiilhment which you merit. But as we h&ve 
“ learnt, that in obedience to the precept,of 
* c the Alcoran, which orders us to wage war 
“ with the enemys of the Muflulman laws, ypu 
** have undertaken a vigorous war with the £u- 
“ ropeans; this confideration hath hinder’d ,us 
“ from making any infults in the faftds whi/ch 
“ are fubjed to you: and the reflexion • that 
“ your country is the..bulwark of the Mufful- 
“ mans, h^th oblig'd us tp leave it in a flou- 
“ riihing condition ; for fear the pad age of pur 
“ arnly? into it fhou’d raife a divilibn among 
thj? inhabitants, and caufe the Mu|fulma l ns 
** to he .flifquieted, and the infidels to rejoice. 

“ Then take care of your felf, and endeavor by 
“ your good condud topreferve the dominions 
“ of ypur anceftors, not fuffering for the futiire 
“ yoqr ambitious foot to winder out of the li- 
“ mits pf your power, which is but ftn^ll. 

" Ceafe your proud extravagances, left the cold 
“ Wijtd of hatred fhou’d extinguifh the flagi" 

“ beau of peace. You may remember the pr,e- 
“ cept pf Mahomet, ,tp let the Turks remain jin 
“ peacp, while they are quiet: don’t feeit to 
“ wage \j!ar. with us ,• which no ppe ever, dar’d 
“ to do, arid profper’d. The devil certainly 
te infpires. you to ruin your felf. Tho- ypu 
“ have been ,jn fome coqfiderable battels in the 
tf woods pf Natolia, and.have gain’d advanta- 
“ ges upon’ the Europeans ; it was only thro 
“ the prayers of the prophet, and the bleffings 
“ of the Mahometan religion of which you 
“ make profeffion: don’t be proud at thefe 
“ advantages* nor attribute ’em to your own 
“ valor. Believe me, you are but a pifmire: 

‘ c don’t,feek to fight againft the eiephants; for 

K 3 " they’ll 
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Poofc V, “ they’ll crufh you under their feet. The'doye 
“ which rifes up againft the eagle deftroys it 
“ felf. Shall .a petty prince, fuch as you are, 
“ contepd with ns ? But your rodomontades 
“ are not extraordinary ; fcr a Turcdman 
tc never fpake with judgment. If you don’t 
“ follow our counfels, you v ill repent it. Thefe 
“ are the advices we have to give you: , do 
“ you behave your felf as you think fit.” 

. This letter was feal’d with the imperial fig- 
net, and deliver’d to Bajalet by envo\ s who 
knew how to carry on thfe intrigues of princes. 
When they were come to Bajazet, they prp- 
fented him the letter, acquainting him with the 
reafonsof their coming,"and their mafter’s pre- 
tenfions : but pride had taken too deep root 
in the breaft of the Ottoman, for a letter, 
or the words of an ambaflador, to have any 
effect upon him: ‘ he gave ’em therefore a very 
haughty anfwer. “ It is a long time, faid he, 
“ fince we have been defirous of carrying on 
“ a war with you. God be thank’d, our de- 
“ fire has had its efteft, and we have taken 
“ up a refolution to march againft you at the 
head of a formidable army. If you' don’t 
<r advance againft os, we will come to feek 
“ Vbu; and purfue you as far as Tauris and 
“ Suitania. We fhall then fee in whofe favpr 
cf heaven will declare ; who of uS will be rais’d 
“ by vidory, and who abas’d by a fhameful de- 
feat.” . .

CHAP. XV. 

Timur marches to, SjebaJte, and takes that city. 

T HE envoys at their return from Natoiia,, 
gave an account to the emperor’s officers 
of Bajazet’s haughty, anfwer. Whereupon Ti¬ 
mur, being incens’d agairtft this Turcoman, caus’d 
his enfigns to be difplay’d,- in order to make war' 
on him; and he immediately march’d towards 1 
Natoiia. Being arriv’d at Avenic, he met the 
Emir Allahdad, who had been fent to Chiraz to 
bring from, thence the Mirza Pir Mehemed 
bound like a criminal; which he accordingly* 
did., Timur order’d that the Mirza (hon’d be 
interrogated by the council of war; and that 
after his profecution, he fhou’d be puftiihAl ac¬ 
cording to his deferts. Accordingly, after judg- 
ment was given, he receiv’d the blow s of the 
baftinado, order’d by the laws call’d Yafa ; afrer 
which hischains were taken off, and himfelf fet 
at liberty. In purfuance of the fame laws, the 
Cheik Zade Ferid, and Mobarec Coja, who 
were then in irons, were put to death, for having 
corrupted-the Mirza, and taught him magic. 

Then the emperor fent to Sultania the emprefs 
Serai Mule Canum, Canzade, and the wives of 
the princes his fons, with the Mirza Oloucbek, 
and the other young princes of the imperial 
houfliold, under the care of the Mirza Omar, 
and fome Emirs. After that he caus’d the great 
imperial ftandard to be difplay’d, and march’d 
at the head of his army. At his arrival at Er- 
zeron, he was feluted by Taharten prince of Ar- 
zemlgian. Two days after he decamp’d, and 
K 4 march’d 
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Beoit ) ,.V».toarch , d beyond Arzendgian, to enter the fron" 
.^W tiers of the country .of Roam* or Natolia, which 
was then fubjeft to the Ottomans. 

Sept. t. The firft of Mulurrem 803, Timur enter’d the . 
I4 °° ? country of the Ottomans, and march’d againft 
S.ebaile* When he was come before the city, he 
encamp’d upon an eminence, to view its condi¬ 
tion and fituation; and the troops encamp’d 
round about it. He faw the place full of men 
lifting up their heads to heaven, .and finging and 
rejoicing with muficalinftrutnents in their hands: 
the walk, whofe marble foundations;were at the 
bottom of a ditch full of water, lifted up their 
battlements to the very clouds : 'and the foldiers 
in garifon, arm’d with cuirafies, rais’d a great 
cry tow ards heaven. Then advice was brought 
that the vanguard of Bajazet’sarray, commanded 
by his fon Kerichtehi, and Temourtach^ one of 
the grpateft Emirs of the Ottoman empire, who 
had been fent to Sebafle, having learnt the 
march of Timur’s army towards that city, were 
fled, and return’d into the very heart of N atolia. 
The Emirs Solyman Chah, Gehan -Chahj and 
others, were order’d to purfue' ’em with expedi¬ 
tion ; which they did, and came up with ’em be* 
yond Cxfarea in Cappadocia, where they brisk¬ 
ly attack’d ’em, and cut ’em in pieces : after 
which, they madeinroads, pillaging ail the places 
near Cappadocia. They then return’d to the 
imperial camp before Sebafle, laden with the 
fpoils of the, Ottomans. 

The city of Sebafle h^d walls of an extraordi*- 
nary ftrength, being built of free-flofte from 
the battlements to the very foundations; and 
each ftone was three cnbks long, and one thick. 
The wall was twenty cubits in height; ten in 
depth at the foot, and fix at the top. There 
were feven gates, anilhofe which opened were 
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of iron. It was built byAiadin-KeicobadeCbap,*j. 
add furrounded on the eaft, north and fouth 
fides, with a great ditch full of water j Jo that 
it wasimpoffible to fop the walls on thofe fides* 
for they had no fooner fapp’d a cubit than the wa-» 
ter enter’d : but it was not difficult to fap q» 
the weft fide. The place was commanded by 
Mwftafa * with four thoufand horfe, who prepar’d 
to make a vigorous defence, being furttiftl’d with 
aH forts of arms and machines for war. The be-r 
fiegers rais’d a pdat form highbr than the town, 
over-againft the gate of Irac, upon which they 
planted their machines to (hoot Hones. There 
were Arades % Mangenies *, and Bafelics *1 
they likewife prepar’d battering-rams to beat 
down the wall*. On the wefr-fide the Tappers 
kept continually' at work ; while: arrows were 
diicharg’d frpm both fides, "which did a gtieat 
deal of damage. ■ < ,- J . 

After the fiege bad'continu’d .eighteen day#, 
the violence of the battering-rams, and the gfeat 
ft ones which were (hot, began to (hake the walls, 
and make breaches. On the other hand, the 
(kppers had work’d with fo much diligence, that 
the towers were propt lonly by flakes, which 
Thpur order’d (hou’d be fet on fire; and fo die 
towers fell. This ftruck terror into the hearts df 
the befieg’d, wlio perceiving that the troops 
wou’d foon enter the city, and take it by af- 
fault, chas’d Muftafa the governor out of it ;

and 
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Boblj Vdaiid the Cherifs, Cadis, and daftors, full of 
hopes, came to caft themfelves at the emperor:s 
feet, begging, quarter and pardon for them, and 
the garifon.-.''Their prayers, mingled with the 
cries of the women and children, foften’d Ti¬ 
mur’s heart: he granted quarter to all-the Muf- 
fulmans of the city, on paying the right of am- 
nefty; but order’d that all the Armenian^, 1 arid - 
Ol;her Chriftiansj (hou’d be made flaves. And as 
the major part of the cavalry, which had fo- 
ftubbornly defended the place for Bajazet, were* 
Armenians, he gave orders- that four thoufand 
bode -fhou’d bedivided among the Tomarls of 
the army, and 1 : flung into pits, ? and then Co¬ 
ver’d with earth, to ferve as^an example to thofe 
who flioud follow their fteps. He afterwards 
caus’d the walls of Sebafte to be rax’d. 

J ' During the liege, advice was brought that 
Sultan Ahmed Gelair had fled from Bagdad, 
with Cara Youfef prince of the Turcomans, in¬ 
to Natolia. This oblig’d Timur to order fome 
fquadronsofhorfe to go in purfuit of’em ; which 
they accordingly did, and overtook their bag¬ 
gage, which they pillag’d, and brought away 
captive the 1 Sultinefs Dilchade, eldeft lifter of 
Cara Youfef, with his wifes and daughter. But 
he fay’d himfelf from our hands ; and being come 
fafe before Bajazet, our troops return’d to the 
imperial camp. 
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CHAP. XVI. 

Timur tfianhef to Abuleftan. 

W HILE Timur was employ’d in the 
fiege of€ebafte, feme robbers of Abu¬ 
leftan, which is the country of Zulcaderia, were 
fo daring as to come and fteal away the horfes 
of our -foldiers, who- were then bufy’d in the 
fiege. For which reafon, after the fairing of the 
city* Timur march’d to Abuleftan, to revenge 
himfelf on thefe- robbers. He then fent the 
lord Taharten to Arzendgian to guard.his fiiOH- 
tiers ; and the Mirza Charoc fee out in quality 
of chief of the fcouts, accompany’d by the E- 
mir -Solvman Chah, and a feleft troop, which 
compos’d the vanguard. The name of the fol¬ 
diers were regifter’d ; and they had orders not 
to abandon the Mirza one moment. They foon 
arriv’d at Abuleftan, from whence, on advice of 
their march, a great number of Turcomans fled 
into the mountains and defarts. - The Mirza pur- 
fu’d ’em fo briskly, that he overtook ’em : thefe 
mi ferable people feeing themfelvesclofely prefs’d, 
endeavor’d to fave their lives by fighting ; but 
after a weak defence, they were all routed and 
'flain, as a punifhment for their rafh enterprizes. 

The Emirs return’d to the imperial camp laden 
with fpoils, and a great many horfes, mules, 
oxen and fheep. Afterwards Timur fent a cou¬ 
rier to Malatia, to fummon the inhabitants to 
fubmit to him. Muftafa’s fen, who was gover¬ 
nor of it, blinded with ignorance, which is an 
infeparable quality of the Turcomans, andefpe- 
cially of thofe of Natolia, iraprifon’d the mef- 

fenger. 
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Ifarffr y. fenger. Timur on this was incens’d againft the 

•V?V*V gwemofr and-march’d towards that place, On 
the firft advice thefe cowards had of the march 
of the imperial ffcandard/ JMtiftaia’s foiled out 
of the place with all his party. Timur at. his ar¬ 
rival at M'alat'fa, carry 1 *! it the fame day. The 
Georgians and Armenians were made flaves; 
but quarter was given to the Mol&hnatnf,’^fter 
they had paid the tribute for an amnefty, which 
tnony was. diftributed among the foldiers, Ti¬ 
mur order’d the Emir Gehan Chah to go* with 
other Emirs,: to make inroads in the country pf 
Malaria.: he harangu’d ’em, and with thpmqft 
charming eloquence fet before’em the excellence 
of good < warriors above other men; he> told 
’em that! they «aight. utterly to exterminate .tjje 
enemy, to take from ’em all means ojf renewijtjg 
the war; and he fpoke with a great,.^pah^f 
force of the punifhment. they ought to effete 
upon thofe who after pardon us’d hoftilitys,, Ajf- 
'ter this difeourfe, he chofe out of each Toman 
fome good foldiers, whom he gave to the Emirs 
to ftrengthen their body of the army ; and then 
he difmifs’d ’em. Accordingto thefe orders they 
departed, and ravag’d the, country on all tides, 
not flopping in one place: they gave po.quarter 
to any one, and left not'one habitation unpii- 
lag’d ; fo that from Malaria to the caftle pf 
Kakhta 6 , they made'themfelves mailers of a 
great many places, fame by fair means, and 9- 
thers by force; and after having conftrain’d^the 
natural princes of the country to fubmif to Ti¬ 
mur, they return’d with': a great, q^am/ty. pf 
riches, and join’d the imperial damp at Malaria, 
the government of vtfhtch Timur gavp tp Qaipa

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Ofman a Turcoman. Thus the frontiers of the, Chap.17* 
two kingdoms ofjjfatolia and Syria were in a 
fhort time brought in fubje&ion to Timur, 
whofe fame ipread it felf thro all parts of the 
world : fo that there was not one prince who 
was not ftruck with terror at the rumor of his 
conquefts. 


CHAP. XVII. 

The reafons of Timur's currying his arms into 
Syria'and Mefopotamia, 

M AHOMET has told us, that when 
God refolves to deftroy any one, he de¬ 
prives him. of common fqnfe; conceals from him 
the methods he fhou’d purfue, to protect himfelf 
from his deftiny ,• and permits him to commit 
imprudent a&ions, which become the caufes of 
his dettru&ion, that the will of God ma/ not 
fail of an accomplifhment. The truth of thefe 
words was apparent in the fate of the countrys 
of Syria ; for the governors of the citys of this 
kingdom, being Winded with exceffive pride, 
turn’d from the ways of peace and juftice, and 
eommitted aftions as infamous as extraordinary, 
violating the rights of nations, and trampling 
upon the laws. Thus in the year 795, Timur, An. Donfc 
having made himfelf matter of Bagdad, and con- 1393 ‘ 
quer’cl all Irac Arabi, fent to the Sultan Barcoc 
in Egypt an ambaflador, a do&or of Sav6, whole 
learning, -birth and genius dittinguifh’d him from 
the chief y>erfons of the empire, as as we have 
faid before *. This Cheik being arriv’d at Rah- ¥ Rook hi. 

lu&a, c ^ a P - 
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Book V. haba r , he was feiz’d acdording to cuftora, thaf 
advice might' be given the Sultan of Cairo or 
the arrival of an ambaflador on his frontiers^ 
Barcoc, being excited by the evil counfels of the 
Sultan Ahmed Gelair king of Bagdad, order’d 
this ambaflador to be put to death, not reflect¬ 
ing on the confequences of fo enormous a crime, 
nor the infamy of the aCtion, fince to infult an 
ambaflador is to violate r the -right of nations. 
What is riioft furprizing is, that fuch a king as the 
Sultan of Egypt fhou’d be‘ignorant how Sultan 
Mehemed, king of Carezem, in the fame manner 
put to death the ambaflador and merchants of 
the great emperor Genghiz Can; and what waS 
the tragical end of fo black and barbarous an 
* See hif- aCtion *; which wou’d be too long to recite 
tory of here. However the deftiny, which caus’d the 
Gejjghiz ru j n c f Syria, blinded the mind of Barcoc, and 
p r0cur ’d die caufes of his deftrudion. 

Moreover, after the eonqueft of Azerbijana, 
and Irac Arabi, Timur being gone to make war 
in Capchac, and in Ruflia, Mufcovy, Circaflia, 
and the northern country's, there was a battel 
between Atilmich Coutchin, governor of Ave- 
nic for Timur, and Cara Youfef, prince of the 
Turcomans, in which Atilmich was made pri- 
foner. Cara Youfef loaded ihim with chains, 
and fent him to Sultan Barcoc at Cairo, who with¬ 
out any reflection upon the matter, continu’d 
his hoftilitys againft Timur, and confin’d Atil- 
mich in a very clofe prifon. 

Timur being on the frontiers of Malatia, fent 
an ambaflador with the following letter to Far- 
rudge fon of Barcoc, who fucceeded his father 
in the throne of Egypt and Syria.

~ “ The 
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“ T he Sultan your father hath committed fe* Cha P .i 7 
** veral criminal: and odious aftions againft us; 

“ and among the reft, the murder of our ambaf- 
“ fadors without the leaft fhadow, of a caufe, 
u and the imprifonment of Atilmich, one of 
“ our officers, whom he hath feiz’d iuftead of 
“ fending him back to us. As your father hath 
“ furrender’d up his life to God, which he had 
“ only upon truft, the punilhment of his crimes 
“ mufl; be brought before the tribunal of the ge- 
“ neral judgment: but as for your part, it is 
“ neceflary you fhou’d have regard to the pre- 
“ fervation of your felf and your fubjeds ,• and 
u to that effed you ought forthwith to fend back 
“ Atilmich, left, the effeds of your wrath and 
“ vengeance, falling upon the people of Syria, 

“ and even of Egypt, our furious foldiers make 
“ a cruel (laughter of their perfons, and burn 
“ and pillage their effeds. If you are fo ftub- 
“ born as to rejed our counfel, you’ll be the 
“ caufe of the eftulion of the muftiilraan blood, 

“ and the total lofs of your kingdom.” 

The ambaftadors, at their arrival at Aleppo, 
were feiz’d according to cuftom, that advice 
might be given the Sultan of .their arrival. 
Farrudge, to imitate his fathers example, fent 
meflengers to bind the ambaftadors, and put ’em 
in prifon. , 

It is not to be wonder’d at, that a plebeian 
•fhou’d commit afiious of cowardice : what then 
may we exped from a Circadian flave ? Batcoc' 
had* been fold feveral times; and when his 
power encreas’d thro the kindnefs of his gover¬ 
nor, who w as alfo a Mameluc flave, he trai- 


teroufly flew his benefador, and ufurp’d the 
kingdom : and as there had never been any 
king of his race, fo he had not in him the leaft 
appearance of royalty, Thu? was Barcoc; and, 

his 
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Book V. his fon Farrudge was the crooked branch of an 
evil ftock. He mounted his fathers throne, 
tho but a child, no one having taught him how 
he ought to live : he had neither fuffer’d heat 
nor cold; and was ignorant of policy and the 
art of war. In fhort, the father was of an ill 
character, and the fon without merit. 

Timur being inform’d of Farrudge’s rafhnefs, 
was tranfported with anger; and the fire of 
vengeance, which had lain lurking in his heart 
fince the crimes committed by Barcoc, did fo 
far exafperate him, that he immediately refolv’d 
to enter the Sultan’s kingdom, and deftroy every 
thing with fire and fword: which refolution 
he the more eafily took up, in that Bajazet, with 
all his pride and menaces, had not dar’d to appear 
in the field of battel; and this proud Otto¬ 
man quietly faw our army befiege, take, ruin 
and pillage Sobafte and Malatia, and all the 
citys and towns of his kingdoms, as far as 
Kakhta* without making the leaft defence. But 
thefe are all the hidden decrees of providence. 


CHAP. XVIII. 

1 Timur marches into the kingdoms of Syria 
and Egypt.. 

T H E heroes who are deftin’d to execute 
great affairs, are alfo endu’d with a dif- 
cerning fpirit, which makes thofe enterprizes 
appear eafy to ’em; and with refolution to car¬ 
ry ’em on with all the ftrength and power they 
are poffefs’d of : lb that they eafily compafs 
thofe defigns, which every one elfe accounts »m- 
po ffibl e. la efle<a, the Suitaa of Egypt and 
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Syria having added to his father’s crimes, by Chap.1 8. 
the arrefting $pd lmprifoning of 4 Timur’s ambaf- 
fadors; on advice of it, the wrath of our em¬ 
peror was kindled, fo that he refolv’d forthwith 
to chaftife him for his fault: and tho the execu¬ 
tion of this projed: appear’d impolllble to the eyes 
of all politicians, or at lead exceeding dangerous 
and difficult; yet the boundlefs zeal of Timur, 
made this great arid perillous enterprize appear 
eafy to him. The Emirs and principal lords of 
the hate on their knees remonftrated to him, that 
it being but a Ihort time fince the troops return'd 
from the long campain in India, they had not 
repos’d themfelves, before they march’d to the 
Georgian war, where they had been extreme¬ 
ly fatigu’d, after re-iterated inroads in the 
mountains and rocks, and the conqueft of the 
towns of that country ,• that after this they had 
march’d to Natolia, and conquer’d Sebafte, and 
all the citys and towns between that and Aleppo, 
where they had perform’d a&ions of thejgreateft 
valor; that therefore at prefent the expedition in¬ 
to Syria and Egypt appear’d very toilfomand diffi¬ 
cult, as well in that the country was fall of towns 
and fortreffes, with lofty walls and impregnable 
cattles, as in that the army of the Syrians was very 
numerous, good warriors, and provided with 
arms and every thing neceflary to a vigorous re- 
fiftance: for which reafons they befought his 
majefty to have the’ goodnefs to disband the troops, 
and fend back the foldiers into their own coun- 
trys, to repofe themfelves for Tome time ; attd- 
that afterwards freili preparations might be made 
futable to the greatnefs of this undertaking. Ti¬ 
mur anfwer’d them, that viftory was a gift which 
God liberally beftows on the princes whom he 
loves; that the great number of foldiers and 
arms ha 4 ‘nothing to do with vifiory, which he 
yv i. IE - L M 
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Book y. had often prov’d: he put ’em in mind of the 
conquefts he had gain’d with ’em, -and the dif¬ 
ficult: enterprises they had gone thro, tho they 
had believ’d ’em impoffible; that it was requifite 
they fhou’d have the greateft ambition ; and then 
he wou’d anfwer for the fuccefs, provided they 
trailed in God- The Emirs perceiving the em¬ 
peror firm in his refolution, loaded him with 
praifes and applaufe; refolving to follow him, 
and thinking only of the expedition into Syria, 
and the means of making themfelves matters of 
that kingdom. 

Then Timur put his army in order ; and cau- 
fing the brafs-drum to be beat, which is a fign 
of his departure, all the foldiers began their 
march, every one in his proper poft ; and they 
took their road towards Syria. 


CHAP. XIX 

The taking of the cafiles of Behefna and, Antaf d. 

T IMUR order’d the Mirza Charoc to de¬ 
part with fevera! great Emirs, as chief of 
thefcouts. Being arriv’d at Behefna % they en¬ 
camp’d there, where they were foon join’d by 
Timur with the whole army, who encamp’d on 
an eminence near the cattle, to view the fitua- 
tion of the place, \yhich is in a defile where feve- 
ral torrents flow : its walls were high and ft rang, 
being built on the ridge of a fteep mountain. 
The troops foon made themfelves matters of the 
lower town, which they entirely ravag’d. The

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> governor of the caftle for the Syrians was,nam’d Chapin 
Mocbei, who relyihg upon the flrength of the L-'YN* 
caftle, put himfelf in a pofture of defence- While 
Timur was examining the condition of the place, 
the befieg’d difcharg’d a great ftone from their 
machines againft the emperor’s perfon, which fell 
upon the ground near his tent, and roll’d into the 
very tent- This ftir’d up Timur’s wrath, who 
immediately order’d the fiege to be form’d, and 
ihar’d the walls among the Tomans Of the army, 
round which they ere&ed twenty machines, 
and one of 'em upon the very fpot where the 
ftone fell. The firft ftone call from this machine 
ftruct tbatof the “befieg’d, and broke it to pie¬ 
ces, which was reckon’d as a good omen. Then 
the Mirza Rouftem arriv’d from Chiraz with 
the Perfian army, and join’d the imperial camp- 
The fiege was continu’d, and the fappers fol¬ 
low’d their work clofe, while the Emirs and o- 
ther. brave men attack’d the place on all fides, 
and foon made breaches in feveral parts of the 
walls, propping the foundations with flakes- 
Mocbei feeing himfelf reduc’d thus low, was 
feiz’d with fear, and refolv’d to furrender: he 
fent melfengers feveral times to the emperor, to 
acquaint him with his weaknefs |nd want of 
power ; and alledg’d as an excufe for not coming 
before, him, the dread he had of his imperial 
majefty •, befeeching Timur to grant him quar¬ 
ter, w hich cou’d not in the leaf! prejudice him or 
his officers- Timur made anfwer, that he wou’d 
grant 4 wm -his liberty, but not till after the taking 
of the place; becaufe as this caftle was efteem’d 
impregnable, if the army fhou’d raife the fiege, 
thofe Who had but little infight into things. 

Would imagine that our foldiers were not able to 
take it by force ; and that a conqueror (hould 
not be' thought to have fpar’d his enemy*

7. to £ a |j . w ]- 1 i c { ) j-he befieg’d feeing, they were 
1 ° G " ft ruck with fear, and Mocbel loft all hopes. He 
ftnt the Cadi, the Imams and the Cherifs, with 
all the pearls and curiofitys he had, as a prefent 
to Timur. They addrefs’d themfelves totheMirza 
Charoc, whom they befought to be their advo¬ 
cate and prote&or. Thefe doftors let the em¬ 
peror know that Mocbel was the meaneft of his 
majefty’s fervants, that he fincerely repented of his 
fault, humbly demanded pardon for it, and hop’d 
that the emperor wcu’d not refufe him the favor 
of fparing his life. Timur, at Charoc’s inter- 
ceffion, pardon’d not only Mocbel, but evett 
all the garifon ; and the envoys contentedly 
1 return’d back, praifing the emperor, and making 
vows for the prince Charoc. As foon as this 
good news was brought to the city, new gold 
and filver mony was coin’d, and friday. prayers 
read in the name of the invincible Timur. 

After this, the army decamp’d and march’d 
towards Antapa The walls of this city were 
exceeding ftrong, being built of hewn ftone, 
and furrounded with a ditch thirty cubits deep, 
and near feventy broad, with a draw-bridge : 
the counterfcarp, which is of ftone, has alio a 
cover’d way, broad enough for a man to pafs 
on hcrfeback; which poft was aflign’d the archers. 
The Tartar army on their arrival at this place,

cot do, becaufe this place was very ftrong ; ' and Naferi Mehe* 
i»ed, ,fon of MoulTa, fon of Sakari, made fome advantageous 
fallys oppn Timur’s artpy, and very much molefted him.

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found the principal performs gone out aijd only chap. 2 o- 
a few poor citizens left, who had fhut the .gates 
upon ’em ; but the city was full of goods and 
ammunition. When Timur came before the 

E lace, the gates were open’d, and the keys 
rought out to him : he fix’d a governor over it, 
and join’d it to his dominions. 


CHAP. XX. 

The fiege and taking of the city of Aleppo \ 

M AHOMET tells us, that the folp terror 
of his name made his eonquefts extend a 
month’s journy: and we may with reafon fay, that 
Timur had the honor to referable him in that, 
fince the, terror of his name xvas fo great, that upon 
advice of the approach of his troops 4 , kings and 
princes were fo terrify’d, that they abandon’d 
their dominions; fear blinded their eyes, and 
darken’d their underftanding, fo that all their 
addons tended to their deftroiftion. 

While the army was in the quarters of Behef- 
na and Antapa, Temourtach, 5 governor of A- 
leppo for theSultan of Egypt, difpatph’d a cou-

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Book V, rier to’Grand-Cairo to give advice of it to hi* 
matter. Whereupon the Sultan fent orders to the 
troops of all. the towns and country* ofSyria, to. 
march towards Aleppo, with all the arms and. 
ammunition necefiary for a vigorous - defence. 
According to thefe orders, Chadoun *, chief of 
the Emirs of Damafcus, march’d to Aleppo at the 
head of a great army. The governors and gene¬ 
rals-of Hemfe ? , Hama, Antioch; Tripoli, Na— 
polos-S^maria, Bajbec, Canaan, Gaza, Ramla 
or Rama, Jerufalem; Kerek; Calat-Erroum, 
and all the other countrys and lordlhips of the 
kingdoms of Syria; came to the fattfeplace, well 
equip’d and arm’d cap-a-pie : and in a fhprttime 
there were got together a very numerous arn$\ 

, s Temourtach, governor of Aleppo, whof> was 
efteem’d one of*the moft confiderable lords, af- 
fembled the chiefs of all thofe troops, and made 
the following fpeech to ’em, in order to know 
their opinions of the matter: “ We ought not, 
“ firs, faid he, to regard this affair which is 
u coming upon us as a flight thing; and it is 
“ requifite we Jfhou’d retted ferioufly upon it be- 
“ fore it happens. *ThO prince who is this day 
“ come againft us, is exceeding powerful ; he 
“ and his officers have perform’d fuch extraor- 
“ dinary adions, as are no where recorded in 
“ antiquity. Wherefoever he hath march’d, he 
“ hath always conquer’d the towns apd fortref- 
“ fes : and who ever attempted to refift him, 
“ always repented in the end, and fufler’d the

“ India, as far as the great river of Ganges ; the 
“ kingdoms of Tabareftan, the two Iracs, Pef- 
“ fia, Couheftan, Georgia, Azerbijana, and 
“ Diarbekir, with all their dependences, whidh

“ powerful Sultans, and the moft iiluftrious errt-

Temourtach having finifll’d his fpeech, thofe 
who had moll experience applauded his fenti- 
ments, and agreed that it was the beft method 
they’ coil’d take:' but the majority, and efpp- 
cially Chadqun governor of Damascus, were pf 
a contrary opinion. Pride 1 " and prefnmption 
\vere rooted in their hearts, and ignorance had 
fo ilnpify’d ’em, that they gave no heed to 
what Temourtach had faid and were fo far 
.from applauding him, that they made ufe offome 
haughty expreffions, and tax’d him with cowar¬ 
dice, faying, that he who is afraid, is already 
fruffrated of his defires. “ What comparifon, 
*f<: fay they, is there, between thiskingdomand all 
“ thofe you hate mention’d'? Their towns were 
“ built only of fluid and brick ; but ours ate 
“ all of folid Hone, cut out of the aimoft im- 
“ pentrenable rock they are fill’d wdth good 
“ garifons, and furnifh’d with plenty of ammu- 
“ nitions of war and victuals ; lb that it wou’d 
,f require a whole year’s liege to force a fingleonp. 
“ Why therefore has fear got pofl'effion of your 
<c hearts ? Is it the great number of their cavalry 
* ‘ ■ and infantry, or of their arms and equipages** 
!< which teyrifys you ? Only view ours, and 
“ y.ou ’11 fee. the difference : our bows are of Da- 
" mafcus, our fvyords of Egypt, our lances of 
“ Arabia, and our’ bucklers of Aleppo. In the 
cl regifters of this kingdom are fixty thoufand 
“ villagesout of each of which taking but a 
5 **’few brave men,'we fhall complete an army, 
“ which our vaft plains won't be able to hold. 
, fe The houfes and walls of thefe Tartars are on- 

ly of cords and canvas ; while we live in gopd 
J e jFortr&fles,\v{iich are of hewn (lone from the bat- 

w tlemppts 
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ee dements to the very foundations.” Thus fate, Chap.io 
having refolv’d upon the deftrudfion of thefe un¬ 
fortunate Syrians, infpir’d fentiments of pride 
into ’em: and thefe obftinate people perfifted in 
their error, notwithftanding what Temourtach, 
and other men of ferife, cou’d fay to divert ’em 
fr0m the evil fteps they had refolv’d to take; who 
reprefented to ’em that the way of peace was al¬ 
ways the moft fecure, confidering the inconftan- 
"cy of fortune, arid the fmall hopes they cou’d rea- 
Conably expeft of gaining the advantage over 
their powerful enemy. The others on the con¬ 
trary faid, they need only have cdurage and re- 
folution ; which if they had not, all forts of 
diforders and lofl'es wou’d happen among ’em. 

.After a great ftruggle on both Tides, the latter 
‘carry’d it by a plurality of voices; and it was 
refolv’d and concluded, that no One ftiou’d go.oiit 
7>f'the city, but [that they fhou’d fortify it with 
intrenchments, and with arrows and ftones hin¬ 
der the enemy from, approaching the walls. 

. Timur departed from Antapa with joy, and 
'made two days journy of fe’or leven leagues 
each : he afterwards gave orders that they IhouM 
march but half a league a day, and at each eri- 
.cahipment dig a trench round ttte army, and 
■make a kind of rampart with their bucklers ; fa 
that in a whole week they march’d but one day’s 
journy, and that with extraordinary precautions. 

"The Syrians, ignorant of the art of war, attri¬ 
buted the flownefs of their march to fear, belie¬ 
ving the Tartars liiiftrufted their own ftrength : 
at which they became haughty and jnfolent; for 
abandoning their firft refolution of not going 
out of the city, and which indeed was the leaft 
dangerous, they rang’d themfelves in order of 
jj^tte/, and pitch’d t^eir tept$in the open plains,

I4 gg ‘ arrived in the neighborhood of Aleppo; and 
the Mirza Sultan Huflein, with fome great of¬ 
ficers, met the enemy’s fcouts : he fell upon ’era, 
tho fuperior to him in nu tuber* and at' the fi rft on- 
fet unhors’d a cavalier, whom he collar’d, and 
carry’d prifdner out of the field of battel. His 
officers alfo perform’d fome glorious actions, 
and took two prifoqers : the reft of the Syrian 
army filed into the city. , 

The fame day the Mirza Abopbecre advanc’d 
with fixty men;; and a great number of the <(- 
pemy made a fally to repulfe him, "After a (harp 
skirmifh, the two partys return’d to their feveral 
camps. The next day fome brave Tartars ad¬ 
vanc’d to skirmifh; and having Ihewn themfelves 
to the enemy, not one dar’d to attack ’em. The 
.third day at fun-rifing, Timur order’d the whole 
army to take horfe, and with enfigns difplay’4, 
and at the found of drums and kettledrums, to 
march towards the enemy’s camp. Everyone 
having on a coat of mail, a cuirafs, and a hel¬ 
met, they advanc’d in order of battel.. THe 
right wing was commanded by the Mirzas Mj* 
ran Chah and Charoc, accompany’d by feveral 
, great Emirs, as Solyman Chah and others: and 
the vanguard of this wing was led by the Mirza 
^rboubecre. The Sultan Mahmoud, whofe lieu¬ 
tenant was the Emir Gehan Chah, had fh.e com¬ 
mand of the left wing; and his vanguard was 
brought up by the Sultan Huftpin. The main 
body was commanded by Timur,himfelf, wh.0 
had before him a rank of bulky elephants, which 
had been taken in India, pcjiup’d and capari- 
■'fon’d in the moft magnificent manner. They 
ferv’d as a rampart to this body of the army; for 
tfte towers on tHeir backs Ve r e fih’4 with archers 
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and flingers of wild-fire : apd thefe animals had ChaftzflK 
drawn in their fnouts like ferpents, When the 
army was rang’d in cyder of battel, a Toman 
of the heft horfe oftfae^army was order’d 1 to poft 
themfelves on an eminence on the right, fide 
of the field of battel, and to keep their, ground, 
them, when the Syrians fhou’d be put to the, 
rout, and .fly. 

The Syrian army was likewife rang’d, in or¬ 
der : it was compos’d of a right and left wing,, 
and amainfbodyu and advanc’d with its enfigns 
difplay’d- The kettle-drums and trumpets. were 
the fignal to begin, and both partys. made the 
great' cry of Allah Ecber *. The battel began * Go<J '* 
by the skirmilhers, who rufh’d furioufly out of ^® rea * 
their iquadrons into, the naidft of the enemys, 
and who after fome brave a&ion, as either the 
(laughter of fome noted, perform or the taking a 
prifoner from the raidftof the oppofite batailion, 
return’d) glorious tp. their poft. Our right wing 
immediately fell upon tb$ enemy’s left with fa 
much vigor, that it was routed, thro the valor 
of the Mirza Abottbecre, who enterd the field 
of battel like a Uon, and forc’d many of the ene¬ 
my to fling away their arms, and abandon their 
enfigns; while others were flain, and the ground 
(bon cover’d with helmets, head-pieces, and 
fibres, mix’d proroifeuoufly among the dead car- 
caffes. Our left wing likewife defeated the Sy¬ 
rians right, and entirely difpers’d ’em, fome 
crying out for quarter, and others faving them¬ 
felves by flight. Our main-body did not in the 
. leaft yield to the other ; and the elephants enter’d 
into the mid ft, and with their trunks tofs’d fome 
np into the air, and trampled others under their 
feet, no one being able to ftop them. 

Chadodn 'and Temourtach having feen the 
grange manner of our foldiers fighting, quitted 
4 ' ■ theiy 
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their former fiercenefs : they trembled at the 
fight of the dreadful (laughter which was made 
in fo’fhort a time ; and feeing no other remedy, 
they fled, and enter’d the city by the gate of. 
Mancoufa. The foldiers, perceiving their gene¬ 
rals meafures, likewife fled and difpers’d them-, 
felves: the major part took the road of Damafcusf 
and were purfu’d by our men, who flew a great 
number, taking their arms and horfes from ’em ; 
fo that out of this prodigious number of Syrians 
there efcap’d but one horfeman, who fled to 
Damafcus to carry the news of the defeat, 
v After the rout of this army, part of ’em en¬ 
ter’d the city. The diforder was fo great in 
the chief ftreet of Aleppo, and the gates fo 
crouded, that one cou’d hardly pafs. Here was 
the greatefl: (laughter ever mention’d ; for to 
avoid the fury of the fword, they flung them- 
felves upon one another into the ditches, which 
were foon fill’d w ith men and horfes. On the 
other hand, our men with a (ingle pike often run 
three or four of the enemy thro at a time, in 
the throng at the gate; fo that the dead bodys 
were pil’d upon one another to the very plinth of 
the walls'; and at length a paflage was made 
over the ditch upon thofe bodys, level with 
the draw-bridge. There one might fee the hor¬ 
fes and their riders mix’d promifeuoufly together, 
and cover’d w ith blood and dirt; fome pierc’d 
with arrows, and others with their brains dafh’d 
out; one with a coat of mail, his head bending 
beneath the blow of a war-club } another falling 
without his head, with his fword faft clafp’d in 
hand. 

During this horrible (laughter, a body of the 
•army was fent to pillage the Syrians camp. 
Wherein they found the governor’s pavilion, with 
his tents, furniture, arms, and feveral beautiful 
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horfes richly hamefs’d. Each of the foldiers took Chap.-n. 
his ihare of the fpoils, of which there were 
great abundance. At length all the army 
march’d with fo much vigor to the general af- 
fault, that they enter’d the city the fame day, 
which was the i ith of Rabiulevel 803. Timur Nov. it.' 
permitted ’em to pillage the city of Aleppo; t4°o. 
and they fpar’d neither, the markets nor any 
of the houfes: they carry’d away the women 
and children, the horfes, mules, and all the 
cattel; befides a prodigious quantity of gold 
and filver, arms, curious furniture, precious 
ftoncs, pearls, veflels of gold, the women’s rich 
habits and ornaments. All thefe were taken by 
the foldiers, who render’d no account of ’em to 
any one. 


CHAP. XXI. 

The cajlle of Aleppo attack'd and taken. 

C H A D O U N and Temourtach, not ima¬ 
gining themfelves fecure in the city, en¬ 
ter’d the caftle; which was a fortrefs upon the 
ridge of a high fteep rock ', furrounded with 
a ditch thirty cubits wide, and fo deep 
that there is a fufficient quantity of water 
to carry a boat \ From the fur face of the 
water to the bottom of the walls of the caftle* 
which is the fhelving of the mountain, is about

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BooIrV. a hundred cubits*; and it is fofmooth andfteep, 
that ’tis impoffibie to afcend it on foot, becaufe 
this (helving is cover’d with . free-ftone and flat 
polifh’d bricks. The ftrength of this place 
render’d thefe two governors infolent; they 
undertook to make a vigorous defence, refol¬ 
ding to die rather than furrender: they made 
great crys in token of thein refolution; and-ran 
upon the walls and towers, to give orders to 
the garifon.. They caus’d the great and little 
kettle-drums to be beat, and in good earneft 
began to iofiilt the befiegers : they call: a great 
quantity of wild-fire,’ and pots fill’d with ful- 
phur, which in their elfe&s refembled- a thun¬ 
derbolt ; as likewfe ftoheiand arrows: by which 
they let us know that they were in a -condition 
to defend themfelves. 

- Ttmur-havkigenter’d -thc-city-as a conqueror, 
encamp’d over-againft the caftle, ordering his 
troops to rkiige themfelves* reimd about the 
ditch; for the out-parts confided only of a (in¬ 
gle key*unguarded: then there were not-hihg to 
be feen but fhowers of arrows, which the befife- 
gers' inceflantly difeharg’d with fo much vigor, 
that none of the befieg’d dar*d to get upon the 
walls. In the mean while the fappers went 
down into-thwditch, and favor’d by the archers, 
crofs’d' the-water upon floats*, and being come 
to the other fide, they began to work upon the 
bottom of the mountain, and to fhake the ftones 
of the walls : but the'befieg’d having-perceiv'd 
their defign, five of their braveft men went out 
by the great gate, and being refolv’d either to 
lofe their lives or fucceed in the defign, they 
ty’d a" cord to their wafte, the end of which. 
others held from the top of the walls, that fliey 
might defoend and ge* up.flgain, notwich&wd- 
ing the fteepnefs of the fhelving, without fear 
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of falling. Th'efe five men accordingly went Chap. 2r , 
down, and ran fword in hand upon the Cappers; 
but the Tartars, who had orders to back the Cap¬ 
pers, fally’d out of their tents, And flew ’em 
with their arrows. The befieg’d on this were 
afraid, and drew up again the five dead bodys 
with the cords. From that time no one dar’d 
fo much as took thro the loop-holes of the walls, 
fo far were they from making faliys. Then 
Timur, whofe advantages were confider’d ra r 
ther as the fcourge of God, than as an effeQ of 
human power, /ent by an ambaffador the follow¬ 
ing letter to the befieg’d, who now began to 
conclude that obftinately refitting him wou’d 
in the end produce repentance: “ The Almigh- 
“ ty having reduc’d under my command the 
“ gteateft part of the kingdoms of Alia,; my 
“ 4 «nyf can’t be ftop’d either by walls or for- 
“trefles : the great number of foldiers or arms 
“ are not able to oppofe the juft effe&sof my 
“ wrath, nor ward off the deadly blows of my 
“ vengeance. I believe the beft way you can 
“ now take, is to have pity onydur own lives; 

“ otherwife youll be tne murderers of your 
“ felves, your Wives and children, and mutt 
“ anfwfer for the crime of having fhed their 
“ blood.” 

— The befieg’d feeing no other refuge, were 
conftrain’d to give way to force. Ghadoun 
and Temourtach took the keys of the cattle, 
treafurys, and magazines; and.being accompa- 
• ny’d by the Cherifs, Cadis, Imams and nobles of 
-the-country, open’d, .the gat^nd jn an hum¬ 
ble manner came to call themfelves at Timur’s 
feet. Ghadoun, Temourtach, and other chiefs, 
with a tHoufand foldiers, were fhar’d among the 
Tomans, and put in irons. Soldiers were fent 
to the cattle. Who brake down the battlements

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Boot V. of the wall- Timur fent in embaft'y to Grand- 
Cairo, to the fon of Barcoc, Efl'en Bougai Da- 
vatdar, whom they had feiz’d in the caftle, with 
advice that he had laid Chadoun and Temour- 
tach in irons, by way of reprifal for Atilmich, 
and that he wou d not fet ’em at liberty, till hq 
fhou’d come back to him ; that he muft fend 
Atilmich immediately, if he was willing to 
preferve the lives and libertys of thefe two go¬ 
vernors/ and pf all the other flaves he had de¬ 
tain’d. Timur fix’d the . place where Eflen Bou¬ 
gai was to meet him at his return: then he 
went to the caftle of Aleppo,, to take the diver- 
fion of a very beautiful profpedt, and alfo to 
view the fituation of the city and country,- and 
he ftaid there two 1 days. He order’d the Emir 
Gehan' Chah to -guard the gate of the caftle 
and the riches within it, w hich confifted of the 
treafures which feveral kings had amafs’d there, 
and an infinite number of jewels and furniture 
which the citizens had carry’d into it to pre¬ 
ferve ’em from pillage. The w-hole amounted 
to immenfe futlis, part of which he diftributed 
among the Emirs and foldiers. He afterwards 
left the baggage and' cumberfom things belong¬ 
ing to the army, with his treafure, in the caftle 
of Aleppo: and he nam’d eight corlfiderable 
Emirs for governors of this ftrong place, and as 
guardians of the treafures he left there. Then, 
after fifteen 5 days refidence at Aleppo, he be¬ 
gan his march,, to continue his conquefts in the 
reft of Syria. CHAP.

W H EN Timur lay encamp’d without the 
city of Aleppo, he fent the Mirzas Pif 
Mehemed and Aboubecre, with thd Emirs Soly-*- 
man Chah, Sevindgic and others, as fcoiits, 
towards Hama 4 . Thefe lords foon madethem- 
felves mafters of the lower town; but they cou’d 
not take the caftle, becaufe it was exceeding 


Arabian htftory of M. Vatier) There have lately been (lain fome 
of our men, and fome of yours; which of the two are mar¬ 
tyrs? Thisqueftion, faid Arab Chah, was formerly propos’d to 
Mahomet by an Arabian peafant ; and i’ll return the fame an- 
fwer as he aid. Timur demanded what anfwer he gave. The 
peafant, anfwer’d Arab Chah, (aid toiMahomet, Lord, apoftle 
of God, fome fight thro (hame, others thro valor, others thro 
a zeal for religion : who is the martyr ? *He who fights for re¬ 
ligion, anfwer’d Mahomet, and for the honor and advantage of 
the word of God. Very well, fays Timur, you cou’d not have 
given a better-anfwer: and then he related to ’em all his vi&o. 
rys. I have one foot, fays he, in the grave ; -tftlt yet I have 
employ’d my life to a good purpofe ; for I have conquer’d, &c. 
Arab Chah then faid. In gratitude for the favors you have re¬ 
ceiv’d from heaven, pardon thefe men of learning, I never 
pur anyone to death, anfwer’d Timur, purpofely ; you are the 
caufe of your own ideaths ; but thro God I gram you quarter. 
Then every one had liberty of ("peaking, and endeavor’d to an¬ 
fwer ftrfi, as in the. college, . 

When Timur, fays the Arabian,"defigriM harm to any one, 
he did it without delay; but when godd, he remitted the execu¬ 
tion of it to another.

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Book V. flrong. After the affair of Aleppo was finifh f d 
to Timur’s fatisfaftion, he went to Hama, and 
in his way took three or four caftles. At the 
arrival of the great imperial ftandard before 
Hama, thofe who were in the caftle, feeing this 
innumerable multitude of troops from the top of 
their walls, imagin’d it wou’d be beft for ’em ’ 
to go out immediately with what prefents they 
had, to offer the keys of the place, and fubmk 
to Timur. They accordingly did fo, and ad- 
dreffing themfelves to the Mirzas who were 
come before as fcouts, they befought ’em to 
intercede" and obtain quarter for ’em. The 
Mirzas promis’d ’em this favor, and quarter 
was granted ’em ; but their fpoils were given 
to thefe fcouts. Timur flaid twenty days 
at Hama, for the refrefhment of his troopTarid 
horfes; during which time he had apartments 
built for himfelf, the Mirzas, and principal 
Emirs of his court, and a magnificent Divan- 
Cane, where the councils of the ftate were held: 
fo that this place in lefs than two or three weeks 
became a fecond city. 

In the mean while the Emirs made another at¬ 
tempt, to perfuade the emperor to flay at this 
place, reprefenting, that for two years paft the 
troops had been either on the march, or em¬ 
ploy’d in a battel; that the enemy had a great 
number of cavalry, whofe horfes were frefh and 
not fatigu’d, and being in their 1 own country, 
had vaft advantages over us; and that if his ma- 
jefty approv’d of it, they wou’d go and repofe 
themfelves on the fea-fhore at Tripoli in Syria, 
where they wou’d take up their winter-quarters; 
fo that the horfes might have fome reft? after 
their fatigues, and at the beginning qf the 
fpring they might march with vigor to extermi¬ 
nate the enemy. Timur wou’d nop hearken to 

their 
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their reafons, tho they were plaufible; but an-Chap, 2 a. 
fwer’d, that they ought to make difpatch, that 
the enemy might have no tjme to Recover them- 
felves. WhereQpon he order’d em-ro take horfe, 
and march towards Emefl'a s ... One oi our 
great Emirs went thither firil as a fcout; and 
had the good nature tQ advife the; inhabitants, 
telling ’em that their refiftence W 0 u ? d ferve 
only to ruin’em, and it wou r 4 be pity fo many 
(hou’d be deftroy’d ; that , if they wou’dgomeetf 
the emperor, and fubmit to him, he wou’d an-' 
fwer for the fuccefs, and their lives and even 
their effects ihou’d be fpar’d. Thefe words, 
which on one hand caus’d fear, and ;on the b- 
ther hope, in the people of Emefl'a, made an, 
impreflion upon’em; fo that the principal men 
of the city took up a refolution to obey Timur : 
they came out loaded with preferits, and ran to 
meet him; they call themfelves 1 at his feet, 
killing the earth, which they-cover’d with gold 
and precious ftones: they prefented him with the 
keys of the town; upon which .Timur had the 
goodnefs to prohibit any one’s infulting ’erfl 
either in their perfons or goods.‘ He gave ’em 
for . their governor Ali Ecber, whom he order’d 
to have a Angular regard to’em, arid to be 
their prote&or on all occafions.

T -I I£_U.]^.dgcaqJi>^l. from Emeffa ; and 
continuing his rpad towards Balbec, he 
march’d a day’s, journy," and encamp’d near a 
faif-p^.V from w^nce he feut out a body of the 
aftt^y to make jnpoads towards Seid and Barut, 
and to„pinage ; the iyout^try aiongdflp fhore of the 
Sdedicerranean. .When the imperial ftandard 
■yi^s arriv’d at B»lbec, all the $rfa][\ admir’d the 
feWT °f the walls of 'this town; ,*hq ftones are . 
qtarFfodig-ioflS fize, and jtheretone at the, 
ppr^er of the ca,dfe* which looks towards the 
gardens, twenty-eight cubits long,;fixteep broad,, 
apd-feyen, high.. This town.is very famous,, as 
wel? for the beauty,of the wfllSj as for the. 
height of its-puddings j and ,it’s, believ’d to 
have been built by Solomon’s order, by daemons 
and-genii, over whom he had an absolute com¬ 
mand. Kotwitbftanding thefe advantages, it 
was reduc’d by our troops as. foon, as ever they. 
appear’d before it. :r There were in it fo great 
a quantity of fruits, pulfe, and goods, that 
our fbldiers were furnifh’d with all manner of 
neceffarys for. a long time. Then Timur order’d 
the Emirs Cheik Noureddin, Chamelik, Se- 
vindgic, and others, to advance towards Damas¬ 
cus at the head of thirty thoufand horfe. 


CHAP. 
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CHAP, XXIV. 

Timur marches to Darnafcus y capital of SyriA. 

T HEY ftaid noticing at Bilbec, becaafe it 
was jfituated near aanountain, which retr- 
der’d the aifi exceeding cold ; and it beingithe 
beginning cf r winter, there, fell abundance of 
fnow and rain. 

The :3d,qf Jumaziulevel, the fun being in the J an - 3 * 
fixth degree of- Capricorn, Timur departed from I4 °°' 
Balbec; and af(£r haring marched a day’s jouray, 
he halted, to vifitthe tomb of the prophet Noah, 
whofe bleffings having be fought, he fet out for the 
conqueft qf Damafcus. The febdy of the army, 
which had been fent out to make inroads to¬ 
wards. Stid and Barut, return’d, after-having 
ravag’d ail the maritim country of Syria ; and 
join’d the imperial camp, .loaded with the fpoils 
of that. country. As Syria was at that time 
under the dominion of the Sultans of Egypt, 
the Syrians were contiually fending couriers, to 
carry the hews of our army’s march, to Farr 
rudge Fon ®£ Barcoc, their king; whom they 
continu’d toiprefsfo afliduonfly to come to op- 
pofe Timur, that at their perfualion he rais’d an 
army, which he equip’d with great expence and 
magnificence, and above all, the cavalry, which 
was the heft in the world. In this condi¬ 
tion he took tire road to Damafcus ; which he 
was no fooner enter’d, than he us’d all his pre¬ 
cautions to examine the fortifications, tepoft 
guards and centinels everywhere, to'pot the 
walls in good order, and to augment the en¬ 
trenchments as well of the city as of the caftle.

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Booklll. In fine, he took all needful precautions: and 
ufin g-policy with ftrengthj he lent to Timur, in 
quality of ambaffador, an eloquent and perfect 
villain, who the brettet? to eoHr 3 is intentions 
took the habit of a poor religious.^ He order’d 
him for his companions two young ailaflins, to 
each of whom he gave a poifon’d dagger, with 
orders to ufe their endeavours to murder~Ti* 
mur during the audience of the ambaffador. At 
Timur’s. arrival near Damafcus,;thefe. villains 
join’d the court, and came to the foot of the 
imperial throne to pay their compliments : they 
had feveral times the honor to approach his 
jnajefty, aud very favorable opportunitys to 
execute their defigus: but the Almighty, who 
was always Timur’s ‘guardian *and prote&or, 
Wou’d not fuller ’em ever to come to perflpction. 
Coja Mafaoud Semnani, one of the great fecre- 
tarys of the council, imagin’d by the proceed¬ 
ings of thefe raih fellows that they had fome 
evil intention : wherefore he communicated his 
thoughts to fome v whg related ’em to the em¬ 
peror, who order’d ’em t|b be fearch’d ; and they 
found in their boots poifon’d daggers. The 
chief of the villains perceiving himfelf and 
his companions difeover’d, declar’d the truth, 
and the refolution they had taken to affaffinate 
Timur. The emperor return’d thanks to his 
fovereign protector; and faid, “ It is not the 
“ maxim of kings to murder ambafedors; yet it 
“ wou’d be a crime to fuller this cafcal, or his 
, “ comrades, to live, who tho clofh’d in the ha- 

“ bit ofareiigious,is a monfter of corruption and 
* c perfidy.” Then he order’d, that according to 
the paffage which tells us that treafon falls upon 
the head of the traitor, he ftiou’d be flain with 
the fame dagger with which he wou’d have com¬ 
mitted

nvitted this abominable adion, and his infa- Chap.24. 
mous carcafe to be burnt for an example to 
others. His two alfafliqs had their nofe and 
ears cut off; but were not put to death, becaufe 
Timur wou’d fend ’em back with a letter to the 
Sultan of Egypt. 

Timur took horfe,- and having fix’d his troops - 
in .good order, march’d towards Damafcus, 
near which he encamp’d' at the foot of a hill 
near Cobbei Seiar: a trench was dug for precau¬ 
tion round the arpiy, andfortify’d with bucklers 
andpallifados. Then Timur afcended the hill to 
examine the fituation of Damafcus and its out- , 
parts. He fent fcouts to skirmifh with the ene¬ 
my, and to. keep ’em in play : the Emirs Sevind- 
gic, Sainte Maure, and others, advanc’d, and 
were back’d jzty the Seid Cojaof the right wing, 
and the Mir^a Rouftem of the left, at the noife 
of kettle-drums, hautboys and flutes, mix’d 
with the foldiers crys. By next morning they 
attack’d the enemy’s fcouts, whom they put to 
flight, after having flain feveral, and taken 
others prifoners. Then Timur, to revenge 
himfelf for . the fcandalous aftion of the 
Sultan of Egypt, order’d Chadoun and the 
cither prifoners brought from Aleppo, to be put' 
to death. 

The fame night there haippeh’d an affair as 
ridiculous as extraordinary. The Mirza Sultan 
Hulfein, after a debauch, was excited by fome 
feditious Perfians to revolt againft: the emperor 
his grandfather; and he accordingly went to the 
city of Damafcus, and lifted himfelf into the Sy¬ 
rian fervice : which adventure gave the Syrians a 
great deal of.fatisfaftion, imagining it wou’d 
produce to ’em confiderable advantages. They 
conducted the prince into the city with a great 
M 4 deal 
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Boak V. deal of -pomp and ceremony. e . Earrudge, ima¬ 
gining the union with this prince wou’d deliver 
him from all troubles, and caufe a calm after» 
the ftorm was over, treated him with all poffiblei 
refpeft. The officers' of this Mirza,. .Adouc, 
and Huflein fon of Barat Coja, gave advice, of 
what had pafs’d tothe Emir Chamelik, who in¬ 
form’d thd emperor thereof. At break of day 
they decamp’d, and after a league’s march to-* 
wards the fouth-fide o'fDamafcus, which looks' 
upon the country cf Canaan, Egypt, and the 
defart of Arabia, thej encamp’d again, and 
built a wall about the height of a man . round* 
the c 4 mp, and dug a trench round the wall. The 
fcouts went out to ravage the country in the 
neigborhood of Damafcus: and Timur plac’d 
both infantry and cavalry round the .walls of the 
camp tbguard them.in the night. ; 

Two days after Timur fent Padi Chah Baou- 
ram ambaffador to the Sultan of Egypt, with 
the following letter. v “ You are not ignorant 
of the effeds which circumfpedion and ex- 
“ afinefs produce ; and know' that emulation and 
“•- jealoufy, mix’d with ambition,, are the mo* 
five's which oblige conquerors to raife. arrays, 
“ undertake the' mod dangerous wars, and 
“ make themfelves mailers of countrys and king- 
“ doms ; and that by this means they preferve 
H tile honor of their crown, and acquire eternal 
“ fame.' All this great noife of the world is not 
** fo_nfmch to heap up riches, as to acquire ho- 
“ nor ; for half a loaf every day is fufficient for

“ and delay’d an affair of focL cbdfequence^ 

This hath oblig’d us to.make war in your 
“ country, whfehwill bring ruin and defolation 
“ upon your fubjefts. If rocks- cou’d fpeik, 
lt i th&y woo’d'tell" you that this aftion of yours 
“ porcdndsno good to you. Yet, notwithftand- 
“> ing your anreafonable proceedings, if you/lf* 

“ caufe the mprty to be coin’d, and the public 
“ prayers to be read in our name, that fhall ftop 
“ our fury. This you ought to daj .if you hive 
“ any compjfftod for your feif tor febjefts.- 
“ Our foldliers are Like roaring lions, which 
“ want their prey ; they feek to.kill their efte- 
“ my, pillage his. effects, take his towns, and 
“ overturn his edifices to the very foundations-

“ and joy; or war, which produces diforder 
“ and defolatiort. I have fet bath before you: it 
a is your part to follow one or other. Confult

The ambaffador having qarry’d this letter, 
they-receiv’d him with very particular honors, 
contrary to their ufual cuftom: at which re¬ 
ception they practis’d all the ceremonys us’d 
towards the moll illuftrious men. And as fire¬ 
works are very often made in this country, they 
aflembled a great many perfons of this trade, 
who pafs’d in review before the ambaffador, to 
fhewt their ftrength and power : but they were 
not ignorant that thefe were no more than atoms 
in comparifon of the court of Timur. After 
they had eudeavor’d to pleafe the ambaffador by 

abun- 
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BcsttkllL’ abundance of civil, treatment, and feveral ho¬ 
nors bellow’d on, him, they fent him back; 
and he was follow’d by feveral lords. of the 
court of the Sultan of Egypt, who came to 
caft themfdves at the foot of the imperial 
throne, and fpoke to Timur in thefe words. 
‘h'Moft excellent and formidable emperor, we' 
"iknow that we appear before your majeftyas 
your meanfift fervants; yet we are full > of 
“ refpe& aud fuhmiifion. We have refalv’d to 
** fend Atilmich to your auguft court within 
‘' five days: and, if aftef that you deign, to 
*i pardon our faults, we’ll omit no occafion of' 
“ giving you marks, of a- perfeft obedience ; 
“ and as far “as depends on the ppwer of the 
“ Sultan, and the, capacity of his fubjefts, thfcy' 
“ fhall endeavor to merit by their fervices the 
good-will of your majefty, and the friend- 
“• fhip of the illuftrious lords and officers of' 
“ your imperial court.” ..The emperor, being 
touch’d with theirdifcourfe, which was color’d 
over with an appearanceof’ fincerity, gave 
’em a kind reception, worthy of his clemency: 
he made ’em prefents of veils, and with very 
obliging expreffions allur’d ’em of the fidcerity 
of his heart; he afterwards fent ’em back very 
well contented and pleas’d with having fucceed- 
ed fo well in their embafify. And this appear¬ 
ance of an acommodation occaffon’d joy to the 
inhabitants of Damafcus.

Timur gives hattei to the Sultan, of Egypt, and 
gains' the viifory, 

A F T E R ten days encampment, an account 
Was takenof the Rate of the army : upon 
which Timur order’d they fhou’d- depart froirf 
thence directly to encamp at Gouta, that'the 
horfes might feed in that delicious place. 1 The 
army had no foorter began this motion, :than 
tlirb their ill-fortune, the inhabitants of this 
ebbhtry imagin’d that this march proceeded from’ 
weaknefs, and that our troops were fled towards 
thfe Levant. They libewife thought that ■fo-nu- 
mfcrous an army cou’d not decamp without fal¬ 
ling-into fome diforder, and that if they laid 
hold on this opportunity tb attack the rear of the 
Tartar army, they cou’d not fait'-of defeating 
’em ? that the furprize wou’d fo embarafs the 
fbltliers, that they muft be cohftrain’d'to dif- 
perfe and fly ; and that this aftion woti’d be’ a 
great honor to ’em in all future ; ages< In this 
hope the whole army of Syria took horffij and 
made a Tally out of I)amafcus : the populace 
join’d with the foldiers, fome having fwotds, 
and others flicks and ftdries in their hands ; and 
as there were prodigious numbers of ’em, 'they 
had the raflinefs tofall on our rear. There came 
fo great a multitude out of the city, that the 
whole plain was cover’d with horfe and foot. 
The cavalry were arm’d with cuirafles, and were 
perfectly well ecjuip’d; the infantry were arm’d 
with bows and arrows, fwords, bucklers and 
axes, prefuming ip victory : and there were ne¬ 
ver

■tf^gether-- —...——--- 

Timur being inform’d of this ridiculous rafh 
action, knew .Uut Fate.Tad r±fblv\d on the Sy¬ 
rians deftru&ion : he implor’d the affiftance of 
God,, and Reflected ferioofly tipdn the cottdttfthe 
ought to ufe in this conjuri&ure, He gave orders 
that the whole army fhou’d face upon the enemy, 
and that , all the cavalry Ihctu’d difmount to«n- 
camp : he caus’d a kind of wall to be rdade 
with the bales of the baggage,. prop’d up witfi 
great ftoiiesj and being thus, entrench’d, they 
eredfced their tents and ftandards. Then Timur 
got upon an eminence with fifty of his favorites, 
and according to cuftom, on his knees addrefs’d 
himfelf to God in prayer : he order’d his crirafs 
and other arms to be brought him, and then he 
took horfe full of confidence, commanding the 
drums to be beat, and the great cry made. In 
the mean while the troops of Our left wing ar¬ 
riv’d ail in good order: anfias the Syrians were 
already very near us, Timur fent inftruftions to 
the Mirzas Miran Chah, Gharoc, and Abou- 
becre, who commanded the right wing, to at¬ 
tack the enemy on one fide; While the Emirs of 
the left wing ftiou’d fall upon ’em on the other. 
In this order they advanc’d agarnft the enemy; 
and gave ’em battel. The Emirs Seyindgic, 
Chamelik, SeidCoja, Sainte Maure, and others, 
as well of the vanguard as of the rear, began 
the fight j being back’d by the main-body. And 
as the two wings .fell furiouilyupon the unfortu¬ 
nate Syrians, there was fa : great a daughter, 
that the whole plain was cover’d with blood. 
After an obftinate battel, victory inclin’d td 
Timur: the Syrians were defeated, and re¬ 
puls’d as far as to the gates of Damafcus, having 
above half their foldiers fljfin, and a great pkit 

difpers’d j 
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difpers’d; but this, part was afterwards over- Chapas 
talien by the Tartars, who flew yaft numbers of W''"-'' 
’em. There were nqthing to be feen but heaps 
of dead bodys, and rivulets of blood, armor, 
ai*d Standards, mi x’d together. Scarce any efcap’d 
the fury of oijr foldiers, except thofe who en¬ 
ter’d. the city. This fignal victory was gain’d: 
the. tpth of Jumaziulevef8oi, which anfwers to. Jan. 19. 
the year of the Crocodile. During the heat of I 4°°- 
the battel, the Mirz,a Sultan Huflein, who com-, 
maoded the Syrians left wing, was fent againft 
the Mir?as Miran.Cjiah andCharoe; but Topalic 
Contchiu, an oflicer of the Mirza Gharoc, fed 
upon him, and having feiz’d his horfe’s bridle* 
brought him to his matter, who gave- advice of 
it to Timur. His majefty being incens’d, gavei 
orders that Huflein ihou’d be put in prifon, and 
loaded witbqhains,as a punilhment for his action: 
but, he was flrortly after fet at liberty* thro the 
interceffion 0 f the Mina, Charge, yet not till 
they had given him tho.baftinado, as order’d by 
the law of Yafae., This Was not fo much a po- 
nifhtnent to him, as the Cbame and' continual re¬ 
proaches he receiv’d from the whole court: and 
he. was never permitted to enter the emperor’a 
ball.

It is re¬ 
markable, that from one end of the right wing 
to the extremity of the left, the Tartar army 
’ took up between three and four leagues of ground. 
Then having their elephants at their head, the 
army got upon , a rifing-ground, from whence 
there was a profpecS of the city, that the enemy 
might fee their power, and be difhearten’d. By 
this means all the inhabitants of the country, as 
well foldiers as others, were fatisfy’d of the mul¬ 
titude of this army, of which before they had 
had but an-imperfeft knowledge. All the ca¬ 
valry being upon this hill, .the drum was beat, 
and the whole army made the ufual great cry : 
and then they advanc’d nearer the city, to en¬ 
camp on the bank of a deep rivulet, which ferv’d 
inftead of a trench ; and with their great and lit¬ 
tle bucklers they made a fort of rampart round 
the camp* After thefe precautions, both the 
cavalry and infantry - crofs’d the rivulet; and; 
the army; according to cuftom, . ring’d tfaem- 
felves in order of battel is fight of the enemy. 
There was a vafi; number of Syrians, but the 
difadvantages they had' had the preceding day 
had fo difcourag’d ’em, that they dar’d not ad¬ 
vance. The Sultan of Egypt held a council with 
his great Emirs, as Norpuz Hafezi, Yaeh Bee, 
Chadountaz, Cheiki -Hajeki, and others, upon 
what they fhou’d do in this conjuncture. Some, 
who were attach’d to the inhabitants intereft 1 
more than to the Sultan’s, faid, that tho they 
had receiv’d a great fhock, the city and walls 
were entire ; that them yet remain’d a vaft num¬ 
ber of foldiers, who were difpos’d to fight ; that 
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the beft way wou’d be to make a fecond Tally, Chap.i 
and afterwards to defend the city and fortrefs. 

The others who had greater experience, and 
were more attach’d to the Sultan’s intereft, were 
of another mind : they thought that men of fenfe 
fhou’d not be prepoffefs’d with chimeras; that 
when the Tartars were diforder’d by a decamp¬ 
ment^ without precaution, or being upon their 
guard, and not in the leaft expecting a battel, 
the Syrians with their great numbers,, and in 
good order, went to furprize ’em, and attack 
their rear, with all poflible diligence and arti¬ 
fice ; yet every one knows what the fuccefs was : 
from'whence they concluded, that the beft reme*- 
dy woo’d be for them to take the road of Egypt 
in the night, under favor of the darknefs, accor¬ 
ding to the proverb, which tells us. That he who 
gains his life, gains all ; that in the town and 
caftle 'there were a great number of foldiers, as 
well as inhabitants,' who were capable'of defend¬ 
ing themfelves, and wou’d ufe all their efforts to 
preferve their lives, their wives andfamilys; that 
if fortune favor’d ’em, and they far’d the-city, 
the king wou’d always continue matter of it; bot 
oii the contrary, if the Tartars took it, and burnt 
and deftroy’d everything, the king and court at 
leaft wou’d be fecur’d from the public- defla¬ 
tion. 

The whole Egyptian council was of this opi¬ 
nion ; upon which Farrudge fent an ambaflador 
With prefents to Timur, and a letter in thefe 
terms. “ The affair which happen’d yefterday 

was a popular fedition, in which we had no 
,c hand t a number of ignorant young fellows of 
“ the'common fort, had the rafhnefs to fally oat 
** of the city, and receiv’d the punifhment they 
“ merited. For our part, we have no other der 
“ fign than to keep our words, as wepromis’d bet* 

“ fore : 
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Boot V. “ fore : and; if yOurhighnefs is willing to grant 
“ a ceffation of arms for this day only, to rnor- 
“ row we will execute whatever you fhall or- 
“ der, and endeavor to repair the fault com- 
“ roitted againfl: our will, and obtain pardon 
“ for it.” 

The ambaflador acquitted himfelf of his in- 
ftruftions : and after he had made kno wn to the 
emperor the fubject of his coming, he order’d 
the army, to return, and encamp a fecond time. 

When night was come, the Sultan of Egypt 
took horfe, accompany’d by the principal lords 
of his court; and having difpos’d every thing 
in a proper order for* his departure, he went out 
of Daraafcus at midnight, and took the road to 
Grand-Cairo. A Tartar deferter nam’d Thac- 
roac, .came with expedition to find the Mirza 
Charoc, to whom he gayt> an account of all that 
had pafs’d. This Mirza tan to inform Timur of 
it, carrying Thacmac with him. He order’d 
that the troops of the right wing, under the 
command of the Mirza Aboubecre, fhou’d in¬ 
vert the city on one fide, apd thofe of the left 
wing, commanded by the Emir Gehan Chah,on 
the other, that no one might get out. At the 
fame time Timur fent fome of the moft famous 
Emirs of:his army, with a great body of cavalry, 
in purfuit of the Sultan. Thefe brave men 
march’d with fo much diligence, that they over¬ 
took him.;: they flew feveral of his men, and 
oblig’d the others to abandon their horfes, mules, 

• camels, and all their equipage, to fave their lives ; 
fo that the ways were cover’d with goods which 
they had cart away to fly the better. Qa break 
of day, Timur took hdrfe, and order’d the 
fuburbs of Damafcus to be pillag’d. Next day, 
Jan. 23. t j ie qf Jumaziulevel;, after fun-rifing,. the 
w^ole army were commanded to march in <>rder 

' of 
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of battel; and after having pafs’d the gardensChap.ztf. 
and fuburbs, to inveft the city. This order was 1/YNi 
exaftly executed; and Timur went tododge in 
the palace of Cafrablac, (ituate dver-againft the 
fortrefs, and built bv Malek Ezzaher, formerly 
Sultan of Egypt. The Mirzas, Emirs, and fol- 
diers took uptheir quarters in the fuburbs; where 
they found a great quantity of furniture, arms, 
fluffs, and all lorts of merchandize. 

Timur, who never omitted any opportunity 
of paying his devotion, Vifited the tombs of 
Oumme Selma and Oumme Habiba, two of the 
wives of Mahomet; and afterwards that of 
fielalhabachi, whofe interceflion he implor’d : 
and then he return’d to his camp. As foon as 
the inhabitants of Damafcus faw themfelves be- 
fleg’d inform, they were fo feiz’d with fear, that 
all the Cherifs, the Cadis *, Imams, doctors, 
and other lawyers of the city, open’d the gates 
themfelves, and with an entire lubmiflion went 
out, and carrying with ’em prefents, caft them¬ 
felves at the foot of the imperial throne. They 
reprefented their mifery, and the great difplea- 
fure they had at what was pafs’d i and they be- 
fought the emperor to have pity ort the hlufful-

The chief of this deputation was the Cadi Veliddin, fon of 
Cbeldotin, who very much pleas’d Timut in his difcotmas with 
him t thi* prince made him, and the others who were with 
him, dine at his own table. And as Veliddin bad travel’d into 
Africa, Timur was deilrous of bearing him difcourfe concern¬ 
ing the kings of that country; for Timur was well vers’d lit 
the hiftorys of princes and (fates, and was not ignorant of 
what paft’d either in the call or weft. 

Timur gave robes of honor to thefe lawyers, and fent ’em 
away contented. 

He efteems him who comes to fee him, according to the 
value of his prtftnts, and ptefettdy after give* him up as* prey 
to death. 

Vo i. II. N roans,’ 
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Book V.'-fcans, and only grant ’em quarter for themfelves, 
and for their familys. They made fevefal 
prefents to the officers ; and after haying fub- 
mitted to pay the tribute for ranfoming their 
Hvefe, they return’d home* Timur gave a com- 
miffiori to the Emirs for receiving the tax, and 
fent ’em into the city. Thefe Emirs were Cheik 
Noureddin, Chamelik, and Allahdad, accompa- 
ny’d by the comptrollers Coja Mafaoud Semnaai, 
and Gelaleliflam, who enter’d into Damafcits, 
and according to cuftom wall’d up feven gates 
of the city, leaving open only the gate of El-< 
feradis, without which they kept their office. 
The receivers having drawn from the' city the : 
fums agreed upon, brought ’em to the Emirs 5 . 
The friday following the CoUtbe, or prayer for 
the king, was read in the famous mofque of the 
Ommiades Califs, in the name and titles of tbtf 
auguft emperor Timur. 


CHAP. XXVII. 

Takiafr of the cafikt of EfantAfcus. 

T H O the condition of the city was as bad 
as we have reprefented ; yet Yetdar Cou- 
tual, governor of the caftle, confiding in the 
ftrength of this place, which was' one'of the 
riioft noted fortrefl'es in the world, * refojv’d to 
defend himfelf. Its walls were of great pieces 
of rock, very high and regularly built. It had ; 
round it a ditch of about twenty cubits ,* and

the 
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the place was fupply’d with all forts of ammuni- Chap.a7 4 
tion. The garifon began firft to caft ftones out l/YVJ 
of their machines, as alfo arrows, and pots full 
of naphtha and wild-fire, to hinder our approach. 
Nevertheless orders were given to all the. gene¬ 
rals, of Tomans and Hezares to advance towards 
the caftle, and befiege it inform. . The neceffary 
preparations were made, and the battering-rams 
a^d roachuaes to call ftones were got ready; and 
the fpldiers rais’d three platforms of fuch a 
height, that they commanded the caftle.: They 
afterwards entil%ly drain’d the ditch : then the 
Tappers advanc’d to the foot of the wall, and 
began, to work with all imaginable .diligence, 
notwithftandiog the great ftones the befieg’d con¬ 
tinually fhower d on ’em ; which were anfwer’d 
by thofe from the machines ere&ed on the plat¬ 
forms, and which hinder’d the befieg’d appear¬ 
ing fo often in view. From our machines were 
likewife caft pots fill’d with wild-fire like theirs, 
befidesthe arrows which conftantly fell upon the 
place like hail. The fiege being divided among 
the Emirs, every one thook the walls on his fide 
with battering-rams and other machines. 

During thefe tranfa&ions, Timur order’d the 
Mirzas: Miran Chah, and Charoc, and the Emirs 
Solyman Chah, Gehan Chah and others, to go 
and take up their winter-quarters near Canaan, 
that their fijldiers might refrelh themfelves, and 
their horfes .might get feme pafture. The reft 
of the army advanc’d in the fiege with a great 
deal of vigor; they heated, great pieces of the 
rock by putting fire underneath, and calling 
vinegar there; and then with their hammers they . 
broke ’em, and took ’em out of the walls: and 
when the wall and baftions were ready to fall, 
they prop’d ’em up with great flakes left they 
(hou’d fall on a fudden. In this manner they foon 
N 2 finilh’d 
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Book V, finifh’d Tapping the baftion of Tarma, which was 
the largeft of any: and the place which Al- 
toum Bacchi infpefted was fooneft finifh’d- This 
being done, orders were given to fet fire to ’em : 
and at the fame time this high and famous tower 
fell* and made a vaft breach by its fall. The fol- 
diers ran with their bucklers on their heads to 
enter by this breach: but on a fudden another 
part of the wall fell, which rais’d a prodigious 
duft, and crulh’d to death eighty men of the 
troops of Coraffana and Siftan. This misfortune 
ftop’d the ardor of our men, whcflpvou’d advance 
no farther: and the befieg’d laying hold on the 
occafion, clos’d up the breach, and fortify’d 
themfdves behind* Thefe breaches ftruck ter¬ 
ror into ’em; and they had willingly furrender’d, 
if they had not defpair’d of pardon. The other 
props were then order’d to be fet on fire ;, ahd. 
great part of the caftle foon fell. This acciderift' 
entirely taking away all hopes from the befieg’d 1 ; 
Yezdar governor of the place caus’d the gate to’ 
be open’d; and being conftrairi’d to go Out, he 
came full’of grief to deliver up the keys of his 
caftle, and of the treafury and magazines with¬ 
in it. The other fides of - the walls, which had 
been prop’d up with flakes, were not fet on 
fire. 

Timur gave orders that the governor Yezdar 
fhou’d be put to death, becaufe he had waited 
too long before he furrender’d. They found 
in the caftle great quantitys of riches, jewels, 
curious fluffs, and raritys which had been kept 
there for many ages. There was a famous gra¬ 
nary full of corn, being the revenues of the two 
renown’d citys of Mecca and Medina. Timur, 
who was fincere in his religion,, prohibited any 
one from touching ’em : and Herimulc, one of 
the Tavatchis, having taken a hundred Batmans 

of 
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of barly, he was baftinado’d both before and Chap. ^ 7 
behind, and the mpny he had receiv’d for em ' 
takep from him. Timur order’d the iutendauc 
of this iptg&zine to fell him fome corn at the 
price of three Dinars Copeghis for each Batman 
or pound, becaufe the war had render’d pro- 
v vifions extremely dear. This intendant got a 
great fura of mony for the com ; and the whole 
(u^i was diftributed among the officers of the 
above citys, who were fent back to Jerufalem, 
after having receiv’d a great deal of civil treat¬ 
ment from Timur. 

The garifon were made (laves, and diftributed 
among the Mirzas and Emirs; it was moftly 
Compos’d of Circalfians, Mamaiucs, Ethiopian 
(laves, and Zanghebars; all the women, chil¬ 
dren and old men bad the fame fate. The 
tradefmen were feparated from the reft, and 
(har’d among the Emirs, with thofe who had 
b«en taken out of the city, to be coodi>& e 4 to 
Samarcand* Moulana Jumaleddin, and Mou- 
lana Sulleman, two celebrated phyficians, were 
al(o carry’d with ’em. Then Timur went from 
the palace, of Qafrablac to lodge in the houfe of 
Bputecach, one of the great Emirs of, Syria, 
which houfe was the mod charming and,noble 
of any in that country. At the fight of all 
thj$ magnificence, Timur cry’d out, “ Is it not 
“ a (ham? that, in a kingdom of Co large an ex- 
“ tent, where men give cfipmfelves up only to 

pleasures, they fiiou’d build all thefe fine edi- 
** Bees to pleafe their fenfes; ^nd not have the 
“ charity to eredt a fingle maufoleum. of four 
“ walls for the holy wives of Mahomet, who 
fC lie underneath thefe tombs?" Whereupon 
he' immediately order’d that two magnificent 
domes fhou’d be built over the fepuichres of thefe 
noly ladys. The commiffion was given tq the 
N 3 Mirzas 
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Book V. Mirzas Aboubecre and Calil Sultan, and to the 
Emirs Cheik Noureddin, Ali Sultan, and Men- 
gheli Coja, who made the workmen proceed 
with fo much diligence, that the whole was 
finifli’dbn twenty-five days. Thefe two domes 
were *©f white marble* foil of fcnlptures and 
chifel-work. 


As the Syrian mony was of a bafe alloy, Timur, 
caus’d new mony to be coin’d both of gold and 
filver, which was refin’d by thecoppel: there 
were pieces of-a hundred, of fifty, and of ten 
Medicales, which were all honor’d with the 
name and titles of the auguft emperor Timur, 
The mony was fo common among the foldiers, 
that the Divan got about fix hundred thoufartd 
Dinars Gopeghi out of the fingle reryenue for 
mohys. 

Timur commanded the principal fecretarys of 
hate to prepare letters of conqueft, to fend to 
Samarcand, and all the capital' citys of the 
kingdoms of Iran and Toman, which were fub- 
jeft to his empire, with advice of the' reduction 
bf Syria; and to command the governors to make 
public rejoicings forhis victorys. Thefe letters 
were difpatch’d by couriers, who likewife car¬ 


ry’d w ith ’em feveral of thefe new-coin’d pieces 
of gold and iilver, to be diftributed’ among the 
emprefles, the princes of the blood, and chief 
lords of the kingdoms of Iran and Tooran. 

Timur fent Coja Haflanto the Mirzas Miran- 
cha and Charoc, that they might order the 
Emirs Soliman -Chah and Gehan Chah to make 
inroads along the coaft of the Mediterranean, as 
far as the town of Akkia. Thefe Emirs having 
departed according to order, made havock in 
all this country, from whence they brought away 
a great quantity 0 f booty* and return’d to Ca¬ 
naan. 


During 
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During thefc tran&fiions, Timur was attack’d Chap. j 
with a mfteniper, which'proceeded from a flux 
of hulnors’which ’feil upon his back, and turn’d 
into an impoftftume. He was very bad wit hi m 
and one Of the Emirs who attended his perfon, 
nam’d Aratmur, was fent into Canaan, to order 
the princes of die blood and the Emirs to return 
with expedition; but at their arrival the dif- 
tett/per went oflP, and the emperor recover’d. 

Then Timur reflefting upon the hiftory -of Syria, 
affembled his privy-council to communicate his 
fentimentV to ’em. “ I have heard, fays be, 

“ that in the wars which the Merouanian Om- 
“ ifliades Califs wag’d againli the children of 
" Mahomet, and particularly with Ali, his fon- 
" ifl-law, nephew, and lawful heir, where they 
“ exercis’d all the maflaeres and crueltys. they 
“ coil’d invent, the Syrians kept an Intelligence 
“ with’em, encouraging ’em in all thefe-atfomi- 
“ nable a&ions. Nothing Chou’d be more won- 
t( der’d at than this: for how can a mationbe 
“ thought to be of the feft of a prophet, and 
“ be drawn frdfh the abyfs of error and infi- 
“ delity by the light he has.afforded’em, when 
u it becomes fo for the enemy of his family as 
“ to unite with its moft cruel adverfarys, and 
“ fdffer* all forts of cruelty and injuftice to be 
“ us’d towards ’em ? This is what I can’t com- 
“ prehfend. 'We ought not to disbelieve tin’s 
“ tradition : for if it were falfe, fo rigorous a 
“ fenterfee woo’d not have come from the'tri bu- 
“ nal of God’s juftice, in'confequence of which 
u they have fiiffer’d fd cruel a puniflimeiit at this 
u time, notwithftanding all their ftrength and 
“ power.” 

Timur 'having related this piece of hiftory, 

‘with whidb he was perfectly acquainted', they 
explain'd his highnefs’s thoughts among one ano- 
N 4 ther j

BooJcjV. ther ; and the officers of his houfhold were con- 
r ftantly reasoning on it. It was fo infinuated in¬ 

to the minds of the warriors, that on the firft 

March 28. 0 f t h e m 0on 0 f Schaban the troops forcibly en¬ 
ter’d the city without orders, and made a ter¬ 
rible daughter, committing all manner of vio¬ 
lences : they made both men and women flares, 
took from ’em their jewels, and. pillag’d their 
goods, which, confided of an infinite quantity of 
gold, precious ftones, curious merchandizes, 
rich fluffs, and all forts of raritys. They got 
fo much riches, that all the horfes, .mules, and ca¬ 
mels, which they had taken from Sebafle as far 
as Damafcus, were not able to carry ’em away : 
fo the foldiers were oblig’d to fling away a great 
part, and efpecially feveral pieces of gold and 
filver fluffs, and curious belts of Egypt, Cy- 
. prus and Ruffia, which they had pillag’d at the 
beginning of the campain. This circumftance 
I have heard from feveral credible perfons who 
were eye-witnefles of it. 

The'firft floor of thehoufesof Damafpus are 
built of ftone, and the two upper ones of wood ; 
and moft of the cielings and even of the walls of 
’em are var nich'd ; which renders ’em very inflam¬ 
mable : fo that when any place has took fire, the 
judges and governors, notwithftanding all their 
precautions, are not able to flop it ; and it com¬ 
monly burns a great way. This often happens 
in time of peace. 

March 29. The 12th of Schaban, the city took fire by 
an accident ; and every one ftrove in vain to 
quench it: it increas’d fo much, that no place 
was free from the feent oecafion’d by the ebony 
and fandarac, of which the varnilh was com¬ 
pos’d ; and the houfes became exceeding black. 

Timur, whofe regard for religion was un- 
parilld’d, fent the Emir Chamelik to preferve 

the 
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the famous mofque of Ommkdes from the fire: Chap.* 7. 
but tho the root was made of wood cover’d with 
lead, inftead of being vamifh’d, God made his 
wrath appear againft thefe people ; for not- 
withftanding the foldiers endtavorsfo quench it, 
they cou’d not hinder the eaftern Minaret of this 
mofque’s being reduc’d to afytes, tho it was 
built of ftone: whereas the Minaret of Arous, 
otherwife nam’d Mounar Beiza, remain’d fafe t 
on which the Mufliilmans believe, that the Idrd 
Mefiiah Jefus, on whom, as on our prophet, may 
blcffings and falvation be (hower’d, will defeen d 
from heaven, when he lhall come to judg both 
the living and the dead. And what was moil 
miraculous is, that this latter Minaret, tho 
built of wood, and plafter’d over with lime on 
the out-fide, remain’d intire, while all Damaf- 
cus was burnt down, and the immenfe riches 
within if pillag’d and fack’d, as well as the reft 
of Syria. - 

Then Timur took up a refolution to return 
back ; and to give the inhabitants of Syria fome 
marks of his clemency, after having made ’em 
feel the effe&s of his wrath, he order’d that all 
the (laves of Damafcus and the reft of Syria, 
men, women and children, (hou’d be fet at li¬ 
berty. Gelaleliflam had the commiffion for 
executing this order, and conducing all the 
(laves to the city of Damafcus ; which was ex¬ 
actly obferv ? d.

CHAP. XXVIII. 

Timur returns out of Syria. 

T H E ■ fourth ofSchaban 803, which anfwers 
to the beginning of the year of the Ser¬ 
pent, the fun entring Ariesj Timur decamp’d 
from Coubaibat, and march’d to Gouta, where 
he encamp’d. He there caus’d two orders to be 
drawn up; the one to the Mirza Mehemfit Sul¬ 
tan, to leave the government of the frontiers of 
Mogoliftan, to the Emirs Codadad Hufl'eini, 
Birdi Bei, Sarbouga, and others, and to come 
forthwith to the foot of the throne,'to receive 
the crown and inveftiture of the empire of Hu- 
lacou Can, which was granted him'in confide- 
ration of his merits and fervices. The fecond 
order was, that the auguft emprefs Touman Aga, 
and the young princes his children, fhou’d come 
to meet the emperor. Thefe two orders were 
feal’d, and fent by Dan6 Coja. 

Timur being departed from Gouta, pafs’d by 
Caraoun Bee; and in three days he arriv’d at 
Emefla, the inhabitants of which had continu’d 
firm in their obedience, for which teafon the 
troops did not moleft ’em in their paflage. Then 
a council was held, and Timur order’d the Mir- 
zas Rouftem and Aboubecre, with the Emirs So- 
liman Chah and Cheik Noureddin of the right 
wing, to march with ten thoufand horfe to the 
town of Tedmir, built by the prophet Solomon, 
the houfes of which, were of free*ftone ; and to 
pillage the fubjefts of Zulcader, who were in 
the territorys of this town. He commanded 
the Mirza Sujtan Huflein, and the EmirBeren- 
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dac of the left wine, to march to Antioch at the Cha-p.*#, 
head of five thoufand horfe: and he fent the (y'VN* 
Mirza Calil Sultan, the Enpir Roiifiem Tagi 
Bouga Berlas, I’eihOur Coja, Acbouga, ando- 
fhers, with fifteen thoufand horfe of the main 
body, againfl: the Turcomans of Coubec, who 
were encamp’d on the banks of the Euphrates. 

TJipfe of the right wing Toon arriy’d at Tqd*' 
mi/v, from whence,they brought away ib'out two 
hundred thoufand fheep belonging to the.Zulca- 
derians, who were conftrain a to fly into the 
defarts of A/abia wjth their horfe? and camels. 

After this the troops return’d, pafs’d the defart, 
and came to the banks of the Euphrates, along 
Which they advanc’d. 

Thofe pf the left wing being arriv’d near An¬ 
tioch, cdu’d' fcarcely enter it, becaufe of the 
great Waters, floughs and matlhes : they pillag’d 
tlje city and country, and then turn’d towards 
Aleppo, Where they join’cTthe troops felefied out 
of the main-body, and commanded by, the Mir- 
za C^lil Sultan: with thefe they march’d into 
the neighborhood of Calat-Erroum, towards the 
Euphrates., Here they met the Turcomans, who 
had th6 boldnefs fo wait their coming, and pr^ 
pare for battel : they were briskly attack’d, and 
as cpuragepufly defended’ therofelves; but the 
Cheik Huifein, fon of Coubec, their leader, 
being (lain, his brothers and the reft of the chiefs 
were conflrain’d to fly to the defart. Several 
of ’em were kill’d; and abundance of horfes, 
camels, fheep and other fpoils taken, which be¬ 
ing join’d to the other boptv of our foldiers, 
they counted above eight hundred thoufand 
fheep; and the foldiers Were fo fatigu’d, that 
they cou’4 no? carry awa y the reft of the cat- 
fei t (

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When Timur was arriv’d in the neighbor¬ 
hood of Hama, die evil deftiny of the inha¬ 
bitants excited ’em to commit a&s of hoftility 
againft our men: they deftroy’d the edifices our 
foldiers' had built when they w^re there the firft 
time. This adion inflam’d Timur’s wrath, who 
permitted ’em to be pillag’d: the inhabitants 
were made Haves, and their houfes fet on fire, 
after they had taken from ’em their beft effefts. 

The army march’d from Hama to Aleppo, 
from whence to Damafcus are feventy leagues* 
After fome days journy they came near Aleppo ; 
and the Emirs Seid Azeddin, Hezaregneri, 
Chah Chahan, and Moulfa Tut Bouga, who 
were in the caftle belonging to that city, raz’d 
the walls, burnt the houfes, as well of the caftle 1 
as of the town, and join’d the imperial camp* 
After four days journy the army arriv’d at 
the banks of the Euphrates; and the Mit“ 
zas Rouftem and Aboubecre, with the E-'" 
roirs of the right wing, arriv’d there at the 
fame time, coming from the lower part of the 
river. The Mirzas Calil Sultan and Huflein 
Sultan, with the Emirs of the main-body, came 
there alfo by water: and they had all tne honor 
to kifs the imperial carpet, and offer prefents 
of the booty they had taken in their inroads. 
There was fo great a number of cattel in the 
camp, that a fheep was fold for a Dinar. As 
the Mirza Sultan Huflein had perform’d feve- 
ral brave aftions, and done the duty of a good 
fubjeft in the laft inroads, he obtain’d a pardon 
for his former fault, and kifs’d the emperor’s feet,* 
who promis’d to reftore him his beft favors, and 
take care of his advancement. 


C H A P. 
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A FTER all the Mirzas and Emirs had 
join’d the imperial camp, orders were gi¬ 
ven to repays the Euphrates: and accordingly 
two boats were brought from the town of Bire, 
on the eaft fide of this fiver, to tranfport the 
emperor’s baggage. The Mirzas,' Emirs and, 
foldiers fwam over, and encamp’d near Bire, the' 
governor of which came out to falute the empe¬ 
ror, bringing him prefents: and in acknowledg¬ 
ment of hisfervices, his highnefs confirm’d him 
in his government, and the inhabitants receiv’d 
no damage from our troops. Cara Ofman ar¬ 
riv’d at this place, and killing the imperial car¬ 
pet, made his prefents} and he had a handfom re¬ 
ception. 

The army being departed thence, Timur 
had a defire to hunt in Mefopotamia : the fol¬ 
diers of the right and left wing form’d the 
great circle of five days journy in circumfe¬ 
rence : and the circle growing lefs and left,' 
they found fo much game of all forts near the 
fine fountain of Rafelain, that they took the 
be^fis with their hands. After the chace, 
tables were erefted for a general banquet, to 
eat the game which had been taken, wherein 
the moft delicious wines were ferv’d up : and as 
an incentive to drinking, they eat roe-bucks 
and antilopes, whofe fleih is very tender, and 
the beft-tafted of any creatures of the defart. 


Then 
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Book V. Then they decamp’d from Bire > and when 

IS’YSJ they were come to the town of Edefiathe prin¬ 
cipal perfons came out with prcfents to falute 
Timur, who treated ’em haadfwnlyj allur’d’em 
of their lives, and fent ’em back contented. 
Paffingfarther, they found a caftle inhabited by 
Armenian robbers. Timur gave orders for their 
being exterminated ; and .they were accord' 
ingly put to death, their goods fek’d on, tyjd 
the place raz’d.. During thefe tranfa&ions H&a- 
dou Chah Cazandgi arriv’d from Samarcand: 
he had an audience of the emperor, to whom he 
gave an account of the good ftate of affairs ia 
Tranfoxiapa. There alfo came an officer, from 
the empreffes Toukel Canum and Touraan Aga ; 
and another frora Sultania, from the emprefs Se¬ 
rai Mule Canum, with prefents of ftuffe and. 
jewels: and all thefe melfengers inform’d the em¬ 
peror of the good health of the princes his: 
ions. 


CHAP. XXX. 

Timur marches to the town of Merdin.,.// 

T HEN the army march’d towards Mer¬ 
din. Timur feat back Hendou Chah Ca- 
aandgi, and the officers of the emprelfes, gi¬ 
ving ’em. prefents^ and letters full of affeeftion 
for the princes his children. To the fame place 
•ame the Sultan of Hufni Keifa % and the Sul-

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tan of Arzine, with the other princes and Chap.;-,, 
lords of thofe quarters. They brought prefents (✓Y'Sj 
and precious ftones to lay before the emperor, 
and they had the honor to kifs the imperial 
carpet, 

As to the Sultan of Merdin, we have already 
remark'd, that he being reduc’d to obedience, 
had been imprifprv’d by the; emperor’s order 
in,the caftle of Suitania; thjtt Timur in com¬ 
panion to ham had pardon’d, bin?, and given 
him a veil:, with much civil, treatment; and 
that he had promis'd to become a faithful fervant. 
as long as he liv’d,! and let dip no opportunity 
of giving marks, of it, that fo he might render, 
himfelf agreeable to the emperor, and merit 
hi? favors. After this it became him to follow 
our army into Syria with his troops.; or if thro 
the nearnefs of the enemys, there was any dif¬ 
ficulty in that, he ought at leaft to have fent 
one of his Tons or brothers. But as he had fail’d 
in this particular, he was confdiduscf his fault;. 
and dar’d not come to meet his highnefs. Ne- 
verthelefs Timur, being arriv’d near hisfron- 
tiers, had the goodnefiu to. ask after him, or¬ 
dering him to come before him in very oblig¬ 
ing terms: but this unhappy prince, giving 
way to his evil .deftiny, had, the, infolence to 
refufe to come, and: dreamt of defending his 
town, being perfoaded. that it cou’d not be 
taken by force./ In, effedt, as a long fiege 
was. necefl'ary. to the carrying, it, tho in the 
neighborhood were abundance of fertile plains 
full- of pafturage, and proper to encamp 
in; Timur * was contented with ruining and 

burning

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burning all the houfes of the lower town, as 
well as the markets : and he order’d Car?. 
Ofman, governor of Malatia, after having 
honor’d him with a veft, to form the blockade 
of Merdin, and Ihut the inhabitants up fo 
clofe, that no one might be able to efcape- 
Timur us’d abundance of civility to the 
Sultans of Hufni Keifa,- Arzine, and the other 
neighboring places, who were come to pay 
their devoirs to him at his arrival. He gave to 
each a robe wove with gold, a belt let with 
precious {tones, and a fabre with a gold han¬ 
dle; and he permitted ’em to return to their 
own countrys. Then Timur fent the Emir 
Allahdad to Samarcand, with orders to march 
afterwards to Achpere, to take care of the fron¬ 
tiers of Gete. 


CHAP. XXXI. 

Timur fends troops into Georgiy and to 
Bagdad. 

T H E army being departed from Merdin, 
Timur order’d the Mirzas Sultan Huffein, 
Pir Mehemed, Omar Cheik, and Aboubecre, as 
alio the Emirs Gehan Chah, Temour Coja, Seid 
Coja, and others, to march with a great body of 
the army to Alengic by the way of Amed, 


much plough’d lands. Here are great fprings of water; and 
the gatifon (land in no need of the out-parts to maintain 
’em. 

The Arabian fejs, that to be delirous of taking Merdin, 
is to feck the friendfhip of an envious man, or to make a 
iign to the blind.

.ftad, Emirs departed according to order : but ts 
Alengic had been befieg’d Steady two ye^rs 
by others of ,our troops, (for when the army 
marefcW ^w.ard* Spbaite, the Cbeik Mehemed 
Deroga, ai with.the troops of the .Mirza, Miran 
Chah, .Eironz Chah, and ..the M,irza Charge, 
cWeut to hefiege it, and pcefs’d it f° clofely, 

•that moff of .the inhabitants died of hunger; 
they being in fr> grpat .want ;of visuals, as to 
•fee oblig’d to eat, old Leather, skins and fuch like 
things, toappeafe their.hunger; and even,thefe 
things failing ’em at lafl^ ; .cgnifrain’d ’em to go ( 
out *aad deliver up tbp place) Alengic, I .fay, 

. having been ■beiieg’d tw,o when the Mir- 

zas and Emirs game near Avenic,'and heard of 
rise reduction of Alengic, inftead of marching 
to it, they turn’d towards the right for Geor¬ 
gia. They made great hafte to furprize the 
Georgians, yvhofe country they ravag’d.' This 
exceedingly diffurb’d (Malek Gourghin, who 
feuc an ambaflador to the Mirzas, to acquaint 
’em with the great furprize he was in at their 
coming into bis country, feeing he was one of 
the emperor’s rooft faithful fervants, ancf.to allure 
'*era that asibon-as his highnpfs ihou’d comeynto 
thofe quarters, he would riot fail of paying his 
obedience .to him. The. Mirzas lent,an exprefs 
-to eotirt with advice of Ghourgliin’sfubmjlEop; 

•they ceas’d ravaging his eountrys, and ftatd ,ac 
Adencoul, which is a place prqper to pafs the fum- 
mer in, to wait the anfwer of the court, and 
know w hether ,the -emperpr [ wou’d grant qna r ~ 
ret 1 jtoGhotfrghin. The fame day an order was 
iflu’djoup for.the Sultan, Mahmoud Can, the 
Mirza R^yftf Tiln the Emir Solyman Chah, and 
.other Emirs, to march at the.heau qf.A <r

Tbe hiftory of Timur-Bec. 

. Tomans and companys towards the city of Bag¬ 
dad. Thefe lords fet out immediately, and after 
feveral days march arriv’d at Bagdad, and en¬ 
camp’d on the fouth-fide. Farrudge, of the 
Mogul hord of Gelair, was governor for the 
Sultan Ahmed. The vaft multitudes of Turks 
„ and Arabians, who were aflembled'in this city, 
render’d Farrudge infolent; and confiding in 
the ftrength of his walls, and the number, of 
his foldiers, he even dar’d to fally out to op- 
pole the Tartar army, and rang’d his men in 
order of battel in the view of ours. 

As foon as the rumor of the' arrival of our 
.army was fpread, the Emirs Ali Calander of 
■. Mendeli *, apd Dgian Ahmed of Bacou *, be¬ 
gan their march againft us, and pafs’d the Tigris 
; at Medaine.’ On the other hand, FarrukChahof 
Hille, and Micail of Sib, alfo departed with the 
fame defign, and join’d together at Serfer ; and 
with three thoufand men well arm ? d advanc’d to 
fight. The Mirza Rouftem, the Emir Soliman 
Chah, and others, immediately took horfe with 
their troops, and furrounded the enemy. They 
repuls’d ’em as far as the Tigris, and a bloody 
battel enfu’d near the caftle of the Emir 
Ahmed. Dgian Ahmed was there flain, with a 
great number of his braveft foldiers: many caft 
themfelves into the river and were drown’d, 
while the reft efcap’dwith a great deal of diffi¬ 
culty. After the defeat, one wou’d have 
thought Farrudge fhou’d not have held out any 
longer ; but this peafant, who had never before 
been mafter of a government, and had attain’d 
this only by cowardly intrigues, cou’d not re- 
folve to quit his new dignity of governor, but 
found a pretence tp excule himfelf “ The Sul- 
iC tan Ahmed my mafter, fays he, made me 
“ fvvear, that if Timur ihou’d come in perfon, 
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“ I wOu’d furrender the city, for fear of bring- Chap. 5 2. 
“ ing the people into mifery : but if that em- 
“ peror fhau’d not come in perfon, whatever 
“ number of troops approach’d, I wou’d make a 
“ flout defence, and not deliver up the place: 

“ and I muft obey my mafter’s orders.” 

Under this fly pretence, he gain’d over the 
inhabitants and militia, whom he polled upon 
the walls to defend the city. There he us’d *11 
his efforts; for he excited the foldiers upon the 
walls, and advanc’d upon the water in a boat, 
difcharging a fhower of arrows on our men in 
the rear. 

In the mean while Timur advanc’d towards 
Tauris: he pafs’d by Nalibene a.ftrong place, 
which he gave orders to befiege and raze; but 
the inhabitants cojniflg out with prefents, and 
bringing the keys of the fortrefs, Timur save 
’em quarter- and they receiv’d no damage from 
the pafl'age of our troops. The army being ar¬ 
riv’d at Mouffel “, they built a bridge over the 
Tigris, ■ which all the troops crofs’d in a week. 


CHAP. XXXII. 

Timur hejieges And takes Bagdad. 

T H E Emirs whp were before Bagdad, fent 
an exprefs to the emperor, to acquaint 
him with Farrudge’s fentiment, and the pre¬ 
tence with which he color’d over his obllinacy 
in defending the city. On this advice Timur

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fio6}c-V. cbofe the braveft raeti of his army; and leaving 
the emprefs Tchelpan Mule Aga, with the reft 
of the troops and baggage, under the care of 
the Mitza Charoc, accompany’d by the Emir 
Chamelik, whom he order’d to march tto Tauris 
by Tchinaran and Galaghi, he departed' in per- 
foo for Bagdad, by the way of AltounCupruc 7 ; 
where being arriv’d, he encamp’d at the lower 
part of the river, over-againft . the. gate of Ca- 
-riet Ul'acab; and all the troops encamp’d round 
ft he city. He immediately order’d the Tappers 
to begin to work. The Mirzas and great Emirs 
of the Tomans, Hezares and Couchons, fix’d the 
-Tappers each before his poft, and foroe bodys of 
the troops to fuftain ’em. Farrudge.being defi- 
rous to know whether Timur was there in per- 
fon, ferit one to him whom he hadbcgnftdenOe 
in, in quality of amibaffador, becaufethis perfdn 
knew him, having had the honor to fee him be¬ 
fore. The ambaflador met with a Mndfom re¬ 
ception ;• and after his audience was honor’d 
with a veft, and at length difmifs’d. At his 
return he gave Earmdge an exatft account of 
what had pafs’d j but < this governor, tho he 
well knew he fpok'e ther truth, accus’d him of 
di(fembliHg, and put him in prifon, left others 
fhou’d likewife "know the truth from 'h'im : and 
then giving out that Timur was not there in 
perfon, he continu’d to defend himfeif, and 
committed hoftilitys, not confidering what the 
confequence wou’d be. Then the Cojas Mafaoud 
Semnani, and MengljebV who were employ’d in 
building a platform- ' -fvhich might have a pro- 
fpe&~»pon the city of Bagdad, were wounded 
with arrows, and foon after expir’d.

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'Timur Tent Locman Tavaghi to the Mirza Chap. ?a , 
Charoc,'to order him to return' to Bagdad wiih 
the baggage and the reft of the army. Locman 
join’d the Mirza at Calaghi, and accompariy’d 
him in his way to Bagdad. When this great 
army was aflembled together, Timur review’d 
it: antf the’ aftonifh’d inhabitants np longer 
look’d 1 upon their city as the houfe of peace f , 
but a s the palace of hell and difeord. ^he 
troops encatrip’d on both fides the river, and 
fiirrounded the city, tho it was more than two 
leagues in circumference. A bridge of boats 
was built over the Tigris below Cariet Ulacab : 
andfeveral skilful archers were laid in ambuf- 
cade down the river, to hinder any from flying. 

The care of the upper part of the river, was 
given to the MIrzas Miran Chah and Charoc, 

Who encamp’d over-againft Souqs Eflultan. On 
the other fide of the Tigris were Mehemed A?ad, 
arid Tangri Birmich Coja, to guard the fore¬ 
part of the city, that no one might get out that 
way. In fine, it was fo block’d up and envi¬ 
ron’d ori aft fides, that tho the Tigris pafs’d 
thro the middle of it, and there was a great 
number of boats, yet it was impoffible to get 
out. During, thefe rranfaftions, Ahmed Ogoul- 
chai, governor "of the caftle of Alengic, who 
was feiz’d aft.er the taking of the place, was 
brought to Timur, who order’d that he ihou’d 
be put to death, and the caftle committed to 
the care of M^lek Mehemed Aoubehi. The 
esjecutSon of this order was given to him who 
had brought Sidi Ahmed to court. 

' At the fame time the Emir Moufla arriv’d 
from the Mirza Mehemed Sultan at Tranfoxi-

ana. 
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Book V. ana, and gave the emperor an account of the 
good ftate of affairs in that kingdom. He pre- 
Tented him with a piece of a balafs ruby, weigh¬ 
ing pne hundred and twenty Medicates, dug 
out of the mine of. Bedakchan. 

In the mean while Farrudge and the inhabi¬ 
tants of Bagdad were ftruck with fear; fo that 
they fought not fo much out of bravery as from 
defpair: they perform’d actions of the greateft 
ralhnefs, which almoft exceeded human power ; 
for as foon as the Tartars having made a breach, 
had fet fire to it, and a fide of the wall Vas 
about to fall, the befieg’d immediately repair’d 
the breach with mortar and brick, and en¬ 
trench’d themfelves behind. It was then fum- 
mer, the fun being in Cancer : and as Bagdad 
was fituate in a country near the tropic, the 
violence of the heat was fo great, that the birds 
fell down dead; and as the foldiers had on their 
cuirafles, one may fay they even melted like wax: 
neyerthelefs they rais’d a high platform, which 
commanded the city, from whence they incef- t 
fantly call: great ftones out of their machines. 
The Mirzas and Emirs fell feveral timps on 
their knees before the emperor, begging leave 
to make a general aflault, than they might take 
the city fword in hand : but Timur wou’d not 
confent to it, faying, perhaps the befieg’d may 
come to a fenfe of their fault, beg. pardon, and 
deliver up the place, that they may fave them¬ 
felves from being (lain or made flaves, Jhd that 
the kingdom may not be entirely ruin’d. But 
. fate had fix’d it otherwife; for thefe unfortu¬ 
nate people continu’d in their ftubbornnefs, 
notwithflanding the dearnefs and fcarcity of 
provifions, the- fiege having already lafted 
forty days. 

The 
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The 27th ofZilcade 803,at noon, when theChap.^- 
inhabitants by reafon of the heat of the fun, 
not being able to ftayupon the walls, had re-^ u,v 2? - 
tir’d into their houfes, and fix’d their helmets I4 ° 1- 
upon flicks which they had erefted in their places, 
our army undertook to give a general aflault. 

The Mirzas and Emirs furioufly advanc’d, and 
having fix’d their fcaling-ladders agalnft the 
walls, the Emir Cheik Noureddin mounted firft, 
and ereQed his horfe-tail upon the wall, crown’d 
with a half-moon. He caus’d the trumpet to be 
founded, and the drums and kettle-drums beat: 
immediately all the captains in their refpe&ive 
pofts mounted the walls, and then caft them 
dowft into the ditch : the troops enter’d the city 
fword in hand, and Timur advanc’d to the foot 
of the bridge which had been built below Bag¬ 
dad. Thefoldiers being in the place, the in¬ 
habitants endeavor’d to get out by all the ways 
they cou’d, but in vain : fo they w r ere coa- 
ftrain’dto caft themfelves into the Tigris, where 
efcaping the fwords of the Tartars, they be¬ 
came the prey of the fifties'. Several got into 
boat§, and others fwam, to gain the lower part 
of the river; but they were no fooner come to 
the bridge than they were (hot by the foldiers 
arrows, who lay in ambtjfcade. Farrudge em¬ 
bark’d with his daughter, and found means, 
notwithftanding all Timur’s precautions, to 
efcape by water. He was purfu’d along the 
banksfcof the Tigris by our loldiers, who dif- 
charg’d upon him a vaft number of arrows; 
whom not being able to refift, he was con- 
firain’d to caft himfelf and daughter into the 
water, where they were both drown’d, and the 
boat funk to the bottom. The boatmen had 
orders to fifh up Farrudge ; and having drawn 
him up out of the w'ater, they caft his unfortu- 
O 4 nate 
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Book V. nate care a feuperrth e bank. As there had been 
feveral Tartar foldiers {Iain in the general 
afl'ault, each foldier was order’d to briug one 
head 9 of the men of Bagdad; which they ac¬ 
cordingly did, and {par’d neither old men of 
fourfeore, nor children of eiglit ‘ years of age, 
No quarter was giveh either to rich or poor $ 
and the number of the dead was fo great, that 
no one cou’d count ’em up, tho the Tavachis 
had orders to regifter it. Towers were made of 
thefe heads, to ferve as an example to pofterity'. 
Some learned men found means to call them? 
felvesat the feet of the emperor, who'granted 
’em pardon and quarter, and even gave ’em veils 
and horfes, with a convoy to conduft ’em to 
what place of fecurity they defir’d: all the refi 
of the inhabitants were exterminated. After¬ 
wards Timur gave orders that there fiiou’d not 
remain one fingle houfe in the city unraz y d ,• 
but that the mofques, colleges and hofpitals 
fliou’d be fpar’d. Accordingly they ruin’d the 
markets, caravanferas, hermitages, cells, mo- 
nafterys, palaces, and other edifices. Thus, 
fays the Alcoran, The houfes of the impious art 
overthrown by the order of God. '

CHAP. XXXIII. 

Tiiiiur's return frdm Bagdad,; and march to¬ 
wards Tauris. 

A F T E R the Tigris was grown red with 
the blood of the inhabitants of Bagdad, 
arid the air began to be infefted by the dead 
bodys, Timur decamp’d from that city the be¬ 
ginning of Zilhadge, and march’d a league to^> 
wards the upper part of the river. He en¬ 
camp’d near he tomb of the great Imam Abou 
Hariifa, chief of one of the four orthodox fed* 
among the Mahometan^, to implore the inter- 
ceffion of this faint. Then he fent a meflenger 
with letters and orders to Moufike, who was 
come from Trarifoxiana ; which meflenger he 
order’d to be accompany’d by Nemedee, De- 
roga ' of Khivak *, that this Nerriedee might 
haVe the care of the government of Carezem 
in the abfence of Moufike, and till his return 
to the Mirza Mebemed Sultan. 

Timur order’d tfie Sultan Mahmoud Can, 
and the Mirza Caleb Sultan, accompany’d by 
feVeral great Emirs and a good number of 
troops, to make inroads in the neighbouring 
places. They haften’d to obey this order, pafs’d 
by Hille, arid went as far as Mechad Nedgef 3 ;

Timur took the road to Chehrezour and Cal? 
ghi; and leaving the care of , the baggage and 
main of the army to the great Emirs, he order’d 
'em to march flowly behind, while no'one Ihou’d 
feparate from his Toman or company. The 
emperor made hafte, accompany’d by the Mir- 
zas Miran Chah, Charoc, and Calil Sultan i 
.but while they were on their march, the Cour- 
des were fo rafh as to attack thofe who were 
feparated, tho at ever fo fmall a diftance from 
the army, and rob ’em. Timur being inform’d 
of their boldnefs, plac’d foldiers in ambuf- 
cade round the roads; and as foon as thefe vil¬ 
lains appear’d, our men fallying out of their 
ambufcades, feiz’d ’em, and bang’d ’em upon 
the fpot on the chefnut trees which grew in the 
roads* As to thefe chefnut-trees, I have heard 
it reported by very credible perfons, that one 
year they produce chefnuts, and the next gall- 
nuts 4 ; which appearing fo very extraordi¬ 
nary, I thought fit to nrention it.

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they decamp’d, and being arriv’d at Acziaret, en- .Chap.34, 
camp’d there. The Cherifs, doctors and princi- L/'VNJ 
pal lords of the empire of Iran, cloth’d with 
icarfs of Ihhrane which they wear in the 
mofques, came as far as this place to meet 
Timur, who gave- ’em a handfom reception. 

They ftaid twenty days at this place; and the 
baggage and remainder of the army foon ar¬ 
rive. And as the moil learned Imams, and 
do&orswere affembled in this place,Timur, who 
was extremely defirous of being enlighten’d 
upon any queftions of religion, invited ’em to 
difpute upon fome point of do&rine, for the 
better clearing up of the truth: he employ’d 
himfelf in this exercife as long as he continu’d 
at Acziaret. Afterwards he gave lelve to the 
Mirza Kouftem to return to Chiraz, with or¬ 
der, as foon as he fhou’d arrive there, to fend to 
court Haifan Yandar, and Jafan Jagadaoul. 


CHAP. XXXIV. 

Timur fends the Mirza. Charoc to drzendgi/uti 

D URING Timur’s flay in Syria, Baja- 
zet, firnamed Ildurum or the Thunder, 
the Ottoman emperor, thro the inftigation of 
Sultan Ahmed Gelair and Cara Youfef Turco¬ 
man, who had fled for refuge to his court, 
brought an army into the field; and to revenge 
himfelf for the ruin of Sebafte, he march’d to 
befiege Arzendgian, which he made himfelf 
matter of, having routed Taharten. Mocbel, 
Taharten’s lieutenant, was kill’d in the battel; 
and Bajazet fent the difconfolate wives and 
children of Taharten to Broufla; and then re- 
' turn’d 
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Book V-. turn’d himfelf. When Timur was departed 
[from Acziaret, x ‘had pafs’d by Oudgian , and 
\yas encamp’d at Hechtroud, that is to fay, 
the eight' rivers, he receiv’d advice t;Hat Bajazet 
was again rri’arching towards the eaft: upon' 
which he order’d the Mirza Charoc forthwith to’ 
fall upon the Ottoman, and make him repent 
of his boldnefs; he appointed the Emirs Soly- 
man Chah, Chamelik, and other chiefs of To¬ 
mans, and colonels of Hezares, to accompany 1 
the Mirza. He then fent orders by the Emir 
Mezrab, td the Mirzas and Emirs who were 
gone out to make inroads in Georgia, and had 
fjop’d in Xfencoul, to depart direftiy to join the 
Mirza Charoc, which they accordingly did. 
The Mirza being fet out from Avenic, and ar¬ 
riv’d at Nevine, met the Cheik Ali, nephew of 
Taharten, who brought advice that Bajazet, 
fearing the fuccpfs of his bold undertaking, had 
befought Taharten to intercede for him with 
Timur, that he might obtain pardon for his 
hoftilitys, on condition of his future obedience; 
that he wou*4» fend ambajfa^prf with letters to 
make a treaty of peace, arid a fincere alliance 
between the fwo empires, that fa theMuffulr 
mans might live quietly ; and that he promis’d 
that if the peace fhou’d be concluded by the in- 
jtereeflfipn of Taharten, he wou’d fend back h^s 
Wives and children, whom he jiqd carry jd fq 
Broufla- The Mirza Charoc fent the ChpjjtAli 
to the emperor, to give him an account of this 
affair; and ftaid himfelf fonae time where he 
was, Tjpm r having decamp’d from the eight 
rivers, went to Oudgian, and fold fome days 
ja the Kiochk of Argoun.

Arrival oftfe Jeoond emfire§x Tyuman Aga t 
and the young princes , from Samarcand. 

W E have Lid before, that when the army 
decamp’d from Damafcus, orders were 
fent to the'empnsfs.’Xfi'Wman Aga -to repair to 
court with her children,,, As f6dn the prin- 
cefs -receiv’d that letter, (Jae haft-en’d thither. 
When (he array’d-.at Bqcara, file went tovifit thp 
tombs, of the faints, and amot}g othets that of 
fht Cheik Seifeddin Badrezi, whofe ititerceffioa 
fho befohght. Shecr.Qfs’d the Gihon (at Amou-; 
ye, and, palling , the d.e fart, came to Macan; 
and then going thro the defan: of Bigen, (he 
\veht to Machhad of Tous, where (he vifited 
the tomb of the great Ali, making vows, and 
diftrjbuting alms. When die was arriv’d near 
Qudgian, Timur went to meet her, and had the 
pleasure of feeing and embracing : his dear chil¬ 
dren the Mirzas Ibrahim Sultan and Sad Vac- 
cas. He return’d thanks to God for his favors; 
and aftrewards gave audience to the emprefs 
Touman Aga, and his daughter the princels 
Beghili Sultan, as alfo his coufin -Sadekin Aga, 
who paid their refpedts to him. After having 
ftaid feveral days at Oudgian, Timur took the 
road toTauris, hunting in his way. When he 
was arriv’d there, he.went into his imperial pa¬ 
lace, where he inform’d himfelf of the affairs of 
all his people, and did juftice to thofe who had 
been opprefs’d by his officers. Then the Coja 
Ali Semnani arriv’d from Herdt, and the Coja 
Seifeddin from Sebzuar j $hey faluted the em¬ 
peror. 
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Book V. peror, and made their prefents. Timur gave 
'em a place in the Divan, in confideration of 
their fervices. 


CHAP. XXXVI. 

Timur marches into Georgia , and, to Carabagh 
Arran. 

T IMUR having ftaid fome days at Tau- 
ris, refolv’d to march into Georgia: he 
went to encamp at Comtoupa, where he order’d 
the Coja Ifmael Cavafi to be bang’d before the 
market-place of' the camp, to punilh him for the 
tyrannys he had exercis’d upon the people. He 
afterwards crofs’d the river Araxes, ana went to 
encamp with all the army at Nakchivan. And 
as the caftle of Alengic was near Nakchivan, he 
was defirous to fee that ftrong place, which had 
been taken by his foldiers in fo /hort a time ; and 
carrying with him the emprefles, with the 
princes his fons, and his favorite Emirs, he care¬ 
fully examin’d the place, and return’d to his 
camp. 

About this time Taharten arriv’d at court, 
where on his knees he prefented Bajazet’s letter, 
gave an account of his repentance, and begg’d 
pardon for him; which he did with fo much elo¬ 
quence, that he appeas’d the emperor’s wrath, 
and obtain’d his defire. Timur (laid fome days 
at this place, during which time he fent an 
ambafiador into Georgia, to Malek Ghourghin, 
to demand the tribute of him. Then the 
Mirzas, Pir Mehemed fon of Omar Cheik, 
Sultan Huffein and Aboubecre, with the E- 
mirs who had been fent to Mencoul, to join 
t the 
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the Mirza Charoc, arriv’d at cdurt, and faluted Chap.3<f. 
the emperor. The army decamp’d from the 
meadow of Nakchivan, went to the defile of 
Chahboz, and enter’d into the mountains. Ti¬ 
mur being arriv’d at Gheuktcheytonkez, had a 
defire to take the diverfion of hunting; and 
when the circle began to clofe as ufual, they 
took a very great number of frags. After this 
chace they encamp’d, and the Mirza Charoc re¬ 
turn’d with his Emirs, and had the honor to fa- 
lute the emperor at that place. Afterwards they 
departed ; and when they were encamp’d at 
Chemkour e , which is a delicious place, Idecou, 
foil of Coja Seifeddin Berlas, arriv’d there froth 
Kirman; he kifs’dthe imperial carpet, and made 
his prefents. The commiffary, whom Timur had 
fent into Georgia to receive the tribute impos’d 
on Malek Ghourghin, likewife return’d to the 
fame place. That prince fent with him his ow>n 
brother, loaded with curious prefents, among 
which were horfes and animals proper for the 
chace ; he alfo fent the tribute impos’d on him. He 
had an audience of the emperor, by the interceflian 
of the great Emirs ; and having offer’d his pre- 
ftnts, related the fubjed of his embaffy. Hefaid 
that the king his brother had refolv’d to continue 
obedient to the laws of the emperor of the Mufliil- 
mansj that if he had committed any fault, he fin- 
cerely repented of it ; and if his highnefs wou’d 
pardon him, he wou’d not let one opportunity flip 
of rendring him his fervices; that the wou’d faith¬ 
fully pay his annual tribute, and always keep 
troops ready to march where his-highnefs fhou’d 
pleafe to order ’em.

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Book V. Timur pardon’d Malek Ghourghin ; <b@ look’d 
ijpon his brother with a favorable eye,, and gi¬ 
ving him a veil, permitted him to return home- 
He order’d him to acquaint his brother jhat be 
forgave him, and wou’d quit his country., on 
condition that he kept within the bounds,of his 
duty ; that .he treated theMufluhnans of Geor¬ 
gia civilly, and prote&ed .’earn from all infults 
and oppreffions.; and that he rais’d an army, 
which he ihou’d .fend directly to the imperial 
camp. 

Then Timur fent to Saanaceand Temour Coja , 
fon.bf Acbouga, with other Emirs, to ferve un¬ 
der the MirzaOmar, in quality of lieutenant- 
general in the government of.Tranfoxiana.

camp at Caracul,topa, where they receiv’d advice 
that the Mirza Mehemet Sultan, who had orders 
to return from Samarcand to court, was arrived 
at Nichabour, and that the Emir Hadgi Seifed- 
din, his lieutenant-general, was dead. ItJQjir 
was fenfibly touch’d w ith this news, and melted 
into tears, becaufe of the good fervices he had 
always receiv’d from that faithful fervant.

CHAP. XXXVII. 

Timur pajfes the winter 4t Carabagh. Atri- 
val of the Mirza, Mehemet Sultan ft ope 
Samarkand., 

A FTER a month’s (lay at Caraoultopa, 
Timur departed ; and fraving pafskl -by 
Ghendge andJIerdaa, went toeneamp CJara- 
Dec. 12. b a g|j Arran the 2adof Rabiulakhet 804, jwihich 
140 ! * -anfwers to the year of the Serpent, the fun being 
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in the middle of Sagittarius, They built houfes Chap. 3 7 
of reeds for Timur and the Mirzas his fons ; and 
within the inclofures they ereded tents and pa- 
villions. And as Timur’s intention was to make 
war in Capchac in the fpring, the face of the 
pavillions was turn’d towards Derbend; and 
every one took up his winter-quarters, after Ti¬ 
mur had diftributed the mony in his treafury 
among the foldiers and Emirs, But at this time 
ambafladors arriv’d from Capchac; they obtain’d 
an audience by the interceffion of the great E- 
mirs, and on their knees aflfur’d the enlperor of 
their Can’s fubmiflion and perfed obedience. 

The refpedful terms they us’d appeas’d his anger, 
who granted ’em pardon, and allur’d ’em of his 
friendfhip. 

Then advice was Brought that the Mirza Me- 
hemed Sultan had pafs’d by Ardebil, and was 
arriv’d at Adam, at the head of his army. The 
Mirzas Miran Chah, Charoc, and others, ac- 
company’d by all the great Emirs, haften’d to 
meet him : they crofs’d the Bridge of the Araxes, 
atid join’d the Mirza on the bank of the river Ag- 
louc. The Mirzas embrac’d their brother with 
tendernefs and affedion, teftify’d their joy, and 
congratulated him on his happy arrival. The 
Mirza Mehemed Sultan'went to caft himfelf at 
the emperor’s feet, with the ordinary ceremonys. 

Timur embrac’d him, difcours’d with him on 
the fatigues and length of his journy, and gave 
him a thoufand benedidions. The Mirza offer’d 
his prefents, as did alfo the Emirs of his court. 

For joy of this happy arrival the emperor made a 
great feaft for feveral days, where the emprefl'es 
and ladys appear’d with extraordinary fplendor. 

Timur particularly diftinguidi’d the Mirza 
Mehemed Sultan} he plac’d a crown of gold on 
his head, and gave him a belt of the fame met- 
Vol. II. P 
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BcoJ^.V- tal, with nine fets of Arabian horfes, with fad - 
dies of gold. When thefeaft was over, Timur 
again took upon him the care of the public af¬ 
fairs ; and'thefirft thing he did was to finiih the 
procefs aganift the Mirza Eskender,^ whom the 
Mirza Mehemed Sultan had bound for a fault he 
had committed: he was interrogated in a full 
Divan, and being caft, receiv’d the baftinado 
appointed by the laws of Yafa; but at length 
his chains were taken off, and he fet at liberty. 


C H A XXXVIII. 

Timur fends troops to make inroads in divers 
places. 

W E have before remark’d, that the Sultan 
Ahmed Gelair, for fear of Timur’s troops, 
had fled from his city of Bagdad for refuge into 
Natolia to Bajazet. Upon the rumor of Timur’s 
march, the fame Sultan departed from Bajazet 
in the neighborhood pf Caefarea in Cappadocia, 
and went towards Chaldea, which is call’d Irac- 
Arabi ; he pafs’d* by Calat-Erroum, and along 
the,banks of the Euphrates; he went to Hit, apd 
thence to Bagdad, which city he endeavor’d to 
rebuild, tho entirely ruin’d; and he got together 
all thofe of his, party who were difpers’d, and 
wander’d about as vagabonds in the defarts. 
Timur being inform’d of this, refolv’d to exter¬ 
minate ’em before they fhou’d be able to gather 
to a head : to which purpofe he held a council 
with the Mirzas and Emirs, and order’d four bo- 
dys of the cavalry to march each a different route. 
The Mirza Pir Mehedfod, jfon of Omar Cheik, 
t ' 'had 
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had orders to go rewards Loreftan, Couzef- Chap 
tan and Vafet: the Mirza Aboubecre, with ffe- 
veral Emirs of Tomans, was to depart for Bag¬ 
dad : the Mirzas Saltan Huffein and Cali! Sultan 
were order’d to go With feveral Emirs into cer¬ 
tain place's of Chaldea; and the Emir Berendac 
was nam’d to march with a good troop, to pil¬ 
lage Gezire, and endeavor to exterminate the 
rebels. And as the Courdes had dar’d to com¬ 
mit infults againft our army, on its return from 
Bagdad, and had rob’d fome of our foldiers who 
were fcatter’d; the emperor order’d that the firfl: 
of thefe robbers they met ihou’d |>e deftroy’d 
without mercy. 

Tho it was winter, and the cold exceeding 
violent, becaufe of the fnow, fo that it was im- 
pofllble to pafs without laying felts before one ; 
yet the Emirs readily obey’d their iuftraic- 
tions. This execution was begun upon the 
Courdes robbers, who, forc’d by the fnow and 
violence of the cold, were come down from their 
mountains, and had encamp’d in the plains of 
Derbend Tachi Catoun: an infinite number were 
put to the fword, fome wou’d have fled into the 
mountains, but were hinder’d by the fnow and 
cold, and conftrain’d to fubmit and beg quarter, 
which was not granted, becaufe their own wick- 
ednefs had brought upon ’em the wrath of Ti¬ 
mur. 

The Mirza Aboubecre, having the Emir Ge- 
hancha for his lieutenant-general, took the road 
to Bagdad, and blocking up the ways on all 
fidfes, arriv’d there in the evening, when the 
Sultan Ahmed leaft expefted him.- The Sultan 
was fo furpriz’d and preft*d, that he caft himfelf 
into a bojtt in his fliirt, pafs'd the Tigris, and 
accompari^’d by bis fon the Sultan Taher, and, 

fome 
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Boplj V.fome officers of his houfliold, took the road 
to Hille. Our troops repos’d themfelves that 
night at Bagdad ; and next morning, when they 
were allur’d of the Sultan’s being gone to Hille, 
the Emir Gehan Chah was detach’d in putfuit 
of .him, and went as far as Hille; but as the 
Saltan, who had caus’d the bridge to be broken, 
was gone towards the lower part of the Eu¬ 
phrates, into the ifies of Khaled and Maleb, 
Gehan Chah wdu’d not march fo far, but ft aid 
at Hille, and fent a horfeman to give advice of 
it to the court. 

The Mirzas Sultan Huflein and Calil Sultan 
pafs’d by Chepchemal, and pillag’d Mendeli, 
from whence the Emir Ali Calander, who was 
governor of it for the Sultan Ahmed, fled, 
pafs’d the river, and haying got together fome 
fugitive troops, polled himfelf on the bank of 
the Tigris. The Mirza Calil Sultan fent by 
the upper part of the river theTon of Gehanghir 
Berlas, at the head of five hundred brave men, 
with orders to fwim over the river, and attack 
’em in the rear, while himfelf, .with his army, 
lay in their view to amufe ’em. This detach¬ 
ment crofs’d the Tigris, attack’d the enemy’s 
rear, while the Mirza’s troops fwam over the 
river, charg’d the enemy on both fides, and 
having defeated ’em, pillag’d and brought ’em 
away prifoners of war, after having burnt alive 
their commander who had had the boldnefs to 
defend himfelf. 

The Mirza Pir Mehemed, with his lieute¬ 
nant-general the Emir SolymanChah, pillag’d at 
Doubendar the hords of Saki and Fill. He was 
join’d by the Mirza Rouftem, who, according to 
his inftru&ions, was come from Cfairaz to pafs 
the winter at Chuchtet: and they went toge¬ 
ther 
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ther towards Abada 7 and Vafet. The Cheik Chap-38. 
Avis, a Courde, offer’d himfelf to be their 
guide, and advis’d ’em to.fojrd the Tigris at Cou- 
pefer; thej^ afterwards march’d all night, and 
came to. Mabedia, where they vifited Sidi Ah¬ 
med Kebir. From thence they march’d two 
days journy, to plunder the Arabians of Abada, 
from whom they brought away great fpoils of 
horfes and camels. They went no farther ; but’ 
repafling the Tigris, return’d to Chucbter, the 
government of which the Emir Solyman Chaih 
confirm’d to Doucom, and that of Dezfoul to 
Mehemed Adjab Chir, as likewife that of Ha- 
viza to Temour Coja, and that of Coqze&an with 
its finances to Chamfeddin Dehdar ; but by 
way of retaliation he exafted of ’em great fums 
of mony. Then the Mirza Rouftem departed, 
in order to return to Chiraz. 

All the Mirzas and Emirs, Who were gone to 
make inroads into divers parts, ftaid the whole 
winter in Chaldea, where they feveral times 
beat the enemy, and brought away a great 
quantity of booty : and in the fpring they took 
the road to the imperial camp; and being all 
join’d at the bridge of Cales near the mountain 
Dgebelhamri, twelve leagues from Bagdad, and 
four from the dome of Ibrahim Lie, they march’d 
together to court, to give an account of what 
they had done.

CH A t. XXXIX. 

The caufes which obliged Timur to returrt to 
#t«<ke war on Bajazet the Ottoman emperor . 

A S Cara Youfef, prince of the Turcomans, 
had begun afre£h to commit diforders 
in the ^uffulman country, .robbing all paCfen- 
gers of whatever quality, and even intuiting 
the great caravan which goes yearly to Hid - 
giaz and Mecca 8 ; and afterward? fearing the 
juft indignation of our monarch, \yas r fted for 
refuge to the country of the Ottomans, which 
was a fure afylum go. all the robbers of Afia : 
Timur, who made it a point, of conference to 
quell the diforders which atfe&erf the Muflul- 
mans, refolv’d to make war upon Bajazet. This 
prince receiv’d the news with indignation; and 
all the people of Natplia' were fo feiz’d with 
fear, that the principal men of the flate, as 
well lawyers as Cherifs, waited,, upon him, and 
gave him the following^adviqe. 

<c The prince who defigns to march into our 
The Otto. cc country, is fo formidable and powerful, that 
mans “ he has deftroy’d all who have refus’d to obey 
counfel to « hjm. Whatever his armys undertake, they 
Bajazet. « ea ^iy a CCO mpli(h : and they have never yet at- 
“ tack’d a province, city or fortrefs, which they 
“ have not foon r^d^c’d- It is .JipppfSUle, 
“ mighty emperor, to execute fo great de/igns 
“ without the favor of God; which makes us 
“ prefume that to wage warjwith fuchan enemy.

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“ is againft the rules off rndence. We believe it Chaf.jp*

“ him.” . • 

The fear which had pofi’efs’d Bajazet made 
all this appear reafonable to him. He wrote 
a letter to Timur, full of fubmiffion and obe¬ 
dience, which he fent by a Cadi of the Aatv, 
accqmpany’d by an eloquent Emir skilful in nfc- 
gotiations, who*went in quality of ambaffadors 
to our conqueror. They arriv’d in the impe¬ 
rial camp at Carabagh Arran; and by the inter- 
ceffion of the Mirzas and great Emirs were ad¬ 
mitted to an audience : they fell on their knees, 
and having kifs’d the imperial carpet, prefenced 
their letter, and gave an account of the fubjeft 
of their embafl'y. The letter imported, “ That Bajazet’s 
“ fince by the infinite favor of the great ruler 
“ of heaven and earth, your highnefs has been 
“ rais’d to the throne of the empire of Afia, 

** we willingly refolve to be entirely obedient 
“ to you t and if for the time paft we have 
“ afted contrary to our duty, we afifure your 
“ highnefs that we will repair the fault by our 
“ zeal in embracing all opportunitys of paying 
“ our homage and fervices.” 

Timur having heard the ambaffadors harangue, 
and read Bajazet’s letter, anfwer’d ’em in thefe 
terms. “ Inafmuch as we have been inform’d, Timur’s 
“ that your matter wages war with the'infidels anfwer^o 
* £ of Europe, we have always call off all de- a ^a(T a - 
“ figns of marching into his country with our dors> 
ct army, not being willing to confent to the 
deft ruff ion of a Mahometan country, which 
“ will caufe a great deal of joy to the infidels. 

“ But there'can be nothing more difagreeable to

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BooleV. ‘‘«s, than to hear that he grants a protection 
“ to Cara Youfef Turcoman, the greateft rob- 
* ( ber and villain in the. whole earth, whopil-

Then 
his highnefs took horfe to follow the diverjfion 
of the chace; he pafs’d the river Araxes, and 
the plain of Actam was chofen for the place 
to hunt in. This vaft country was furrouqded 
as ufual; and the ciraje growing lefs, the em¬ 
peror and the Mirzas enter’d, and with their 
lances flew what game they pleas’d. Timur 
permitted Taharten and the Ottoman ambafl'a- 
dors to enter the circle with the 4 Mirza&: feve- 

ral 
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raJ officers of. the. houihold, as Mehemed Azad, Cbap.jp. 
Teuckul Baourtchi, and others, had (he fame, 
honor; and they flew a prodigious number of 
beafts. In the mean while the circle prefsf’d 
clofer, aud there were five or fix ranks of fol- 
diers behind one another : and then the Mirzas 
and Emirs came out/>£ the circle, and order’d 
the kettledrums to be founded. The beafts, 
terrify’d at this noife, fell upon one another 
in fuch great numbers, that they form’d a kind 
-■of mountains. Then all the cavalry were per¬ 
mitted to kill and bind the beafts ; and the 
chace was fo great, that everyone took five or 
fix with his own hands. 

After this hunting* Timur return’d to the 
camp ; and in few days made a moil magnifi¬ 
cent feaft* in which he did particular honors to 
the Ottoman amha&dors, gave ’em caps of gold, 
and belts; and told ’em that he wou’d take up 
his winter-quarters in this place, and at the 
fpring fet out for the frontiers of Natolia, where 
he wou’d wait the arrival of the ambaflador 
whom he Ihou’d fend to their mailer; that if he 
brought a rrtifonableanfwer, he (hou’d be glad ; 
if die contrary, the fword. ihou’d determine 
who was in the right. Then. Timur fent with 
'em, in quality of ambaflador, Bayazid Tchem* 
pai Eltchikede, with a letter to Bajazet; he 
gave ! em a numerous attendance, and then dif- 
mifs’d ’em all. The tenor of the letter was as 
follows. 

“ After the ufual compliments, we declare Timur’s 
“ to you, that if what your ambafladors have 
“ faid be fincere and true, it is requifite that 1 * * 

“ what we have propos’d «oncerning Cara You- 
“ fef Turcoman ihou’d be immediately put in 

execution ; and that you fend to us forthwith 
f‘ one of your Jimirs you can rooft confide in. 
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confirm with an oath the articles of a trea- 
“ ty of peace, between hs. After that, by am* 
* c ballad ors and letters a good correfpondence 
“ lhall be maintain’d between us; fo that the 
“ Morffeiatans fhall no longer fear any iofiilts 
** from either of hs : otherwise you may exped 
“ to fee our army enter your country, and ruin 
“ your monarchy. Safety be so him who fob- 
‘‘ lows the right W*y.” 


C; H A P. XL. 

Timur digs; the river of BerUh 

J " T is a common obfervation, that,tbe gran- 
dure-of princes is knows by the monuments 
hich remain of ’em after their death. ,■ Newer 
any potentate left fo many of thefe marks of 
power as Timur. Some antient prince had ;dug a 
canal intso which the Araxes: was brought; but 
this canal was atlength overflown, and its banks 
demolish’d. While Timur was Inflating in.thefe 
quarters, he by chance call his.eyes upon this 
beautiful relique of antiquity; and-at the fame 
time his ambition, and the defire he had to im¬ 
mortalize himfelf, excited him to repair this ca* 
nal. To this purpofe, he crofs’d the Araxes, 
and regulated the manner in which this projed 
fhou’d be executed: the Tavatchis diftributqd 
the work among the Emirs, who were tqstake 
care that the foldiers wrought at it. This work 
was carry’d on with fo much,vigor, that in a 
month two entire leagues of.the canal depp 
enough for a boat to fwim in; were dug.'.'The 
place where it flifeharges it felf into the Araxes 
^s call’d Kiochke Tchenghichij and the fpring- 
f *" head 
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head is at a place nam’d SurcapiL Timur gave Chap. 4I , 
it the name of-Nehri Berks,. that is, the river 
of Berks: and on its banks have fince been built 
Several towns, villages, mills, vineyards, gat- 
dens and plea fore-homes. Tho Timur employ’d 
aluiaft all his time in war, with defiga to ren¬ 
der. bimfelf mailer of Afia, uiing all the means 
of. .policy, which feeojnded by -fortune, • hath fa* 
cilitated to him the. ebnquefts -ef tbisigrea* em-r 
pi re, by a ohain ofabnoft inotedible vidorys; yet 
this prince, the better to tranfinit his memory to 
poflerity, has ereded fo many ftately edifices 
and other famous monuments, that this canal, 
with all its beauty, • ought to be accounted one 
of his leaft undertakings, finceif compar’d with 
the others, ’tis but as a rivulet to the ocean. 


CHAP. XTLI. 

Tmurdeparps from Cartibsgb for the plaint 
of C hem four. 

T HE fun was now in PifcfeS, and the 
fpring was advancing, when the emperof 
was as much refolv’d upon marching into the 
Ottoman country, the prince whereof was his 
enemy, as he was fet againft it by the ctonfide- 
ration oF thfe religious war which Bajazet at 
that time fo zealonfiy maintain’d againft the in¬ 
fidels. His heart being agitated by two dif¬ 
ferent motives, he remain’d in fufpence. The 
vaft extent of the Ottoman empire, the num¬ 
ber'and valor of its troops^ who were perfectly 
skill’d in war, and prepardxo defeud themfelves, 
did riot a little contribute tolmep up his irrefo- 
liitioa. Moreover, our trbops, havirig' been 
T * employ’d- 
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Book V. employ’d for three years in attacking places, 
fighting battels, and making inroads upon feve- 
ral enemys,> were fo fatigu’d, that the Emirs 
and generals fear’d they wou’d be difhearten’d 
by this new ehterprize ,• yet they dar’d not dif- 
cover their fentiments, for fear of being thought 
guilty of cowardice or weaknefs. They judg’d 
it moft. proper, to reveal their- mind to Chamfedr 
din Almaleghi, who for his great wit, eloquence 
and clearnefs of thought, had obtain’d fo muclf 
acctefs to Timur, that he eou’d declare His font 
timents at any time, without being in the leaft 
thought ill of. - The Emirs hereupon addrefs’d 
themfelves to him, and unanimoufly befought 
him to lay hold on fome fevorable opportunity 
to make known to his highnefs their thoughts of 
his march into the Ottoman country; they 
conjur’d him-to let him know the confequence of 
it, and advife him to think ferioufly on it, be¬ 
fore he began it; and they even engag’d him to 
apprize Timur of the aflrologers opinion, that 
in the campain againft the Ottomans, there ap¬ 
pear’d in the heavens an inevitable misfortune, 
attending the Zagataian army. Chamfeddin wil¬ 
lingly undertook this commiifion, and reprefent- 
ed the Enprs-fentiments to Timur, which were 
confirm’d by the prediction of. the ftars. Ti¬ 
mur having heard him, order’d Moulana : Ab- 
dalla Lefan, one of the moft famous aftrologers. 
of the court, to be call’d before him : and to 
take away all fear from the Emirs, he interro¬ 
gated him in public, and order’d him to declare, 
freely the different afpeCts of the planets, ai?4i. 
the judgment which might be form’d from thence. 
Abdalla hereupon deliver’d the following pre- 
Admirable di&ion: “ It appears by the Epheraerides of 
prediftion « the prefent year, that, the afcendantof this 
ofanaftre- a empire is in the higheft degree of ftrePgf h, 
,0 S er? ** “ and 
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“ arid that of the enemy in the low eft degree of Chap^r. 
“ Weaknefs. A comet will appear in Aries; t/Y\i 
** arid an army which comes from the eaft, will 
“ make an entire conqueft of Natolia, the prince 
“ of which will betaken prifoner.” 

The 1.3th of Regeb 804, Timur departed April g. 
from his winter-quarters, and went to encamp *402. 
in a meadow dependent of Carabagh, Arran. 

The 7th of Schaban 804, Which anfwers to April 27. 
the year of the Horfe, and is the firft day of 
the Gelalian year, he departed from Carabagh 
Arran for Chemkour; and'in the mean while the 
Mirza Mehemed Sultan crofs’d thh dver of Cy¬ 
rus, and advanc’d along its banks. Then Ti¬ 
mur lent Moulana Obaid Allah Sedre to Ifpa- 
han to guard the imperial treafure there ; he 
fent to Chiraz Moulana Cotobeddin Garini, 
to regulate the expences of the Divan, and the ' 
revenues of the kingdom of Fars: and this mo¬ 
narch having pafs’d by Berda and Ghendge, 
went down to the plains of Chemkour. They 
ftaid here fome days, that the cattel might 
graze, and then they march’d towards Alatac. 

• When the army was encamp’d at Tabadar,’ 
which is on the frontiers of Georgia, on the 
24th of Ramadan 804, which anfwers to the j un e 13. 
18th of the month Ourdibehicht 324 of the 
Gelalian epocha, a foil was born to the Mirza Birth of 
Charoc under the horofeope 0f Cancer. The em- Mehemed 
peror return’d thanks to God, and nam’d the D 2 ioakl ' 
prince Mehemed Dgiouki: the emprelfes, Mir-r 
zas, and great Emirs congratulated his highnefs 
and the Mirza Charoc on this happy birth, and 
the princefs Canzade was appointed his gover- 
nefs; The Mirza Mehemed Sultan, who had 
pafs’d the river of Cyrus, pillag’d the inhabitants 
of the mountain AlburzCouh 3 and then return’d 
to the camp at Tabadar. 


When 
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Book V. ■’ When the army was on their march, TitnUf 
order’d the emprefles, and the Mirza’s wives, 
to return home with the young princes ; and fhey 
were conduced by Cohlugadgi. They ftaid at 
Tauristhe reft of the fummer, and towards au¬ 
tumn they went to Sultania. Timur at his ar¬ 
rival at Mencoul, uot being willing to do,any 
thing againft the rules of policy, fent a fecond 
ambaflador to Bajazet, with a letter in thefe terms. 

Timut’s “ After the ufual compliments, we give you 

Letter to « a( j v j cej that tho we are on our march to meet 
ajazet. tr y QU ^ y et our wort j is the fame as we have be- 
“ fore declar’d : if you confent to what we de- 
“ fire, and put into the hands of our lieutenant’s 
fC tlie fortrefs of Kemac, which has been al- 
“ ways fubjed to the countrys under our obedi- 
“ ence, we will let you peaceably enjoy the king- 
“ dom of Natolia, that you may continue the 
“ war againft the enemys of the Muffulmans ; 
“ and we will not.refide the fuccour which you 
t£ may expeft on that account. Do what you 
<c think beft for your good.” 


CHAP. XLII. 

Taking of the cajlle of Tartoum. 

T IMUR having been inform’d that there 
was a ftrong place in thofe quarters, nam’d 
Tartoum, in which were two hundred Georgians 
who refus’d to pay tribute, and infulted tljp 
Muflulmans and paflengers; and that the prince 
who commanded ’em was abfent, and had left 
in his place a lieutenant nam’d Ghurdgibec: 
his highnefs commanded the Emirs Chamelik, 
Cheik Noureddin, and others, to attack the 
place, and take it at any rate. They accord- 
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ingly came before it; and fent to acquaint the Chap. 4i . 
enemy, that if they wou’d willingly lurrender, (✓'VNJ 
and pay the tribute, they fhou’d have quar¬ 
ter : but they refus’d fo to do, and trailing : 
in the ftrength of the caftle, prepar’d to de¬ 
fend themfelves. ‘Our foldiers made the great 
cry, Alla Ecber, and Salli Alla Mehamraed 1 ; 
and having inverted the place, they gave feve- 
rat affaults, difcharging infinite fhowets-of ar- 
- rows. The befieg’d vigoroufly defended them- 
felves for five days ,• and thefixth the place was 
taken : our men put all the Georgians to the 
fword, and having overthrown the wails, they 
raz’d the place, even to the very foundations. 

The governor, who efcap’d, came to the foot 
of the throne to beg pardon; and obtain’d 
quarter for his life. , 

Timur ftaid at Avenic till the return of the 
ambafladors he, had lent to jSaj^et. When two 
months beyond the time agreed on were part, 
and he had no news from the ambafladors, he 
grfew impatient. <c In truth, faidhej extraction 
“ is a ftrange thing. Whatever mildrtefs we ufe 
‘ c with regard to Bajazer, in order to preferve 
“ Natolia, as being the frontiers of the Muf- 
“ fulman country, and hinder as far as we are 
“ able its being deftroy’d by our troops ; yet 
“ the Turcoman blood of this ignoble perfon 
“ won’t permit him to deal civilly with ;t», 

“ and preferve peace and friendship between us. 

“ He does not fend back our ambafladors, but 
“ carryshis hatred and hoftility fo far, that we 
** are conftrain’d to enter his country with an 
“ army, fho we have no defire to feire by force 
<c on his dominions and effedts. But this is the

** refult 
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“ refult of providence, whofe depths we are not 
“ able to fathom : and we know not whether 
“ the effefts are defign’d for good or evil till 
“ they happen.” 

Timur fent back to Sultania the fecond em- 
prefs Touman Aga, with the Mirza Sadvaccas, 
Ton of the Mirza Mehemed Sultan; and he after¬ 
wards continu’d, his march towards Natolia. 
When he was arriv’d at Erzerom, he was join’d 
by the Mirzas and Emirs who had pafs’d- the 
winter in Courdiftan and Chaldea, where they 
had pillag’d and exterminated the enemys, as we 
faid before, and had departed thence in the 
fpring, with great quantity of booty, by the 
road of Coulaghi, and the mountain of Sou- 
natai. 


CHAP. XLIIL 

Taking of the cafile of Kfntac. Arrival of 
Ambajfadors from Bajazet. 

T H E caftle of Kemac is one of the moll 
noted in Aha; it is fituate upon a high- 
ileep rock, and is furrounded with a defile in 
form of a labyrinth. At the bottom of its 
walls are gardens and parterres of flowers on the 
bank of the Euphrates: and no prince has ever 
taken it by force. Several poets have compar’d 
it to the terreftrial paradife, becaufe yearly 
for three days together, little birds, as big as 
fparrows, and unfledg’d, fall out of the air; the 
inhabitants gather ’em up, fait ./’em, and pre- 
ferve ’em in pots. If they don’t take ’em in 
three days, their wings grow large enough to 
fly away.

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The Mirza Mehemedl Sultan befought the Chap.4.3. 
emperor to honor him with a commiflion to U'VNJ 
conquer this place ; which having obtain’d, he 
departed with the Emirs'of Tomans and Heza- 
res, with all the arms and machines necelTary 
for a liege.' Timur being arriv’d at Arzendgian, 
fent the Mirzas Aboubecre, Calil Sultan, Sultan 
Huflein, and Eshender, with the, Emirs GeHan 
.Cfiah, Cheik. Noureddin, and Berendac, to 
jpin the Mirza' Mehemed Sultan; which they 
had no fooner done, than they befieg’d the place 
in form. The fiege continu’d-ten whole days, 

.during which ourfoldiers (lop’d the wate,r which 
.flow’d into the place. The eleventh night they 
made rope-ladders, oirwhich the’ Mecrit fol- 
•diers, who run upon thefteepeft mountains like 
roe-bucks, got to the top of the mountain ; and 
when they, were there, they fix’d cords, which 
they let down to'the'bottom. The Mirza Me- 
hemed Sultdn order’d a number of brave men, 
whofe names he wrote down,, to mount by thefe 
cords,* Which they did, arm’d with their cniraf- 
fes, durirtgThe’darknefs of the night. The be- 
fiqg’d perceiving ’em defended themfelves, and 
caft down gfeat (tones upon ’em. Alicher, j ne- 
phew of the, Emir Abbas, and others, mffs’d 
the fteps, and fell. The next morning our 
foldiets mounted t'6 the aflault, at the found df 
drums and kettle-drums; and the wild-fire in 
pots were caft with machines‘from both (ides: 
pur men alfo attack’d ’em with arrows and ftones; 
and every one gate marks of the -greateft vafor. 

The-Mirza'Menbrhed Suftan us’d all liti endea¬ 
vors 1 to encourage his foldiers/’ The Miria 
Aboubecre did wonders:,- and his bfficers firft 
fcal’d the walls, and erefted their horfe-tail. 

At the fame time the others Amounted on ‘all 
V 0 II. ^ Q_ tides 
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Book V. fides, and enter’d the place, of which they 
made themfelves. matters. 

Timur having advice of the taking of this 
place, departed from the meadow of Arzencfc 
gian, and came before the cattle of Kemac, the 
government of which he gave to prince Ta- 
harten, becaufe it was no more than feven 
leagues from Arzendgian. 

From thence he began his march in earnett for 
the conqueft of the Ottoman empire : and as 
feveral peafants and laborers were retreated 
into caverns and deep places, he fent Emirs to 
attack ’em. But thefe men having at a diftance 
perceiv’d the number of his troops, were feiz’d 
with fear: fo they came up to ’em, and with 
fubmjffion beg’d quarter; which was granted 
_’em. The army being encamp’d at Sebafte, Bay- 
..azid Tchempai Eltchik arriv’d there from theOt- 
taman Porte, accomany’d by frefh ambafladors 
from the emperor Bajazet; he gave an account to 
the emperor of his negotiation, and prefented 
the anfwer to the letter he had writ to the Ot¬ 
toman. This anfwer, which was very haughty 
and arrogant, made appear that fate, had refolv’d 
the ruin of this monarchy: arid Bajazet, to ex- 
cufe his not furrendring up the cattle of Kemac, 
alledg’d reafons very unfatisfa&ory to Timur’s 
council. 

The Ottoman ambafladors being admitted to 
audience thro the intercefSon of the princes of 
the blood, they kifs’d the imperial carpets .of¬ 
fer’d their prefents, which confided of ten ndr- 
fes of great price, feveral animals proper for the 
cfiace, and divers other raritys; and on their 
knees declar’d the fubjeft of their etnBafiy. The 
emperor having heard ’em, fell into a great 
paflion, refus’d their prefents, and thus addrefs’d 

• him- 
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himfelf to the perfon who had been the fpeaker: Chap.4,4. 
“ If it were not an infemotis action for princes 
“ to put to death an atttbaffador, I wou’d this 
" hour feparate your head- from your body.” 

Yet having a little moderated his fury, he faid : 

“ When fortune ceafes to be propitious* counfel 
" becomes ufelefs; for tho we had no intention 
“ to hurt your country, yet we are conftrain’d 
“ by that faithlefs prince’s manner of afting, to 
" make war upon him. Hadhefent Cara Yonfe^ 

“ to me, and deliver’d up the caftle of Keraac 
“ to' my lieutenants, ho might have remain’d 
" quiet in his kingdom. God be thank’d, this 
tx caftle' has been reduc’d to obedience by the 
“ valor of oiir foldiers. Tell him fronvrrtej* that 
“ fiiice he has refus’d to attend to mycouniel, 

“ and has earry’d his obftinacy fo far, he muft 
“ prepare himfelf like a brave man to fuftaia the 
t( attacks of our ever-vi&orrous army.” 




CHAP. XLIV. 


Timur reviews his army. 

T IMUR havingrefolv’dto attack Bajazet 
in his own dominions, order’d the troops 
to rendezvous in the plain of Sebafte 1 to pafs in 
review : he polled himfelf upon an eminence 
to examine their ranks, antis, arid countenance. 
When any fquad'ron pafs’cl before him, the cap¬ 
tain advanc’d, fell on his' knees, and holding his 
horfe by the bridle, made his compliment 
to his highnefs generally in thefe terms: " Our 
" lives fhall always be employ’d in the fervice of 
“ our great emperor: we will not leave a plant 
“ or fhrub in the enemy’s lands but we’ll fack

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Book, V. “ Natolia, and deftroy the Ottoman.” Timur 
l/y\) anfwer’d thefe compliments, by encouraging ’em 
always to behave themfelves like brave men, ra¬ 
ther to acquire honor, than in hopes of a rer 
ward. 

Thus all the army march’d one after the other 
b.y Tomans, Hezares, and Couchons, with 
great ceremony. But .when the troops of the 
Mirza .Mehemed Sultan, which came frelh from 
Samarcand, pafs’d by,: Timur admir’d -their 
beatify} carder and magnificence: for as good 
order ip an army is the foie and primary caufe 
ofr viaory, this Mirza had divided his into feve- 
ral bodys, ; which. had eaqh.A ftandardof a par¬ 
ticular-color, that they 'might rally when at a 
diftance from each other, and be known in the 
heat of a battel. A. certain number of'fqua- 
dron^. had, their ftandards and enfigns r,ed; as 
likewife' their cuirafles, faddles,. quivers, Kelts, 
lances, bucklers, clubs, ' and other arms, of the 
fame-color.. Another body of the army was 
yellow, and another white : there were likewife 
violet and other coders iir the fame ^rder. One 
regiment had’ all coats of'mall; and another 
cuiraffes. The Mirza having mader .his troops 
pafs in this pompous manner, paicf his com¬ 
pliments to the emperor. . , 

The review^ lafted from break of day till after¬ 
noon, when Timur went .to prayers. He or¬ 
der’d the Ottoman ambafladors to be conduced 
thro all the ranks : they admir’d the arms and 
beauty of the equipages and were feiz’d with 
fear at the fight of tfiis great multitude of fol- 
diers, having never feen, any thing like if. Next 
day Timur gave prefents t6 the ambalfadors, 
and at the. audience of leave made the follow¬ 
ing fpeech to ,’em : “ Tell. Bajazet, that b'e- 
“ caufe he employs the whole ftrength of his 
t “ Empire 
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“ empire to make war on the . infidels,, we are Chap.45. 
“ forry we muft be conftrain’d to condud our 
“ army into his country; .that notwithftanding 
“ air our reafons to make war w;th him, we 
“ are yet willing to adjuft matters with him, 

“ and pardon him. He need only reftor? to us 
the officers belonging to prince Taharten, 

“ whom he hath feiz’d, and fend- fo us one of 
“ his fons, whom we will regard"as our own 
“ child, and treat with mqre courtefy than ho 
“ has ever receiv’d from his father. On thefe 
“ conditions the empire’ v of Natolia fhall re- 
“ main unmolefted; the war fhallceafe; and 
“ the inhabitants of his country fhall continue 
“ in peace and tranquillity, and have reafon tp 
“ praife their prince’s clemency, on whom thi 
“ merit of this action fhall fall.” 


CHAP. XLV. 

Taking of the cajlle of Harouc. 

A FTER the Ottoman ambaffadors re¬ 
turn, the fpys who had orders to^ give 
advice of every thing which pafs’d, inform’d the 
emperor that in thofe quarters there was a 
carfle nam’d Harouc, into which a great number 
of peafants were retreated, having fortify’d the 
place, with defign to make an obftinate defence. 
The Emirs Cheik Noureddin and Berendac 
were order'd to ruin this fortrefs : they departed 
at the fame time, and being arriv’d before Ha¬ 
rouc, they call into it fo great a quantity of 
wild-fire, that they made the inhabitants re¬ 
treat from their walls, and no one dar’d ihew 
their heads. ]® the mean while the Tappers 

work’d 
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Book V. work’d with a great deal of brisknefs, and foon 
k/'YNJ call; down the walls. A general affault was im¬ 
mediately giv en, and all the peafants put to the 
fword. 


CHAP. XLVJ. 

Timur marches to Cafarea in Cappadocia, and 
to Ancora. 

W HEN the army was encamp’d in the 
neighborhood of Sebafte, the guides 
brought advice that the road of Tocat was full 
of forefts, the paflages of which are extremely 
narrow ; that Bajazet was arriv’d at Tocat with 
a numerous army, and had fei,z’d on the palfage 
of the river Inis oblig’d Timur to turn to¬ 
wards the fonthern fide of Natolia : He took 
the road to Cafarea in Cappadocia, and fent 
before AH Sultan Tavacfti to hinder the troops 
going into the city. Timur was fix days in his 
march from Sebafte to Caefarea, where he ftaid 
ftome time, and granted quarter to the inhabi¬ 
tants, as veil the criminal as the innocent. 
Some fled for refuge into caverns and caves; 
whom the fofdiers perceiving, pillag’d their 
effects, bec2ufe of their being Iq fufpicious. As 
it was the feafon for reaping the corn and pulfe 
in that country, the foldiers had orders to ga¬ 
ther enough for the ammunition appointed to 
’em. Timur nam’d the Mirza Aboubecre, and 
the Emir Cheik Noureddin for leaders of the

with his cuirafs and helmet. He march’d three 
days on the bank of the river yarn’d Youlgoun 
Soui; and the fouth he encamp’d at| Kirche- 
her where he had advice that Bajazet’s army 
had been feen. 

Hereupon he gave orders for the array to 
march that way and encamp,• and round the 
camp to dig a trench, which ihou’d be fortify’d 
with bucklers and palifadoes: Timur fent the 
Emir Chamelic w ith a thoufand horfe to gain in¬ 
telligence. This Emir being favor’d by the 
night, advanc’d about two leagues towards the 
enemy’s cavalry; and at break of day he difcp- 
ver’d he v as near Bajazet’s camp: fo he hid 
himfelf in an ambufcade to wait a good op- 
nity. As foon as the enemy’s fcouts appear’d, 
he fell upon ’em ; and a bloody skirmith enfu’d. 

Bajazec was very much furpriz’d, to hear 
that a handful of Tartars had dar’d attack his 
fcouts fo near his camp ; and cou’d not refrain 
from expreffing his forrow at it to his Emirs : 
whereupon ,he decamp’d at fun-rife, and took 
the road to Kircheher. Chamelic fent a courier 
to Timur to give him an account of the skirmilh, 
and of Bajazet’s march Then Timur fenti' 

Elias Coja, SainteMaure, Mourad, and others, 
to the number of fixty, to gain intelligence of 
Bajazet: and the Emir Chamelic return’d in the 
evening to the imperial camp. 

At break of day, Timur deliver’d his fen- 
timents to the Mirzas and Emirs in the fol¬ 
lowing manner: “ Tkere are, fays he, two 
“ different opinions with relation to our con- 
“ duff in the prefent conjuncture : one is, that

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“ we wait the enemy here, to give time to out 
“ foldiers and horfes to repofe themfelves from

“ that we'march into the midft of his country* 

“ and ravage it, which will oblige him to pur- 
“ fue us with expedition : and fo we fhall de¬ 
ll" flroy his army, which for the moft part con- 
“ fifls of infantry.” He refolv’d upon the laft, 
and order’d his army to march. He left in the 
camp the Mirza Sultan Huftein with two thou- 
fand horfe ; and he fent before to Ancora 5 the 
Emirs Berendac, Befteri, and other captains of 
companys, with orders to ‘lhut up the paflage 
againft the enemys they fhou’d meet: fome in¬ 
fantry were order’d to march with ’em, to dig 
wells in tbofe places where they were to encamp 
at night. Thefe Emirs march’d according to 
order, and were follow’d by Abderrahman Ta- 
' vachi at the head of the infantry. Thofewho 
had been fent out the preceding day to gain 
intelligence, met’a party of the enemy, whom 
"• they put to flight,- cut oft' the head of one, 
and took another prifoner. 

In the mean while the emperor Bajazet’s fon 
advanc’d at the head of a thoufand horfe to¬ 
wards our camp, to obferve our motions; he 
pafs’d the night near our army without being 
perceiv’d, and laid in ambufcade in a defile. In 
the morning, when our men return’d from ma¬ 
king inroads, he attack’d ’em ; and as they were 
but fixty in number, he had certainly defeated 
’em, tho they fought bravely,’ and always ad¬ 
vanc’d towardss our camp, had he not perceiv’d 
the fquadrons of the Mirza Sultan Hteffein, who

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■were come to their afliftance: To he was con- Chap.^. 
ftrain’d to abandon ’em, and retreat. fc/’V'O 

The Emirs and infantry,, who had taken the 
road to Ancora, acquitted themfelves exadly of 
their orders. The cavalry march’d as far as the 
city, pillaging ail the country : and the infantry 
who follow’d ’em, dug wells in the road, , to get 
water for. the reft. Timur finding the way fo 
godd,. went in three days to Ancora, and en¬ 
camp’d near it with all his army. An Emir, 
nam’d Yacoubj was governor of the/ortrefs for 
the Ottoman emperor : and. .the garifon ccnfift- 
ed of feveral of the braveft men in that coun¬ 
try, who were refolv’d to defend themfelves to 
the laft. Next day Timur took horfe, and rode 
round the city to view it. Then he gave orders 
for the water of a rivulet which runs into the 
city to be cut off, and the walls to be Tapp’d, 
while the Tappers ihou’d be back’d as ufual. 

Some of our brave men even foal’d a baftion 
which looks upon the rivulet, and almoft: 
made themfelves entire matters of the town: 
but advice was brought from our fcouts, that 
Bajazet was advancing with defign to fall upon 
our army in the rear, and was but at four leagues 
diftance. On thisT/'mur forthwith order’d the 
fiege to be rais’d* and that thofe who were 
mounted on the baftion ftiou’d come down 
fighting: and they forthwith decamp’d. 

The army march’d not far that day, but en¬ 
camp’d, leaving the river behind ’em. Then 
a trench was dug round about the camp, 
and fortify’d with bucklers and palifadoes, fires 
- being made all the night. There was a little 
fountain at the foot of a hill near the paflage 
of the enemy’s army : and as the Ottomans had 
no other water than this, Timur fent a great 
body of foldiers to dcftroy this fountain, and 
porrupt the water. When 
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BoofcV. When night came, Timur enter’d his cloffet as 
UhtfSj ufual, to humble himfelf before God, and be- 
fbech' him to give him the ui< 3 ory; when in the 
moil devout manner he offer’d up the follow ing 
prayer: “ O Lord, who art the great creator 
“ of the univerfe, and my particular benefador, 
“ it is of thy grace alone that I hold the vi&o- 
“ rys I have obtain’d during the whole courfe 
“ of my life: for what am I ? Does npt the 
“ union betwixt my foul and body depend on 
“ thy will ? And thus. Lord, what thou haft 
“ done for me, redounds to thy glory ; and 
“ thou art the conqueror and the triumpher. 
* c On this occafion therefore I beg the continua- 
“ tion of thy favor, w hich thou haft never yet 
refus’d me : why then fhou’d I defpair ? ” 


CHAP. XL VII. 

Timur ranges his army in order of battel-, to 
fight Bajazet. 

T IMUR having fpent the night in prayer, 
at break of day gave orders that the 
drums fhou’d be beat, and that every one fhou’d 
march out of the entrenchments with their arms, 
to prepare for battel. Then he rang’d his army 
in order. The left wing was commanded by 
the Mirzas Charoc and Calil Sultan, who had 
for their lieutenant-general the Emir Solyman 
Chah ; and the vanguard of this left wing was 
led by the Mirza Sultap Huflein, who had under 
him Ali Sultan. The right w ing was under the 
command of the Mirza MirauChah, who had 
for his lieutenant-general the Emir Cheik Nou- 
reddin: the vanguard of this wing was given to 
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th e Mirza Aboubecre, whofe lieutenant was the Chap.47. 
Emir Gehan Chah. 

The main-body confifted of a vaft number of 
the greateft lords in Afia : forty colonels at the 
head of their regiments were on the right, and 
as many on the left. The Mirza Mehemed Sul¬ 
tan was general of the whole body ; and before 
him was carry’d the great ftaff, on whofe top 
was a red horfe-tail, and upon that a half¬ 
moon : he had for his lieutenants-general the 
Mirzas Pir Mehemed, Omar Cheik, Eskender, 
and other princes his brothers ; with the Emirs 
Chamfeddin Abbas, Chamelic, Elias Coja, and 
others. Timur commanded the body of referve, 
compos’d of forty compleat companys well 
arm’d, with which he defign’d to fuccour that 
part of the army which fhou’d have moil need 
of affiftance. He order’d feveral ranks of ele¬ 
phants to be potted at the head of the whole 
army, as well, to intimidate the enemy, as to 
ferve for trophys of the fpoils of India. They 
were cover’d with the moft fplendid trappings, 
and as ufual. arm’d with towers on their backs, 
in which were plac’d archers and caftets of wild¬ 
fire, to fpread terror and diforder wherever 
they fhou’d go. 

Bajazet alfo took care to range his army in 
order of battel. The right wing was com¬ 
manded by Pefir Laus an European, his wife’s 
brother, with twenty thoufand cavalry of Eu¬ 
rope, all arm’d in fteel from head to foot, fo 
that nothing cou’d be feeri but their eyes. Their 
armor is fatten’d below the foot by a padlock, 
which except they open, theft cuirafs and hel¬ 
met can’t be taken off. 

The left was led by Muffulman Chelebi 
fon of Bajazet, and compos’d of the troops of 
Natolia- The main-body was under the com- 
| mand 
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Bocfc.V. mand of Bajazet himfelf, having for his Iieute- 
nants-general his three fons Moufla, Aifa, and 
Muftafa. The moft, skilful of his five fons, 
nam’d Mehemed Chelebi, and firnam’d Kirich- 
tchi, was at the head of the rear, and had , for 
his lieutenant^ Balfouh Pacha, Ali Pacha, Ha- 
fan Pacha, Mourad Pacha, Aidbe, and Paehad- 
gic, with a great number of brave captains. ; 

Thus the Ottoman advanc’d in good order, 
and welbequip’d, full of ardor to come to blows 
with our Tartars* who were not lefs defirous of 
jhat than himfelf. • . 

About ten in the morning, the infantry with 
their bucklers before ’em polled themfelves on 
the neighboring hills. The drum was beat for 
the battel to begin, and the great cry Sou.rouh 
made, at the found of the large trumpet Kerrenai* 


C H A t. XLVIII. 

Timur giver Bajazet battel , anti gains the 
victory, 

T he two armys rang’d in order of battel 
came in view of each other, being re- 
folv’d either to conquer or die. The drums and 
kettle-drums were beat; and Timur got off his 
horfe to go to prayers ; following the counfel 
of the Santori Abdalla Eufari: then he re- 
mounted ? and gave orders for attacking the 
enemy. 

The Mirza Aboubecre, at the head of the 
vanguard of the right wing, began the battel 
by a difcharge of arrows, on the enemy’s left 
wing, commanded by Muffulman Chelebi, Ba- 
jazet’s eldeft fon. The Emirs Gehan Chah 

! and 
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and Cara Ofman did wonders, breaking thro the Chap^g. 
left wing. Kirichtchi, the moll valiant of Ba- 
jazet’s children, .perform’d very .noble adio'ns ; 
but when he had prov’d the ftrength and intre¬ 
pidity of our foldiers, he found it impoffible tq 
refill ’em, and^fp tpok up a refolution to fly 
with his troops. .The. Sultan Huflejn, who 
commanded the vanguard of our left wing, ad¬ 
vanc’d vigoroufly upon the enemy’s right, of 
whom i^e. maye a' cruel, fl/iughter. The Mirza 
Mehemed Sultan on his knjees befought Timor 
to give hinx leave tp enter the field of battel; and 
our monarch perceiving pur left wing had ad¬ 
vanc’d too far, fept this Mirza to.hach it. He 
accordingly march’d thither at the head of all the 
Bebaders whom he commanded ; .'and ruffling 
fuj^fpeed into the midi! of the Ottoman army, 
he broke their ranks, and ppt ’em into.,great dif- 
order, The Europeans on the-qther hand, filing 
upon our men, gave "marks of a prodigious, valor 
and iqvincible courage., Each party fometimes 
repuls’d its adyerfary, .aqd were as often repuls’d 
by him :. but at length our foldiers had the ad¬ 
vantage by the death of .prince Pefir Laus, as 
alfo by the flaughter.of. the : infantry of the ene¬ 
my’s right wing. Thp/tyfirzas Pir Mehemed, O- 
mar Cheik and Eskender, with tjie Emirs Chame- 
lic, Cheilt Noureddin and Iferendac, chas’d the e- 
nemy’s infantry from the hills where it was polled. 

Timur perceiving the enemy, begin to ,give way, 
order’d the Mirzas.and Emirs to. fail upon the 
Ottomans, with all. the. army.. Thefe . generals 
accordingly ad vanc’d fword in hand: ,a,nd quick¬ 
ly made.fo; terrible a.flaughter, that the great

' battel 
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Bodk V. battel between thofe of Iran and thofe of Tou- 
ran, commanded by Rouftem and Esfendiar, 
was nothing in comparifon to it. Part of the 
Ottoman army was put to the fword, and the 
reft fled. 

While the Mirza Mehemed Sultan routed the 
enemy’s right wing, fix companys belonging to 
this Mirza afcepded a hill, which properly was 
their poft. Bajazet, observing their fmall num¬ 
ber, attack’d ’em at the head of his main-body, 
and having chas’d ’em from that poft, drew np 
his o wn men there. Our foldiers hating join’d 
the Mirza, rally’d; and being ftrengthen’d with 
feveral regiments, return’d with defign to at¬ 
tack Bajazet’s main-body. The Ottoman em¬ 
peror having carefully examin’d from the hill the 
difpofition of his army, and perceiving the dif- 
order, or rather defeat, of his two wings, 
was feiz’d with fear. And as feveral of Hisfol- 
dierscame to him, who had fled out of both his 
right and left wing, Timur advanc’d thither, 
himfelfwith the Mirza Charoc, and enter’d into 
the midft of the enemy. The Mirza Miran 
Chah, with'the Emirs of the right wing, and 
the Mirza Sultan Huffein, with the Emir Soly- 
man Grab, and others of the left wing, haft- 
en’d thither likewife; and'at the fame time all 
the troops, falling upon Bajazet, furrounded 
him with his army, fikebeaftsin the circle of a 
chace. The Ottoman defended himfelf like a 
brave hero, and skilful warrior: he maintain’d 
his ground all the day, notwithftanding the mi- 
ferable ftate he was reduc’d to; and when night 
was come, he defcended from the hill, and fled. 
Our foldiers difcharg’d a fhower of arrows upon 
him, and flew feveral of his men, while him¬ 
felf efcap’d from that danger. Several; of our 
brave warriors purfu’d him fword in hand, kill¬ 
ing 
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ing every one they met; and as the fuh was in Chap.49. 
the fixth degree of Leo, it ^yas fo hot, that moil v ^ r V > - / 
of thofe who fled dy’d of thirft, there being no 
water in the place where they went to reft them- 
felves. 

After the battel Timor return’d to his camp, 
and give thinks to God for this glorious vidtory.. 

The Mirzas and Emirs oh their knees congratu- 
lated'him, and fprinkled upon him gold aha pte- , 
cioUs ftones.. This viftory happen’d on friday 
the 19th of Zilcade8o^, which anfwers to the. July i.’ 
year of the fforfe. 1402. 


CHAP. XLiX, 

The Ukirtg of the Ottoman emperor, who 'is 
Brought in chains before the throne of the 
conqueror. 

B A JAZET cou’d not flylfo fwiftly, but 
that he Was overtaken by our brave men, 
who Went in purfuit of him. The'Sultan Mah¬ 
moud * Can feiz’d him, bound him as a prifoner, * Grand 
and fent him under a good guard to Timur, to Can of 
whom he was prefented at the hoar of fun-fct, Zl S* wi * 
With his hands bound, by the great Emirs. Ti¬ 
mur perceiving him in this condition, cou’d not 
ftifle the tendernefs bf his heart; but was mov’d 
with compaflion, and taking pity on the misforr 
tune of fo great a prince, order'd his hands to 
be unbound, and he to be brought before him 
with refpeft. When Bajazet was admitted to 
the chamber of audience, Timur Went to receive 
bjm at the door of his tent, with great, cere¬ 
mony ; and caufing him to fic .down by him, he 
deliver’dhimfelf to him after this manner.

Bajazet, full of ccnfufion, confefs’d his fafilt 
In thefe terms ; “ I have indeed done ill in not

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“ following the counfels of fo great an emperor, Chap.494 
<£ and have likewife receiv’d the jpunilhment I C<VN> 
merited. If your majefty is willing to pardon 
c< me, Ifwear that neither my-felf nor children 
* c fhall turn afide from the paths of obedience to 
“ your orders.” - ' 

Timur then gave him a folendid veil, and 
comforted him by kind promiles, and by treating 
him as a great emperor. Bajazet perceiving Ti¬ 
mur’s generality, remonftrated to him, thatjiis 
children Moufla and Muftafa were with him in 
the battel ; that his heart being tenderly aftefted 
to ’em, he befought him to order that.fear^h 
might be made after ’em; and if living, that 
they might be brought to him: adding, that 
this wou’d be an addition to the obligations he 
ftiou’d be under to him during the remainder of 
his life. 


Then the emperor order’d the Tavatchis ,to 
fearch every where for Bajazet’s children : they 
found only Moufla,whom they brought to Timur, 
who gave him a veil, and fent him to his father, Timur 
for .whom he had order’d a royal pavilion to be treats Baja- 
erefted near his own, commanding Hafan Ber- j“ et wit * 1 
las and BayazidTchempai to keep guard at the and°e- 
gaW, and furnifh Bajazet with every thing he {pea. 
Ihou’d want. Timur, in tiling Bajazet after this 
generous manner, imitated the great prophet 
Mahomet, who, after the conqueit of Mecca, re¬ 
turn’d thanks to Grod, and thus addrefs’d the* 


inhabitants : “ Hpw do you think I fhall ufe you 
“ at this time ? ” They anfwer’d in the proverb : 
“ You are a generous brother, and the fon of a 
lt generous brother : and the generous man par- 
“ "dons when it lies in his power.” Mahomet 
faid to ’em, “ I tell you the fame'that Jofeph 
“ told his brethren, who had mifus’d him, I

T IMUR then decamp’d, and went down 
to the meadow of Ancora, the governor 
ot which place, nam’d Yacoub, came out to 
cafe himfelf at his feet, and beg his pardon, 
after having deliver’d up the cattle to the 
officers of the court, who refign’d it to Ali Sul¬ 
tan Tavachi. Then the commiflarys of the Divan 
began to receive the tribute impos’d on the inha¬ 
bitants of conquer’d places, as a ranfom for their 
lives. 

Timur fent the MSrza Mehemed Sultan north¬ 
wards to the city of Prufa * inBithynia, the feat 
of the Ottoman empire ,* and he was accompa- 
ny’d by the Mirza' Aboubecre, and the Emirs 
Gehan Chrah, Cheilt Noureddin, Sevindgic, and 
others, with their Tomans. The emperor or¬ 
der’d the Emir Cheilt Noureddm tb ftay at Pru¬ 
fa, and feize on all the treafereS of Bajazet, and 
the riches of that city. He likewifecommanded, 
the Mirzas and Emirs to ravage all the country 
as.far as to the banks of Kara Yica otherwise

Eftanous 6 , 
and Ketir 7 , with ten Tomans of the left wing. 
The emperor aftetvC’ards went in two days to 
Khioutahia % a delightful-town, as well for the 
purenefs of the air, and the charming tafte of the 
fruits, as for the beauty .of its pleafure-houfes, 
and the number of its fountains. As this place 
exceedingly pleas’d.hira, hefkid here a month, 
and granted quarter to the inhabitants, on pay¬ 
ing the accuftom’d ranfom to his commiflarys, 
who at the fame time feiz’d on the goods which 
Teiriour/Fach had kid up for a long)tiqac in this 
place.

Prufa, accord¬ 
ing to the.,,OfiiReror’s order, made fo much hafle 
in the five days he wasjjparohing, that ..of the 
thirty .t^ioufand horfe he had, but four t thou- 
fand arriv’d,; \yith Jiirri at l^rufa. Yet he cou’d 
not. get there' foon enough to execute the de- 
fign he had in hand ; for.Mulfulman Chelebi had 
got there before him, and fled with all the 
treafures belonging to his father, which he con’d 
talfe along with him. The principal inhabitants 
of the city alfo fled with their eftefts and fami’ 
lys, fome to mount Olympus, otherwife n^m’d 
Kechich Daghi, at the foot of which the city of 
Prufa is fituate ; and others to the fea-fhore.

He alfo fent by 
the fame perfons a Choncar, which is a very 
large bird of prey, -befides feveral other prefents 
of great price. The Mirza AbOubecre alfo feat 
a Choncar by Ac Sultan. 

. Between Prufa and Kioutahia, which are two 
days journy from each other, is a mountain full 
of very clofe- trees, above four leagues in length, 
into which feveral peafants, had fled for refuge : 
they attack’d tlie Mirza’s melfengers in a defile 
with advantage- Our men, tho far inferior 
to’em, flood, their ground i and thro Timur’s 
good fortune, Mehemed Couroumichi Yefouri, 
Ibrahim Ahmed, Facreddin, Mehemed ■ Ca- 
lapder, and Refer, defended chemfelves with 
fo much bravefy, that a great fiaughter ehfued : 
and the enemy were conftrain’d to retreat, and 
let ’em pafs by. They had the honor to falute 
the emperor at Kioutahia, and offer their pre¬ 
fents, after having given him an account of all 
that had happen’d. 

. The Emir Cheik Noureddin having feparated 
the gold and precious ftones from the other riches 
of Bajazet’s treafury, of which he had taken 
ppffeflion, deliver’d ’em to Ghamfeddin Alma* 
Ifj'ghi, whom he fent to Timur under a convoy 
of feveral brave men. Cbamfeddin carry’d all 
tp his highnefs, at Kioutahia- The Mirza Me¬ 
hemed Sultan being return’d from Micalidge, 
took up his quarters at Prufa, where he was 
join d by the Mirza Aboubecre, who was come 
from making inroads. The Emir Sevindgic alfo 
came there, after having pillag’d the villages on 
the fea-fhore, and ruin’d Kianende. Then the 
$dirza Mehemed Sultan decamp’ti with all his

nicheher, contiguous to that of Prufa, where v-ry-w 
the Mirza Aboubeore, with the emperor’s per- 
miffion, marry ’d Bajazet’s eldeft daughter.

T H E Mirza Sultan Huflein, and the Em»r 
Solymair Chah, who were gone out to 
make inroads in .the fouthern parts, of Natolia, 
plunder'd Kepec.a Turcoman prince, and took 
the towns of Akcheker and Caraifer, in which 
places the Emir Solyman Chah eilahlifh’d gover¬ 
nors to defend the. inhabitants from infults; He 
plac’d Tcherkes §oqtchi in Akcheker, impos’d- a 
tax on the towns far the ranfom of the inhabitants 
lives, and plunder**! every one who oppos’d him'. 
He pillag’d the town of Tchaker Boulagh, and 
thehatd of CaoumLHamid.; andieiz’d on fa ma¬ 
ny horfes, camels and Iheep, that the foldiers 
were not able to bring’emaway.' - After having 
taken the town of Chehermata, he Hop’d at 
Iconium : he took the tribute-, of -Garie ' from 
the foldiers he had made prifoners, which he 
fent to Timur. The Seid Coja, fon of Cheik 
Ali Behader, went to the country of' Aidin, 
which he ravag’d, killing all the enemys he met 
as far as the fea-fhore. Bajazet’s trcafure was 
carry’d upon mules and camels to Kioutahia, 
where it was prefented to Timur by the

The. generous e taper or feht to Bajazet his 
wife, nam’d Deftina \ daughter of Laus an 
European, with his daughter and all his do- 
meftics ; butije^was, defirojus that that princefs, 
who till thefi had b6ert toferated in the Chrif- 
• tign religion, even in Bajazct’s feraglio, fhou’d 
embrace Mahometanifm. The Climk Cham- 
ftddin Mehemed'Jxzari, who had been carry’d 
away prifoner of war, was like wife pretexted 
to the , emperor. They brought to cour,t the 
Etair MeheWd, fon'of Oaraman, tvho hadTor 
twelve years been kept in chains by Baja^t: 
Timur honor’d him with a Vett artd belr, arid 
gave him the government of all the province 
of Caramania, with Iconiuta.

A FTER Titaur had itaid a month at 
Kioutaftia in the delights of banquets and 
plays, he departed from thence, and was join’d

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in his way by the Mirza Mehemed Sultan, who Chap, 5? ', 
had left the Emir Chatnfeddin Abbas with the 
baggage at Clieherno *, and was fet out with * orYe- 
the Mirza Aboubecre, the Emir Gehan Chah, nichehcr, 
and “Sevindgic Behader, to return to court, 
where he kifs’d the ground before the emperor, 
and offer’d his prefents. 

Timur, w ho v as„ emperor was oblig’d to take 
care both of church and hate, iffu’d 1 oqt a fevere 
ordef that the brave Sainte Maure and his bro¬ 
ther Afourad fhou’d be put to death, for feveral 
primes they had committed ; and that even his 
fon and other brothers fhou’d be fought for, and 
treated in the fame manner: which order was 
immediately put tti execution. 

The Mirza M-fehemed Sultan, with the Mir¬ 
za Aboubecre, and the Emits of his court, re¬ 
turn’d to Join the 1 baggage, which had been 
left at Erufa and Cheherno. Timur march’d 
towards Tangouzliq, pafs’d the, mountain of 
Alcountach, and encamp’d in an agreeable mea¬ 
dow near it. He then gave orders that the Co- 
ja Firouzi prince fit Ifra Yaca, fhon*d be put 
to death; and .'lie afterwards made prepara¬ 
tions for feafts and banquets, with rhufic and 
dancing; and the wine w'as ferv’d about by the 
mdft : beautiful ddijafels, of the country. Timur 
invited Bajazet to thefe entertainments; that as 
he had tailed the bitternefs of his wrath, he 
might alfo partake of the fweetnefs of hisfriend- 
fhip. Bajazet was conduced into the sflembly 
with great honors, and Timur did every thing he 
cou r d to pleafehim : he fpar’d neither careffes, 
nor expteffioqs of kindnefs and affefiion; and in 
line, he even granted him the inveftiture of the 
kingdom of Natoiia, which he had poflefs’d be¬ 
fore his difgrace: then the crown was plac’d on 
his head, and the fcepter put into his hand, with 
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Bool y. the patents usually given to princes for ffepif 
UVV) governments. After this feaft Tiqiur departed,

Bedreddin departed, with .full inftrudions the 
Oftob.25. fj r ff 0 f Rabiulevel 803,; accompany’d by feveral 
I4 ° 2 ‘ couriers, who fiarry’d.,relations of the conqueft 
of Natolia ipto Syria, with orders to make 

public 
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publip rejoicings. Moulana Omar conduced Chap. 54. 
the ambaflador as far as Satalia, where heem- 
bark d for Alexandria, from whence he was to 
go to Cairo ; and Omar return’d after they had 
fet fail. 

Timur likewife fent two ambaflfadors to Con- Embafly 
ftantindple, vulgarly nam’d Eftanbol, to the totl,ee »- 
TffCPOr, or Greek emperor, to fummon him to . 

pay the tribute and cuftoms. He afterwards nopie. * 
fent two meflengers to find put MuffulmanChe- 
lebi, Bajazet’s fon, who had fled to Ifra Yaca, 
and refided at Gbuzelhiflar', which his father 
had built over-againft Conftantinpple. Thefc 
meflengers had orders to tell him that he mutt: 
repair to court forthwith, or at leaft fend fome 
mony to Timur ; otherwife the army wou’d im¬ 
mediately crofs the fea to feek him, which he 
wou’d have caufe to repent. Some time after, 
the ambafladprs who had been fent to the Greek 
emperor return’d, aGcompany’d with two others, 
who came to make their, matter’s fubmiflion to 
Timur. They had the honor of an audience; 
and; having notify’d the Tecour their matter’s 
refpefls and obedience to his highoefs’s orders, 
they declar’d his confent to pay an annual tribute, 

.. and the .cuttoms, and to do every thing he cou’d 
defire of him. At length the ambafladots otter’d 
their prefents, which confided of gold florins, 
and feveral curiofitys. Timur impos’d on’em 
the tribute he thought reafonable; and they con¬ 
firm’d it by a folemn treaty. Afterwards he 
gave ’em vefts, and;permitted ’em to return 
home-

fulman Ghelebi \ and with them came the Cbeik 
RamadaH in quality of ambaflador, with-feve- 
ral prefents pf animals, horfes and florins* This 
ambaffador, who was a : ; tefry illuftrious perfon, 
having been prime minifter to Bajazet, arid grand 
Cadi of the empire, brought a letter from his 
mafter to Timur in thefe terms. “ I have the 
“ honor to call my felf your highnefs’s fervant. 
“ If you have had the goodnefs to pardon my 
“ father, arid have done him the honor to grant 
" him a place in your imperial afl'emblyy accord- 
“ ing to his rank ; I have all the reafon in the 
“ world to confide in your highnefs’s bounty: 
" and whenever you fhall order it, I will come 
“ to the foot of your imperial throne, and per- 
** form the dutys of a faithful fervant in what- 
“ ever you ihall pleafe to command me.” 

Timur receiv’d the letter and the ambaf&ddrV 
fpeech very gracioufly, and return’d the foifoyv- 
ing anfwer. “ All that ought to have happen’d 
“ in this affair has happen’d: fete has executed 
“ its proje&. We have pardon’d alf that is 
c< pafs’d: and fo ydttr mafter need only come 
,** here without any fear, that there may remain 
<c no more animofity between us, but tHat I 
“ may give him fome marks of my favor.” 
Then Timur prefented a belt and a cappf gold 
to the ambaffador, and difmifs’d him. 

Advice was afterwards brought that the Sul¬ 
tan Mahmoud Can, titular emperor of Zagatai, 
who by Timur’s order was gone to make in¬ 
roads in the Ottoman ^country, had been feiz’d 
with a violent diftemper at Ketchic Eourlough,

In the mem while the Emirs ravag’d the' ma- 
ritim Oourtprys of Natolia. Thf? Emir Chameiie 
pillag’d Ketchic Bourlough, Acyaca, and Sata- 
lia, fituate on the fea-fhore. The Cheiks Ali 
Seblai and Hadgi Selduz Were (lain. • The pro¬ 
vinces of Mentecha and Teke Eili were after¬ 
wards min’d ; and the Emits return’d Co court 
laden with booty. During autumn Tithur lay 
encamp’d at Tangouzliq, to Which place the 
Seid Copt return’d, after having pillag’d Aidifl. 

As it was exceeding hot, and the air inft&ed at 
Tangouzliq,. Feveral foldiers fdl fick and died ; 
and even Seid Cbjh was near the point of death-, 
but the joy- he conceiv’d at the good reception 
his hrghnfefs gave him, reftpr’d him to his health. 

In this place is a fountain? whofe water petti- A petrify- 
fys when it ihrgnateS; and feme- foldiers, wire in S water; 
being ignorant of its effe&s, had drank of it, 
loft their lives.

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Book _V. where he ftaid feveral' days; from whence he 
march’d to Balikifra, which he pillag’d, and en¬ 
camp’d in a meadow. In the night he was at¬ 
tack’d by Elias Soubachi at the head of a num¬ 
ber of peafants, of which Veladof had given 
advice, tho too late; for the enemy came to 
furp^ize our camp, while part of the foldiers 
were gone to make inroads, and the others were 
afleep in the camp without any precaution. 
The Miria immediately took horfe, and fally’d 
out of the camp j and the Emir Gehan Chah 
with the other Emirs having join’d him, they 
fell upon the enemy, and having (lain feveral, 
and conftrain’d the reft to fly, they encamp’d in 
that meadow, till the -Mirza’s equipage arriv’d 
there. The Emirs Gehan Chah and Sevindgic 
were fent from this place to the town of Birana 
to pillage it. The Mirza after that went to 
Magni Siah, where he pafs’d the winter ; this 
town is fltuate .at the foot of a mountain, wafh’d 
by many rivulets, the waters of which are won¬ 
derfully good, and the air is fweet, even in 
winter. 

The Mirza Charoc, with the troops of the 
left wing, had the province of Ghermyan-Eili 
for his winter-quarters,- and he encamp’d be¬ 
tween OIouc-Bourlough and Ketchic-Bourlough. 

Timur departed from Tangouzliq, and march’d 
to Dougourlic, a town full of goods and all forts 
of delicious fruits, to the inhabitants of which 
he granted quarter on the payment of the 
tribute for their ranfom. Then he crofs’d the 
river of Mendouras 4 on a bridg which Temour- 
tach had built, and encamp’d on the other fide.

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where he gave audience to the Emirs Mehemed Chap.5 5. 
and Esfendkr, fom of the Emir Mehemed prince 
of Mentecha, wno made him a prefent of a 
tfioufand horfes. Timur, after giving- ’em an 
honorable reception, prefented ’em With a vert, 
a belt and a crown. Esfendiar follow’d the court, 
and Mehemed fconfanted to pay the talc, and 
retnrh’d to the place of ht'S refidence, 'with 
the receivers Elias Coutchin, Firouz Chah, and 
Mirotiz Chah Cherbetdar. Timur being arriv’d 
at Ghuzelhiflar, ftaid. there feme days till the 
entire payment of the ranfom was made. Near 
this place was a mountain, in which two hun¬ 
dred peafants had fortify**! themfelves: thefe 
raih fellows, flew and pillag’d our foldiers, who 
were gone out to fetch in wood and forage. 

Timur being inform’d of this, refolv’d to attack- 
’em in the night. Several of our foldiers who 
were enrag’d, inverted the mountain, and at 
break of day fell upon thefe villains, whom they 
<pit in pieces, and afterwards return’d to the 
camp. The dodtor Abdelgebbar Carizmi fell 
lick, and died in this place. 

Timur, departed fome days after from Ghu- 
zeihiflar, arid went to encamp at Ayazlic, where 
he ftaid feveral days : he ordeV’d ’em to pay the 
tribute Joe .their, ranfom, and eftabiifli’d a go¬ 
vernor, and a comptroller of the finances.' From 
hence he went to encamp before Tire, one of 
the raoft noted citys of Natolia, the inhabitants 
of which he oblig’d to pay the ranfom for their 
lives: and thofe who were gone with the Emir 
Mehemed prince of Mentecha, to receive the 
fums thefe people were tax’d at, return’d loaded 
with ready mony, jewels and divers curiofitys, 
and bringing with ’em feveral horfes and other 
beafts, from this Emir,- all which^heyprefented 
to Timur.

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Inthe.pieap while the emperor was inform’d 
that there was an exceeding ftrong place on the 
fea-fhore, built of free-ftone, furrounded with 
the feaon three fides, and op the other with a 
deep ditqh, entirely built with lime and rilortar, 
from th$ foundation to the top; thaf.it was in¬ 
habited "by Europeans, and riam’d Ezmir or 
Spiytna ; that' the Greeks, eileem it a holy

that it, had never been taken by any. Mahometan 
prince, nor paid tribute to any; that £murat, 
Bajazet’s father, had feveral times appear’d be¬ 
fore it at the head of a formidable .army, but 
to no purpofe ; and that Bajazet had, laid Cage 
to it /even years in vain; that this place, as 
ftrong as that of Caiber% very much molefted 
the Mufl'ulmans, whofe blood was always.flow¬ 
ing into the fea like torrents.

C H A P.* LVI. 

Timur* bejieges Smyrna, and takes it. 

W HEN Timur was inform’d of the ftate 
of Smyrna, his zeal for religion infpir’d 
himWMfthe thoughts that it was his duty to 
‘deliver the Muffulmans from troubles, by ex¬ 
terminating their enemys. Whereupon he fent 
thither the Mirza Pir Mehetned, fon of Gmar 
Cheik, the 'Emir Cheik Noureddin, and others, 
to fummon ’em forthwith to embrace the Muf- 
fulman religion, according to Mahomet’s or¬ 
der ,• which if they fhou’d be fo fortunate 3s 
to do, they ihou’d be well treated, and partake 
of his favors; and if they wou’d leave their 
obftinacy, tho they dill remain’d Chriftians, apd 
pay the tribute, he wou’d fix the futfi, and or¬ 
der the receit ; but if they undertook to ddfend 
thetnfelyes, he wou’d order ‘’em all to be put to 
the fword. 

The Mirzas and Emirs {jeing arriv’d before 
Smyrna, fent an ambafladqr to invite the inha¬ 
bitants to turn Mpflulmans, as well by menaces 
aspromifes: but as they were predeftin’d to 
perifh, it all prov’d in vain. Mahmous, the go¬ 
vernor, had fent to demand fuccours of all the 
European princes, fo that there was aifembled 
ajgreat number of the brave# Chriftian captains, 
qr rather a band of dqfperate wretches, who 
had laid up ammunitions in the place. Gur ge¬ 
nerals fept advice of all this to Timur, who re- 
fplv ’4 .to march thither in perfon. He left the 
at the foot of the mountain of Tire 1 
.ansTtho it was winter, atld great rains had faHen, 

S a yet 
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Book V. yet he took horfe that he might acquire the me- 
rit of this religious war. He arriv’d at Smyrna 
Dec. 6 . on faturday the fixth of Jumaziulevel 805, and 
1402. fent orders to the Mirza Mehemed Sultan, who 
was in his winter-quarters at Magni-Siah, to 
repair to him. The ,fa?ne .order was font to 
the Mirzas Miran Chah and Aboubecre, as alfo 
to the Emir GehamChah and others. 

At Timur’s arrival before Smyrna, the ^rums 
and kettledrums were beat, and the. greatury 
made by the whole army. The place, was im¬ 
mediately attack’d on the land-fideand ea<& 
general order’d the fappers to work, and the 
machines and battering-rams to be got ready 
over-againft his refpedive poft ; while arrows 
were fhot, and pots of wild-fire thrown upon 
the gates of the caftle. The Emir Chamelic 
built in the roidft- of the water, great fcaffolds 
with three feet, near one another, on which 
they laid planks : and from the .two fides of 
the .caftle, to the place where the feet of the 
fcaffolds touch’d the ground, they, made an 
even Way, which they fecur’d on each fide, fo 
that the foldiers might fight upon it with fafety, 
as if they were on. land. The Mufiiilmans, 
arm’d with their bucklers* mounted the fcaf¬ 
folds, from whence they gave aflaulrs upon the 
caftle: and as the way was fhut up to the fea- 
fide, it was impoffible to bring any fuccour to 
the befieg’d. 

In the mean while the Mirzas Melamed Sul- 
■tan arid Miran Chahi arriv’d, having left the 
baggage at Magni-Siah under the conduct of the 
Emir Chamfeddin Abbas: which re-inforce- 
ment did not a, little ferve to forward the 
fiege. Then Timur order’d a . general alfault. 
The Emirs of Tomans, "arid the colonels of 
Heaares, advanc'd with their troops, ^gainft 

. "their

their refpe&iv-e polls i ,and the aflault lailedtrom Chap.,5^. 
morning till evening, and from evening till 
morning,'' ,wherein the braveft men of b oC ‘i 
fides perform’d *adions of -, the greateft valor. 

If the attack was carry’d on with refolutiqo, 
the. defence was equally io. The battering-- 
ram* and other machines beat down the stalls 
and- towers -and "the dauntlefs befieg d ijsjver 
ceas'd throwing pots of naphtha and wild-fire, • 
arrows and (tones. In the mean while it rained 
in fuch abundance, that a. fecond deluge feemd, 
approaching; notwithftanding which, the in¬ 
defatigable Timur was always giving orders to, 
his generalsj and exciting his foldiers. Aft^r the 
Tappers had done underlining,- and prop’dpp the 
baftiom and courtines with flakes, they put in 
a great number of fafeines done,over with 
naphtha j which having fet on fire, the walls on 
a fndden fell down, and with ’em feveral of the 
befieg’d, who were thereby deftroy’d. The 
Mufmlmans forc'd the enemy to quit the breaches, 
and then enter’d the place, returning thanks to 
God, and crying out, Vi&oryl. A fijw efcap’d 
{laughter by calling themfelves into the lea, and 
fwimmutg to .the veflels; while others were 
drown’d. After our foldiers had put the inha¬ 
bitants of Smyrna to the fword, they raz’d the 
houfes, aswpllof the city as of the caftle, catt¬ 
ing’their arms and movable goods into the fea. 

There were come frdha certain parts of Europe 
great fhips nam’d Caraca, with twomafts, and 
lome with more, which brought over foldiers 
and arms to fuccour the inhabitants. When 
they Were tome near the place, and beheld the 
town and caftle in ruins, th$y were ftruckwith 
fear, J and anchor’d. Timur order’d that fome. 
of the Chriftians heads (hou’d be thrown into 
thefe fhips, which the flingers of wild-fire ac- 
S 3 cordingly 
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B6ok cordingly did. The mariners feeing their cotn- 
L'Y'SJ panions heads, return’d in fear, and fruftrated 
of their hojies. From the beginning of the fiege 
to the ruin of the place there pafs’d but two 
weeks,- which very mifeh aftonifli’d the men of* 
that country, who were, acquainted witfrthe 
flrength of the place ; and efpecia'lly Bajazet. 
Every one acknowledg’d that Timur was the grea-- 
teft and moft formidable monarch that ever ap¬ 
pear'd in Afia. Tlie author of this hiftoryiriHis 
travels afterwards pafs’d by the walls of Smyrna,' 
which then belong’d to the MufFulmans; and one-' 
o'f his companions having related to him tbe'hif-- 
tory of this place, the author expreft himfelf in 
thefe words: “ Smyrna hath been ruin’d by 
f * Timur ih lefs than two weeks, thotlie Ot- 
toman emperor 1 iri vain bdieg’d it Fevenyears ^ 
“ judge from hence the pOWCr atid conduct of 
" each of ’em.’*'

D URING thefe tfahfadh'ons the Cheik 
Ramadan, who cam§ once before in qua-r 
lity of ambaffador to Timur from Mufiulman 
Chelebi, arriv’d here again ; and being admitted 
to an audience, offer’d large prefents of horfes 
and other animals, curious Huffs, and florins of 
gold ; and with abundance of fubmiffion made 
the following fpeecH: « I take the liberty to- 
reprefenttoyourhighnefs, that ffnee you have 
been pleas d to pardon the emperor Baiazet, 
snd Joad him with hb'tfofs and every

The ambaflador having ended- bis fpeech, 

Timur was touch’d with companion for the de¬ 
plorable condition to which Mgffulman waa re¬ 
duc’d : he confirm’d him in the principality of 
all the country of Kra YacA For which he if- 
fu’d out patents, which he feal’d as ufual with 
his red hand > he honor’d the ambafladfcr with a 
magnificent veil, and a horfe richly caparifon’d, 
with a faddlc of gold ; a n 'd having given Lima 
veft wove w|th gold, a crown, ^nd a belt- r^r 
Muffuiman Chelebi, he difmifs’d him. 

About the fame time arriv’d ati ambaflador, 
nam’d Cotobeddin, from . |ffa Chelebi, another 
of Bajaret’s fon$: being admitted to an audi¬ 
ence, he kifs’d the earth, and made his prefents ; 
which Timur having accepted, the ambaflador 
deliver’d, bis meflage, declaring his mailer’s 
refpedh and obpdience to whatever his hightiefs 
fliou’d order. Then he> return’d, after having 
receiv’d the tifuai honors, and the teftimonys of 
friendfhip jpr.. his mafter. • ■ w . 

Timor afterwards gave orders to the Mirza

CHAP. LVIII 



’Timur departs from Smyrkti. 

FTER the definition of Smyrna, ; and 
the extirpation of the, enemys of tM 
law, Timur took 1 dire to refto’te peace and 
quiet to the Mufiujma'ris who inhabited the o- 
ther caflle, giving ’em veils, bucklers, cujrafles, 
bows and arrows, fabrics, lances, apd all forts 
of arms, to enable ’em to carry on the w r ar of 
religion in thefe 'frontiers againft the Europeans, 
and hinder the Grecian Chriftians ever pairing 
into A-fia this way ; and he, order’d ’em tp 
build a ftrbng citadel near the place where 
Smyrna, flood. 

■After Timur had deliver’d the Muffnlplfins 
frdtri- the continual infults they receiv’d from tjjp 
Chriflians of Smyrna,, loaded ’em with favors, 
and_fuccord ’em with arms and mony, hcdS- 
1 frptn this country^ an4 went to epcamp 

at 
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at Ayazlic, where he was join’d by the Emir Chap. 58. 
flyman Chah, who had departed from J^ncora 
to make inroads, return’d by Efouac, and join’d 
the Mirza Charoc at Caraigadge; but he came 
alone to court, and after his audience went back y 
to join the faid Mirza. 

An European nam’d Soba, prince of the ifland Embafljr 
of ,Chio ’, in which maftich grows, having * r< ? m *5 
heard' by credible perfons of the jgreat valor cWo! ° f 
and power qf Timur, fent him feveral ,pre- 
fents by an.ambaflador, whom he order’d to.ao 
quaint him that he was one of, Ids meaneft Ser¬ 
vants, willingly contented to pay "the tribute, 
and was ready to obey his highnefs’s orders, 
hoping Timur wou’d defign to give him fome 
marks of his clemency. The ambaflador being 
arriv’d at thq, imperial camp, w as admitted 'tp 
an audience, , where'he made an,harangue in the 
fOjtqa his mafterhad iniimeted him. Timur 
hapdfomly^ receiv’d the king of Ohio’s offer .of 
fervice, promis’d protection to him and his fqb- 
jeas ; and after? having fix’d the fura’for , a tri¬ 
bute, made a. peace with him : he gave a veft 
to the ambaflador, whom he honor’d, and perr 
mitteti to return home." , e 

, Timur then fent the Mirza Render, fon of 
Omar Cheik, and Ali Sqltan Tavachi, to plun¬ 
der the country of Bezem,- they enter’d the ca¬ 
pital of it, and having tafen the rao/om for the 
inhabitants lives, return’d to .the imperial camp. 

After this Timur decamp’d from Ayazlic, and 
being arriv’d at Tangouzliq, he was join’d by 
the Mirza Mehemed Sultan, who had left his 
winter-quarters at Magni-Siah, and having ta¬ 
ken the road of Alicheher before the reft, came

The empterof iflfri’d out his pa¬ 
tents to iftiS ptitpofc ; and honoring hitfi With 
a veft and’belt,%ft hitti in this place, tile prin¬ 
cipality df' wliich remains In the hands of his 
children totfiisiday. ' " l ' 

The court took the road of Ofouc-BOurlough} 
U'herc it Wfts' join’d by theMirza.Charoc, whd 
was cdrtie fibril his winfef-quartets. AS' this 
place had. not yet furrender’d,. Tirriur gave or¬ 
der's that jt fhou’d be attack’d. It was takeh in 
a ydry fhort time: and as the Efriir Gelaleliflam 
had ixeeri flairr by an arrow, all the men were 
piit to the fword, and the worrien carry’d away 
paptive, after the razing of the place.

I N the province of Haiti id-EiH' is $ lake of 
fitveet water, five leagues in length* and font 
in 1 breadth, into which feveral fivers fall, and 
go out again by other pafl'ages ,• and roiind it are 
Jdtcheh-gafderis, Orchards, and cultivated lartds r 
On the bank of the lake ftands atoWn nam’d 
Egridur, built of frOe-ftotte; three df its fides 
are furfounded by the lake, and the fourth by 
thy mountain. This ‘lake' Is ham*d“Fafao Abad 
bVibuie hiftorians. "'Neat the town, in cffemidft, 
dr the lake, are two ifleS one nam’d Ghtiliftad, 
and the other Nafibine : in the latter, which is 
exceeding large, is built a foftrefs With houfes 
and gardehs. The' people of the' ’ ’heighbofing 
plates had convey’d'thither their hibny - and belt 
cffedfS ; and abundance,Of foldietS wete got into 
it; who had laid up fiords of all forts Of ammuni¬ 
tion, believing themfelkes fafe, bepaiife of the 
lake which furrounds' the place. Timur being 
inform’d of all this, conceiv’d it Wou’d redound* 
to his honor to cOncjuef this place : whereupon 
he order’d the baggage to be conduced by the 
road of Akcheher. 

About this time Baj'azet falling fick, Timur 
order’d feveral Skilfai phyficiafis Of his court, 
as Moulana Azeddln, Mafaoud Chirazi, and, 
Moulatia Gelaleddin Arab, to attend him with 
th'6 fame,' care as they wou’d uie towards hifit- 
fclFi and Bajazet was conduced with the bag¬ 
ger

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'Timuir departed from OloucrBourlough, and 
in two da; s and one night arriv’d at Egridur the 
17th ofT^E SoY in the morning. Next day 
the Mirzas and Emirs rn|r<jh’d ; towards the walls

W ( hile\others attack’d the gate, by theToot fa 
mountain,- they gave alfaults on all frdes, and 
fopq, ipadp- themfelves mailers of the Jtowttr 
which ipey enter’d in a furious manner, anqpuf 
mpfl: of-die inhabitants to the.fword, a few on- t 
ly^efcaping to Kafibine in boats. ’ t ' 

Then Timur'caus’d floats to be made of the 
skins of oxen and horfes, on .which the Mityas, 
and Emirs croft, over tp attack Nafibine, fwhich 
they.furrounded, ordering the drums-tp ^e'peat, 
and the great cry mide.*. The inhabitants were, 
furpriz’d, not imagining they cou’a have bceqj 
bcfieg’d by water. The governor Ch.eik Baba, 
perceiving Ee was unable tp defend Ttimfelf, 
went out, and befought the Mirzas tp interr 
cede for him. They 'brought .him tof Timur, 
before whom he. kifs ’4 the .groupd., fujbmiffively ’ 
begging., pardon and qpaiftef,^, Timor order’d 
that he and his family' Ihou’icf follow the army. 
Thus Nafibine was taken by our troops, who 
brought,tp. the camp all the riches they coukj 
.End, which.Tjitnur diftfibuted.'aihQng ’em. . 1 
Then Kfobacher’s foci arriVc!* from the Mifea 
Mehemed Sultan, to giv.e notice that this prince 
w as fallen field Timur was exceedingly griev’d, 
and font a skilful phyfician to him immediately, 
to difeover the true ftate of his illnefs, and bring 
hijp back certain advice of it. 

The court, at length decamp’d, and march’d' 
toward Akfheher j they met '.the troops” of the 
Ipft'wing, ’and the Mirza C^a roc’s camp* - ' This, 
prince' made a feaft for Timur, anti offer’d His 
pftfentsj as did likewife the Sultan Huflein and 

the 
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th© Emir Sol y man iChah, who ft rove to excel CJhap.tfo. 
each other in entertaining the emperor. At this 
4me die Emir Mehemed Caraman came to 
court from Iconium ; and under the name of a 
tanfonv he prefented Fuch vaft fums.of filver 
mony, cprious fluffs, and great numbers ofhor- 
fes and camels, that it was believed he did more 
$1^ be was able, confidering the fmall extent 
and power of his country : upon which Tirau.r 
diftingu ifh’d him by feveral honors, and con- 
firm’d him in his principality. As the emperor 
had before, deliver’d bipi from prifpn, where, he 
was detain’d by Bajazet, and bad reftor’d ’to him 
his. father’s eftates, he again join’d other 
country s to his demefns, and difmifs’d him : af¬ 
ter which the court departed, and continu’d its 
march. 


CHAP. LX.

The death of the Ottoman emperor - Bajazet 
and of the Mirza'Meheme'd Sultan, Ti¬ 
mur's grandfon. " ' 

T H E world is fo inconftant, .that we may 
rather look upon it as a continual deftruc- 
tion, than an agreeable habitation, fiuce there if 
nothing of a certain duration but God: a, melan¬ 
choly inftance of which \ide find in Bajazet, who 
died of an apoplexy at^Akcheh'er on thurfday 
the 14th of Cnaban 805 ; at whofe death Timur March 2-3: 
was to extremely affeded, that he bewail’d the 1403- 
misfortune of 'that'greatpurince with tears. He 
began to'refleft how providence often baffles 
human projeds; for he had refold’d, as foon as hp 
had finifli’d the conqupft of Natolia, toraifethe 

dejeded 
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fag rv dejefied fpirit of Bajazet, by re-eftabllfhing him 
on the throne with greater power and magni¬ 
ficence than he had before been poffefs’d of: 
but fate had otherwife order'd i£ 

Timor being got to the frontier of Aktheftef, 
Dan6 Coja arriv’d from the Mirza Mehemed Sul¬ 
tan, with advice that doftor Farrudge had given 
fome medicine to the prince, which had hid an 
ill effeft; and that the vapors having got ibfo 
his brain, he was fallen into a delirium. This 
news very much afflicted the emperor, whp 
difpatch’d away Dan£ Coja poft, to acquaint 
the Mirza that he wop’d foon be with him. 

Timur encamp’d at Akpheher, where he com¬ 
forted Bajazet’s officers by feiveral largelfes he 
beftow’d upon ’em. He made a prefent to his 
fon Moufifa Chelebi of a royal veft, a belt, a 
fword, and a quiver enrich’d with precious Hones, 
a load of gold, and thirty horfes: he likewife gave 
him his letters-patentfeal’d W'th the impreflion 
of his red hand ; and then difmifs’d him, teHing 
him that the coffin of the deceas’d em^srcrt^s 
father was laid by his ordetf in the tomb of the 
Cheik Mahmoud Hairan at ^fccbeher ; and Jthat 
it fhou’d be convey’d to Prufa with all the pomp 
and magnificence us’d to the greateft kings, 
to .be ifltejr’d in th,e mau&femn* whirJiheijiad 
built there himfelf. 

Timur then left the baggage, and departed 
from Akcheher, for the place where the Mirza 
his grandfon lay tick* On his way thither he 
learnt that the hord of Turcomans nam’d J)ur- 

f ot, whofe chiefs were Kez.er.bci and Ibrahim, 
ad revolted, apd were entrench’d in a mountain 
near the great road, hoping to defend themfelves 
there. Some troops being order’d aga.inft/ er n» 
they block’d up afl the avenue^ and invented the 
•mountain / and then attacking the Durgots with 
4 . their 
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their arrows, they fled. Our foldiers fgrfit’d Chap.do. 
’em fword in haiuf, ffew leveral on the fpo£ 
pillag’d their horfes* camels, axe 13 and flaeep; 
and made their wives and children flaves,, to 
fetyeas an example-tapmtineers. • J 

.Jhe-, fixte^fh.af CJ^Ipam Jim^f me,t J?plet March 25. 
Coja loh of Lltchi Bouga, who gave advicpthat 
the Mirza’s ficknefs increafing, his life was de- 
fpair’d of. This Ojblig’d Timur to hafte,n big 
niaijch ; and being come tp the place where hf 
was, he went up to his bed-fide, where finding 
him very ill, having loft his fpeech* he decamp 
very difconfolate. Timur order’d the Mityato 
be put in a litter, and departed the fame day. 

When- they had march’d three days and 

were come near Carahiffar 1 , they encamp’d ; 
and here the great and mighty prince, the Mirza 
Mejtemed Sultan, \yho was but nineteen yeans 
old,‘ pafs’d from this life into the oth<?r, on t^e 
18th of Chaban Soy, which anfwers to the ^ atctl ^ 
year of the Sheep, the fun being in the laft de-, ,405. * 
gree of Pi fees, ^hus died 1 this great prince, 
who thobut a child in a manner, hadj already 
obtain’d more vi&orys, and’ perform’d greater 
actions of valor, than many famous, heroes re¬ 
corded in hiftory.

Mourning for the death of the Mirza Meh\ 
pted Sultan: and the truncation of his 
Coffin. 

T HE, natural love which fathers' 11 bear to¬ 
wards' their children, was not the only 
motive that affii&ed Timur for the death of the 
MJirza; but the great things which this young 
prince’s virtue promis’d, were the principal caufe 
of; his exceffive grief: he flung his crown afide, 
and quitted his throne, rent his. clothes, and call 
himfelf upon the ground in the moft furpriz- 
ing tranfports of grief. This caus’d a jjifcat 
change in his temper: and in this delightful 1 
feafon of the fpring, inftead of being chearful,' 
the princes and lords of the court cloth’d them* 
felves with hair-facks, and black and blue habits, 
with felts about their necks. The ladys did the 
fame V and they fprinkled earth upon their heads, 
and fill’d their bofoms with flpnes : they wou’d 
take no reft but upon chaff and afhes, inftead of 
bedding j and nothing cou’d be heard in the 
court but groans and lamentations, efpediatty 
from the princefs Catlike, wife of the deceas’d, 
who was fo overcome with farrow, that flip 
often fell into fwoons, and loft her fenfes. 

Such is the ftated courfe of affairs in this 
world ; we fliou’d not place our confidence in 
it,, for thofe who do, will at laft repent : but 
we belong to God, and muft return to him. 

,Timur order’d the Mirza’s coffin to be con¬ 
vey'd in a litter to Avenic by two' hundred 
hprfemen, commanded by feven Emirs,* and 

' 'fhat 
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that when they arriv’d .there, Ouaifel and Chap. 62, 
Ourdoucba Ihou’d lay the corps in a new coffin, 
and carry it to the tomb of the prophet Caidar 
in th^ town of Sultania; from whence it was 
afterwards to be tranflated to Samarcand : and 
he like^ife gave order that the other live Emirs 
fhou’d ftay at Avenic with a litter and an empty 
coffin, jvhofe covering fhou’d be nail’d up. 

After, their departure Timur return’d to t;he 
carnp, and then fet out from the meadow of 
Akcheher to continue his journy. The grief was 
bey oud comparifon; and not only the courtiers, 
but even t;he foldiers of the army, never ceas’d 
from weeping. When they had march’d'fome 
days /ourny in this condition, the principal E- 
mirs and mioiflers of ftate came to the emperor, 
and falling on .their faces,, remonftrated to him, 
that all the foldiers of the army continu’d id 
fuch exceffive grief, that nothing was ever like 
it; that the continuation of this grief did not 
become the majefty of fo auguft a court ; chat it 
was better helhou’d arm himfelf with patience, 
and endeavor to comfort his royal heart. They 
af laft perfuaded Timur, tho with great diffi¬ 
culty,, to compofe his mind, and live after his 
ufpal manner: fo he gave orders for every one 
to leqye^fl" their mourning-habits, as being of 
ncj advantage to the deceas’d. 


CHAP. LXII.

W HEK Timur’s ambaflfadors, whom we 
before mention’d, were arriv’d at Grand- 
Cairo, they found a handfom reception. Far-

BoojfcV. rutige, fon of Barcoc, fit nam’d Elmalekennafer, 
icing of Egypt and Syria, having beteft inform’d of 
all that had pafs’d between Timur and Bajazet, 
whom be had efteem’d the moft powerful prince 
inthe tmiverfe, was now convinc’d that it woifd 
be wrong to think of dealing with Timur -upon 
any-othef foot than that of an entire fubmiffion 
and perfect obedience; and he repented'of the 
difficulty bis father and himfelf had made of 
fending baOk Atilmich. ’He hereupon ; hekl a 
council with the principal perfons of hateand 
with their approbation releas’d Atilmich out of 
pV-ifon, admitted him to an audience, treated 
him in an honorable manner, and made divers 
apdlogys for what he had done. He causld the 
many to be coin’d, and the prayers read in the 
adguft'na’me and titles of Timur ; and f£nt back 
Atilmich, with two ambaflfadors, Ahmed and 
A£ta, befeechitig Atilmich to be his interceflor 
at the court. Farrudge order’d his ambaffadors 
to make known to Timur his repentance for his 
former faults, hisconfent to pay die annual tri¬ 
bute, and what he had/done in relation to the 
itibnf and the public sprayers. He feht-as a 
prefeiit, by the fame perfons, abundance of gold 
and filvertnony, precious hones, belts, Alexan¬ 
drian huffs, fwords of Cairo, horfes of-- a hue 
breed, and other curiofitys, *. j 

As foon as they enter’d the frontiers of the 
Offorffan country, Atilmich fet outirefore ^cm 
for the court; and having the honor to falute the 
emperor, he informed his biglmefs-’of the affairs 
of Egypt, and of the SuJtao and people’s fears. 
The ambaffadors foon arriv’d'at court; 'and be¬ 
ing admitted to^an audience, declar’d to tha 
emperor the intentions of the Sultan th£if mj$ep 
and pfier-’d their prefents.- • '

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Timur was again pleas’d to (hew hisclemency Chap.tf$. 
to the king of Egypt, and ipake to ’em as fol» 
lows. “ I knoiv that Famidge loft his ‘felter 

when very young; which . will make *t my 
“ glory to take care of this young prince, ana 
I* hero him as a father. If he continues firm in 
“ his <*b«dience, which is the "only wayof fecu- 
“ ring -himfelf, we will give him teftimonys of 
“ our -benevolence, and grant him fuccours, 

“ with which he may preferve his kingdom, 

“ provided-he zealoufly continues in the' fetvieo 
u of the two hqly citys of Mecca 1 and Me- 
“ dina.” He -afterwards prefented veils, belts, 
and crowns to the ambafifadors, and permitted

ftones, for the Sultan Farrudge their mailer, to 
whom he promis’d his protection.

When by the death 
of the grand Can Aboufaid + , there remain’d no 
y* longer in Iran any abfolute emperor of the race 
32 ‘ of Genghiz Can, this people revolted, and 
divided themfelves into fifty-two hords, every 
hundred chufing a particular refidence, being alt. 
'refolv’d to live independent. When Bajazet, af¬ 
ter the reign of Cadi Burhaneddin at Sebafte, 
was become mailer of this kingdom, he enroll’d 
’em in the Ottoman army, and gave ’em a refi¬ 
dence in his empire : and as there were no great 
taxes or tribute to pay in thefe parts, thefe Tar¬ 
tars enrich’d themfelves, and became exceeding 
powerful. But. Timur, who defign’d to make 
’em change the place of their refidence, and to 
fix,’em in the colonys of Gete, that they might 
repeople that country, treated their chiefs in an* 
honorable manner, when they, came to falute 
him : he gave ’em robes wove with gold, belts 
and fwords of gold, -w.ith feveral kargefles. As- 
no one infulted ’em in the leaft manner during 
the whole courfe of .this war, bp? filter'd ’em to 
continue quiet in their hords ; this fufficiently 
denoted that they we?e in obedience and fubjec-^ 
tion, or at leaft ought to have been fo. 

When the ambaffadors of Egypt arriv’d at 
court, Timur ftaid three days among the Cara- 
tatars; and after having held a council, and ma¬ 
turely deliberated about, the ways of bringing his 
enterprize to perfe&ion, he refolv’d to remove 
’em out of that country, and conduft ’em into 
Tranfoxiana. But ^s there were between thirty 
and forty familys of ’em, he order’d.the Mirzas 
and Emirs to furround ’em, each on their refpec-

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five lides, fo that none of ’em might get away, Chap.<r;. 
but not to do ’em the leak damage. Accord- l/YNJ 
ingly the Emir Gehan Chah, with the Emirs of 
the right wing, and the troops of the Mirza 
Adehemed Sultan, took the road to Tocat and 
Amalia. The Emir Solyman Chah, with thofe 
of the left wing, march’d by Carfkrea and Se- 
balle : Timur went by the plains of Amalia s and 
Carlarea, the relidence of the Caratatars ; and 
he fent the Mirza Charoc, with the Sultan Huf* 
fein, to cut oft' their paflage, and hinder any 
one’s flight. ■ > 

The emperor havfng pafs’d the bridge of 
Kircheher, after feveral days march, arriv’d at 
the country of the Caratatars, whofe c.hiefs he 
order’d to be call’d before him. There came two 
of ’em, Akhi Tebarec and Murvet: they kifs’d 
the ground before the emperor, who gave ’em a 
handfom reception, prefented ’em with veils and 
belts wrought with gold, and fwore he wou’d 
never do ’em the leaft harm. “ It is a long while, 

“ fays he, fince your ancellors came out of the 
“ country of Touran, which was their antient 
“ relidence, into thefe foreign lands, by the or-» 

“, ders of the emperors our predeceflors. As 
“ all that vail country is at prefent, govern’d by 
“ one mailer, God having brought it under my 
“ obedience, you ought to look upon this op- 

portunity as very fortunate to you j and re- 
“ turn from hence, with ypur wives, children, 

“ Haves, cattel, and other riches, under the 
“ convoy of our foldiers, to the country of your 
“ ancellors, where you may pafs your life agree*- 
“ ably under the lhadow of our protection.”

f or thefe reaforis hts iffajefty fefolv^d tb return 
to the feat of his empire: he caus’d the great 
ftandard to be difplay’d, and began his march 
with all the army. He Tent orders to the efn- 
prefies Serai Mule Canum, Touman Aga, Tchel- 

pan 
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pan Male Aga, and Canzadp, mother of the Chap. 64. 
deceas'd Mirza Mehemed Sultan, to come and t/'V’V 
meet him as far as the borders of Avenic. This. 
new emperdr of the lefi'er Afia, being arriv’d at 
Csefarea in. p^pyadqqia, the inhabitants fill’d 
with fear, fconceafd themfelves in caverns: 

,whereupon fie fent Aji Spltaji Tavachi, with a 

f ood 4 troop of foldier®, j n fcarch of ’em; who 
iviiJg found ’fern, they defended themfelves 
againft him, and fhot him with an arrow in the 
Vena-cava, of which lie dy’d upon the fpor. 

Yet thefe rebels being vaoquifh’d and taken, 
Mehemed, brother of Ali Sultan, caus’d ’em all 
to be put to the fword, to revenge his death. 

Afterwards Timur departed for Sebafte, where 
he confer’d feveral honors upon Cara Ofman *, 
and fent him back into his principality-. From 
thence be went to Arzfendgian, where Tihar- 
ten, like a faithful fervant, offer’d his prefents 
to the emperor, of horfes, cattel, and other 
things, nine of each fort, Taharten follow’d 
the court two days journy : and then Timur, 
honoring him with a royal vefi, permitted him 
to return home. He fent back the meffedger 
who had brought advice of the emprefies de¬ 
parture from Sultania, with orders that the 
princes fhou’d haften, that fo they might ar¬ 
rive at A ve °i c before the ladys. Timur being 
come toErzerom, was join’d by the Mjrzas O* 
luc-Bec, Ibrahim Sultan, Mehemed Gehanghir, 

Aidgel,* and Sadvaccas, his grancbchildren : 
he tenderly embrac’d ’em, and was over-jby’d 
to fee ’em ; hut he cou’d not refrain from tears 
at the fight of the Mirras Mehemed Gehanghir

CHAP. LXV. 

The manner in which the death of the Mirza 
Mchemed Sultan , Jon of Gehanghir, was 
made known to Canzade his mother. 

T H E empreffes who were fet out from Sul- 
tania, made preparations at Tauris for 
mourning for the Mirza Mehemed Sultan : they 
cloth’d themfelves in black, and then came to 
Avenic, according to the emperors order?. 
When they were inform’d that Timur was near 
the place, they acquainted the princefs Canzade 
with t|ie death of her dear fon : upon which the 
was fo tranfported with grief, that fhe fwoon’d 
away ; and being a little recover’d, fhe rent 
her clothes, and twilling her hair about her 
fingers, began to pluck it off by degrees ; fhe 
fpit blood, and tore her lovely cheeks with her 
nails: file fwoou’d away the fecond time, oil 
feeing all the ladys, whofe heads were cover’d 
with bjack mantles, and who cou’d uttef nothing 
but crys and lamentations. 

Tjmur being encamp’d, th,ey began their crys 
afrefh ; and nothing was to be feen more difmal 
than this court, which;, at other times was the 
gay«ft and moll magnificent of all Afia. He 
order’d that to moderate the princefs’s afflicr 
tion, the empty coffin, nail’d down very ftrong- 
ly, and fatten'd with a lock, fhou’d be prefented 
to her: fhe twilled her felf round it, crying and 
groaning : “ My eyes, faid this djjfconfolate 
princefs, were continually looking towards the 

“ public 
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v public road, in expedation of fome news of Chap.tfj. 
“ my dear child, which wou’d have been the VyV 
“ delight of my foul. I did not exped this cru- 
“ elty from fortune, this fatal dagger, which 
“ thus breaks my heart at the fight of this cof- 
“ fin. O deplorable condition 1 Q wretched 
“ Canzade! O unfortunate prince! thou waft 
“ defign’d for the throne of the empire of Iran * 

“ but mercilefs fate has fnatch’d the fcepter front 
“ thy hands. It is not without canfe that a tor- 
“ rent of blood gulhes from my eyes, and I make 
“ the earth red with my tears; fince, my dear 
“ fan, thou haft thus pierc’d my heart in thy 
“ tendereft age.” • 

After this excefsof mourning, Timur judg’d it 
proper to do fomething for the fpiritual good of 
his foul, which lives as w.ell in the other world 
as it did in this: he gave alms among the poor, 
and provided a funeral banquet. The Chetifs, 
do&ors, grandees and nobles of all Afia alfem- 
bled together for this ceremony : they fat down 
according to their rank at the emperor’s table; 
and a Hafiz, with a Nazer, the ledurers, read 
over the Alcoran feveral times. The banquet 
was ferv’d up by the emperor’s ftewardsi and 
the Mirza’s brafs-drum was beat, at which the 
ladys, the Emirs, and foldiers, as well matters 
as fervants, on a Hidden made a great cry, and 
wept bitterly; and then, the drum was broke- to 
pieces, according to the cuftom of the Moguls. 

The dodors and Imams, who came from Tau- 
ris, Suita nia, Cazuin, and other places, to fa- 
lute the emperor at his return, and pay their 
compliments of condolence, endeavor’d in feveral 
conferences to comfort him and the princefs: 
they forgot not any of Mahomet’s counfels on 
this occafion, and ftrove to incite ’em to pa¬ 
tience, alluring ’em tjiat the deceas’d were tor- 
*' ' ' • ' 1 ’• mented 
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■ BtijQfe V . mented by the lamentations of their living rcll- 
tions, and that it was hurtful to their fouls. By 
the force of their eloquence, they jterfitaded the 
emperor to armhimfelf with patience againft th'e 
aflaults ofaffli&ion caus’d by fo fad a misfortune. 
Timur then* permitted an order to beiffuedout 
for leaving off the mourning-habits, black fcirfl, 
- ftair-facks, and other marks of grief. He loaded 
the doftors with favors and honors; and after 
having given ’em veils, feot ’em back to their re- 
fpedive refidcnces.

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Book YI. principal article of tho treaty made the preced- 

L^VVJ ing year, which was to have come at a fix’d 
time to caft lumfelf at the emperor’s fee c, and 
beg pardon ,• his highnefs took up a rt f jiution to 
inarch again into his country. To this end, he 
departed towards Mencoul, where he receiv’d 
the fubmiffions of Malek Iffa prince cf M&rdin 7 , 
•who repentingof his fault in not coming before 
to pay his homage, and knowing he ftiou’d be 
ruin’d if he loft Timur’s favor, confidently fet 
out to come to court; where he prefently ad- 
drefs’d himfeif to the Mirza Charoc, whofe pro- 
te&ion he hefought. This Mirza brought him to 
the throne, where with his head uncover’d, like 
a criminal, he beg’d pardon on his knees. Ti¬ 
mur having .reprimanded him, forgave his fault, 
and comfqrted him by his kind promifes. This 
prince brought the tribute for feveral years^ 
paft, which he paid exadly, and made abun¬ 
dance of handfom prefents. The emperor gave 
him a crown, a royal veft, and a belt fet with 
precious ftones \ and as an addition to the former 
i&vors confer’d on him, his daughter was be¬ 
troth’d to the Mirza Aboubecre, and fo he had 
the honor to be ally ? d to Timur. 

At the fame time Youani grandfon of Ac- 
bouga, a Georgian prince, came to pay his 
‘homage to the emperor, and made feveral pre¬ 
fents of curious animals and fine horfes; being 
introdu^d by the great Emirs, with Cufteadii, 
brother of Malek Ghourghin, king of Georgia, 
who was at waj-with him. There came alfo 
the lords ana priijpes of all the neighboring 
places, to pay pbeif refpeds, and offer their pre-

CHAP. II. 

The government of Chiraz a fecond time given 
to the Mirztt Pir Mehemedy [on of Omar 
Cheik ; and that of Ifpahan to his brih 
ther the Mirza Roujlem. 

I N the neighborhood of Mencoul, Timur 
again inverted' the M/rza Pir Mehemed, font 
of Omar Cheik, in the government of the royal 
city of Chiraz, capital of Perfia, forvWhich he 
iflii’d out his letters-pateat 5 and made the Mir¬ 
za fet out for that country, after having given 
him a vert and a belt, and nam’d for his minifters 
Lut fallah, jfon of Bey an Temour, fpa of Ac- 
bouga, and Tchel Panchat Berks/ 

Then he difpatch’d orders to the Mirza 
Rouflem at Chiraz to come to court., The mef- 
fenger found him. in the Cummer* quarters of the 
palace of Cafrizer, and deliver’d his comnaiT- 
fion. The Mirza immediately fet out, and be¬ 
ing arriv’d at Canfar, a place dependent on 
Giurt>adecan, he receiv’d a pacquet from court, 
by which he learnt that the emperor had gi¬ 
ven him the government of Ifpahan ordering

prefent date of affairs j and afterwards they 
Separated, and took tfoek r§fpe$ive roads. The 
Mirza Pir Mehemed departed for Chiraz j and 
Hoaftem, having dent a lieutenant to govern 
Jfpahan in ins ^bfcnoe, went w,ith expedition to 
.Quroudgerd, the fortress of which he rebuilt, 
and repeopled the city. 


CHAP. III. 

Timur fends the Mirza Aboubecre to rebuild 
the city of Bagdad, and gives him the go* 
•vernment of Irac-Arabt find Qiarbekir. 

W HEN the court was^trriv’d in the neigh¬ 
borhood of Cars,', Timet order’d the 
princes his children, and the great lords of th$ 
date to come before him ; and then made the 
following fpeech to fpm. “ The war which 
“ the inhabitants of Bagdad have heretofore 
“ undertaken agakjft us, having been obdinately

The emperor’s fpeech rfeeiBg- ttnivarfafty ap¬ 
plauded, he entrufted thfr-execinion^df 'this com¬ 
mendable projed with the Mirza Abfcubecre, 
giving him the government of the provinces of 
Irac-Arabi, as far-as *Vafet, Baifra^Gurdiftan, 
Merdin, Diarbekir, Oirat, with cflft'their de¬ 
pendences; and appointing for the great officers 
of hiscourt the Emirs Payende Sultan, Pir Huf- 
feiri Berlas, Sevindgic, 'Sultan Sendger, »Hadgi 
Seifeddinj Dolei: Coja Einac, and others, 1 With 
a'greit body ef> the army. Timur order’d did 
Idrds oflrae-Ardbi ‘to^ol^y ; him, -and mark'd 
Out his road by the 1 province 't>f Diarbekir i 
he ftridly enjoin'd 1 hint'to oxtorthiaate'ftir the 
difturbers of the public-peace, Who remakfd -in 
that 1 dowhtry, and to ‘be -in ^IraC-AraBi ‘in She 
aittumn,-w hen theeijiaiho* rfenrfttrsthe air move 
temperate, The -1 emperor like wife irfftrufted 
him ‘Co begin with irirfmag Cara ¥oufef Tur¬ 
coman, whoftiad'jmSde ttmfelf mafter ef 1 Irac- 
Arabi ;1 and after-wards to encourage and com¬ 
fort The inhabitants of the country, that they 
might rebuild their'houfes, and cultivate the 
lands ,‘- and in fine td employ all ‘hfs ^darfe in 
reflating 1 Bagdad in ijts' former <^lendor, that 
the 1 following year there’ might depart people 
enough put of that city, ‘to form a caravan for 
Mecca.

t/’Y'NJ his ufurpation, we muft know that that prince, 
for fear of our troops, fled into the country of 
Roum or Hatolia; but when our army arriv’d 
at Gajfarea, he again fled from thence into Irac* - 
Arabi, where having affembled all the Turco* 
manhords, he ftop’d at Payan-Hit. The Suh 
tan Ahmed Gelair at that time went out of Bag¬ 
dad, and retir’d to the Sultan Taher his fon 5 
but the Aga Firouz, in whom the Sultan Taher 
repos’d the care of his affairs, excited a jealoufy 
in his mafter; whereupon he held a council 
with his father’s Emirs, MehemedBei governor 
of Orjni, the Emir Al.i Calander, Mieayl, and 
Fatrac Chah, who iikewife fear’d the Sultan 
Ahmed, .and unanimoufly. agreed to revolt; and 
having pafs’d the bridge during night, they en¬ 
camp’d on this fide the river. When the Sultan 
Ahmed was inform’d of it, he broke down the 
bridge, and marching alcng the bank ©f the 
ti'ver, ffop’d in prefence of his fon and the 
Emirs.: he fent an exprefs to Cara Youfef to 
come, and join himj which Youfef having done, 
they, pafs’d the river together. The two arrays 
being rang’d in order, a battel enfu’d, in which 
the Sultan Tahep was vanquifh’d: be endea¬ 
vor’d to By; but coming to a brook, and dri¬ 
ving to mal^e his horfe leap over it, he fejh in 
with his horfe and armor, and perifh’d. 

The Sultan Taher having beep thus punifh’d 
for his revolt againfl; his father, his Emirs and 
troops difpers’d ; and the Sultan Ahmed, grow¬ 
ing jealous of Cara Youfef, went to Bagdad. 
Cara Youfef came out of Hille with his army 
to the gates of Bagdad, and took the city. The 
Sultan Ahmed hid himfelf to fave his life, but 
was perceiv’d by one nam’d Cara Haflao^ who 
affifted him in making his efcap#* darinfe the 

night; 
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bight; and taking him upon his tboulders 
brought him to a place near five leagues dif-to'VNf 
tance. Qn their way they wet a man who had 
an ox, which the Sultan mounted, and went to 
Tecfit yyidh Cara Haffan, Sarec Omar Oirat, 
governor or that plac£, made a prefent of forty 
hotfe* to the Sultan Ahmed, with what moifjv 
arms, fluffs, and belts he was able. The Sul¬ 
tan was Rifl’d in this city by feveral of his 
jofficers, as the Chejk Macfoud, Dolet Yar, 

Adel, ap 4 others. From Tecrit he went to Da* 
mafcus, while Cara Youfef became the peace¬ 
ably poffefl'or of Irac-Arabi. This digreflioa 
Was neceffary for the better underftanding of the 
hifiory. 

When Timur therefore made the Mirza Abou- 
becre depart for Bagdad, he fent orders to the 
Mirza Rquftem at Ouroudgerd, to join Abou* 
becre before Bagdad, and march with him a- 
gainft Cara Youfef. The Emirs Toukel Arus 
Bcuga of Hamad an, Tamun Sontchi of Heha- 
vend, Chah Rouftem of Seadgiar and of Dina* 
yer, had Hkewife orders to march to Bagdad 
wi^h the Mirza Rouftem. The Mirza Aboa- 
becre arriv’d at Arhele, and cens’d the governor 
Abdalla, and the other chiefs of the rebels, to 
pe feizta and lent bound to court, with a pre¬ 
lent of Arabian horfes, the care of which he 
gave to Ac Sultan. At this place died Fayen- 
de Sultan Berlas; and the Mirza Aboubecre ha¬ 
ving left the baggage, march’d with expedi¬ 
tion againft Cara Youfef* The Mirza Rouftem 
departed from Ouroudgerd, according to ovderf-, 
apd having taken the road Co the dome of Ibra- 
b*m-Lic, he pafs’d to Bagdad, and join'd the 
Mirza Aboubecre in the neighborhood bf Hille.

CHAP. V. 

The. tthing of the famous cattle,, of Cor tent 
in Georgia* 

* : i ' ‘ ' t J 

T HERE is a fteep mountain in Georgia,' 
a hundred and; fifty cubits high, fituate 
between two very deep defiles: on the fouth of 
it is a rock, which furpaftes it in height^, and, 
which they afcesd with ladders and cords. 
There is but one way to this mountain, and 
that very narrow and crooked; befides, the pre¬ 
cipices which furround it hinder an army from 
encamping and befieging it. Tho Georgian* 
had. fortify’d this monutain on all fides, having, 
built hdufes upon it, and a gate at the very ex¬ 
tremity, With cifterns to preferve,. rain-water. 
It was commanded by a Georgian psince nam’d 
Tral, who had under him thirty great Qfnaourg* 
and a ftrong garifon; they were not apprehen- 
five of any tbarcity, their cifterns being fill’d 
with water, their cellars fiirnifti’d with deli- 

* cious 
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cious wines, and the place ftor’d with Twine and Chap. $. 
iheep. G'VNJ 

Timur being appriz'd of the importance of 
this place, refolv'd to take it, notwithftanding 
the great difixcultys which wou’d attend the 
fiege, as it was in the midft of the enemy’s coun¬ 
try, and wou’d require a great number of fol- 
dicrs to carry it on, who wou’d not be able to 
find vi&uals and even water enough for ’em. 
Everyone was furpriz’d at this undertaking, and 
'-believ'd it fmjJoffible to take the place ; unlefs 
the foie fear of Timur, who defign’d to go Aero 
in perfon, Ihou’d feize the hearts of the be- 
fiegd, and make 'em furrender: but God had 
otherwife order’d it. 

The imperial ftandard arriv'd before the caftle 
of Cortene on the 14th of Muharrem 8 o 5 . The Aug. ij. 
inhabitants immediately Tent to falute the empe- l403 * 
ror, offer him their prefebtS, and afliire him of 
their fubtaiffion j but feeing their flatterys cou'd 
not hinder the place being attack’d, they cop- 
fided in the ftrength of their walls, and declar’d 
war by a difcharge of arrows and ft ones. Ti¬ 
mur at die fame time order'd die Emirs to take 
their polls round about the place: the Emir 
Chamelic was fix’d on the fide of the gate, 
having orders to build fconces over-againft it: 
two other Emirs had likewife orders to ereft two 
feooces in different places. This was done, 
that if the fiege fhou’d laft too long, a garifon 
might be put in 'em, to incommode the place, 
Chamelic finiih’d in three days one of thefe icon- 
ccs capable to contain three thoufand men; 
which excited the admiration 6f the whole army. 

Timur encamp’d behind the fortrefs in a place 
proper to build battering-rams and ocher ma¬ 
chines, and order’d a platform of ftone andifrood, 
which is call’d Meljour, to be built between his 
V 3 camp 
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Aug, 2D. 


Aug. 22. 
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camp-and che-vcit&teji fo high that it fhou’d com* 
mand the place, tho the Georgians had‘dma* 
ginkt thar the height of their mountain wou’d 
fuvbripikderv’d A e m; from all-manner.of infults. 
This’.work wasjoet ifinilh’d in : lefs ; chart a week; 
and on'the- 2i£b : t>fMtiharrem/a- Mecrit, nam'd 
Bikidgek, .who was skilful in marching over 
mountains,' found means during night to get un- 
.perceiv/d upon a rock, fouth of thecaftle-,-' therA 
he caught -a goat, and carry’d-it to the very 
top of the rock, where having kill’d it, he plac’d 
itibr a fignal, and then defcehd^d without be¬ 
ing feen by the Georgians. Next day fiikidg^ 
related'his. adventure to the emperor, Who ap¬ 
plauded him, and gave orders for f&W"very 
iftfteigwto'dis to bemade* of'raw fiffc and thread, 
and ladders to be made of the cords : and then 
fepn'-Mecrits immediately afcended this rock., 
and drew up the ladders with long cords. Oil 
itlsfi; 2 ?d*of Maharrem- this defigti was- executed*: 
they mounted by an arch, which aigb&tfcbiid 
Scarcely rpafs.-. A tree having grown out of thfc 
•very ridge of this rock, they- faften’d the lad¬ 
ders ‘to it, when they, had drawn 'em up. The 
lEnSr Chamelic "ftaitfe at-the bottom of the lad¬ 
ders 1 , and made fifty-of the b’raveft Turks of Cor 
laiTina afcend, who fa .names he»took down-in 
■writing: Argoudae was-one• of ’em. The 
Georgians were faft» afleep while- thefe things 
were -palling. At break of day a' Corallanian 
cried out with a loud voice, Allah Ecber, and 
blefs’d Mahomet. M abmoud,. §n officer of the 
:Mirza. Charoc, at the fame time founded his 
.trumpet; and. the Georgians furpriz’d at -the 
alarm given ’em % ithe watch, ran tO’ their 
arms to .defend themfelves. Timur tookhorfe, 
pafs’d the defile, and ftop’d' elver-againft the 

rock, which our brave men bad mouifted : he 
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order’d the brafs drum to be beat, * and the Chap. 5. 
•gtfcdt cry SburOtm made thro-dut “the whole Gr’V'vJ 
'army.' 

1 '■ In thd mean while, the way'to' the place by 
the rock being very narrow 'arid'dangerous, no 
m<Jre than three perfons being able to march in 
front, one of our brave W'arridrs march’d foV*£- 
moft, 'ijplding his buckler before him ; he was 
ftrftiin’d by two others, whd advanc’d'with him, 
but an arrow ftruck him iij the mouth, which 
made him fall backwards, Srid the etfetliys feiz’d. 
on his buckler. 'Abddlla Sebzuari advanc’d 
fwdrd in hand, and flew fotne Georgians, till 
'being; mortally wounded in ten or twelve places, 

'he fell down thro weaknefs. The Turk Mah- 
moftd fell tip-on 1 the eftemys with a heavy club, 

•With which he broke the leg 6f a very confide- 
'rable Oznaonr. ‘ In fiite/of the fifty men Who 
had mounted to the aflahlt, feverdl arriv’d at 
the gate of the callle, W'here a bloody skirmifh 
ertfu’d. Some alfo continu’d fd attack the pfctfe 
from the v Meljt)ur befoVe mention’d, fo that 
the gate ftds broke, and the troops enter’d the 
fcaftle. ’ 1 • 

: "This conqtiefl happen’d the 13 d of Miiharrem, Aug. ? 2 « 
after a>fiege of nine days. The befieg’d bggg*d 
for quarter on their knees-: but moil of'the 
pinaditts of officers were precipitated from the 
WalBs: tffe governor; TralV was bourtd and car- 
ry'd to the imperial camp with die - whole gari-’ 
fon, of whom ’not one efcap’d-' At the faitfe 
time the Toughe arid ftancjird of Mahomet

1 over Bible of Georgia. Timur order’d iVal and 
all *he garifon to be beheaded, and their wives 
and children carry’d ayvay captive ; and hegave 
Tral’s w ife as a prefent to the Cheik I^rdpim, 
prince of Ghirvan. ' 

Timur afterwards order’d the machines, and 
Mel jour, which bad been erected againft the 
place, to be burnt; and he return’d to his camp, 
where he Heap’d honors, and favors on Bikidgek 
and the other brave men who had firft mounted 
the rock ; he order’d mony out of his treafury 
to be diftributed among ’em, and gave ’em robes, 
fabres, belts, horfes, mules, tents, umbrellas, 
young women, camels, furniture, and even gar¬ 
dens and villages in their refpe&ive countrys. 
He invefted Mehemed Touran, firnam’d the 
king of Bauran, who w r as one of the principal 
lords of Corafl'ana, in the government, of the 
place, afligning him a good garifon of Cofaifa- 
nians: he gave him the revenues of the neigh¬ 
boring countrys, and enjoin’d him to preferve 
thefe frontiers for the Muflulmans, and not 
permit the Georgians to gain any more footing 
in the country ; he order’d him to convert the 
church into a mofqne, and build a niche in it 
inftead of the altar, and in,lieu of bells and 
crofl'es, to eftabllfh Mueadns and readers of 
the Alcoran, according to the Muflulmap law.

CHAP. VI. 

Relation of what pafs*d without during this 
ftege. 

D URING theft tranfa&ions, the do&or 
Cotobeddin Curiai came to court with att 
.the great officers of Chiraz ; he offer’d feveral 
preftnts of the fineft fluffs, Arabian horfts, 
mules for riding, and furniture, as pavilions, 
tents, umbrellas, and other curious things.. Af¬ 
terwards Hadgi Muzaffer arriv’d from the Mirza 
Rouflem, ana made his preftnts. The Coja 
Muzaffer Neheuzi alfo came from Ifpahan, and 
prefented a great quantity of mony, pearls, 
precious flones, horfts, faddled mules, fluffs, 
tents and pavilions, as likewife drqyes of horfts 
and mules of carriage, with arms, and veffels 
and boxes of gold and fllver. Timur diftribu- 
ted all theft preftnts among the princes and 
lords of his court. 

About the fame time Idecou Berlas and Ah¬ 
med Daoud, who had been fent to Kirman, ta 
receive and take care of the imperial treafures, 
as alfo Seifcl Mulouk Hadgi Abaalla, receiver- 
general, return’d to the imperial camp: they 
had an audience of the emperor, who gave 'em 
a handfom reception, and to whom they of¬ 
fer’d their preftnts after the ufual manner: they 
were accompany NJ by the principal inhabitants 
of Kirman, and among others by Moulana Zy- 
addin Serradge, the Cheik Sedreddin, who were 
both Cadis, the Seid Hamza, and the Cheik 
Mahmoud Zendghi Adgera, author of the book 
pall’d Pgiouch or Rhourouch, which treats of 
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the exploits of the glorious Timur + but this 
"learned author "had the misfortune to fall from 
off the bridge*-of Teflis^ ffihidi is built over 
the river Cyrus/and be drown’d: hisfod, who 
. lxmtinu^jkthat ..work after, hfs.; father’s ; 4««h, 
' paid his refpe&s to the emperor, who receiv'd 
him with a great deal of kindnefs, and comfort¬ 
ed him by his favors for his father’s death.

He thdn took up a refolution to march'fo 
Abkhaze: he, order’d the -fimirs Chdik Noured- 
din, Chamelik, and others, td fet'oht before 
with feveral fquadrons, to‘ravaf*bafid lay wafie 
Georgia,'ctS far'as Abkhaze,'which is the nor¬ 
thern frontier of that Inrigdom. -They' accord¬ 
ingly begad their march j but as the Wa^s'wefe

Villages, laying'wafte the cultivated lands, ruin¬ 
ing the monafterys of die Chriftians, and raz¬ 
ing their churches to the very foundation, which 
were built' of marble and free-ftone. - 1 ? 

• Bat* the Georgians having‘abandon’d their 
hOnfes, were retir’d into caverns fituate among 
rocks- and. high mountains, which they had af- 
cended by ladders, which they drew up after 
and had fortify’dthemfelves in thefe caverns. 

Tihiur order’d a fort of boxes to be tied with 
chains, in each of which he plac’d fev.eral jper- 
fdfts arm’d : thefe boxes were let down from 
the fdp of the mountain with great cords to the 
level of the caverns, where our dauntlefs fol- 
diersattack’d the enemys with their arrows, and 
advanc’d to t;he mouths of the caverns with their 
fwords and lances. They made their way into 
’em notwithftaildirfg the number of the enemys, 
and the advantage of their poft; and tho in fome 
of thefe caverns there were near a hundred Geor-i 
gians, yet they leap’d out of their boxes into them, 
where they put all to the fword, making them- 
felves mailers of their fpoils, and acquiring the 
merit of the'Gazie. .They pun&ually fulfill’d 
the Alcoran, which enjoins us to treat the ene- * 
mysofthe Muffulman religion with rigor ; and 
they rooted up and burnt the trees, making ha- 
vtwlk every where. 

■ The 14th of Rabiulevel 8o6, fhe Emirs and 0 ^- 1 
troops rejoin’d the imperial camp: next day they 14 ° 3 ' 
all purfu’d the chace, and took a great deal of 
gathe. Timur hunted the day after, and con¬ 
tinu’d to ruin the country, flaying all the Georgi¬ 
ans foe met.

S EVERAL Georgian lords, who were 
Haves in Timur’s army, having fent advice 
to king Ghourghin that this conqueror had 
render a. himielf mailer of the country as fa* as 
Abkhaze, and that there remain’d no footftd^K 
either of Armenia, or of the Armenians} that 
prince was, feiz’d with fear, becaufe this ad¬ 
vice came from men of his own nation: where¬ 
upon he immediately feat ambafladprs with pre- 
fents to Timur. The remonftrance the. Geor¬ 
gian Haves made to Ghourghin on this occafioa* 
refembles the counfel the bithop of Nedgeran 
gave to his own people in the time of Maho¬ 
met. There goes a tradition that the inhabi¬ 
tants pf Nedgeran being come to Medina, were 
fo ftubborn ,and proud as to difpute with Mja&o- 
met, and not receive the - inHru&ions he woo’d 
have taught ’em. Then the lord Ali, with Maho¬ 


met’s daughter Fatima, and two grandfonsHa- 
fan and Hulfein, came to the alterably to dif¬ 
pute with the Chriftiao bifhop: but thisdo&or,’ 
being furpriz’d at what he faw, far from de¬ 
puting, faid, “ The men I now behold have 
their faces irradiated: if they (hou’d befeech 
ft , God to remove the mountains of the place, 
“ hewou’d aHured !y grant their requeft; and if 
^ they fhou’d be fuller’d to offer up their prayers 
‘‘ againti (he Chriftiaos, not one of ’em woo’d 
“ remain alive.” Thefo words of the bilhop 
ftryck terror into the Chriftiaas, who coufent- 

ed 
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eel to pay the annual tribute; after which they Chap, ft 
return’d to Nedgeran, becaufe their bjthop had 
on this occafion feen the lords of Mahompt’s 
family transform’d into apgeljcal, beautys.

When thcambaifadorsof the king of Georgia 
were arriv’d at court, they addrefs cl thpp)fe>ve* 
to the generals ol the army, apd' b6fouglif l ’e« 
to intercede, for them, humbly remomtCafcihfr 
that their mafter was perfectly fobmiffive and 
obedient j befoeching ’em to employ their good 
offices to appeafe Timur’s wrath, and obtain 
pardon for their mafter, who- wou’d not fail of 
fending immediately to court all his riches and 
curiofitys, and likewife the annual tribute; add 
even promifing that he. fhou’d fend to the im¬ 
perial camp, whenever he had orders fo to do, 
the troops which fliou’d be requir’d of him. 

This difeourfe touch’d the Emirs, who far. 
troduc’d the ambaftadors into Timiir’s prefence!, 
who gave an account of the fubjedt Of their em- 
bafly as ufual: and the generals having found a 
favorable opportunity, on' their knees related to 
Timur Male It Ghourghin’s proppfitions, and 
fpake to him as follows. 

" It is certain that your highnefs’s.intention 
“ in all your wars is only the ipereafe and honor 
** of the Mahometan religion: we fee that 
“ God has blefs’d your zeal in„fuch a manner^ 

“ that the Muflfulman law has never before ar- 
** riv’d at fo high a pitch of glory in thefo coun- 
** trys ; for former emperors; and the moil pow- 
“ erfui Sultans of antiquity, accounted them-r 
“ fehres happy when the Georgians gaye only 
“ a few marks of their refpedt aud obedtthce* 

** either by fending a yearly prefent of horfes, 

‘‘ dr 
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W. tc or by furhiih'ing & Tm'alJ number, of troops, 

^ when" their'‘bccafious requir’d *eiri' in fbmfe 
ic war f 'and pnTh'efe conditions the Georgians

te kingdoms. Bui at preTeht^ thro ydtir liighp 
tc nefs’s great potver, they efteeih 4 themfelvfes 
“ happy, even in being fliut up within the*Far-

Ttifc 
tc Muffulmahs' have enter’d their capital citys, 
‘‘" aiid enjoy'themfelves "there, as if they Weto

tc tribute, and exadtly obeying your orders, they 
“ will become faithful fervants,’ and acquit 
i*.. thetufelvej of their duty with efttir’e fubmlmod

~ f ''All the Emirs coil’d was not ablet# 
hb'ate' the emperor’s zeal Tor''tfie fconfinuatiori 
of'the Gazie; which oblig’d thefe lords’ to pro- 
pbfe the affair to the dodtors of the law and to 
the Muftis, who unanimoufty declar’d itf'thd 
imperial council, that fincp the Georgians cqiW 
Tented to day the tribute, and not to injure the 
Mufliilmans, they were pbiig’4 % their law to 
grant ’em quarter, without. djoing ’em anyUfdfij 
ither harm either by flaught'eTorpillaging. , Ac¬ 
cording to •the jcondufion of .the dodtors,. and iq

owls, fsrpents and fcorpions. Tho the (eafbtf 
v^fv^ was*very cold, and the rains continually moteft- 
ed. our foidiers, yet Timur fooa after his ar¬ 
rival gave orders to the engineers and archite&s 
to draw the plan of the town, which jfhnu’d con- 
lift of a wall, a ditch, fair market-places, and 
a great number of houfes, baths, caravan&rafc* 
fauares, gardens, and other commodious planes*- 
They laid the foundations, and having mark’d 
’em with lines, the emperor divided the work 
among the Cbldiers, under the infpe&ion of thw, 
Chahzades' and Emirs. They wrought with £a 
much diligence, that the buildings which were 
of brick, were finifli’d in a month : the circum¬ 
ference of the walls was two thoufand four hun¬ 
dred cubits of large meafure, the thicknefe e- 
leven cubits, and the height fifteen: the ditch 
was, thirty cubits broad, and twenty wide: at 
each corner of the place was a great baltion, and 
in the middle of each courtine was a gallery 
with battlements, and a machine to call (tones* 
Tn fine, this pmdtginiis undertaking, which the 
greateft emperors of antiquity were never able 
to finilh in a year, was compleated in a month, 
notwithflanding the exceffive cold and rains; the 
resdiaefs with which Timur’s orders were o- 
bey'd, was abundantly more furprizing than the 
execution of fo vaft a proje&. Never prince 
carry’d a more majeftic and terrible air in his 
wrath ; nor yet a more fweet and agreeable one, 
when he was pleas’d to beftpw his favors. 

Timur gfwe the government of Bailacad, Ber- 
daa, Gh«ndgph, the country of Arran, Armenia, 
Georgia, and Trebizond, to the Mirza Calil

Timur told’em, he did not ^approve this fort 
of compliments, by which they might expert to 
gain his favor; arid that what he hadVfa'kkwas 
neither throvain-glory orintereft: “ Forthro the 
protedjon of Gpd, fays he, I am too great a 
tc , lord ia. this world, to ftaud in need , of foch 
“ trifles ; but my defign in this refults from the 
“ refledion I have made, that each ofrjwi 
“ coming from a different kingdom, muff Iwith- 
“ oiit doubt be inform’d of the' affairs winch 
“ pafs theee, and of the fjood or bad coriduft 
w ofthe-Berogas, and comraiffatys of the-Divan. 
(< Communicate therefore to me what you know'i 
4< ,and tell me whether the governors and affi* 
cers obferve juftice and the commands of the 
“ law as they ought; that being'inform’d cif 
H the evils they commit, I may remedy ’em, 
*‘ r and deliver the weak fromtoppreffion.” - 

Irome- 
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Immediately all the doftors freely declar’d Ghap.io. 
their fentunenWj: applauding the emperor’* in- 
tontion ;: and they reprefented to his highnefs 
the condition the affairs of their refpe&ive pro¬ 
vinces were in. Whereupon this juft emperor 
made choice of the moil learned among ’em, and 
thole; who were naoft vers’d in the laws of their 
country ; and he nam’d an attendant to go with 
each of ’em* to whom he gave a full power to 
make, laws or to difpenfe with ’em, always ap 
proving whatever he Ihou’d do in relation to jus¬ 
tice and the obfervation of the laws ; fo that 
right might be adminifter’d to tliofe who were 
opprefs’d thro-out all the kingdoms and pro¬ 
vinces of his empire; likewise permitting thefe 
intendants to take out of the revenues of the impe¬ 
rial treafury of each country, what fums had been 
extorted from poor perfotis by violence againft 
the ordinary rules, and to reftore the fame to ’em; 
and alfo to pnaiflJi the tyrants in an exemplary 
manner: moreover they were order’d to regifter 
exaftly every thing that fhou’d pais during their 
commiffion, and at their return to give an ac¬ 
count of it; that by this means the caufes of 
vexation being entirely rooted out of the em¬ 
pire, the people may live" in quiet and tran¬ 
quillity. Then Timur made this memorable 
fpeech. 

“ My heart hath always been fet upon the 

enlarging the limits of my vaft empire: but 
** now I take up a ‘refolution to ufe all my care 
“ in procuring quiet and fecurity to my fubjefe, 

“ and to render my kingdoms flourilhing. I 
“ will that private perfons addrefs their re- 
“ quefts and complaints immediately to my 
“ lelf; that they give me their advice for the 
“ good of the Muffulmans, the glory of the 
" faith, and the extirpation of the wicked dif- 
X a “ turbers 
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* r turbers of the public quiet. I am unwilling 
“ that at the day of judgment my poor op* 
• c prefs’d fiibje&s Jhou’d cry out for vengeance 
“ againft me: I am not defirous that any of 
* c my brave foldiers, who have fo often expos’d 
* f their lives in my fervice, fhou’d complain a- 
tf gainft me or fortune; for their affli&ion* 
" touch me more than they do them* Let 
t* none of ifty fubje&s fear to come before me 
“ W ith his complaints ; for my defign is that 
tc the"‘world fhou’d become a paradife under my 
reign, knowing that when a prince is Jutland 
merciful, his kingdom is crown’d With bleffiagS 
“ and honors. Ift fine, I defire to Jay up a 
* c treafure of juft ice, that my foul may be happy 
‘^‘aftermy death.” 

This fpeech of Timuf, in which his piety 
lViauch to be admir’d, was taken down by a 
ford who was prefent at the affembly, and who 
Wrote at the bottom of it thefe words of the Al¬ 


coran, We give tefiitftony only to what we have feett. 
After this the whole affembly lifted up their 
hands- to heaven, and offer’d the' fdllo'wing 
prayer: “ O God, who art the lord both of 
“"-this world and of the next, grant aft ever* 
u Jailing reign to this juft prince ; hearkeh to' 
his righteous petitions : and SSthbu haft fub- 
** jefted the univerfe to him,- after a long and 
profperous reign in this world, lefhim reigrt 
** with thee in glory in the other.’

T .HE Mirza Rpufte'm having join’d thq 
Mirza Aboubecre ne.ar Hille, as already 
mention’d, thgfe. two princes, who were the 
Roiiftem and Esfendiar .of.the age, pafs’d the 
river together, and met Cara Youfef Turcoman * 
flV^r-'ajgaj^T the town of Sib, on the banks of 
the.river KadiVelganam, below. Hille. They had 
then but three thoufand mert, while Cara You- 
fefhad entrench’d himfelf on the other fide of the 
river with a .numerous army, ready to give bat¬

Cara Youfef with all imaginable refolution ; and 
the Mirza Aboubecre did the fame on his part j 
the attack was brave on our fide, afad as vigo-* 
roufiy fuff ain’d on the other. In the battel, Yar 
Ali, brother of Cara Youfef, was ihot off his 
horfe with an arrpw, and our men immediately

During,the rebuilding of Bailacarr, Sarek and 
Cotluc CojX 'fons of the Dervich Buke, Abou- 
becre and Acbirdi Czbec, officers of theMhaa 
Rouftem, carry’d the happy news ofthefeJvic- 
torys to court, where they prefented toTffliit 
the head of Cara, Youfefs brother. 

After the caufes of the diforders which Cara 
Youfef and other rebels bad. occafion’d, were 
remov’d, the Mirza. Aboubecre employ’d hitn- 
felf particularly in fendring this country as fldu- 
r ^ n »§ * aS ever : .r encourag’d the people, 'and 
oblig d em to cultivate the lands j and he fcaus’d 
the city of Bagdad, which was almoft ruin’d, 
to be rebuilt.

W H E N Bailacan was entirely rebuilt, Ti¬ 
mur marcVd towards Carabagh, where 
he had already given orders for Corias,#* thatch'd 
houfes, to be built, to pafs the winter in. .Being 
come to this place, he went dowh into she im¬ 
perial Corii ; lahd the Mirzas and Neviar^quai'- 
rer’d in: thbfe appointed fgr_ thean, as did 
the officers and dofljeftics jin fheirs. Neser.was 
there feen before fp magnificent a camp of fuch 
vaft extent. The Mijfza Rouftem came,,by the 
road of Coulaghi and Sunatai, according to the 
orders-he had receiv’d to repair to the Couroultai 
or diet, which was tp be held at Carabagh, to 
inveft the Mirza Omar in the government of 
the kingdom, of H.ujacdn Can.

TII r INTER being paft, Malek Ifia, ;pnioep 
YV of Merdin, came to court with federal 
prefents, bringing with him his daughter, who 
was betroth'd to the Mirza Abouhecre. Maldk 
Azeddin Chir. came alfo from Vaftan with. pee- 
fents of abundance of horfes to Timur, who gave 
him a handfora reception. ■ 

About this time the emperor iflu’d out a gene¬ 
ral order, to ail the greater and lefler officers of 
the kingdom o£ Hulacou Can, redding in Azer- 
bijana and Irac-Arabi, to lend each a brother, 
or one of their relations, to refide at Samar- 
cand: and that this projedk might be executed 
without delay, he order’d feveral officers tore- 
pair to the refpe&ive places, to bring ’em away 
forthwith. 

Itr the month of Ramadan, Timur made a 
funeral banquet for the prince Mehemed Sultan, 
in which the poor were principally regal’d. The 
Cherifs, dodors, and Imams of all parts, were 
at the banquet, and took their places according 
to their ranks and dignitys. The entire Alcor 
ran was read over, and the feaft concluded with 
prayers for the repofe of the Mirza’s foul. Af¬

Timur after this order’d a famous chace in the 
plains of Adam, beyond the Araxes/in which 
the otmoft magnificence appear’d. Tim dogs 
had coverings of fittifi ifl»oroider’d with'gold, 
and the' hunting-leopards had chains of goldjet 
with precious ftones about their necks: there was 
iff infinite number of Grecian grey-hoUnds, fo 
dfieem’d for their fwiftnefs, as alfoa very uncom¬ 
mon and excellent kind 'Of beagles j, but what 
weremoft remarkable, were huge European maf- 
tfffi,as ftrong as the lions of Africa, as terwble 
as'-tigersrous’d' up to the fight; and asfwot as 
arrows. After three daps ; the circle began to 
Cldfe, andithe flanghter,'which is call’d Camar- 
Wiichi, was made; upon an infinite number <£ 

Wild beafts, as lions, antilopes, noe^bucks, as 
well of the mountains as of the plains, and aifo 
flags. 

After the hunting was over^ Timur return’d to 
the camp, where he di&ribated among the Cherif^ 
dodorxand Imams of Samarcand, Kecby Bocaraj 
andothercitys of Tranfoxiana, aninhumerabte 
tjanutfty of uncommon curiofitys, which he had 
taken from the kingdom of Natolia^ among 
Which were feveral handfom ftufis, belts of gold, 
beautiful horfes, mutes, wbmen-flaves and boyej 
after which he permitted 'em to return home.

Timur tenderly em¬ 
brac’d him becdufe of his former fervices, and 
having given him a veil and belt, faid to him, 
“ We are not certain we fhall ever be able to 
“ fee- each other again j but don’t negleft id- 
“ forming your felf of what Ihall pafs at my 
“ cOurt. The Sultan Ahmed Gelair is at pre- 
“ fent retir’d, and in a low condition, fe there’s 
“ nothing to be fear’d from him: but be upon 
“ your guard againfo the Turcoman prince Cd- 
“ ra Youfef.” Then Timur difmifs’d his old 
friend. 

^Timur departed from Sertchem, and arriv’d it 
May i 3 * Sult&ihfthe 20th of Chawal 8 o< 5 , to which place 
came tne perfons who had been lent into Ghilatv 
to- receive the mony we mention’d before; they 
brought thence a great quantity of mony, hortes, 

ftuffcj 
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fluffs, and curiofitys. "The emperor departed Chap.dp. 
next diy but: one from'Sultania, and after fome 
days jout-ny arriv’d at Casbin, to -which plate 
the - Mirza Aboubecre cameport in nine’days 
from' Ar-debilby the road of Kelas, having for 
his attendance Pir HuflfeinBerias and Sevindgi-c. 

He paid his refpeds to his highnefs/ and be fought 
him to permit the Mirza Miran Chah, his fa¬ 
ther, to go to Bagdad,' to refide there with him: 
which req[ueft was granted. Miran Chah re¬ 
ceiv’d^ gratification of four hundred thoufaiid 
Dinars Ctopeghi ' s a hundred horfes, and feverai 
toys, ind then return’d to Sultania. 

Timur being gone from-Casbin tb Saouc- 
Boulac, gave the Mirza Aboubecre two hundred 
horfes, a hundred p£if- of cnirafles, and a hun¬ 
dred thotifiSd Dinars Copeghi i fie order’d him 
to meet the Emir Sdlynf^n Chah, arid match 
with him'&gainft Eskendelr Cheilti.

The taking efthechadel of Firouzcauh. 

t • 1 

A MONG the ftfengeft places mention’d 
in hiftory, none defen es more notice than 
the citadel of Firouzcouh, fituate oh the ridge 
of a mountain, with walls of the utmoft ftrength. 
May 31. On the pth of Zilcade 8o 6 , the imperial ftan- 
J4P4. dard arriv’d there, and the troops form’d" the 
fiege, encamping at all the avenues round about 
it, E<\e»yoie havingfaHnbispoft/tM-tnachines 
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and arms necefiary were got ready: the throwers Chap.ia. 
of wild-fire began the allaulc, and were-fejeond- l/YNJ 
ed by the braveft men of the army, who expos’d 
their lives with,the,greateft intrepidity. *And 
as one of. tfie, towers of the place was built at 
tfiefoot of the mountain, on the bank of the river, 
andi the walls of that tower were rais’d as high 
as the level of the mountain, the befieg’d made 
nfe of it to draw up water out of the river ; 
but our men turn’d the courfe of the river from 
the foot of the mountain, and fpoil’d the water 
which was left. This oblig’d the befieg’d to 
Tally out to hinder ’em, being refolv’d rather to 
die than fuffer this. 

During night an officer of the Mirza Ibrahim 
Sultan, accompany.’d by Mehetped Azad, Cheilc 
Behlpul, Beyantencour, Acbouga, and other 
brave men, got up one after another to the foot 
of the walls. They were perceiv’d by the be- 
fieg’d, who ran thither in great numbers, fought 
with all their ftrength, and wounded feveral of 
our men: but day being come, all the foldiers 
afeended the mountain by different places, and 
gave a general aflault. The fon of Eskender 
Cheiki,. governor of the cattle, and all.the others, 
perceiving the intrepidity with which they were 
attack’d, were ,/eiz’d with fear, tho the garifoq 
confifted of three hundred men, or rather giants 
of Mazendrau, or fatyrs of the foreft. Their 
inquietude oblig’d ’em to fend feveral of their 
men to Timur, to beg quarter with fubmiflion. 

The emperor gave thefe meffengers vefts, mid 
treated ’em with abundance of kindnefs: where*- 
upon they were no fooner return’d to the place, 
than Eskender’s fon, and all the reft of the offi-* 
cers and foldiers, came to caft themfelves at the 
emp eror * s f eeC » a °d deliver up the cattle, which 
the troops enter’d, and made all the inhabitants.

He fent baefe' to Sa¬ 
markand the-empreflf*- Serai Mufc Ganum and 
Touman Aga; with-the Mirzas^Olae-Bee, I- 
brahim Sultan, ; AMgei, and Sadvaccas, who 
departed by the-rOtid‘of 'Siritarf ! Meidan t ahd 
afterwards the efflpetoF-marth’d againff Eskenier 
Cheiki. 

r ’ Then advide' was brought that-the Caratatars, 
being'arriv’d-near' the town of Damgan, had 
wounded theft; Dtroga, and were revolted ;-‘the 
Deroga of aftotfeef band, which ftatoh’d -after 
■eni, -difeover’d Tangribirmich,* who‘lay* upon 
the i ealrth nabed-and Wounded;* and fcarce alive; 
and camy'd Win into the- town to drefs his 
wounds. The^ other bands hearing this?, re* 
iolv’d to fly ,- 'upon which the Emir Chamfeddin 
Abbas, Atiimich, Chalveh’' fon of : Bevindgic, 
,2nd - the other captains of companys who had 
the conduct of the bands, fell fword in hand upotl 
thefe miferable 4 vr 5 tches, of whom they de- 
ilreyUa great ‘number ; -and • either -wk-bn* the 
tow n of Damgan, or near it, flew about three 
thonfahd upon the : ^ot,- fo that the deadbodys 
if op’d up thepaffage-of the ftreets. Several fled 
into the forefts of Eftar-Abad, and the Emir 
Cham feddin brought away the reft. 

, Timur on advice of this immediately lent 
away Beyan Coutcbin, Faze], fon Of Seifelmu- 
lonc, fon of Hadgi Seifeddin, DanfCoja, Rouf- 
tem Poulad, and Comari Behader, 1 with fifteen 
hundred feorfe, in putfcarof the fugitives. The 

Mirza 
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Mirza Ahmed Omar Cheik and theEmir Berea- Chap.ti. 
dae were likewife fent after ’em on the fame 
amount, and went as far as Damgan; but they 
ffceti return’d to join the emperor, becaufe they 
found chat fome of the Caratatars had been 
flain; others fled* and others brought away by 
the Emir Cham&ddJh and- the Derogas. Beyari 
Coutchin, and the others who -went-out firft in 
purfuit of the fugitives, pafs’d by Beftam, crefs’d 
the ftiountafin of Lengheroud, enter’d the foreft 
of Mazendtan, and join’d the Caratatars at 
Caratugan, on tire fbore of the Cafpian fea; 
arid tho the Tartars were far morie numerous; 
yet they attack’d 'em immediately, and having 
happily defeated, ’em, flew above a thoufand, 
and took more than ten thotifand familys prifo- 
ners. Afterthis expedition Beyan Coutchin re¬ 
turn’d to court. V r'U ■ 

When the emprefles, who had taken the road 
to Samarcand with the baggage ‘were arriv’d at 
Beftam, the officers who conduced the Mirza 
Charoc’s baggage, parted from the reft, and 
went ro Herat by the-way of Nichabour ; and 
Serai Mule Canum and Touman Aga w'ent by 
the-road of Jadgerom and f Eflferain with the 
gteateft baggage. 


C H A P. XXI. 

Timur marches to TcheUo. 

T IMUR being accuftom’d to execute the 
greateft part of hisenterprizes himfelf, he 
march’d-itvperfoxuagainft Eskcnder Cheiki: and 
as the Mirza Charoc was fallen fick, he return’d 
to Herat with the officers of his houfhold, 

while 
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Boot VI» while his Emirs aj%d troops follow’d the knpe- 
rial army to Tchelao, at which place they ar¬ 
riv’d in-a f&w days, altho fiheyways, were over 
high mountains, and thro, deep vallys. The 
troops being arriv’d at the mountain ©£j Tche¬ 
lao, the ungrateful Eskender was oblig’d, to ;§)lj 
and retire into the defile call’d hell. * 

June ii. - The 20th of Zilcade Timur arriv’d at Tche-j 
lao ; from whence, not being able to find Ef- 
kender, he departed thfi fame day. In thisroad 
is a very deep defile full of woods, always 
cover’d with mills and fogs; in the middiet^ 
which is a great add extremely rapid torrent*, 
which can neither be forded nor fwum over. 
The great difficulty there is in palling this defile 
is the reafon of its being nam’d the defile of 
hell; and as Eskender had broke the bridge.over 
the torrent, after having pafs’d it, Tjmur was 
oblig’d to build, another. The foldiers (hardy 
built one of wood, on which forty brave officers 
pafs’d firll, and were follow’d by five hundred' 
men, whom they commanded. Youfef BerJ49' 
afterwards crofs’d it with Couthin Tone heal, 
as did t;be Seid Coja, fonof theCheik Ali Beha- 
der; and at length the Miiza Sultan Hufleio,. 
follow’d by the Emir Cheik Noureddin, who 
got up to the ridge of the mountain of the defile, 
cutting..down the trees,to open a pafiage. in 
fearch of Eskender. Timur alfo pafs’d the 
bridge, and encamp’d ,on the top of a mountain 
where there were no trees, but continual rains 
and fogs. At this place Timur gave audience to 
the Seid lfmael of Kerfecan, one of the lords of

der, the captain* Deryay Coutchin, Chadimiilc 
Berks, the ChetkMehemed Courchin, Bic Te- 
iWonr Coutchin, ;Codadad Tchotjra, and Vefa- 
daty met him on the 26th of Ziicade 80 6 , in June 17.. 
the middle of a wood near the Cafpian fea- The 
Cheik Dervich Allahi was foil’d with fear, and 
turned back on pretence of bringing Youfef Berlas 
with more expedition to back ’em, he being 
behind ’em with his troops.; , 

In the mean while Eskender, at the head of 
two hundred foot and thirty horfe of his ac¬ 
quaintance, fally’d out of his little camp,, arid 
prepar’d to attack our men, who w-ere but twenty 
in number, and were not ignorant.of Eskender’s 
valor, having feenriiim feveral times in aftion ; 
for intrepidity and'courage were hereditary to 
him, being defended in a right line from Bigen 
fon of Keyou, aud Banou Kechafpe daughter of 
the great Rouftem, as maybe feen in the Chah 
Nam£ or Fardaoufi, which makes Bigen fpeak 
thefe -words, “ My grandfather was-a lion in 
‘V battel, my father was the great Keyou : this 
“ day you fhall behold imji prodigious exploits.’’ 

Our twenty men, notwithftanding this, fearing 
TrmUr’s reproaches, 'refolv’d rather to die than 
fly, refle&ingthat if the? time deftin’d for their 
death was come, they might as well die here as 
in another place i fo they colle&ed all their cou¬ 
rage, and confiding in the ordinary good-fortune 
of Timur’s arms, difcharg’d their arrows. Ef- 
kender, follow’d by his horfemen, attack’d’em 
fevetal times with their pikes ; but our men fo 
dexteroufly ply’d him, that he cou’d not only 
gain no ground, but fhamefully turn’d- his 
back before'*a handful of men, with all his fol- 
diers. Ingratitude is the fource of all misfor¬ 
tunes, Eskender had pteferv’d his honor, if be 
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Book Vi. had not abandon’d. Timur, from whom he had 
receiv’d jfo,maoy favors^-/A^ -.i. 

After, Eskenddt was .fled iato the foreft,. ohr 
fcouts quarter’d in his catnp, not imowingiwhftt 
, road he- had taken*.. Then Ycmfef Besla*arrndd 
•with Seifelmulouc andHadgi-Abdalla, who.ai- 
fo enter’d Eskender’s camp; which they enrfcfc- 
' ly pillaged; carrying; away abundaoee of hor- 
fes, mdlqs, ftufts ot g®ld, >and other riohes. 
They were join’d there by the j Mirzas Rouftem 
and Aboa&ecre, accompabyfd; by the Emirs'Se- 
-vindgic and Solyman Gdcdi^ who came froultfhe 
> left. At. Weak of dayMhebe^ appear’d in the 
mountain fomething giitcenitBg^ which advanced 
towards ’em. The Enunr Sevindgic manehftkao 
, the left towards the. mountain and foreftsifn 
feardh of Eskender: ^kingtwith him his nepheW 
Leherafp-and all his meo^jaad;met the Emir A#, 
Eskender’s fon, with his. daughter* wives and 
domeft i*cs,t \vho were-ail made flaves; 
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Battel between the Mirza Sultan Huff gin 4&1 
1; Eskender Cheiki. : The flight of thejaftefr i , 

T H E Mirza : Sultan Huflein, and 1 the Seid 
Coja fon of theChoik Ali Behader, join’d 
our fcouts with feventy .meii, and enter’d with 
'em into tbe woods in fearch of Eskender. They 
met him-about noon jnrtho'midft of this foreft, 
having witib him two hundred foot; and. fifty 
horfe;.who prepar’d to dafendthemfelves. The 
Mirza Saltan Huffeiti fell; furioufty upon £sken- 
dcr, ; and'immediately, retreated as if he wow’d 
have pedkxi The:* enemy,, who .tiiougjbt to im¬ 
prove 
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prove this feemi^g* advantage, fally’dout of the Chapas- 
wood to fall upoti our men ; but they turn'd 
upon ’em ftidddnly in good order-, and'made 
a cruel- flaught<Sr^fH>e foot. Vefodar perform’d 
■whatever cou’d bOexpeftedfrom a great many 
bdt wis wounded with a lance in hi s fade, which 
ftrttek ont his teeth : yet this did not hinder 
his fighting.' Two hotfemen of Tdielao were 
madeprifoners by the officers of the Mirza Sul¬ 
tan Huffein: and Eskender perceiving himfelf 
vmtqtrifh’d, re-enter’d the woods, and went out 
by the fide towards ;Ghilan. Hfc Wis never 
heard of more ,• thpfofae fay that he took the 
habit of *4 mortie, While Others aflnre tis that he 
died thro grief in the woods.

The emperor wds then encamp’d in the moun¬ 
tain We ’fpoke of before, and order’d the man 
tb inform Him what he knew of 'Eskender. 

1 The Mirza Sultan Htifl’eiu : at his return met 
on the fhore of the' Cafpian fea the MirzaS 
Rouftem, and ‘ABotibecre, witfRhe Emirs So- 
lymairi Chah and Cheik Noureddin, who had 
been in fearch of Eskender; they march’d toge¬ 
ther along the' fea*fide near three leagues, ad¬ 
vancing towards Ghilan. They encamp’d there; 
and were join’d by the Emir Mezrab Yacou, 

"who had like wife been feekfng-Eskender Vith the 
troops of Corafiarra by the road of Amol arid 
Sari. Then all the-Emirs departed together for 
the imperial camp. Timur, notwithflandingall, 
the fatigues they had undergone, reprov’d ’em. 
for not having continu’d to purfue Eskender, and. 
font’em all back again on the fame account; 
with the Emir Chamelic. They fatigu’d them- 
folves exceedingly in the wooas, which were 
yery miry; becaufe of the continual rains, which 

hinder’d 
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B ookVL hinder’d their encampment On advice of this, 
Tiftiur fent: orders fdr ’em to return. 

Then, the emperor decamp’d from the m©un-, 
tain, and eroding the bridge over the torrent in 
the defile of hell, went to encamp before, the 
caftfe of Nour in the province of Rouftemdar. 
The foldiers brought before him Eskender’s ne¬ 
phew, and others of his relations,' with federal 
of his officers^- he-gave ’em a handfom recep¬ 
tion, and granted ’em quarter. 

During night an exprefs came from the Mirzas 
Aboubecre and Sultan Hufl'ein, and from the 
Emir Solyman Chah, with advice of ^hefr ar¬ 
rival at the torrent of the defile of hell, which 
they cou’d not pafs by reafon the bridge was 
broken. Timur immediately fent to’em Mehe- 
med Azad and Toukel Baourtchi, With thirty 
watermen of the Gihoa, having for their chief 
Ourdotichah, who with their lifual dexterity 
built a bridge, on which the Mirzas crofs’d the 
torrent with their troops, and return’d to join 
his highnefs. 

The army pafs'd the night in the fame place, 
and next day march’d to the caftle of Harfi to¬ 
wards Ghilan: and Timur being arriv’d at 
Kelare Decht, encamp’d fome days in that mea¬ 
dow, where the Emir Cayafeddin Ali, fodof 
the Seid Kemaleddin, had a handfom receptiod 
From the emperor, who-gave him the principa¬ 
lity of Amo!, becaufe he had always carry’d on 
* war With Eskender Cheiki. 


CHAP. 
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CHAP. XXIII. 

Timur returns to the feat of his empire. 

A FTER the flight of Eskender,; the talcing 
of his wives, children and domeflics, the 
conijueft ot his fortrefles, and the pillage of his 
effetfls, horfes and cattel, the emperor refolv’d 
to return to Samarcand. He order’d the Mitr 
zas who had, the government of the two Iracs to 
go thither ; ana likewife the Seid Azzedin He- 
Zaregheri with his brothers, and the Seid AU Ma- 
Zendrani, to return to their refpeftire govern¬ 
ments : and he gave vefts to each of ’em. The 
Mirza Rouflem,.attended by the Emir * Said Ber- 
las, departed for Ifpahan, the Mirza.Aboubecre 
for Bagdad, the Mirza Eskender for Hamadao, 
the Seid Azzeddin for Hezaregheri, and the Seid 
Ali for Amol. 

At length Timur departed from KelarePecht, 
and in few days arriv’d at the country of Ear, 
at the foot of the mountain Demavend, where 
the emperor Argoun Chah had- built a pavilion 
in form of a dome, which is yet nam’d .tho 
Kipchkof Argoun. 

The aoth of Zilhadge 807, he decamp’d, and July 10* 
parch’d , with fo great expedition with the E- * 4 ° 4 * 
fflirs and his domeflics, that on the 22d been* 
camp’d at the mountain of Firouzcouh. He 
gave the Emir Solypan Chah a veft wrought 


* Emir fignifys commander; at alfo a prince of Mahomet’s 
rice, likewife call’d Cherif and Seid. But all Emirs are not Che- 
rlfs j for there are Come Emirs who are not Mahometans, as 
among the Drafts, Masonite and others. 

with 
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B06KVL with gold, and a cdp enrich’d with precious 
t/'W TTones, leaving him in the government of the 
towns and provinces of, Rei, pirouzcouh, and „ 
their dependences: and fie permitted Beyan 
Coutchin, Deroga of Rei, to return to guard 
the caftle of Ghule Khihtfan. 

From thence Timur pafs’d by Sultan Meidan, 
July 14. and the 24th of Zilhadge arriv’d at, Bcftata, 
where he viiited Sultan Elaarefin, whofe pfSyers 
he befought, diftributing alms among the poor. 
Pir Padichah, prince of Efterabad, who had 
follow’d Timur in this expedition, and had been 
permitted to go before the reft to his own town, 
return’d to this place to. meet the courts and 
offer his prefents, among* Which were nine fef§ 
of horfes, nine in each. Timur gave him .a, veil* 
and feat him back. 

Dane Coja, who had been fent inpurfuit of 
the Tartars, arriv’d at the fame place, and gave 
an account of what he had done. Timur 
der’d that the Tartar chiefs Ke had taken flicoj’d 
be laid in irons, and conduced to Samarcstnd 
by theDerogasof the countrys they fhou’d pafjs 
thro. The emperor departed from Beftam the 
fame day ; and being arriv’d at the town of Ja- 
gaz, the lord Hafan Soufi Tercan came to hint 
from the Mirza Chafoc, to be inform’d wher^ 
his highnefs wou’d appoint that prince to meet 
him. JfJafan Soufi'was fent back poft, to let. 
CharOc know he might meet the emperoron.the 
bank of the river Joucoudgecan. 

Then Timur march’d with expedition, and 
July 20. the firft of Muharrem 807, departed from Nicha- 
*404. bour, and went • down to- A c h e ab a rir The~7ti' 
he encamp’d at the romb. of Dgyam, where he 
paid his devotions, imploring the prayers of tb*t ; 
Santon. Afterwards he fet out ffom^thence, 
and w ent to encamp on the bank "'of- th*!' rftet 

Joucoud- 
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Jducoydgeran, where the Mirza Charoc had the Chap. 13. 
honor to kifs his hands, and offer hi$ prefents,-G' y'W 
which were geoeropfly diftributed among the 
lords who attended the court. Hendouchali 
brought to this place Acbouga, and Carabougai 

i oun Garbani, whom he had roade prifoners, 
ecaufe they had revolted during the emperor’s 
abfence, who order’d ’em to be hang’d in an 
Jiafpital near that place. 

About the fame time Timur fent the Coja 
Ahmed Toufi, to be. treafufer-genetal of the 
, revenues of Corafl'ana, and comptroller of the 
rregifters of the commiflarys: this lord col¬ 
lected ip forty days the fijm of two hundred 
Tomans Copeghi from the monied-men and the 
tommiffarys. 

Then Timur toot leave of the Mirza Charoc, 
apd departed- When he was arriv’d at Corlad, 
he encamp’d: at the brink of a fountain near the 
•bpfpital, to which place Tejnopr Coja Acbouga 
camefrop, Samarcand to meet the emperor, to 
whom the prefented nine race-horfes. From 
thence Timur went to encamp at the bank of 
the river Morgab, where he receiv’d the com¬ 
plaints .of the inhabitants of Chiche&ou, a- 
gainft-the oppreffipns of Apa&elpa, their De- 
roga, who was condemn’d on that account to 
Jmve his feet bor’d thro, and himfelf hang’d 
with his bfJfUi downwards ; which was accord¬ 
ingly executed. 

The emperor then departed, and on his road 
was met by the Derogas of the towns and the 
Kelanters of the tribes, who prefented to him 
frefh horfe*, which the officers mounted, to 
make the more hafte. Then he pafs’d by Leng- 
her <Cfc*ik Zade Bayazid, Andecoud, Ducca, 
the defile of Ghez, and Ali Abad; and en¬ 
camp’d near the town of Adina Mefdgid, where 
vol. U. Z he 
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• he receiv’d the principal inhabitants of Britc 
w [ 10 came to meet him. From thence Timur 
went to Syahghird, and croffing the Gihon in a 
bark, quarter’d at Termed iri the palace of tl>e 
lord Acalmulc, -where this Can’s fon made a 
magnificent banquet, add cofifiderable prefents. 
Afterwards he pafs’d by the iron-gate of Coluga, 
and by Chekedalic, and went to encamp at 
Doulburdgi. From this place he match’d? to 
Kech, and lodg’d in Acferai : then he vifited 
the tombs of the Santon Chamfeddin Kelar, 
whofe prayers he implor’d, and of the -prince 
his father, the Mirza Gehanghir his fon, and all 
his children and relations. At length he took 
horfe, crofs’d the mountain of Kech, and lay 
in the garden of Taft Caratche ; from whence 
, he went down to the garden of Caratopa, and 
quarter’d in the palace of Gehannuma, where 
he was eomplimentnd by the Mirza Caidoo* 
foil of the Mirza Pip Mehemed Gehanghir, be¬ 
ing conducted by Coja Youfef, arid Argoun 
Chah governor of Samarcand, who kifs’a tKe 
ground, offer’d their prefents, and fprittkled pre¬ 
cious ftcnes upon the emperor. The emprefs 
Toukel Canum, with all the ladys and Emirs, 
alfo paid their refpefts, and offer'd their 'pre¬ 
fents. As the emperor had made fuc h hafte^ thjt 
no one cou’d know of his arrival, theCheidfs, Ca- 
dis, and principal perfonsof Samafcandy had nOt 
an opportunity of meeting and" paying their 
refpefts to him at any other place:than this.

CHAP. XXIV. 

Timur's entry into bis imperial sitj .of 
Sum afraid. 

T IMUR departed from Gehanriuma in . 

the month of Muharrem 807, and went * 4 °^ 
down to .,tfie garden .of planes in Samarcand* 
from whence having made his entry into, the 
city, he vifited the college of the Mirza Me- 
hemed Sultan, which he had not fe'eri fince it 
Was built j and afterwards he return’d to the' 
garden of planes, where preparations were made 
tor the banquets., The emprefles and Mirzas, 
who had fet out hrft with the baggage from 
Firouzcbuh by the Way of Baverd, Macari arid 
Merou, riot being yet arriv'd, Timur difpatch’d 
couriers to haften their coming. The emprefS 
Toumitt Aga' having crofs’d the Gihon at A- 
ittouye, iriet cbg courier in the meadow of Bo- 
cara, who /laid there three days to wait the 
great eihprefs Serai Mule Carium. Then leaving 
the baggaffe there, they went with expedition to 
Vabkyanab, thence to Rebatmulc, arid the mea¬ 
dow of Tciiacmounar, thence to Tatkent, and 
afterwards to Kiitche Malek, where a feaft Was 
ready prepar’d for ’em, while a fecorid courier 
arriv’d to advertize ’em to haften. Hereupon 
they inftantly took horfe, and in a fhort time 
came to Samarcand. Serai Mule Canum went 
down to Baghi Tchenar, and Toiinian Aga to 
Baghi Behicht, whither Timur immediately re* 
phif’cf, But God . was not pleas’d to fuffer him 
to attain’ to"''this utrtioft- pitch of glory and 
poWefr, ’ without fome mixture of bitteruefs j for 
Z a this 
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feopk^fl. this good fuccefs in the conquefts of Syria, £-* 
gygt.and Natolia, . was followed by a dlftejnpef 
which feiz’d him in Baghi Behicht, but did ttot 
laft long. After hi* diftpmper. warSjgone off, he 
went to Baghi Cfhemal to refide there for fome 
day,$, .where, he g^ve a, handfom banquet to 
tho Mirzas and lords of, the court, on the birth 
of a fon to Beghifi "Sultan. 

Timur afterwards enter’d Samarcand, and 
lodg’d in the palace of the late Mirza Meftje- 
med'Sultan, for whom-,he caus’d a magnificent 
fepulchre to be built id form of a dome, clofe to 
the college built by that prince: the cin&ure of 
the dome was of marble fet off with gold and a- 
zrire; within it was dug a vault, to lay the prince^ 
body in; and a charming garden was made rOund^ 
it on the ruins of fome houfes. Then the em-' 
perof apply’d himfelf to render juftice to the op- 
prefs'd, and remedy the evils which hadprepf 
itt among the inhabitants of Samarcand,. Wheif 
he pafs’d by the great mofque, Which himfelf 
had built, he thoughtthe gallery, which had'beeh 
erefted during hisabfence, was too little : fo he 
order 1 # another to be made, and reprimanded 
itt the tall of audience'the’architect Coj'a Mah¬ 
moud fiaoud for his not having done it as it' 
ought ta have been. Timur lodg’d in the col¬ 
lege of Serai Mule Canum fituate over-againfl 
the mofque ; and to render his juftice the more 
confpicuous, he order’d the commiflarys and! 
comptrollers to be arrefted and bound, who be¬ 
ing interrogated, thofe who were found culpa¬ 
ble receiv’d the punifhment they, merited, ac¬ 
cording to the wrong they had done the people y 
and/Mafaoud Daoud and Mehemed J^gilde*. 
tvhq had been the, principal fecretarys, : and du- 
rijjgTjmitfs gbf^jjpp perfprm’4 the funftion of 

Vtfier*,.

Afterwards Timqr went >i to the garden of 
planes, where by the procurement of the Emirs 
ne gave audience to an -ambaflador of Idecou 
emperor of Capchac, who prefented to him a 
Choncar * and other .things, artd made his ha- * a bird 
rangues,, which contain’d his matter’s fubmiffion of prey, 
and teiUmonial? of obedience. 

From hepoe.the emperor went to the garden of 
Dileuchaj where he ftaid federal days, and re¬ 
ceiv’d an ambaflador from one of :the greateft fo- 
vereigns, of Europe, 3 , who made him Several 
curious and magnificent prefents, among which 
were pieces of tapiftry, which the Europeans 
had. work’d with fo much nicenefs, that if they 
were to be compar’d with the great perfor¬ 
mances of the painter Mani on the cloth of 
Artene, Mani wou’d be. cover’d.with flume, 
and his works appear deform’d. 

Then Timur order’d the archite&s, who had 
been brought fromi D a mafc iis , -to build a magni¬ 
ficent palace in the garden fouth of Baghi Che- 
mal, which was fquare', f each of its fides being 
a thoufaqd five hundred cubits, This palace 
was the iargeft and moft magnificent $f any 
Timur JwwLbaift. The ihief ornaments of the 
buildings in Syria are of marble ; and. run¬ 
ning ftrearas are common in their houfes ; 
the Syrian architefis are alfo very ingenious 
in mofaic work, and feulpture, and in con¬ 
triving .curious fountains and perpetual jets- 
d’eau; and what is moft remarkable is, that 
with ftones of divers colors they do the fame

veral fountains in the palace, the beauty of 
which was augmented by an infinity of jetrs- 
d’eau of divers forms, with a furprizing and in¬ 
imitable art. Afterwards the workmen of Per¬ 
sia and Irac enrich’d the out-parts of the watte 
with porcelane of Cachan, which 'gave the 
fmifhing ftrdke r to the beauty of this palace. 
Then Timur order’d a noble banquet to be pre¬ 
par’d, with all the del^hts-which ■mortals cah 
defire, of by whith-the fe«fes can be gratify’d. 
He was there congratulated by the princes his 
children, the empreffes and ‘ priucelfes, Whb 
fprinkled Upon him gold and preciotii' ftones. 
fSpanilh.-The European *■ ambaffadors wCte alfo invited 
to this great banquet; and partoOk'ofthe diver¬

But 
before he wou’d begin this great encerprize, he 
was willing to execute the command of the Al¬ 
coran by the marriage of his grandchildren. 
Hereupon he order’d a feaft to bf made; and 
,fent out his circular letters to ail the governors 
of provinces, generals of his armys, and Cherifs 
and nobles of his empire, to meet at a general 
diet, where they were to celebrate the nuptials. 

The princes Taizi Aglen and Bachtemour Ag- 
■len, who were defcended frpm Genghiz Can, 
jntreated- Timur to fummon the Mirza Pir 
,Mehemed who was afGaznin, and the Mirza 
Charoc who was in Cora (Tana, to this famous 
CouBoultai r they obtain’d tfieir requeft for Pir 
Meheroed; but as to Charoc, Timur anfwer’d. 


that it was not proper he Aton'd come, he being 
the main fupport of the kingdoms of Irac and 
Azerbijana. 

Canighul was the place appointed for theoaob.17. 
marriageTeaft; and the firft of Rabiulevel 807, i 4 Q 4 t 
which anfwers to the year of the Monky, Ti¬ 
mur went to lodg' - there. This palace and the 
neighboring places were adorn’d with the 
•greateft ~ i magnificence; fo that this autumn- 
feafow render’d, in a‘manner,‘even the faring 
jealous. The tents were tied with filken cords, 
in which were abundance of carpets wrought 
with gold: the "curtains Iwere of velvet of 
Chuchter and the cielings of ebony and ivory 
exquifitsly engrav’d. The emperor’s apartment 
confifted of four great inclofures, which are 
call’d Seraperd, built on very regular plans: his 
Kherghiah or imperial pavilion made two hun¬ 
dred tents, gilt and adorn’d with precious 
{tones. Each tent had twelve columns of, filver 
inlaid with gold; the out-fide was fcarlet and

Book Vi. feven- other colors, and the infide fatiu of all 
colors. The upholfterers, of whojn there wasp. 

: great number, had employ’d a whole week in 
'crediting and furnifhing this magnificent apart¬ 
ment. The Mirzas and Emirs had aUd each a 
Seraperd, a Barghiah, tents, and a great pavi¬ 
lion nam’d Kherghiah *. The columns of the 
tents were of mafly filver, and the floor was 
cover’d with the richeft carpets.,, 

The governors of the provinces,, the generals 
of the army* the lords and principal command¬ 
ers of the empire, aflembled in this place, and 
pitch’d their tents in good order: The people 
alfo came there from all nations, as China, 
Mufcovy, India,. Greece, Zabul, Mazendraq, 
CpralTana, Fars, Bagdad, Syria, and^in.fhort 
from all the kingdoms of Iran and Toucan* that 
is to fay, from ait Alia- ■ . 

During thefe entertainments Mengheli Bou- 
gai Hadgeb, one of the principal lords of the 
court of Malek Ezzaher Barcoc, king of Egypt, 
arriv’d in quglity of ambaflador from Malek iE®" 
nafer Farrudge, who had fucceeded Barcoc his 
father. This Mengheli was endow’d with very 
rare qualitys, cou’d repeat the whole Alcoran by 
heart, was matter of a great deal of eloquence, 
and acquainted with feveral fciences, which 
render’d him the mott agreeable perfon in cott- 
verfation. He brought abundance of. uncom¬ 
mon prefents, ready mony, precious ftones, rich 
fluffs, and nice toys. Among other raritys 
was a Giraffa \ one of the ftrangeft animals

.The Mirza Calil Sultan came from Turkeflan 
to this aflembly, where he faluted the, emperor, 
the great Emirs of flafce, as Birdi Bei, Yadghiar 
Berlas, and others, who all made a very fplendid 
appearance. The Mirza Pir Mehemed came 
from Gaznin, according to the orders >he had re-* 
ceiv’d ; he paid his relpe&s to Timur, who en- 
-btac’d him, sand by his tears teftify’d his forrow 
at the death of his. brother the Mirza Mehe.- 
-medi Sultan. The Mirza made his prefents, 
mine of a fort: and next morning Timur gave 
him a veil wove with gold, a crown and belt; 
and veils to the officers of his houfhold, wh? 
ihft off their mourning-habits. : 

Then Coia Ahmed Toufi, , receiver of the re¬ 
venues of Coraflana, arriv’d, and prefented the 
fums belonging to the treafury of Coraflana, 
with abundance of curious toys, nine of a fort. 

The emperor was not the only perfon who par¬ 
took of the joys and diverfions; for both nigh 
Mid low bad their (hare. The mpft; skilful ar? 
tifts-prepar’d Come mafter-pieces of their art, as 
.trdphys and cabinets of Bowers to reprefent 
triumphs, which were adorn’d >with garlands 
made up with perfect fymmetry. There were in 
Ithe jewelers (hops necklaces of pearls and -precious 
ftonds, efpocially of grenadin and balafs rubys, 
wish an infinite number of pieces of rock-chryf- 
tal, coral and agat, and feveral rings, bracelets 
and ear-rings; all which render’d Canighul a 
mine of gold and precious ftones, inftead of a 
mine of flowers, which its name implys. 

Ani amphitheatre with four corners was built, 
call’d Tchartac, which was cover’d with pieces 
of brocade and Perfian carpets. There were 
feats for both the vocal and inftrpmental mufic; 

and 
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Ecok VI. and alfo places for the buffoons and jefters, who 
with their facetious fayings excited minih and 
laughter. There was likewife another Tchartae 
for all forts of tradefmen }• and a hundred d£ 
a different manner, fill’d with thofe who fold 
fruit, each of whom had made a kind of,gar¬ 
den of pillachios, pomegranates, almonds,- pears 
and apples, in great order ; which perfum’d the 
air, and made an agreeable fight. The butchers 
were particularly taken notice of for the neats- 
jiefs of their reprefen rations : they dnefr’d up 
a Iheep in a man’s fhape, and other skins in di¬ 
vers other ridiculous figures. There were fpeakr 
ing goats which had horns of gold, and run afr 
ter one another s they appear’d outwardly like 
goats, but were handfom young women difguis’d 
in this manner: fome were drefs’d like fairys 
and angels, with wings, while others took the 
•figure of elephants and fheep. 

The skinners alfb appear’d in mafquerades, 
fome like leopards, others like lions, and others 
like other animals, with whofe skins they were 
cover’d: there were thofe likewife who. re- 
fembled foxes, and tigers. The. defign of the 
mafquerade was to reprefent genii who had 
transform’d themfelves into thefe feveral figures. 
The upholfierers likewife produc’d a mafterr 
piece of their” trade; for they made a camel 
•of wood, reeds, cords, > dod. painted linen, 
which walk’d about as if alive: and the man 
within it, drawing a curtain, difeover’d the 
workman in his own piece. The manufa&urers 
of cotton alfo made birds'with cotton, which 
look’d as if they were alive s they alfo made.a 
fMinaret of the fame material, with the help of 
reeds, which every one imagin’d to be built 
‘with brick and mortar, 'and'Which was higher 
«? than the Minarets of the mcfques; it was co¬ 
ver’d 
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ver’d with brocades' And irhbroid^ry-work, car- Chap.zj. 
ry’d itfelf about* and on its top was ;plac ? d a 
ftork. The fa-tfcHerS were not behind the reft j 
fot they gave proofs c.f their skill by two HtterS 
■for womenj whirdi open’d at the top, and after 
the ufoal manner were laid upofl k £amel,'ift 
which fat two of the moft beaiitiftrf'Wotnen of 
the city, each holding a skin iH her hand; and. 
they made pieafeflt poftbres as Well with theft 
feet as hands, to divert the affemblv. The mat- 
makers likewife fhew’d their dexterity, having 
very neatly work’d with reeds two tide's of ^r“ 
ting of Coufi *, and dther large iederti’.-,' 

.. On the other fide were the rope-danced, wfi6 
by their agility attrafted every one^Sadfhiratidh; 
their rope at the fame time feeming to touchjtfte 
heavens. Thus the whole company was'employ’d 
either as a<ftors br fpe&ators, atlendeavdHhg td 
contribute to thd celebrating thd : marrfage of the 
princes the emperor’s children, thit' is, of the 
Mirzas Olouc-Bec and Ibrahim Sultan,* fonS'of 
OhArdc, Aidgel fort of MiranCHkh, . Ahmed, 

Seidi Ahmed, and Biera, all three fob's of the 
Mirza Omar Cheik. 5 < J

Tne emperor being feated on his thrond, 
order’d a banquet of the utmoft magnificence to 
be ferv’d up to the brides and the other lady# 
of the court, by the moft beautiful young wo¬ 
men of his feraglio, who wore crowns comr 
pos’d of flowers. The princes of the blood, 
Emirs, N^tfians, Cherifs, and foreign ambafla- 
dors, took their place according to their rank 
and dignity, as well as the Emirs of . Tomans 
and He?ares. Thefe lords were feated under a 
canopy of twelve columns, diftant from thf 
nuptial hall about a horfe’s, courfe. 

The Yefaouls, or exempts, whom the Turks 
call Chaoux, .were there backwards and for¬ 
wards to perform the function of their pofts, 
mounted in a magnificent manner upon horfesqf 
great price, with faddles of gold, adorn’d with 
precious Hones, and habited in veils of gold bro¬ 
cade, with an air of authority 9 and command. 

On another fide there w'tre elephants of a 
prodigious fine, on whofe backs were plac’d a 
kiodof,thrones, with abundance of ornaments- 
Under, the canopy with twelve columns/were 
plac’d earthern urns, with firings of precious 
ftones tied about ’em, fin’d With gold and filvef 
ports j and on the tops were cups of gold, a» 
gat, and rock-chryrtal, adorn’d with'pearls, and 
jeveral forts of jewels,* all which were preferr¬ 
ed on falvets of gold and filver. The drink was

Sirma,_ and other liquors. It is reported that ^ r Y>' 
the wbod of feveral large forefls was cub down 
todrefs the victuals at this banquet. . The head- 
reward with his under-officers conftantly at¬ 
tended to give all neceflary orders as to -the 
ferving up of the diflies, before which an office* 
always walk’d. There were tables furnifh’din 
different places thro-out the whole,plain, and 
flaggons of wine fet near the tables, with an 
infinite number of baskets full of fruit. Be¬ 
sides the flaggons for t^e emperor’s ufe,,and for 
the lords of the court, there were feveral 
jars rang’d in all the plain fop the people’s 
drinking : and that the* joy might be uni- 
verfal, the emperor order’d a proclamation 
fbou’d be publifh’d that all the people might en¬ 
joy what pleafures they pleas’d, and no one take 
cognizance of’em. The crier read the procla¬ 
mation as follows : “ This is theitime of feaft- 
“■ ing, pleafure and rejoicing. Let no one com- 
** plain of or reprimand another. Let not the 
“ rich encroach upqn the poor, or>the,power- 
“ ful upon the weak. Let none ask-another 
“ Why have you done : t|us?” v After this de¬ 
claration every ope gave h/mfelfupto thofe plea- 
fures he was moil , fond of, during .the feaft: 
and. whatever, was done pafs’d unobferv’d. *» 

At length the feaft ,^as,finifh’d ; after whicbj , 
according tq cuftom^a vaft quantity of curious 
movable goods was laid upon mulest and camels 
for the new-marry’d princes ; .among which 
were all forts of rich habits, crowns, and belts

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SookVI. fet with precious ftones. The mules had co 5 
verings of faun embroider’d with gold ; their 
little bells were gold, as well as thofe belong¬ 
ing to the camels : and both were handfoirily 
adortj’d. This pompous, equipage pafs’d before 
the people, who were ftruck with admiration*. 
The bridegrooms with their brides werecloth’d 
tiine times in different habits, with crowns and 
•belts fet with precious ftones ; and each time 
they chang’d their clothes, they paid their re- 
fperis as ufual, while gold and precious ftones, 
pearls, rubys, and balafs rubys, were fprinkled 
upon ’em id great numbers, with which the 
ground was cover’d, and Which .became the do- 
meftics profit. ♦ 

The following night there were every where 
illumitiatibfts-with laiithoras, torches and lamps; 
and the new-marry’d prinpes enter’d the nuptial 
chamber; The next dayf Timur did ’em the 
honor to pay ’em a viixt at their oWn apart* 
tneflts, beifig accompany’d by the empreffes, arid 
great Emirs and Cherifs of his court. The re¬ 
joicings were fo great thro-out the whole em¬ 
pire, that from Canighul as for as Tous in Co- 
raffana, there Was not one place, where th<S 
found -of drams -and trumpets was not heard. 

: The ambaffadors of Egypt, Spain, India, and 
Decht Capchac, Gete, and others, were wit* 
nefles of this magnificence, and particularly of 
the pleafures of the feaft, which lifted two eri* 
tire months. Timur diftittgaifh’d’em by parti¬ 
cular favors, and gave veils to them, as well as 
to the Cherifs and other great lords, whowerd 
aflembled from all parts of the empire; he.did 
the Tame to the generals, the governors of the 

provinces, and all the officers.. 

<■ After the marriage-feafts were over, Timur 
again betook himfelf to the adminiftratiOn of 

publi® 
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public affairs, ordering every one to return to Chap.i£. 
his proper employment. The licence which had 
been granted during the/eaft was recal’d; and for 
the future no one was allow’d to drink wide, or 
commit any thing unlawful. Afterwards Timur 
retir’d to his defer, to addrefs himfelf to God 
by the following prayer* 1 
“ O Almighty-being, who art above whatever 
“ man can conceive, and whofe eflence is un- 
“ known to any but thy-felf, being all in art ; 

“ how can I recite thy praifes, and how return 
thanks in proportion to the favors I have re- 
,l ceiv*d,*ftnce they are infinite? Out of np^ 

“ thing haft thou created me; from poverty 
** haft thou made me rich ; and from a petty 
“ prince haft thou render’d me the mod mighty 
“ emperor of the univerfe. To thy great boun- 
** ty I owe the gaining of fomany battels, and 
“ the conqueft of fo many kingdoms: for what 
“ ami, a poor and vile creature ? I fiiou’d be 
incapable of every thing, were I not affiftefd 
by thy grace. In peace thou favor’ft me With 
<c quiet and joy; and' in war thou giveft me 
“ victory, and maintaineft me in fovereign ad 1 * 

“ thority, fear’d by my enemys, and lov’d by 
** my'fubje&s. Continue then, O thou great 
“ Creator, thy goodnefs towards me: lince 
“ thou haft ciiofen me in thy clemency, don’t 
“ chafe me away in thy wrath. I'kriow that I 
“ am but deft; and that if thou doft not favor 
“ me wich thy protection, all my glory and 
“ grandeur will be turn’d into vilenefs anddif- 
“ honor. O Lord, put me not to fhame be- 
“ caufe of my vices, who have been fo long 
“ accuftom’d to partake oft thy favors’: and 
“ then I fhall reft contented.” '

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chap; xxvi. 

The caufei which incited Timur to under * 
take the conquejl of the kingdom of China. 

I N the beginning of Timur’s rife Afia was in 
the poflelfion of ufurpers, who had rais’d 
themfielyes to fovereignty, either by the extinc- 
iion of the race of former tings and empe¬ 
rors, pr by intrigues and revolts: but as the 
world cou’d not be peaceably govern’d by fo 
many fovereigns, there were continual wars 
vamonft ’em, and the poor, people were drove 
into great extremitys. Virtue and tranquillity 
iwerebanirti’d the places which robbers only potf- 
fefs’d ; fecurity was no longer *0 be met with on 
the high-ways, which were full of thieves; and 
in fine, every thing was in confufion and dd* - 
order. The world might then be well com¬ 
par’d-to a ; human body, which being ijrfe^ed 
ittth fome corrupt matter, neceflarily falls fide, 
arid can receive no benefit but from a ftrong 
teedicipe, which purges out the caufe of the 
difeafe,* and yet this purgation can’t be under* 
goue without fome inconveniences which may 
arife from a deprav’d appetite. In the fame 
manner, God, who was pleas’d to purge the 
world, made wfe of a medicine, which was both 
fweet and bitter, to wit, the clemency and the 
wrath of the incomparable Timur; and to that 
efled, jnfpir’d in him an -ambition to conquer all 
Alia, and to expel the feveral tyrants thereof. 
He eftablidi’d peace and fecurity in this part 
of the world ; fo that a fingle man might carry 
^jQlver-bafpn fill’d with gold from the eaft of 

Afia 
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Ada to the weft. But yet be cou’d not accom- Chap. 2*. 
plilh this great affair, without bringing in fome V -'V' S « / 
meafure upon the. places he conquer’d, deftrue- 
tion, captivity, and plunder, which are thecon- 
comitants of victory. 

. After this hero was happily return'd from the 
conquefts of Syria, Natolia and Georgia, and 
of confequence found hjmlelf abfolute mailer of 
all the empires of Iran and Touran, ha gener 
ronfly took up a refolution to make preparations 
for thecoflqueft of China, which was inhabited 
by infidels; that by this good work he might 
re&ify what had been amifs in other wars, 
wherein the blood of fo: many of the faithful 
had been fpilt. Thus, after the marriage of .the 
princes his grandchildren was confummated,, he 
fummon’d' s the Mirzas his children, and the 
great Emirs of his council to court, to whom 
Re made the following fpeech, 

£ “ God hath favor’d us with fucb extraordi- 
“ nary good fortune, that we have conquer’d 
“ Afta, and overthrown the greateft kings of 
“the earth; few fovereigns in pafl ages having 
“ acquir’d fo great dominions, or attain'd fo 
“ great authority, or had fuch numerous armys, 

“ or fo abfolute a comftiand. And as thefe 
“ vaft conquefts have not been obtain’d wirh- 
“ out fome violence^-; which has caus’d ,the de- 
“ ftruftton. of a 'great number of God’s crea- 
**' tures ; I have refolv’d to perform fome good 
“ a&ion, 'which may atone for the crimes of 
“ my paftlife, and to accomplifh that which all 
“ the world befides is hot capable of, that is, 

“ to make war on the infidels, and exterminate 
“ the idolaters of China, which can’t be done 
“ without very- great ftrength and power. It 
“ is therefore fitting, ray dear companions, That 
“ thofe very troops which have been the inftru--

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feooJtfyf. u ments whereby thoffi fatilts were committed, 
t>V\j “ fhdu’d alfo be the inftrurttents Of repentance ; 
“ and that they iriardf into China, to ftcqdJte 
“ the merit of that holy tfar, in demoli&ing 
“ the temples of the idols of the fird, and ere&- 
“ irig in their places mofques and chappels. 

'By this meartswOffiatl obtain the pardon Of 
** our fins, as the Aldofan dflkrgs bs, faying 

** that good works efface the fins of this world!" 

Tiihur having fimfh’d this fpeehhj the princes 
of the blood and Emirs be fought God to blefs 
"fris : good intentions, unanimoufly applauding 
his/’feritiments, atid loading him with ptdifefi’: 
“* Let the emperoi 4 , fay they, difplay his ft ail- 
“ datd; and we hisflaves will follow him, and 
“ facrifice our lives in. his fervice.” -! 

Then orders were given to the Tavachis to 
take 7 aH‘ exatft number df ail the foldiers by 
thoufands, and to augment aftd enrbll the regi- 
mehts. Timur commanded all the Emirs of 
Orilbus *, and the governors of provinces, to 
aflemble their fddietsV they took copys of the 
•Toutcal ? from the great Tavaelifs* that they 
might know in what order and with what arms 
they fhou’d come ; ^nd they departed, to get - 
together their troops in all the provinces.

The empfcror did particular honors, and gave 
veils and Belts to the ambaflador of Egypt*' 
who obtain’d leave to return'home : he order’d 
Moalana Abdaila'Kechi to 'accompany him, 
whom he fenfi-with a convoy in embafly to the 
Sultan of Egypt, for whom lie gave him a letter 
Teventy cubits long, and tlwae in breadth, wrdre 
in letters Of'gold by Moufaaa-Cheik Mehemed, 
fon of the dO^ot Hadgi Bendeghir Tebrizi, 

'who weu’dno^yifeld to his father as to the beau¬ 
ty, of his ftyle and the art of writing ffaety. 

•The fubftahce'of this letter was an anfwer to 
what the 8uitian of Egypt had writwitbirega&i 
to th*e Sultan Ahmed and Cara Youfef. He iet}t

fintur Jets out for the war again ft the infidels 
of China . 

T HE Alcoran remarks, tljat r if any one in 
his pilgrimage to Mecca fhou’d be fur- 
priz’d by death, the merit of thts’good work is 
written in heaven in his name, as mrely as if he 
Had had the good fortune to execute it: it is the 
fame in relation to the Gazie, where with troubles 
and fatigues mU’dwithdangers an eternal me- 


Arec i» the indofore of the antient royal palace of Si* 
Wefcwh; 7 
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rit is acquir’d ; and he who dies during the ex- Chap.27. 
pedition is deem’d to have executed his defign. 

It was fitting that fo great a hero as Timur 
fhou’d die in the bed of honor, and that this 
inevitable accident fhou'd happen during a jour- 
ny he undertook for God’s glory,'* and to acquire 
the rewards the Alcoran promifes to the Gazie, 
that is, the war againft the infidels. And as the 
death of thife great man was nearly approaching, 
when he took up a refolution to march into 
Chink^ God permitted that neither the feafon, 
nor theeountrys he mud pafs thro, which were 
always cover’d- with fnow and froft, fhou’d be 
able to divert him from his refolution, or ob¬ 
lige him to retard his departure till the fpring. 

He gave, orders to the Emir Berendac to re¬ 
view the troops, and bring him an account how 
many men there were in the army he defign’d 
to carry into China. This Emir reported, that 
the troops of Tranfoxiana, Turkeftan, Bale, 
Bedakchan, Coraflana, Siftan, Mazendran, the 
Caratatars brought from Natolia, the colonys 
from Perfia, Azerbijana and Irac, amounted to 
two hundred thoufand men compleat, capable 
of undertaking the greateft enterprizes. Timur, 
very much pleas’d at the good ftare of his troops, 
diftributed his treafure among ’em, and pora- 
manded ’em to begin their march. 

The Mirzas Cali! Sultan and Ahmed Omar 
Cheik, accompany’d by the Emirs Codadad Huf- 
feini, Chamfeddin Abbas,' and other generals of 
Tomans and Hezares of the right wing, were 
order’d to pafs the winter *with their trOops at 
Tachkunt, Chahroukhia, andSeiram; and the 
Mirza Sultan Huflein was to take up his winter- 
quarters with fome troops of the left wing at 
Yaffi a«d Sabran. Chahroukhia, which was 
formerly nam’d Fenakunt, was fo ruin’d by Gen- 
Aa 3 ghia 
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ghiz Can’s army, that there remain'd. no foot- 
Heps of any edifices till the year of the Monky, 
which anfwers to phe year of the. Hegira 794* 
w hen Timur order’d his lieutenants' to rebuild 
and repeople it f apd as Timur then gave it to 
the ^lirzaCharoc, 1: was call’d from his name 
Chahroukhia. 

The emperor having entrufied the government 
of Samarcand to Argoun Chah, and the care of 
his treafures to the Cheilc Tchcura, order’d the 
great ftandard t-p be difplay’d ; and he departed 
from Samarcand the 23d of Jumaziulevel 807, 
the fun being in the middle of Aquarius, in a 
Textile afpeft with Jupiter; and the moon being 
in Libra, in a fextile afped with the fun, and 
in a trine afped with Jupiter. He laid hold ort 
the happy moment which the aftrologers had 
fix’d for his departure, and x took the rpad to Ac- 
foulat. He went diredly to Caraboulac in Sog- 
diana. 

Then the ftandard departed from Caraboulac, 
and took the road to Ilanoti ; and after feveral 
days arriv’d at Tambic, where great, rains And 
fnowsfel), the wind blew exceffively, 'and the 
cold was extremely violent: yet this did not 
binder Timur’s departure and arrival at Acfou- 
lat, And as this place was full of fands, and 
there was abundance of {mall wood for burning, 
prdgrs had been given before to build cottages 
pf reeds, and fome houfes fit to lodge in. The 
emperor being repos’d in his apartment, the 
Mirzas and foldiers encamp’d each in their re- 
fpeftive ports. The fqn was then entered into 
Pifccs, the cold daily encreas’d, and the winter 
>vas more violent than nfual.

CHAP. xxym. 

An Account of certain adventures , the know- 
ledg of which is neceffary to the understand¬ 
ing the Utter pert of this hiftory. A rela¬ 
tion of what pafs’d at Acfoulat. 

L O V E is often the caufe pf many difor- 
ders. The Mirza Calil Sultan, after ha¬ 
ving got with child the prince fs Dgehan Sultan, 
daughter of the Mirza Ali, Timur’s filler’s fon, 
b'ecame defperately in love with one of the con¬ 
cubines of the Emir Hadgi Seifeddin, nam’d 
Chadi Mule. This paffion grit fo great an af- 
ejendent in his foul, that he coil’d not reft till 
he had marry’d her, which was during Timur’s 
abfence; of which the princefs his wife being 
inform’d, fo great a Jqaloufy hindled in her 
heart, that (he difeover’d the cafe to the em¬ 
peror at Samarcand. Orders were immediately 
given out for Chadi Mule to make her appear¬ 
ance ; but the Mirza conceal’d Her, which fo pro¬ 
vok’d Timur, that he order’d diligent fearch to 
be made after her j and being found, Ihe was 
condemn’d to die, and wou’d have fuffer’d im¬ 
mediately, if the Mirza Pir Mehemed Gehang- 
hir had not beg'd for a reprieve. Neverthelefs 
advice was given the emperor at Acfoulat, that 
the Mirza Calil Sultan had again conceal’d her 
ia his apartment: whereupon the Emir Berat 
j, a d orders to go and feize her, and bring hpr 
away; which being done, Timur in a great 
paffion commanded her to be .put to death. The 
emprefe Serai Mule Canum cou’d not bear to fee

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BookVI. the deep anxiety and defpair the poor Mifza 

Wyv fell into: but confidering moreover -the~great; 
Jove Timur bore to the princes Ws children, fhe 
endeavour’d to accommodate this difference, by 
the help of the pmirs Cheilt Noureddin and 
Chamelic; and perfuaded ’em to inform the 
emperor, that this lady .was with child by the 
Mirza. On this account the order was revers’d, 
and the princefs enttufted to the care of the 
emprefs Bony an Aga, that after her lying-in fhe 
might brjng up the child, and commits thw 
lady tofome of her black {laves *. .. 

The emperor being at Acfoulat, ^order’d th&; 
Mirzas his fons, the commanders ; of kingdoms,,' 
the governors of provinces, the Derogas of| 
citys, and other grand officers and lordsof his, 
empire, to write to their lieutenants,', to advife, 
’em to take great care during, the expedition 
into China that .thplaws be duly executed, .and 
juftice difpens’d every where, fo that the people 
might enjoy quiet and fecurity; that they fbou’4. 
nqt gir r e heed to the difiurbers of tbe : public 
tranquillity,, as knowing it was their duty to 
treat the per pie well, fince they were entrafted 
to ’em by the Creator ; that they behave them- 
felves in fuch a manner, that when an account 
(hall b§ demanded of their copdudfc, they may 
have no caufe to repent, nor be the reafon of 
Timur’sblufhing for fhame before.the throne of 
God, at the day of judgment. This, order was 
carefully executed, and lent into all the provin* 
ces by men of probity,

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Then the Mirza Calil Sultan went to Tach- Chap.i& 
kunt, according to the orders he had receiv’d j C/’VNl 
and the Mirza Sultan Huflein to Yafli and Sa- 
bran. There was nothing to be feerf any where^ 
but carriages and waggons, which were brought 
from all the provinces, and fill’d with' all forts of ; 
ammunition j and an infinite number of horfes 
brought from all parts to be fold, which the em¬ 
peror bought, and diftributed among the Mirzas, 

Ejtnirs and foldiers. Then the Seid Coja, fon of 
the Cheik Ali Behader, came from Coraffana, 
from the Mirza Charoc, with advice of the good, 
health of that prince. 

The emperor fent the Emir. Berendac to 
Tachkunt, to bring away the provifions : and he 
publiih’d an $rdet "for all the generals and great 
Officers to keep- an exa£t: account of the ftate 
of their Tomans, Hezares and Sedes ; that 
in this long expedition no one might be oblig’d 
to^fl-ay for want of either provifion or 

arms.*--Tills order had fo good an effeft, that in 
this numerous army each horfeman had enough 
to fuffice ten men, as well in victuals as in arms.^ 

Befides this, feveral thoufand loads of corn 
were carry’d in the waggons which follow’d the 
army, to fow r the fields on their road, that at 
their return they might not have a fcarcity r 
Several thoufands of fhe-camels were alfo car¬ 
ry’d, that on a prefling occafion their milk 
might ferve for qourifhment to the foldiers. 

Thefe precautions were neceflary to an army, 
fo numerous as not to be match’d in antiquity. 

Thofe who had feen the immenfe riches at the 
feaft of Canighul, were ftruck with admiration ^ 
and men of the beft fenfe refleded upon ,the 
Arabian faying,, ‘that when a man has attain’d the 
fcigbejl degree of profperity, he is upon the point of 
flbafemnt. Moll perfons faid, even in public. 
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. after having feen the prodigious grandeur aitjd 
magnificence which appeal’d in the pleafures of, 
C rnighul, and, the fine appearance which this 
innumerable army made, with the vaft quantity 
of arms and baggage which were in the im¬ 
perial camp, that they no longer doubted the 
prosperity of Timur being arriv’d at its ptmoft • 
perfection, and corjfequently fear*d with reafon 
the diminution of his good fortune. People be¬ 
gan to miftruft fome difgrace wou’d befall ’ejfi ; 
and their hearts flu&uating between hope and 
ftaf, they daily befoughtGod to preferve the 
ertiperor from the misfortunes which attend the 
greateft profperity, and to turn the evil and de-

CHAP. XXIX. 

Timur defarts from Jcfoulat. 

T H E fun was yet in Capricorn, and the 
violence of the cold fo great, that feveral 
men and horfes perifh’d in the road, fome lo- 
fing their hands and feet, others their ears and 
noles: the fnows and rains were continually fal¬ 
ling, the whole face of the heavens Teeming, to 
be cover’d but by one cloud, and the whole earth 
by one piece of fnoW„ Aftronomers remark, 
that at this time there was a conjunftion of the, 
three fuperior planets in Aquarius.; which was a 
prefage of fome.great misfortune. Yet the defire 
of acquiring the merit of the Cazie prevail’d 
in the mind of our conqueror above the greateft 
difficulty's': he wou’d not wait till the cold 
abated, but inform’d himfetf of the nature and 
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circumftances of the roads, of" the water, paf- Chap.ij T 
turage, defarts and mountains, which he order’d 
to be taken down in writing, that all neceffary 
precautions might be us’d. 

Then Timur fet our from Acfoulat; and fent 
freih orders to the Mirzas Cali 1 Sultan and Ah¬ 
med, accompany’d by the Emirs Codadad Huf- 
feini, Yadghiar, Chah Erlat, Chamfeddin Ab¬ 
bas, Berendac, and eight others, who were in 
winter quarters wirh their troops aboutTach- 
kunt, Chahroukhia, and Seiram; as alfo to 
the Mirza Sultan Huflein, who was with hrs 
about Yaifi and Sabran inCapchac, not to foil 
of leaving their winter-quarters at the begin¬ 
ning of fpring, in order to join the court. 

TimUr having match’d two days" and one 
night, went to Ouzoun-Ata to encamp, theb 
to Yofcadgiai Chfeifc, from thence to Sourkenr, 
and afterwards to Comarcha Ata, to Sultan 
Cheik, and at length to the town of Zernouc, 
from whence be departed, and crofling theSi- 
hon upon the ice, encamp’d on the other bank. 

This river was froze fo hard this year, that 
they were oblig’d to dig two or three dibits to 
get water j and from the fun’s eatring Sagitta¬ 
rius to his coming out of Pifces, waggons, men 
and beafEs, cou’d pafs either the Gihon or Si- 
fion in any part of ’em. ■ . 

Tirtiur having decamp’d from the banks of 
the Sihon, arriv’d at Otrar on wedoefday the 
12th of Regeb 807, and lodg’d in the palace of Feb. *7, 
Birdi Bei, where all the princes and fords had 140V 
likewife each their refpfe&ive apartments. The 
d ay of the emperor’s arrival, one corner of the 
roof of the palace, where he was lodg’d, fet 
fire, by the tunnel of a chimney running by it; 
but .fire was Jbon extingudh’d. This acci¬ 
dent difquieted the lords of the cpurt, jnafrauch 
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Book Vi. as mod of.’em had had frightful dreams which 

wyv nrognofticated Tome misfortune; and it feem’d' 
as if nature had given the people an infight into 
what fhou’d happen to their prince. But fate 
is in evitable. 

Timur fent Mouffa Recmal to difcover whe¬ 
ther there was any paflageover the bridge, who 
carefully examin’d the whole, and brought an* 
jfwer that it was impoffible to crofs it. Ano¬ 
ther, who had been fent towards Seirara and the 
niphhtain of*Coulan, on his return declar’d that 
the fnow of this mountain was two pikes'high. 

Then Cara Coja, au aritient domeftic qf To- 
catmich Can, heretofore emperor of Capchac, 
arriv’d at court in quality of ambaflador from- 
that prince, who had a long time wander’d a- 
b.out as a vagabond in the defart of Capchac. 
Timur being pleas’d to grant him a magnifi¬ 
cent audience, enter’d in ftate into the Divan 
Care, and afcehded his throne; the princes 
Taizi Aglen, of the race of Octai Caan *, Bach* 
temour Aglen, and Gicra Aglen, of the race of 
Touchi Can, fitting on his right hand, and the 
Mirzas Olouc-Beo, Ibrahim Sultan, and Aidgel 
on the left. The ambaflador was conduced to 
the audience by the Emirs Birdi Bei and ^ou- 
teddin two brothers, Chamelic and Coja Youfefj 
and having proftrated'hjffifdG had the honor to 
kifs the imperial carpet T^he made an harangue, 
from his mafter in thefe words, “ I have, 

“ fays he, fuffeV’d the punifhment my ingrati- 
tc t«de merited; the flight acknowledgment I 
“ have made for fo many favors-receiv’d of your 
u highneis, hath drawn upon me the miferys;

L/ r Y s v> if they were opprefs’d by tyrants, he did ’em 
juftiee ; and if in poverty, he enrich’d ’em by his 
favors; and by this means render'd the world 
flouriihing, and rejoic’d the peopfe’s hearts. As 
fbon as he was retarn’d to the feat of his em¬ 
pire, without repofing himfelffrom his fatigues 
any longer than five months, he form'd a defign 
to make war on the idolaters of China, hoping 
by that to obtain pardon of God for his* former 
crimes : and having fet out for that expedition, 
he came to Otrar, feventy fix leagues or para- 
fan gas diftanf from Samarcatid. • : 

March 25. On Wedrtefday the roth of Chaban Boy, Ti-

liev’d he beard the Hottris# fay to him, Re¬ 
cent, for yon muft appear before God. Oh this, 
he became' fihcerely pemtcnt for his crimes, and 
refolv’d to make fatisfa&ion for 'em by good 
Works. His ficknefs increafing, he found him- 
felf very mtidr wegken’dp no reft i af- 
fiidion feiz’d the heart of all the court, which 
appear’d the greater as the diftemper augmented.

Timur then order’d all the Emirs and great 
lords of the court, and the generals of the ar¬ 
my, to come before him, whom he fifthly en¬ 
join’d to foe to the execution of his teftament; 
and made ’em promife in his-prefeacewith.fa- 
lemn oaths not tso confent that any . one ikou’d 
oppofe it: and he font ordersto all the Emirs and 
generals who were abfent tp take the fame 
oaths. 

i The lords having heard this difeourfe, were 
in the utmofl: confirmation,. melted into tears, 
.and fell with their faces to the ground. The 
-Emirs Cheik Noureddin and Chamelic, whofe 
hearts were feia’d with grief and defpair, faid to 
Timur, ‘ **. We cou’d facrifice our lives with a 
“ great deal of pleafure to purchafe one fingle 
day more for our gracious mailer. If our 
“ death wou’d be of fervice to you, our lives 
“ fhou’d coft us nothing: but it is impoflible to 
“ alter the decrees of providence. We are your 
“ flaves; and tho being depriv’d of your pre- 
“ fence w e have no longer any joy or content- 
’ “ ment. 
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<f ment, yet we can affure your highnefs, .-fhat.Q1ap.30. 
“ as long as we live, we will not fail of continu- 
“ ing obedient to your orders, .tho at the hazard 
“ of our lives. May Heaven never grant us fuc- 
** cefs, if we have the leaft thoughts of doing 
“ any thing contrary to the will of our benefactor. 

“ We will always walk in the fame paths of obe- 
“ dience after your death as during your life/’ 

While, they were thus fpealting, tears gufh’d 
out of their eyes, their minds no longer enjoy’d 
any quiet, and their bodys loft all their natural 
ftrength. They told the emperor that if he 
pleas’d, they wou’d write to the Mirza Cpalil 
Sultan, and the JEmirs who were at Tachkunp, 
to come to court, that having the honor to fee 
their mafterV face once more, they might learn 
from his own mouth his laft will: " For, fay 
“ they, tho we ihou’d declare to ’em the form 
<l of your laft will with all poflible exadnefs* 

“ yet it will not have the fame force on ’em, as 
" if they had heard it themfelves.” But the 
emperor anfwer’d that his hour was approaching ; 
that thofe who were abfent cou’d not come 
time enough to fee him; and that it was impof- 
fible for ’em to meet again till the day of judg¬ 
ment. “ This, fays he, is the laft audience 
** you will have of me. I have no other defire 
" than to fee the Mirza Charoc once more; but 
“ that is irapoffible: God will not have it fo.” 

The ladys and princes, who were in the anti¬ 
chamber to obfetve the courfe of his diftemper, 
on hearing this, loft all patience, and fell into 
the utmoft confternation. Then Timur turning 
towards the princes his children, fpoke to ’em 
as follows. . 

“ Remember to do every thing I have recom- 
«* mended to you in relation to the public tran- 
«* quillity-; and be cohftantly informing your-

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Book VI. “ felves of the affairs of your fubje&s. Be V4- 
“ liant, and courageonfly keep poffeffion of your 
f *' fwords, that like me you may enjoy a long 
“ reign and a vaft empjre. I have purg’d the 
“ countrys of Iran and Touran from the enemys 
and difturbers of the people’s quiet ; and have 
“ render’d’em flouriihing by myjuftice. If you 
“ do what my teftament direfts, and make equi- 
t£ ty and juftice* the rule of your a&ions, the 
“ kingdom will remain a long time in your 
“ hands: but if difcord creeps in among yon, 
,c ill fortune will attend your undertakings'; 
rt your enemys will breed wars and fedition, 
“ which it will be difficult to put a flop to; 
** and irreparable mifchiefs will arife both in 
€C religion and government.” 

After this difcourfe the diflemper increased : 
and tho there were feveral Imams and readers 
Without the door of the chamber, who read the 
Alcoran from one end to the other, yet Timur 
was pleas’d to have the doftor Monlana Hebe- 
tulla, fon of Moulana Obaid, to read the word 
of God at his bed’s-head, and often repeat the 
belief of the unity of God. At night, between 
the evening-prayer and bed-time, (that is about 
eight a-clock) Timur feveral times made pro- 
feffion of his belief of-Lailahillillah *, remem- 
bring the promife of Mahomet, that he whofe 
laft words are. There is no other god than 
God, {hall alfuredly enter into paradife. Then 
* Jftael.f he gave up his foul to the angel Efrafiel *, who 
call’d him in thefe words: “ O foul, that 
“ hopeft in God, return to thy Lord with re- 
“ Agnation. We belong to God, and muft re- 
“ turn to him.”

Several learned men have compos’d verfes‘t>n 
his death, in which the date of the year is con¬ 
tain’d ; and among others Moulana fiehadedin 
Dgyami: they fay he was feventy-one years 
of age, and that he had reign’d -thirty-fix, a 
number equal to that of his children and grand¬ 
children, as we fhall fee in the laft chapter. 


CHAP. XXXI. 

JR elation of whit happen'd after Timur's death .. 

T IMUR having pafs’d from this raanfion 
of pride to the paradife of eternal delights, 
fear and horror feiz’d both upon his friends and 
enemys ; every one was jealous of diforders and 
wars, and did not sn the leaft doubt but the fe- 
curity and tranquillity of the ftate wou’d en¬ 
tirely perifh. The affliction wou’d have been 
infupportable, had not his horofcope predided 
the continuation- of the crown in his augufl fa¬ 
mily, and that the kingdoms he had conquer’d 
by the ftrength of his arm', and which he had 
render’d flourifhing by hisjuftice, wou’d remain 
in peace under the protection of his children 
who fhou’d fucceed hint in the empire. Noc- 
withftanding this, the princes of the blood caft 
their crowns upon the earth ,• the empreftes and 
bidys tote their faces and their hair *, the Emirs 
and principal perfons rent their robes, and fling¬ 
ing therafclves upon the ground, pafs’d thatdif- 
mal night in grief: and it feem’d as if the hea¬ 
vens had fhard in this a&sftion, fince rains and 
B b a thun- 
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BookVfrthundef, ftorms and tempeft did not ceafe all the 

nigh,. 

Next morning the grandees of the court 
ended their lamentations, to perform the empe¬ 
ror’s funeral obfequys. The doftors Hendou- 
chah Caznegi and Moulana Cotobeddin Sedre 
had the care of the ceremony. They order'd, 
the prayers and verfes of the Alcoran, appointed 
on thefe occafions, to be read. Then the body 
waswafh’d, and embalm’d with camphire, musk 
and rofe-water; and being wrap’d up in linen, 
was laid in a coffin of ebony, after having re¬ 
commended his foul to God. 

When they had finiih’d, this ceremony, the 
great Emirs who attended his perfon, as Birdi 
Bei, fon of Sarbouga, and his brother the Emir 
Cheik Noureddin, Chamelic, Coja Youfef, and 
feveral others, folemnly fwore they wou’d always 
affociate together, and ufe their utmoft endea¬ 
vors, even to the hazard of their lives, to fee 
Timur’s teftament executed. And as the de- 
fignof the war in China wa&not yet abandon’d, 
they kept Timun’s death conceal’d, and forbad 
the ladys changing their habits, or fhewing any 
exterior figns of grief, that the enemy might not 
have prefent advice of it. 

Afterwards they went to meet the emprefles, 
and held a council with ’em in relation to what 
muft be done at this prefent conjun&ure. They 
fent advice of the misfortune to the Mirza Ca- 
lil Sultan, and the Emirs who were at Tachkunt. 
They difpatch’d expreffes to Yafli and Sabran, 
tfi the Mirza Sultan Huffein, to advertife him 
that the emperor’s ficknefs increas’d, and that he 
fliou’d come to court with but few of his men. 
They fent Kezer Coutcjhin to Gaznin, with let¬ 
ters to the Mirza Pir Mehemed Gehanghir, to 
inform him of Timur’s death, and of his will, 

in 
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in which he had declar’d him his univerfal heirChap.32. 
and fucceffor to the empire ; and they beiought 
him to repair immediately to Samarcand, They 

■ alfo wrote letters to all the Mirzas andgover- 
nors of provinces, inviting ’em to' obferve ail 
the vigilance neceflary on the like occafions, to 
guard the coontrys entrutted to ’em, and fecure 
themfelves from all reproach •, praying ’em to 
inform themfelves exaftly' of whatever (ilatAl 
pafs on their frontiers, and give advice of'it to 
court; in fine, to negleft nothing which-might 
hinder‘any furprize, becaufe the enemys and 
difturbers of the public tranquillity had kept 

. themfelves conceal’d for feveral years as it were 
, in exile,! and waited only fuch a favorable op¬ 
portunity as this : that-in the mean while'they 
fhou’d execute juft ice, and continue their favors 
to the people, that no one might have ; any 
thoughtsof revolting.

CHAP. XXXIII. 

The emfrejjes and Emirs hold a council con¬ 
cerning the war of China. 

T H E reading of the hiftory and death of 
Mahomet having a little moderated the 
tmiverfal grief, the Emirs took this opportunity 
to. give the following counfel to the emprefles 
and. princes. 

“ There is no doubt, fay they, that if fo pow- 
“ erful and numerous an army, which was ne- 
V ver exceeded by any in paft ages, norproba- 
“ bly ever will be in times to come, ftiou’d 
u march into the enemy’s country, we fhall 
u eafily exterminate the infidels in a fhort time: 
“ and tho the news of our matter's death ftiou’d 
u be carry’d to the Calmacs and Chinefe, yet 
“ all news being thought either true or falfe, if 
** we lead our army as for as their frontiers, they 
“ will be jealous they have receiv’d falfe advice, 
“ and.faythat if Timur was dead, no one wou’d 
* * be powerful enough to head an army of that 
“ ftrength; and thus imagining he is yet alive, 
“ and that we fpread the rumor of his death 
" thro artifice and defign, they will be feiz’d 
* c with fear, while we /hall gain an eafy vic- 
** tory. It is requifite that we put all Timur’s 
“ intentions in. execution, and confiding in God, 
B b 4 “ carry 
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Book VI. ** carry our arms; into China, where we may 
U r Y\) “ employ all: our flrength in profecuting this re- 
“ ligious war with* vigor, which the empe- 
“ ror had refolv’d to wage with the idolaters 
“ of China, in order to procure glory to the 
, Mufliilmans.. Andafter we (hall have fatisfy’d 
“ our confciences in this point, we will difplay 
the vidorious-ftandard, and return to Samar- 
“ cand, where we will employ all our joint en- 
tc deavors in the well-governing of the empire. 
“ Thro the grace of God, .there are more than 
thirty kings or fons of kings whom our matftfcr 
“ has left for his fucceflors to the crown, one 
of whom muft necefl'arily inherit it-. For 
“ • wou’d it not be. moil unhappy that fo mighty 
“ an army, equip’d with fo much difficulty 
■“ and care by Timur, after having began its 
“ march, and gone fo many days journy with 
“ defign to make war on the infidels, fhou’d re- 
“ turn without having executed any thing of 
tc confequence ?” r " 

The princes, emprefles, and great Emirs re¬ 
volving thefe things in their minds, unanimoufly 
refolv’d. That the Emirs with their regiments 
fhou’d march under the command of the Mirza 
Ibrahim Sultan, whom Timur had chofen tip at¬ 
tend him in the expedition' into China; and 
that they fhou’d join the Mirza Calil Sultan at 
Tachkunt, to whom the Mirza Ibrahim Sultan 
fhou’d refign the command of the army, as be¬ 
ing the elded; of the Mirzas then prefent; and 
that Calil Sultan fhou’ci bear the name of empe¬ 
ror thro-out the whole campain ; but that the 
great Emirs of the council fhou’d adminifter 
the affairs of ftate under him as ufual : and 
laftly, that they Ihou’d march into China in this 
orjier, from whence, after having vanquish'd the 
idolaters, ruin’d the towns, burnt the iimples,

and feiz’d on the fpoils, they ftiou’d return to Chap.34. 
Samarcand, where the emprefles, Mirzas and 
Emirs ftiou’d hold a general diet, to execute 
Timur’s laft will and teftament. 


CHAP. XXXIV. 

Timur's coffin is tranfported to SmarctwL 

T H E foregoing refolution being taken, the 
Emirs Coja Youfef and Ali Coutchin, 
with feveral lords, took the road to Samarcand 
with Timur’s coffin, where they arriv’d oh 
jnonday-night the 22d of Chaban 807, and April 6.' 
btiry’d Timur with the ufual folemnitys. * 4 ° 5 » 

After they were gone, the other great E- 
mirs gave the following counfel to the em- 
prefles. “ Tho our deceas’d matter of happy 
“ memory has by his teftament ordain’d the 
** Mirza Pir Mehemed his fuccefior in the em- 
** pire ; yet as this prince is at Candahar, and 
“ has perhaps pafs’d into India, fo that he is at 
“ a great diftance from us; and if we wait his 
“ arrival to continue the Chinefe expedition, 

“ we dull not get there in a proper feafon for 
“ making war, we will therefore immediately 
t( depart for that campain : and when that 
“ Mirza Ihall arrive at Samarcand, which will 
“ be in a little time, becaufe he mutt foon re- 
<( ceive the news of the emperor’s death, it is 
“ requifite that he enter the city with pomp 
“ and ceremony, and attend the throne of the 
** empire according to the will of his deceas’d 
“ grandfather; for to him the crown lawfully 
“ belongs. Timur has always cherilh’d this 
** Mirza’s children more than thofe of any 

“ other, 
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Book Vi. Mother, becaufe he was the Ton of GfJhWghir 
v-* r y s *' “ his eldeft fon, to whpm and to his children the 
“ fucceffion belongs according to the Mahome- 
tc tan law- We may alfo truly fay, that good- 
“ fortune has always attended him,- and that 
‘V the majefty of kings may be feen even in his 
“ countenance; that he is of a pure faith, go- 
“ Verns himfelf by .good maxims, has a gene- 
“ rous and brave heart, a noble mind, and a 
<{ princely behavior. His juftice, equity and 
<c clemency towards the people are more confpi- 
“ euous than tht fun: and we ought to exped 
<c that this great-prince’s reign will add new 
“ (plendor to the throne, great advantages to 
“■ .■the fubjeds, peace and tranquillity in the king- 
‘‘ doips dependent on this great empire, and a 
“ univerfal fatisfadiou among the people j f<* 
“r'that the approaching ipftallation of this 
“ prince may take away from.illrdefigning per* 
* c fons all means of fowing divifion, or procu-* 
* ring revolt ” 

This difcourfe being ended, the empreffes 
Serai Mule Caoum, Tekil Camn», Touman 
Aga, and the other ladys, departed with the 
Mirzas Oluc-Bec and others for Samarcand, 
after the emperor’s coffin. The Emirs recom* 
mended to ’em to ufe all imaginable precautions, 
efpecially where they encamp’d, and to fend out 
conftantly to gain intelligence for fear of being 
furpriz’d. This feparatiojowas not without a 
mutual afHidion. 

At ten in the morning of the fame day, the 
Mirza Ibrahim Sultan* and the great Emirs 
took horfe at the head of the army, with defign 
to march into China, to execute the emperor’s 
intentions in a Gazie agaktft the infidels. 

Timur’s imperial ftaradard, his drum and 
kettledrums, with the enfigns of his vi&orys, 
* * were 
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were carry’d by a troop of horfe of the Mirza (Chap.54. 
Ibrahim Sultan’s court. At the view o£>this 
great train an ingepious perfq§ made thefe re¬ 
flexions: “ Behold the ftanoards which are 
“ the figns of cotpmand : to beat the drum, be- 
“ Longs only to kings : fince the fame has been 
“ dond by this yopng Mirza, he ought to hope 
“ for the fcepter. Thefe are good omens: and 
“ fince he is the firft who has taken the place 
“ of empire, in all likelihood it will return \o 
“ him again in time.” All this happen’d as 
prediXed. 

When they had pafs’d the Sihon, and march'd 
one league, they went to encamp on the bank’Qf 
the river Ardge, near the bridge of Caldurma, 
eaft of Otrar. An imperial tent and large 
pavilion were ereXed there for the Mirza \ and 
the horfe-tail of the deceas’d emperor was fix’d 
Ovcr-againft the camp with the uiual ceremony. 

From thence exprdfes were feat to the Mirza 
Calil Sultan and die great Emirs of the right 
wing, who were at Tachkunt and Charoukia, 
to inform ’em that they had fent Timur’s coffin 
to Samarkand, and that the emprefles were 
gone after 'em ; that for their parts they had 
refolv’d to continue the war in China, and were 
fet out with that intent. They alfo fent couriers 
with the fame news to the Mirza Sultan Huflein, 
who commanded the left wing, defiring jhim to 
march immediately with his troops to jojn them 
at Jouclec, where they might fee Timor’s laft 
will and teftament, and prepare to march with 
’em into China. Jouclec, which was the place 
of rendezvous, is a town five leagues eaft from 
Otrar. 


CHAP. 
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CHAP. XXXV, 

The Mirza Sultan. Hujfetn, Timur’s grattdfon, 
oppofes the fenti'ment of the Emirs. 

N OTHING is more certain, than that 
every enterprise which is not favorM by 
providence will prove unfuccefsful. Fate had 
not refolv’d on the defign of making war in 
China; on which account all the efforts for that 
purpofe were render’d ufelefs, and fortune over¬ 
turn’d this hopeful project: for the Mirza Sultan 
Huffein had -no fooner heard of Timur’s deitb, 
than the defire of revolting, which had lain 
conceal’d in his bread: fo long, and the effefts of 
which he had difcover’d in the war at Damafcus, 
where thro an unheard-of cowardice he aban¬ 
don’d our party, when the Syrian army fally’d 
out of the city to attack us ; the'defire of re¬ 
volting, 1 fay, re-kindled in his bread on this 
occafion: and excited by-a deprav’d imagina'- 
tion, he disbanded part of the troops of the 
left wing, arid taking from ’em their hdrJbs, 
pafs’d the Sihon at Cogende with a thoufand 
men, each having two horfes, with whoip he 
look the road to Samarcand by the way of Ca- 
zac, defigning to furprize the inhabitants of 
that place by a dratagem, ;that they might fuf- 
fer him to enter the city. At noon of the fame 
day the courier, who had carry’d him the expreis, 
return’d with this news. Every one was fur- 
jSriz’d, and thought of taking the neceffafy 
meafures for preventing his ambitious defigns.

CHAP. XXXVI. 

The Emirs write circular letters to give ad* 
Vice to all the provinces of the Mirza Sul¬ 
tan Huffein's undertaking . 

W HEN the Emirs Cheik Noureddin and 
Chamelic were inform’d of the unjuft; 
proceedings of the Sultan Hufl'ein, they imme¬ 
diately.wrote the following letter to the Emir 
Argoyn Chah governor of Samarcand. “ The 
“ Sultan Hufl'ein has begun to ad: his follys 
c ‘ afrefli: he has disbanded the troops he com- 
“ matided, and with a thoufand horfemen, -each 
“ f having two horfes, has taken the road ,to 
** Samarcand: wherefore be upon your guard 
“ for the defence of the city, and omit no 
“ precautions. If this rafh young prince ap- 
<c proach the city, and you meet with an oppor- 
M tunity of taking him, fail not of fecuring 
“ him; that no misfortunes happen thro his 
* means; for he ought not to be trufted.” 
They wrote another letter with the fame advice 
to the emprefles, befeeching them to flop where- 
ever they then were, till they had join’d ’em. 
They alfo fent a courier to Coja Youfef to inform 
him of what had happen’d, advifing him to ufe 
all neceflary precautions in relation to the litter, 
and endeavor to convey it into the city as foon 
as pofiible; left the Sultan Hufl'ein, excited by 
his ambition, under pretence of feeing Timur’s 
coffin enter Samarcand, fhould get in himfelf, and 
ftir up a revolt. They difpatth’d an exprefs to 
the Mirza Calil Sultan and his great Emirs who 

were at Tachkunt, which is diftant from Otrar 
1 /"* 
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Book VJ. fix days j'ourny in the caravan, to let ’em Irnow 
of the evil defign of the Sultan Huflein* who 
had broke their meafures in relation to the war 
with China; that it was proper for the Emirs 
at Tachkuiit to return with their troops to 
Acar, which is a famous meadow fall of 
gpod pafturage; to which place themfelves 
wou’d alio repair, and make known to ’em 
Timur’s teftamenf, which he had order’d at the 
point of death, and which they had fwornto 
execute; that afijsrwlfds they wou’d endeavor 
in concert to take care of the public concerns, 
as they jfhou’d agree together in the diets which 
were to be held. 

When the couriers were fet out, the Mirza 
Ibrahim Sultan, with the Emirs Cneik Kou- 
reddin and Chamelic, departed froth Otrar, 
and took the road to Samarcand. The Emir 
Birdi Bei ftaid in his government of Otrar: and 
as the revolt of the Sultan Huflein Had occafi- 
on’d fome con'fternatidn,the whole army march’d 
in order of battel towards Samarcand. In the 
evening they pafs’d the Sihon, where the ice 
broke, and three camels laden with gold were 
drown’d. They march’d all night, and next 
morning the Emirs join’d the eraprefles. 

On the other hand, there happen’d a very 
crofs affair, which was, that the Emirs of Caul 
Sultan’s court, and even the foldiers of his body 
of the afmy, Turks and Tadgics, Iracians and 
Katolians, had had advice before the arrival of 
the exprefs who fet out from Otrar, that the 
Sultan Huflein had difpers’d his troops^ and 
taken the road to Samarcand with a thoufand 
horfe ; that at the reception of this news the 
fear caus’d by Timur’s death was much in¬ 
creas’d; and that imagining they fhou’d in fome 
meafure remedy it, the Mirza Ahmed Omar

Cheik, and the great Emirs Codadad Hulfeini, Chap.3 7. 
Yadghiar Chah Erlat, Chamfeddin Abbas, 
Berendac, and other principal officers, had af- 
fembled at Tachkunt ; and without fending for 
the advice of the other Mirzas, the emprdfes, 
or great Emirs Cheik Noureddin and Chamelic, 
had advanc’d the Mirza Calil Sultan to the 
throtie of the empire at Tachkunt, and fworn to 
obey him, not considering the ill fuccefs which 
muft attend an undertaking of that importance 


CHAP. XXXVII. 

A letter to the great Emits fibo mere at 

Tachkunt . 

T H E emprefles, Mirzas, and Emirs Cheik 
Noureddin and Chamelic, having receiv’d 
advice of the oath taken by the great Emirs eo 
the Mirza Calil Sultan, whom they had placed 
on the throne, wrote the following letter to ’em 
by way of reprimand. 

“ The great Timur our mailer, of MelTed 
** memory, has ordain’d by his' laft will the 
“ Mirza Pir Mehemed Gehanghir his heir and 
“ lawful fucceflfor to the empire, whom we have 
* c fworn to obey, tho at tire peril of our lives. 
,( At prefent you have a< 5 ted contrary to the 
“ exprels will of our great mailer and bene- 
<c faftor. By this difobeying his Jail wiH, you 
** have forgot the obligations you lie under to 
“ him. We did not doubt that if any one had 
tc but advis’d to do as you have done, you 
tc wou’d have oppos’d ’em with all your power. 
* e We can’t comprehend how lords of fo great 
** experience have dar’d to commit an aftion of 
' “ fuch 
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BookVI. “ fuch ill confequence ; which in the end mull 

Vys; cc -produce repentance and mifery on your fide. 
“ Your manner of afting will doubtlefs be 
“ charg’d as an excefs of ambition: how comes 
** it then that you have wounded your reputa- 
“ tion by ingratitude towards your benefa&eT? 
** You have violated your oath of fidelity to 
“ Timur, which you ought never to have done, 
rt efpecially at a time when fo many misfor- 
“ tunes have been caus’d by the death of our 
“ gracious mailer. Don’t you confider the ill 
“ name you’ll acquire by this aftion in hiftory, 
te which will remain to theend of time ? flow 
*“ can you content to this diihonorable deed, 
“ who have fo often facrific’d your lives in the 
<c purfuit of honor? How can you become 
** traitors to an emperor, for whofe fake you 
“ have fo often and fo generoufly expos’d your 
tc felves to the greateft dangers ? What is moil 
“ furprizing is, that you* confciences muil re- 
“ prove you at the fame time that we do, fiq£e 
“ you are not ignorant of the crime you have 
“ committed. How can perfons of your high 
* c quality, of fo great underflanding, and long 
* c experience, dare to commit fo enormous a 
“ fault?” 

This letter was feal’d, and fent by a meflen- 
ger nam’d Abou Dgyoura; who having deli¬ 
ver'd it to the Emirs, they read it, and after a 
- ferious refledion, acknowledg’d their fault, and 
were forry for it: but repentance was too late, 
they having refign’d their liberty to another.

CHAP. XXXVIII. 

The Emir Berendac arrives at the emprejfet 
court , with an anfrver to the letter jent the 
Emirs t who were at Tachkunt with the Mir * 
za Calil Sultan. 

T HE Mirzas, empreffes and Emirs being 
encamp’d at Acfoulat, the EtnirBerenfdac, 
fon of Gehaa Ghah,‘ arriv’d from Tachkunt, and 
being admitted' into their prefence, paid fiis 
compliments of condolence ; and aftefWdtds 
took his place in the council-hall Wich cljra E- 
mirs Cheik Noureddia and Chaiftelic, where he 
prefented the following letter written by the 
Emirs Codadad Hufleini and Chamfeddin Ab¬ 
bas. 

“ We have taken an oath to obey the Mirza 
** Calil Sultan, for the good of both church and 
“ ftate, and to maintain the fucceijion of the 
“ kingdom in our mailer’s family for ever. The 
u misfortune which has happen’d appear’d f» 
“ terrible to us, that we fear’d fome unexpe&ed 
“ revolt, which it woa’d have been impoffible 
to have remedy’d. All weh|ye done was 
** with a iulcere intention. A general w r as 
“ wanting to our troops, that no one might 
“ have a»y pretence for revolting, which wou’d 
“ have brought the ftate into confufion and dif- 
“ order: we therefore imagin’d you wou’d have 
** had the feme fentiments with us. But fince 
** our proceedings do not agtee with the iaft 
“ will of our mailer, we receive his orders 
“ with feftfeik and fincerity ; and God forbid 
* II * Cc “we 
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Book VI. “ we fhou’d in any wife contradict ’em.' We 
“ (hall be always ready to join in whatever you 
“ judg proper to do as to the execution of the 
“ emperor’s teftameot.” 

The Emirs Cheik Noureddin and' Chamelic 
having read this letter, which was conformajaje 
to, what the Emir Berendac had declar’d to ’em, 
told him they cou’d by no means confent tQ any 
thing done in contradiction to Timur’s Will, Sind 
that they wou’d never acknowledg the Mirza 
Galil Sultan. “ If we difobey our ^mperor’s 
“ orders, fay they, and acknowledg ^fy^dtlu:^ 

“ for his fucceffor than whom he has declarji, 

“ we (hall deferve to be loaded with misfor-, 
“ tunes and diame, and to be for ever accursed*. 
‘‘ We’ll take great care as to what we do in this,. 
1 ‘ affair, of wlfich every fenfible and impartial’ 
“ man may judg.” 

Then the Emirs wrote a fecond letter to thofe 
at Tachkunt, whom they invited to fubmit en- 
tirely to the will, and annul the oath they ba<& 
taken thro inadvertency ; aslikewife to remem- 
the obligations they were under to the em¬ 
peror, and not have capfe to blufh before him at 
the- day of judgment- “ This aCtion, added 1 
“ they, will look ill both in the fight of God 
“ and man, and be an eternal blot upon you, 
“ which you will never be able to wipe.o&” • 
This fecotjd letter was put into the hands of 
the Emir Befendac, to whom they fpake as fol¬ 
lows : “ You haye committed a great fault, 
“ which you ought to repair by vacating the 
“ oath you have fo wrongfully taken, andiby 
“.following our mailer’s orders, which we are 
• “ all oblig’d to obey. Submit your felves to the 
“ Mirza Pir Mehemed, and perfuade the Mirza 
“ (Jaiil Sultan to do the fame. You mivft fign 
an agreement to that purpofe, and fend it to

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,c us at Samarcahd, thaf we may deliver it to Chap^B 
" the Mirza who is the true and lawful heir to '✓Sr*' 
** the errtplfe.” Then the. Emir Bcrendac fet out 
for Tachkunt 

Next day the Mirzas, empreflcs and Emirs 
departed to continue their rodd towards Saniar- 
cand. The Mirza Oloud-Rec, with the Emir 
Chalnelic, at the head of one body of t)»e army* 
m£rch *4 towards the right; and the Mir?a Ibra¬ 
him Sultan with the Emir Cheilc, Nouredain, 
commanding another body, towards the Jeft. 

Thefe two Mirzas were then but eleven years 
Old :" and Qlouc-Bec being eldeft by/oijr months 
and twenty days, the Emir Cbaraqlie, when 
they Were arriv’d at Caradgec, fet ,out before, 
in purfuance of the refolution taken in the af- 
fembly; arid being arrird at $amarcand, the 
governor Argoun Chah. iKut the gates againft 
mm, ap4 even plac’d a guard upon the walls. 

The Mirfca Calil Multan had written a letter td 
him full of fine promifes, by which, he engag’d 
him to be of his fide, telling him that if he 
was willing t6 gain his favor, he ftiou’fl re- 
fufe entrance to the Emirj Cheik Noureddin and 
Chamelic. . . 4 .. 

Argoun Chah, puff d up by this Mirza s fair 
promifes, ' wj&n flatter’d the ambition and in¬ 
gratitude inKrent in his Turcoman blood, a- 
bandon’d himl$If to folly, and was won over to 
the Mirza Calil $u 1 tah. _ The Emir Chamelic 
wept from the gate of Cheik Zade, which is upon 
tifsff ro'ad, to the gate of Tchehar Raha, where 
the Emir's Argoun Chali, CojaYoufef, and other 
chiefs of the city commonly, keep their flagons. 

Araoun (jfciah wou’d not flifler him to enter, ^pre¬ 
tending to flandby the orders^ he had receiv’d of 
TimuJr. Etp moreover told *hitb that he was 
readS^ to'tetievh' the emperor had by his tefta- 
C c 2 at 
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BookVI. ment Ordain’d the Mirza Pir Mehemed his fuc- 

C/'W cefl'or ; but that he wou’d wait till all the Mir- 
zasand Emirs being aflembled together agreed 
on it,- that he wou’a then open the gates to ’em, 
and they might proclaim the Mirza, and place 
him upon the throne ; after which he wou’d de¬ 
liver up the government of the city. 

The Emir Chamelic believing that whafcAr- 
goun Chah had told him was all grimace, and 
thft he was refolv’d not to open the re¬ 
turn’d very much afflicted : he crofs’dthe rivet 
Couhec, and being arriv’d at Ali Abad, a town 
of Sogdiana Kelana, he met the Mirtta? and 
ctnprefles, who had pafs’d the mountain ofCar 
radgec. He told ’em how affeirs flood, and his 
thoughts of Argoun Chah’e real deiigns. This 
renew’d their axflidions, and oblig’d ’em to en¬ 
camp. Serai Mule Canum and Toyman Aga 
held. a council with the Emirs on what was 
mofi fitting to be 'done* and agreed that it 
wou’d be. beft to go to Bocara, while they 
fhou’d fend the Emir Gheik-Nonreddin toSa- 
marcand, to perfuade the Emirs there to give 
’em entrance. 

April i4u This Emir departed the the firft of Ramadan 
* 4 ° 5 * 807, and being arrived at the gate of Tchehar 
Raha, counfell’d the Emirs within, who gave 
him the fame anfwer as they had the Emir Chaj* 
melit . Nevertheless Noureddin got off his horfe, 
pafs’d the bridge on foot, and fpake to’em be¬ 
fore the gate, ‘f Emirs, faid he, what we are 
* f now .talking of is no trifling matter. Per- 
“ -put me then to enter alone into the city, that 
“ we may examine together the'good and bad 
“ confequences of what yon are doing, left you 
“ have caufe to repent, at Jaift.” Whatever Nou- 
reddid cou’d fay, #fignify'd nothing for they 
v ere buoy’d up with the Mirza CaW Sultan s 

pro- 
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promifes. The Emir : feeing his words had no Chap.39. 
etfeft, return’d to Ali Abad, where he gave an ty'V'V 
account to the Mirzas and empreffos 06 all that 
hadpa&’d‘ -

CHAP. XXXIX. 

Relation of what happtnfd. on the Emir Be - 
re nine’s return to T^chkunti' J 

, 1 

T 17 £ feid before that the Ethir Bertadac 
W 'had made a treaty at Acfoulat with the 
Emirs Cheik Noureddin and Chamelic, which 
he had confirm’d with an oath, wherfeiti he had 
promis’d to risk his life in the defence of Timur’s 
laftwillj and that he went back to Tachkotit 
with letters to the Emirs there. Thefe Emirs 
having read thofe letters, became very forry 
for having proclaim’d and fworn to thtf Mjrza* 

Calil Sultan, and unanimoufly approv’d of what 
the Emir Berendac had told ’em from the other 
Emirs, faying that the throne belong’d tp him 
whom Timur had declar’d his heir by will, and 
that they wou’d never confent to alter it. After 
which they drew up a manifefto, which every 
one fign’d and feal’d, and the Mirza Calil Sul¬ 
tan was likewise oblig’d to fubferibe. The 
Mirza order’d Atilmich to carry this paper, with 
phfents, to the Emirs Noureddin andGhamelic, 
f!*m whence he was to convey it to the Mirza 
the lawfid heir; and before nis departure, he 
faid to him, ,f When you have affur’d the Mirza 
*f pj r Mehemed of my refpe&s, tell him lam 
« his fincere friend, and according to the will 
« of 1 the emperor our .father andmafter, l ac 
«< knowledg him his fucceflor in the empire.”

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BookVI. In this the $ 4 ir?a a&ed the part of a hypocrite, 

V'Y^'v' his foie delire being to command: and there 
were fome. Emirs who egg’d him on to the exe¬ 
cution of his defigns, tho they had had accefs 
to his perfon but for a Ihort time. “ The 
“ ftrongeft, fay they* oug h t to govern, and he 
ft who has any advantage Ihou’d make ufe of it. 
“ You muft^ iiiy embrace,this opportunity 
“ to depart immediately for Samarcand, ana 
“ afeendthe throne, after v((hkh you ffton’d open 
“ the treafurys, apd by, your libeMitys make 
<c both high and low your fervants; for man is 
“ a Save to.fevorSfj Arm yopr felf yfitl\ policy 
tc and courage for your advancement, anddofe 
tc no time ; tor fuch an affair as this won’t ad- 
tc mit of delay or cowardice. .Such an.oppor- 
tc tunity may not be met with for feveral ages ; 

do not therefore neglect it. The ppet (ays, 
£: protraft not the happy minute; for next mc- 
mentan infupcrable difficulty may he darted.” 
Thefe advices were fo often repeated, that 
tyie Mirza’s ambition furmounted his reafon: he 
got together all the horfes? mules and camels 
belonging to Timur, and to the Mirzas and 
Emirs of his attendance, which he had left to 
graze at Tachkunt and Seiram, and diftributed 
’em among the Emirs and other officers of Irac 
who were of his party ; he gave ’em a great deal 
of mony, fluffs, beks, cuirafi'es* arms and men¬ 
tis, which belong’d to the faldiers of the army 
who were in thofe quarters: and then hedd* 
parted at their head for Samarcand. Whenfte 
was come near the Sihon, he encamp’d; and 
afterwards refolv’d that the Emir, Berendac, 
with the troops of the right wing, (hon’d crofs 
the Sihon forthwith on, a bridg of boats above 
Chare ukhia ,• and that himfelf wou’d pafs over 
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after him ; 'and then the Emirs Codadad, Cham- Cbap.40. 
feddin Abbas, and the other Emirs- . . 

‘The Emir Berendac had already made a fecret 
proposal to .thefe Emirs, that he Ihoii’a join 
the Emirs Cfieik Noureddin and Chamelic ; to 
whicfifllKey confented, faying, they wou’d do 
pothinf^repngnant to Timur’s will, and that 
their intention alfo w^is to abandon the M^a • 

Calil Sultan, and march towards Atejuc Fer- 
Jjirit. Berendac advis’d 'em to ft ay fome days 
near Tachfcunt, that he' might inform’em of 
‘what A9UM happen; and that afterwards they 
fljou’d unanirhoufly profeeute what was juft and 
reasonable, th*t fo their defigns might have the 
defir’d fuccefs. 


CHAP. XL. 

The gfeat Emirs opfefe the Mirza Calil 
Sultan ,, 

T HE Emirs Berendac, Ronftem Tagi Bou- 
ga, and ‘Abdelkewm fonof Hadgi Seifed- 
din, being aifijiv’d at the Sihon, pafs’d it on a 
bridg ; after which Berendac broke it down, 
and then went tQ join the Mirzas and emprefles 
Who were on' their road to Samarcand. The 

Emirs Codadad and Chamfeddin Hkewife aban¬ 
don’d the Miria Calil-Sultan, and march’d to 
Atchic Ferkint j on advice of which, that Mirza 
went to the Sihon, and having rebuilt the bridg, 
pafs’d the river next day' with his troops. The 
Emir Berendac being arriv’d hi the neighbor¬ 
hood- of-Donate, met Ge!ai Baourdgi, who on 
the Emir Chamelic’s return tp Samarcand had 
abandon’d the Mirzas and emprefles, and was

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BookVt going over to the Mirza Cal$ Sultan : he gave 
t/W Bgrendac an account of the femir Chamelic’s 
journy to Samarcand, and of Argoun Chah’s re¬ 
filling him, entrance into the city. 

The Emir Berendac furpriz’d at this pews, 
and mov’d as well by his ambition as hi%cowar- 
dice, prefer’d policy to juftice and rc^$n ; and 
regardlefs of his oath, or the observance of the 
rules of equity, immediately return’d to f^nd the 
Mirza Calil Sultan. On the contrary, Rou- 
ilem Tagi Bouga went to Ali Abad, where he 
inform’d the Mirzas of the Emir Berenidac’s 
return. This latter, afham’d and confounded, 
beg’d pardon of the Mirza Calil, and Solemnly 
fwore to him a Second time. The Mirza with 
thofe of his party declar’d the paper void, .where¬ 
in they had promis’d obedience to the Mirza 
Fir Mehemed, tho he had Set his leal to it, and 
Sent it by Atiltnich; and at the fame time he 
continu’d his road towards Samarcand, withde- 
fjgn to ufurp the empire. This news being 
come to the Emirs Cheik Noureddin and Cha- 
melic, they thus addrefs’d the emprelfes. “ The 
f ‘ evil counfel of Seditious perfons has at prefent 
<x obtain’d: the Emirs have again taken an 
<c oath to the Mirza Calil Sultan,- they have 
" violated the treaty which they fubfcrib’d 
“ and Seal’d, and are all on their march to Sa- 
“ marcand. He wbo breaks his word and oath, 
** ought to be abhor’d by every one, as an 
* c enemy to mankind. Every body’* heart 
tf fliou’d now be rent into a thoufand pieces; 
r for the moil powerful emperor, who was in 
** a manner the foul of the world, is dead: but 
fcirceis he expir’d, when fome raw youths, 
(l whom from the loweft hate of life he has 
“ rais’d to the grcateft honors, become trai- 
tors tp him, apd forgetting the obligations 

** they 
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“ $iey owe him, contravene his orders, and Chap.41. 
“ violate their oaths. How can we difl'cmble L/'V'J 
** our grief at fo terrible a misfortune ? . 

“ emperor, whofe equal is no where to be met 
** wfth, who has oblig’d the kings of the earth 
t( to forve at his gate, and has juftly acquir'd 
,£ the name of conqueror, is np fooner pafs’d 
** oat of this world, than his laft will is traiij- 
u pled upon. ’Religion is Rafter’d for tins 
** world. What unheard-of .ingratitude^ is it, 

“ that abjeft flaves, after fo aufoy benefits re- 
“ ceiv’d, fhou’d become the enemys of their 
** great benefafior P n 'ippcks ha<| but a Jie.art, 

“ they wou’d mourn at ^ the figh^.pf. fo. abo- 
** miaable an aftion. ^ny gre jnot, fi$nes 
“ rain’d down from heaven to puiaum thefe un- 
“ grateful wretches ? t As % may God 
“ grant us his grace, that we may' hot forget 
“ our mailer’s "favors ; but that after we have 
“ befought his interceffion, we may employ all 
*1 our care in the execution of his laft will, and 
in being obedient to the young princes his 
v children, and Tacrifice even our lives asfajthr 
** fol fervancs, rather than difobey huh in. the 
" leaft 'point.” 


CHAP. XU 

The Emirs hold a council with the emfreffes; 
in relation to their marching to Bocara. 


F T E R the Emirs Cfieik bfoureddin and 
. Chamelic had' finifb’d this fp£«d}*they 


re^fcptcd to the empreffes, that $n<p affairs 
had tQok'fuch a turn, it feem’d foqmfite that 
while their majcftys (hou’d go to Samarcand, 

the 
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BookVi. the Emirs (hon’d attend upon the Mirzas to^lp- 
vyw cara, from whence they might go to meet' the 
Mirza Pir Mehemed to (hew him Timur’s tene¬ 
ment. The emprelfes approving their prdpo- 
fal, the Emirs took leave of ’em ; dad having 
aflcmbled a great number of Emirs who vtere 
'faithful to tile deceas’d emperor, and refotv’d to 
execute his orders, they held a council with 
’em, and fpdke as follows. 

“ Every one knows that no, body ,ha‘d' freer 
tc accefir to the late emperor than we ; if tbere- 
* £ fore we fotfcjbt the •favors we receiv’d of him, 
“ we (hall ddfefve to be made miferable for ever. 
“ And tht>« fince his death every one ha$ turn’d 
<l his back upon us, yet for our parts well ne’er 
tc quit our refolution to obey, his lafir orders, jtf 
“ others 1 have no thoughts of blufhing before 
“ him at the day of judgment, we have. ' Our 
“ intention is to feek the Mirza.Pir Mehemed, 
“ who is declar’d by Timur’s teftament thp: 
* lawful heir to the'empire, and to offer our 
<c fervice to him : and if to fulfil our bfcxiefag- 
“ tor’s will, we mull risk, otir lives, and for- 
" fake our worldly goods, we’fldp it a thousand 
“ times rather than fail in our promife* or vio¬ 
late our oath; for if we fhou’d be guilty, 
ct of fo ‘infamous an* adtio’n,” we cou’d never 
“ hope to enjoy j one day ip ^aradjfe. You, E- 
** rairs, who \vere the neared: officers of that 
“ happy emperor, let us know* your feqtimeut 
“ with regard to this refolution.” 

The Emirs' of this afl’embly, whofe hearts 
were fenfiblp touch’d, unanimoufly anfwer’d, 
“ Our foie intention is to obey our ,maMr’s 
“ orders : fince you arerdbfv’cl to execute iris 
“ laft wlfl*, we’ll follow you ^ifch the greateft 
“ alacrity, and in what relates.to us, we’ll em- 
tc ploy our utmoft caffey and *f 3 <frificeohr verv 

lives.". 
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“ lives.” The chief of thefe faithful fervants of’Chap.4*. 
the emperor, were Atilmich, Terekrf Carcara, 

Hafan Jagadaoul, Allan Coja Tercao, Uftoui, 
Chamfeddin Almalpghi, MoufaiKacmal, Ber- 
teri^ Vefadar, and others.

CHAP. XUL 

The, Mirzis ttid Emrs march. to Bdc&a, 


AFTER the refolution was taken of going 
to Bocara, the jd of Ramadan 807,- the ' 
Mirtsas Ojouc-Bec and Ibrahim Sultan took ' ’’ 

leave of the empfeffes, who, after excelfive' 
grief on both fidesi, embrac’d the MirZas with' 
the great eft renderneft, and recommended ’em 
to ! the -divine prote&ion. Thefe princes took 
horfe, and departed from Ait Abad, trufting 
only in the affiftance of heaven. The Emirs 
Cheik Noureddin and Cliamelic follow’d ’em, 
having with ’em Timur’s treafary, which con- 
lifted of ready raony, jewels, habits, arms and 
other Niches, which this emperor always kept 
by Him s and they fent Rouftem Tagi Bouga 
to Bocara before the left, to give all necelfary 
orders. 


CHAP. 
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The emp'ejfes march to Samarcand. Their 
rHmrnitfgi^rfter the two Mirzas depart#**— 

T H E etnpreffes, accompany’d by the young 
princes the Mirzas children, as Paiera, 
Aidgel, Sadvaccas, Siorgatmichand others, with 
feveral faithful domefhcs, departed from Ali 
Abad ; and having the deceas’d emperor's hor^- 
tail and drums carry’d before ’em, and his bag¬ 
gage following behind, they took the road to 
Samarcand, and arriv’d at the gate of. Tche- 
har Raha, with their hair difhevel’d, and 
their eyes gufhing cut with tears. The E- 
mirs of the city had the infalence.to refufe o- t 
pening the gate to ’em that day: on which t 
the empreiles went down into the garden of 
the Mirza Charoc near that gate, wh^re they 
pafs’d the night. Next day they enter’d the city 
with the Mirzas and officers, of their houfliold, 
and lodg’d in the Canicah of the Mirza Mebe- 
med Sultan, where Timur’s coffin lay. At their 
arrival there they uncover’d their heads, and 
tore their hair; they mangled, their faces, and 
caft themfelves on the ground, to teftify their 
forrow for the emperor. The princeflfes Can- 
zade and Roukia Canica, the Mirjta Mehemed 
Gehanghir, With feveral grandees of the em¬ 
pire, as the Coja Abdulevel and others, with 
the wives of the Cherifs and principal perfons, 
having felts about their necks, and their faces 
torn, sflembled together in different mourning- 
habits.

CHAP. XLIV. 

Account of u>hat fxfs*d among thf Mirzas 
and EmiYs who were gone to Bocara. 

T HE Mirzas Olouc-Bec and Ibrahim Sul¬ 
tan, who had taken the road to hjocara 
from Ali Abad, arriv’d the fourth of Ramadan April 1$. 
807 at the walls of Debbous, a very high for- 
trefs, at the foot of which runs the river of Sa r 
mareand. They were met there by Beyan Te- 
mour Cazen, brother of Kfengheli Coja, from 
Samarcand, who brought a letter from Coji 
Youfef and Argoun Chah, the tenor of which 
was as follows. “ After the ufual falutations, 

“ we let you know that tho we have refus’d t£ 

“ open the gates of the city to you, it was not 
“ thro any motive of treafon, or'with intent, to 
“ revolt: our defign is only to obferve Timurs 
** laft will, to the alteration of which 'we’ll ne- 
“ ver confent. If the Mirza Calil Sultan fhou’d 
“ come hither, we woii’d ufe him in the fame 
** manner. We are .refolv’d to preferve this 
city, it being'the feat of the empire, and not 
“ deliver it up to arty one till the coming of 
“ the Mirza Pir Mehemed, the lawful fiiccefl’or 
“ to the crown, into whofe hands we will re- 
“ fign it according to the emperor’s teffament. 

“ W*thus let you know the ftace of affairs, that 
“ you may not be incens’d agalnft us.” At the 
end of the letter they fwore to perform what 
they promis’d. 


The 
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The Mirzas, notwithftanding the oath, Fuf- 
peded the pfomiFes of thefe flatterers : but not 
to irritate ’em in this bad conjundure, they dif- 
fembted their fufpicion, and order’d the meflenger 
to falute the Emirs, and tell ’em that if their 
intention was to do what they had promis’d, 
it wou’d be better for ’em, fince it was the way 
which every honeft and fenfible man woq’d take. 
Befides this they wrote a letter, in whapli they 
mildly advis’d’em to continue firm in the' refo- 
lution they had taken, and to govern the day 
according to their dutjf, without heark^inswlo 
any inftigations to the contrary ; for if tlipyjepp 
their word, and acknowledg’d the obligatmps 
they had receiv’d from the emperor,' in main¬ 
taining the city for the Mirza Pir MehemetJ, 
they Wou’d fulfil their maker’s’ will i it being 
an indifpenfable obligation on every one to 'dp 
that which is Well-pleafing" bofh to God, and 
man, - that fo their integrity might be mentions 
with honor by pofterity. They likeyyift or¬ 
der'd him to tell ’em they need not doubt but 
that, when the Mirza fhou’d be fix’d upon the 
throne, he wou’d diftinguifh them above all 
others, as they hadpreferv*d it for him; but if 
they Iboii’d tranFgfefs the order's of theiir bener 
fador, they Wou’d' commit a very hejrio^and 
treafonable adion, and befides the dilbonor.and 
infamy of it, woii’d incur a fevere punilfimehtj 
and muft in the end repent jn vain. They 
feal’d up this letter, which ^they deliver’d to 8e- 
yan Temour Cazen, yiftio immediacy return’d 
^with it to Samarcand. ‘ ' v '

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CHAP. XLV. 

7 !^#- Mirzas and Emirs at Bocara receive 
adi/ice of the Mirza CaHl Sultan's arrival 
■ at" Samar cand, piid of the obedience paid 
him by the Emirs of that city. 

B EVAN TerpqurCazen being return’d to 
Samarcand, ,thfi Emir? continu’d their jour- 
ny towards Bocara, and two.ortbreadays after 
receiv’d advice that the Mirza Calil Saltan, who. 
had taken the road of Samarcand frbmTachkunt, 
with, the Emits of his party and his troops, 
being excited by a. defire ©f nfurpation anddo- 
minion, had made great hade ; that being arriv’d 
near the city, the Emir Coja Youfef .went out 
tQ meet him with prefents, and had receiv’d him 
as emperor, having call gold and precious (tones 
before him* and kifs'd his hand acChiraz, a vil¬ 
lage four miles from Samarkand ; that the Cherifo 
^..principal perfons of the city had done the 
feme i th$t when the Mirza was arriv’d at the 
bank of the river of Cpnhec,; Argoun Chah went 
oht to make his fubmiflion to him, and had de¬ 
liver’d the keys of the city and caftle, with thofe 
'of the treafury of that capital, into his 
hands; and that*all the traitors of the city and 
of the Mirza’s court had unanimoufly refolv’d to 
acknowledg him for their, fovereign, regardlefs 
their oaths, or the obedience due to Timur’s lafc 
teftament. 

The Emirs Cheik Noureddin and Chamelic 
having heard this news, loaded the ingrateful 
Veriurbrs with curfes ; and wrote a letter to 
| eni 
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’em full of reproaches, which they fent by an 
;exprefs. Then continuing their road, they met 
Rouftem Berlas, brother of Hamza, governor of 
Bocara, whom they had fent thither before, and 
was return’d to meet the Mirzas, who being ar¬ 
riv’d before the city went to vifif the fejfalcher 
of the prophet Job, whofe affiftancp they im¬ 
plor’d. They made a new treaty in this holy 
place, which they confirm’d by fblemn oaths. 

Afterwards they took horfe, and enter’d Bo¬ 
cara j they lodg’d in the caftle, wfaiyh they re-_ 
built, and augmented the fortifications. As to 
the guard of the city, they agreed that the -g«d 
which opens upon it-, with one half of the caftle, 
ibou’d be under the care of the Mirza Olouc-Bec, 
aflifted by the Emir Chamelic ; and that the gate 
which looks upon the out-parts, with the other 
half of the caftle and walls, ihou’d be command- 
'ed by the Mirza Ibrahim Sultan, attended by the 
Emir Cheik Nomreddin ; that the city fhouM be 
guarded by the Emirs Rouftem Berlas, bis bro¬ 
ther Hamza, Adimich, Teveckui Carcara, and 
others,, each of whom fhou’d have the care of a 
gate, as well as of the baft ions and walls* 
Having all come to this resolution, they began 
immediately to put it in execution, and to re-¬ 
build the walls of the city. 


C H A P. 
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CHAP. XL VI. 

•Coronation of the Mirza Calii Sultan at 
Samarcand. 

T H E aftrologer Moulana Bedreddin Havirig 

made choice of wednefday the i6th of April 27. 
Ramadan 807, .which anfwers to the year of the 14054 
Hen, the fun being in the fixth degree of Aries, 
for' the coronation of the Mirza Calil Sultan ; 
that prince made his entry the fame day into 
Samarcand, and took poffeilion of the great im¬ 
perial palace, where the treafures of all Afia 
Were amafs’d. Being feated on the throne in his 
imperial habits, he receiv’d the fuftmiffiori of the 
Mirzas,'Emirs, and principal men of the ftate. 

Who on their kriees congratulated his acceffioirto 
the throne. 

As' foon as he was inhal’d, to fheW he had an 
outward regard to Timur’s teftament, he gave 
the title of Canto the Mirza Meheimed Gehan- 
ghir, fon of the Mirza Mehemed Sultan, and ner 
phew of the Mirza Pir Mehemed, tho this young 
prinOe was but nine years of age : and his name 
Was plac’d at the top of all the patents and im¬ 
perial orders according to cuftoin, tho the Mir¬ 
za Calil Sultan had the foie difp@fal of ever}-' 
thing, as if he had been the lawful fovereign of 
all Tranfoxiana. < 

Two days after,this new emperor Went to the 
Canicah of the deceas’d Mirza Mehemed Sukan, 
where Timur’s tomb was, to pay his devotions, 
and perform the publio ceremonys of mourning. 

The emprefles, Mirzas, Emirs, and all the peo¬ 
ple came there in black habits, and wept and 
V o l. II- D d • made 
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BookYI. made bitter lamentations. By the Mirza Calil 

the- whole Akeraa- w a s read thro, 
alms were diftributed among the poor and fick, 
and a great fiiueral-bayquet prepar’d* 

Then the emperor’s drum was beat in a very 
mournful manner, after which it was broke to 
pieces according to cuilom. The learned men 
and poets compos’d panegyrics and epitaphs 
upon the emperor ; and among others the foa of 
the Coja Mafaoud Bocari, and the Coja, Afjfcet 
Ulla. 

As the pious Timur, by reafon of the love he 
always bore to the Cherifs, bad feveral, times dp- 
fir’d that his tomb fhou’d be plac’d under thatof 
the great Chef if Seid Bereke, that Cherif’s coffin 
was tranfported from Andcoud, and inter’d un¬ 
der the maufoleum Timur had ere&ed near the 
alcove of the Canica/i; and Timur’s .body was 
plac’d underneath that of the Cherif, according 
to the orders he had given ; thp corps of the 
Mirza Mehemed Sultan was alfo tranfported.to 
the fame maufoleum, and bury’d at the emperor 
his grandfather’s fide. May God enlighten their 
fouls with the lamps of his mercy. 

4 Whenthe Mirza Calil Sultan was fix’d, on the 
throne, he open’d his treafures, and diftributed 
them very liberally among the Emirs, principal 
lords, andfoldiers: but why fhou’d it bp call’d 
liberality ? it was rather imprudence and prodi¬ 
gality, for he diftributed his gold like meafarejs 
of wheat, and it was carry’4 away, by loads, as 
corn out of barns, to the great amazement of 
the people. 
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CHAP. XLVII. 

Abridgment pf the htjlory of the reign of the 
Mirzit Cftil Sultan: and the eaufe of his 
ruin. 

L EARNED men have accounted kings 
the flbadow of God, and acknowledg’d 
that the power of fovereigns is as a ray of the 
Divinity. Buf nothing is likewife more cer¬ 
tain, than that he who believes himfelf capable 
of worthily acquitting that great charge with¬ 
out the divine 3ffidan.ce, gives credit to what 
is both abftird and impoffible: for God always 
favors with his mercy the good man, and pre¬ 
fers., above ail other potentates thofe who regu¬ 
larly pay their devotions to him, and d*ftribnte 
alms to the poor. We may alfo be aflttr’d that 
a date if not well govern’d by its vaft treasures 
an d maga&ioeSj nor by the multitude of ftp 
troops or the great number of its captains j but 
by the protection of the Almighty. In fine* there 
is fbmewhat befides valor requifite for the gpr 
verning of a great empire. 

The troth of this plainly appears in the cafe 
of the MteCalil Sultan, who thro injufcice 
and favorable conjunctures became matter of fo 
vaft an eatent of ground, as fcarcely ever any one 
sniper of pqflefs’d fo much. His birth, as grand* 
fan of the great Timur-Bec, drew on him the 
attention of the whole ueiverfe: and at his 
srandfasher’s death, mott part of the Nevianp 
f„H"a."ewT were with hta wTachtat. 
When they receiv’d the news of that misfor¬ 
tune, their hearts were fill’d with fear j and as 
Ddi ‘ of 
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BdokVI. of Timur’s children, there were none at that 

L/*Y\J place older than the Mirza Calil Sultan, eve¬ 
ry one took an oath to him, thinking by this 
means to preferve the crown for ever in Timur’s 
family. 

The Mirza at the fame took the road to Sa- 
‘marcand, and at his arrival there perceiv’d a 
general confternation among the people, the 
chief .of whom, judging it beft fo to do, went 
to meet him, and congratulate him on his com¬ 
ing to the crown. The Emirs who had the keys 
of the city and treafurys, likewife refign’d ’em' 
to him; and fo he eafily became matter of the 
throne of Samarcand. This city was then in a 
very flouriihing condition, being inhabited by 
princes and great lords, learned doftbrs, and the 
moft skilful artifts in the world ; for moft of the 
tradefmen of the towns conquer’d by Timur, 
had left their own country to dwell' in this great 
city, it being the feat of the empire of Afia. 
We will not mention the immenfe treafures of 
ready morty, precious ftones, fluffs, belts, cu¬ 
rious veffels and toys, which were innumerable; 
nor the arms, bucklers, tents, pavilions, cano- 
pys, thrones, and other marks of grandeur, 
riches and magnificence, which had been amaf- 
fing for feveral ages by the princfcs of all the 
kingdoms of Afia, and had been pillag’d by 
Timur from the emperors and princes of the 
countrys of Iran and Touran, from the country 
of the Calmacs to the frontiers of Greece ana 
Natolia ; and from the farther'part of India to 
the frontiers of Syria, and from Carezem and 
the great Capchac to the limits of 1 Ruflia, Cir- 
caffia, Bulgaria and Europe c befides which was 
the tribute of thirty-fix years receiv’d : frbm all 
Afia. 


This 
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This city, tho fo vaftly rich, and fill’d with Chappy- 
great quantitys of goods, and abundance of 
loidiers, fell into the hands of the Mirza Calil 
Sultan without hisftriking a blow for it: but this 
prodigal prince iquander’d away all thofe trea¬ 
sures, brought all this grandeur to nothing, and 
entirely ruin'd this vaft power in lefs than four 
years; which was one means made ufe of by 
fate to ruin his good fortune. 

The fecond caufe was the Mirza’s violent 
paffion for Chadi Mule, one of the concubines of 
the Emir Hadgi Seifeddin, whom he had'private- 
ly marry’d in the emperor’s abfence, and cou’d 
never vifit except in fecret: but when he 
found himfeif an abfolute fovereign, he refign’d 
every thing up to the will of this beauty, and 
took no pleafure but in her company, her 
charms being the fubjedt of all his thoughts ; 
while fhe fhew’d no regard either to princes or 
nobles, but accounted every thing below her; 
and even the emperor, laying afide his fove- 
reignty, became her flave, and breath’d only by 
her permiifion, This brought diforder upon the 
ftate, and upon the Mirza’s affairs, fo that no¬ 
thing fucceeded in which the fovereign authority 
had any concern. He fquander’d away all his 
riches, and chiefly among thofe who were after* 
wards the inftruments of his ruin : and tho he 
was fo rich that all the wealth of Hatem and 
the tribe of Tai did not amount to a tenth part 
of one of his treafurys, yet he foon fpent all. 

He had neglefted the counfel not to be over¬ 
liberal, for fear of being at laft left naked t 
and he feem’d ignorant, that one fliou’d give 
only to thofe who deferve it, and that in mode¬ 
ration. 

On this account, the firflr thing to be men¬ 
tion’d as done by this prince was his exceffive 
Dd 3 pro- 
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BookVI. prodigality. He fprjnkled handfuls of precious 

V -'V' N *' / ftones on the heads of thofe, upon whom it 
wou’d have been a crime, in a manner, to fling 
a little earth; while perfons of extraordinary 
merit cou’d obtain nothing, or at lcaft but a 
trifle. It was then a perfect game of hazard \ 
for he who put in a penny,. carry’d away a 
million; and thofe who deferv’d vaft treafures, 
died without having a tenth part. Moreover, 
the Mirza advanc’d feverai flrangers of mean 
extra&ion, made ’em Emirs, and gave ’em the 
firft places in the ftate; which:, difcover’d a 
great want of policy and condu# ; for it alie¬ 
nated the hearts of the great, Emirs of his 
court, and the generals of his army from him: 
and even thofe upftarts whom he had enrich’d, 
fell into an excefs of felf-love and pride, which 
was the root of many diforders, “ Beftow 
“ not honors, fays the poet, upon him thou 
“ lov’ft, unlefs by degrees; for if you advance 
<c him on a fudden, he will become infenfible 
,c of the favors you have heap’d on him, and 
“ of the obligations he owes to you.” 

# Befides all this, as the Sultan Calil’s miftrefs 
was inferior in rank to the deceas’d emperor’s 
wives, and chefe emprefles became jealous of 
her growing greatnefs, fhe conceiv’d a great 
indignation againft ’em, and perfuaded Calil to 
give each of ’em, as well as Timur’s concubines, 
to fonie brave Emir in marriage, who might by 
that means, as Ihe pretended, become more At¬ 
tach’d to his interefl, and fo bring the flate into 
better order. Accordingly he behav’d himfelf 
towards thofe venerable emprefles, whom he 
ought to have reverenc’d as his own mother, 
iu a manner condemn’d by all men of fenfe, 
forcing them to marry thofe who were unworthy 
tp be their porters ; jie caft angels into the 
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mouths of fatyrs, gave eagles to crows, ftrung Chap.47. 
-Pearls with, pieces of ^glafs, and rubys with U'V'SJ 
flints i which he did without the leaft remorfe. 

But he did not confides, that a king who had 
caft off all thoughts of honor and juftice, will 
fiiortly Jo (e his kingdom. In effeft, his aftions 
drew on him the averfion of his foldiers, and 
even of all his fubje&s: and as he no longer 
afted with fincerity, the public affairs fell into 
the utmoft diforder and confufion. “ He run, 

<c fays a certain poet, the fliip of empire a- 
,c ground ; both himfelf and his lady were caft 
“ away; for the kingdom flip’d out of his 
“ hands, and he fell from the utmoft height.” 

The foiirce of all thefe diforders was the great 
familiarity the Mirza had w’ith ftrangers, and 
perfons of no figure or merit. The good ought 
to avoid the wicked; for the wicked are the 
caufe of their ruin; Thefe events fhew the 
great foul and admirable conduit of Timur-Bec 
in his governing the empire : they let us fee that 
his ordering the death of this woman was not 
without the providence of God, tho at that time 
every, one w as ignorant of the ill confequence 
of her being fufter’d to live.

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CHAP. XLVIII.

Conclufwn of the hijlory of Timur-Bec, where¬ 
in the qualitys by which that conqueror fur - 
pafs y d all the kings who preceded him , are 
Jet down. 

The names of his children who furviv’d him. 


T H E glorious perfections by which the in¬ 
comparable Tiirutr- Bee adorn’d the regal 
dignity, were his fincere piety, the great vene¬ 
ration he bore to religion, his ilridf juflictj, and 
unbounded liberality, the eflfeds of which were 
daily feen and felt by his people. 

As his great qualitys have beep mention’d in 
the feries of this hiftory, our defign at prefent 
is to take notice of certain which were pecu¬ 
liar to him. Anti among others, with regard, to 
his birth, it is proper to be inform’d, that tho 
his ninth grandfather was Toumene Can, of 
the race of Buzendger Can, chief of a branch 
of the tribe of Cayat, who was defeended from 
Turk, the fon of Japhet, the fon of Noah, oq 
whom may falvation reft ; (from whence wedif- 
cover that his anceftors were Cans and emperors) 
yet the Emir Tragai his father, as well as his 
grandfather the EmirBerkulb, having abdicated 
the kingdom, and left the government of the 
principality of Kech, which they had preferv’d 
with the Toman of ten thoufand pien annex’d 
thereto, to the child req of their uncles of the 
family of Berks ; w e may fay that Timur-Bec 
brought the crown into this auguft family, he 
being the firft emperor in ft- 
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At the age of twenty-five he attain’d to the Chap,4& 
higheft dignitys, with admirable courage, and 
an ambition admir’d by all the world, endea¬ 
voring to bring the great talents he had re¬ 
ceiv’d from nature to perfection. He pafs’d nine 
years in different countrys, where his good 
feinfe and great genius appear’d in councils and 
affemblys, while at the fame time his intrepidity 
and valor drew upon him every one’s admiration* 
whether in perfonal combats, or in pitch’d bat¬ 
tels, wherein no conqueror before him con’d boaft 
performing even the 'tenth-part of* his actions. 

The truth of what we advance may eafily be 
conceiv’d, when we refleft on the actions re¬ 
lated in this book : and we are not at all appre- 
henfive that our hiftory will be ta*’d with ex¬ 
aggeration. He mounted the throne of the 
empire when thirty-four years old, and reign’d 
fuccefsfully for thirty-fix years, during which 
time he gain’d a confiderable number of con- 
quefts ; for he made himfelf mailer of the three 
empires of Zagatai Can, Totichi Can, and Hu- 
lacou Can ,• he fubdu’d the greateft citys, and 
kingdoms of Alia; and extended the limits of 
his dominions as far as the borders of that part 
of the world ; fo that his power, riches and 
magnificence were greater than we can poffibly 
imagine. This is fo certain, that we need only 
read the hiftorys of other kings and princes, 
in whofe familys the crown has continu’d a (png 
time, to be afliir’d of it. But the chief proof 
of his great power was, that to whatever place 
he march’d to wage war, he fbon conquered it, 
and gave the"government thereof to fome of his 
children or officers; not afting like antient con¬ 
querors, who were contented with thofe tokens 
of fiibmiflion which vanquifh’d princes might 
jnake by a tribute.

BookVI • . Qae thing further remarkable in this monarch 
was, that, tho hi? always obferv’d the wholefora 
maxim of holding diets, yet he never folely con¬ 
fided in ’em; but conftantly did what his, own 
geod genius infpir’d in him, and h^d fuch 
good futcefs in all his undertakings,, that it 
feem’d as if he had been always the care or di¬ 
vine providence. He cou’d not be fhaken in his 
refolutions: he had the policy to be prefent at 
the execution of his mo'ft important enterprizes, 
hither ds to the ftate or religion. Both in peace 
and war he wou’d put forward every thing him- 
felf. , 

r Befides his great and continual employments 
ip war and the government, there remain ma¬ 
ny monuments of his ambition and grandeur, 
in citys, towns, caftles, and walls which be 
built ; in rivers, and canals which he dug; and 
in works of piety, as mofques, chappels, hofpi- 
tals, bridges, palaces,, monahprys, gardens, 
vineyards,.and pleafure-houfes, which he erec¬ 
ted in divers parts of Alia, in fo great a num¬ 
ber, that it wou’d take up a large volume only 
to enumerate ’em, without defcribing each in 
particular. And it wou’d, be no exaggeration 
to fay, that a - king wou’d be accounted very 
powerful and magnificent, who fhou’d have 
employ’d thirty-fix years only in building the 
great edifices which Timur did ; and that he 
wou’d be thought to furpafs all the kings of 
the earth on that account, without carrying on 
thofe long Wars, and obtaining the furpmiog 
concfuefts which he did. Are not all the cara- 
vanferas in the great roads of Afia for the ac¬ 
commodation of travellers, the magnificent 
monafterys and hofpirals, from which the poor, 
thefick and travellers reap fp great advantages 
by the alms diftributed there..j are not thefe. 
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J fty,. the good works of this ipions jemperor, 
who aow reaps the fruits of ’eia id Oteririty ? '

The Mirza*SuItan Huflein, twenty-five years 
of age, was the fon of Timur’s daughter nam’d 
Akia Beghi or Tagi Can ; and his father was the 
Emir Mehemed Bei, fon of the Emir Moulfa. 

And as it was written in the book of fate, 
that the crown fhou’d continue in this illuftrious 
family by the branch of the Mirza Charoc and 
his children: after having noW fini/lf’d the 
hiftory of the glorious adions of Timur-Bec, we 
intend to compile a hiftory of the Mirza Charoc, 
and give a true relation of his great adions, 
which prov’d him the worthy'fucceffor of the 
moft illuftrious conqueror who ever appear ? d in 
the world.
